ayre, and readily acknowledge, that no Eee lefiafticall Annalls ever recor 
ded his Paralell, for multiplicity of defperate cunning fefuztzcall Stra- 
tavems fecretly to fubvert that Orthodox Reformed Religion which him- 
felfe pretended to profeffe ; nay, propag3te and patronize. 

It is far below the Magnanimity of my Spirit in the leaft meafure ma- 

licioufly to blaft the Fame, or revengefully to triumph over, to trample 
uponthe Afbes of a¥: anquifbed Exemy, whom I never dreaded, or flande- 
red all his life,forgave and pitcied both be fore and at his death;the aemory 
of whofe Capztal crimes fhould have expired with his breath,and been eter- 
nally Guried in oblivion with his Corps,by me, had not Your Honors fupertour 
Commands necefiitated me to revive, record them to Pofterity fince his 
death (as well asto give them in evidence at his Tryall; ) for Vindication 
of Your untainted Fuitice, and the Common Good, to deter all others in fu- 
ture Ages from the like Trayterous Prattifes. If any therefore deem my 
Expre/sions, concerning him or his actions, over-lavifh, malicious» or re 
vengefull, let them impartially compare them with his Crimznall Offen- 
ces here recorded, (which they hardly equalize, or fall far fhort of ) and 
then if they warrant not the harfbeft Epithites, the blackeft Charatters 
here beftowed on him, let me eternally bear the blame and fhame: but if 
they be fcarce proportionate tohis Treafows, his grand Add/demeanors, 
(which muft be blazoned and fet forth in language fuitable to their 
tran{cendent Hatuoufne/fe, not minced,not extenuated by over-diminutive 
expreffions ) I hope none will or canbe {o injurious, as to charge me with 
Calumny, much leffe Scurrility or Revenge,who never yet particularly de- 
manded, received the leaft farthing Recompence from him or any of his, 
for all che 4arbarous Cruelties, O ppre/Sions , Impri[onments,great Loffes,Dam- ' 
mages 1 {uftained, eight years {pace together, onely for difcoverings 
oppofing, countermining (to the utmoft of my skill and power) all Po- 
pilh Plots, Zaxovations, Proceedings of this Arch-Prelate and his confede- 
rares to undermine our Religion, re-eftablifh Popery among us by de- 
grees, and fet upan arbitrary Papall power, the better to effect the fame: 
the onely reall caufe of all my former fufferings. 

Yet three things there are, I forefeemay poffibly be objected againft 
me by his complices, which need fome Anfwer to prevent their caufelefle 
Calumnies. 

The firft is, That inthis Hsftery of bis Tryall, Ihave at large inferted 
fome particular papers, paflages, (efpeciallyin rheC atalogue of the 47m:- 
nian, Popi{b Errours, vented in, and ofthe claufes againft them purged out 
of late new Printed Books)which were not a¢tually, or ar leaft fully read 
atthe Lords Bar; Therefore 1 am guilty of partiality and unfaithful- 
neffe in relating the Evidence given in againft him at the Bar, by thefe 
additions to it. 

Towhich I anfwer. Firft, that all the Evidence,Paflages here at large 
recited (with many more) were prepared and ready by me at the Bar; yea 
the effect of every Paper, paffage here recorded, was in generall terms Ope- 
ned, preffed at the tryall, though not all fully read and particularly urged 


for 


DEDICATORY, 
for want of time: which I have here more largely inferted for clearing the 
truth, and fatisfying the Reader, the moft material! paflages being 
onely read at large: the reft of like nature but briefly referred to in gene- 
rall to avoyd prolixity, and husband time. 

Secondly, that I have largely recorded none of thefe Paffages here by 
way of New Add:tionall Evidence, requiring anfwer, but onely for illu- 
{tration or corroboration of the old, full y given in and read. 

Thirdly, the Catalogue of new licenfed Popith Do&trines, and of the 
Purgations of Paflages againft Popery, Arminianifme, atbytrary govern- 
ment, Prophanefle, &c. wherein moft of the new Additions, not fully 
read,are inferted,make but one intire charge, not divers; andhadbut one 
generall Anfwer,defence given to them by the Arch-bithop; to wit, that 
they were not licenfed nor purged out by himfelf, but only by his and the 
Bifhop of Lezdons Chaplains, who muft anfwer for them, and that they 
concerned not him:therefore thefe Additions making no new charge, and 
receiving all the felfe-fame Anfwer & defence, no indifferent perfons can 
juftly taxe me wich partiality or injuftice for inferting them into this 
Hiftory, for the fuller difcovery of his Popith intentions in this kinde, 
(which want of time prevented us to difplay fo fully ar the Bar, as was 
defired>where we had each particular ready in writing proved upon oath) 
it being not onely excufable, but juftifiable, yea neceffary ina Hiftory of 
this nature, which fo much concernes Religion and the publick. 

The fecond thing, which perchance will be alleadged againft me, iss Object, 2, 
That I have not fo fully, fo punétually relatedthe Arch-bifhops feverall i 
Anfwers and Replyes to all the particulars of his charge as he uttered 
them vrva voce at the Bar in his particular and generall Defezces (who 
fpake as much for himfelfe as the wit of man could invent, in fo bad a 
caufe) and that I have made fome few Additions tothe Commons fodain 
Replications to his Anfwers. 

Tothis I anfwer: Firft that I ufed all poffible diligence, both by friend- .4n/w. 1, 
ly intreaty and the power of Authory; to procurethe Archbifhops own 
Notes of his Anfwers and Defences to the Commons charge, or authen- 
tick Coppies of them, from Mr. Dell his Secretary and others; that fo 
I might Print them veréatim to avoydall calumnies ; but I could obtain 
neither from them:M Dell protefting,that neither he,nor any other to his 
knowledge, had the originalls nor any coppyes of them ; and that he belee- 
ved,bws Lord did burn all the Notes of hts anfwers and defence before his death, 
of purpofe to prevent their publication after it So that if I have cafually o- 
mitted or miftaken any part of his 4/wers or Defence, himfelfor hisown 
creatures muft beare the blame, not I ; who haveas faithfully, as exactly 
as I could fupplyed this defeé of his own Papers, out of the Notes of 0- 
thers and mine own fragill memory; relating all his Anfwers, Defences,as 
neer as poffible in his own termes, and preffing them fully for his be 
advantage, without the leaft wilfull omiffion or diminution of any one 
particular of moment. 

Secondly, Forthe Commons fubitane Replyes to his Anfwers,I have 
rehearfed them as neer as I could intheir owntermes ; and made no Ad- 


ditions thereunto, but onely of fome Authors teftimonies concerning the 
niclawful- 
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unlamfulne fs of Images, vUCifIXeS, Altar’, the placing and rayling 12 Al- 
tars and Lords Tatles altarwife agatnft the Eaftwall, the confecration of 
Churches and Chapples ; wherein the Archbifhop much abufed his Au- 
ditory with empty dafhes and confident pretences of antiquity, which 
Mr Serjeazt wilde at large refuted by the Teftimony of Fathers & other 
orthodox Writers,and Mr 1” ichol.is tOO> as far as the fhortneffe of time.

CAE gether inone continued Dafcowr{¢,but his Anfwers & the Gommons Re- 
plies thereto in fractions ; not in one continued Difcourfe, as they were 
delivered each day feverally atthe Bar, and fummed up at Jaft inthe 
Lords and Commons Houfe. . ! 

Anfwy. I anfwer, itis truth : -and I did it for thefe Reafons. Firft, to avoyde 


Prolixity,& tedious Repetitions of the felf fame things: For had I reci- 
ted his feveral! 4afwers, Defences & the COmons Replies to chem as they 
were made at the Bar each day by themfelves , and then repeated his ge- 
nerall Anfwers, Defences in the Lords and Commons Houfe, and 
Mr Brownes Reply thereto diftinaly by themfelves,I fhould have repea- 
ted the felfe-fame things, with very little variation, three or four times 
over to no purpofe; whereas now I have contraétedthe fumme of all 
his Anfwers, Defences to each particular Charg & Proof with theCom- 
ons Replies thereto into one, to efchew Prolixity and Tautrologies:2ly,! 
did it to prevent confufion; and for clearer Difcovery of thetruth, the 
pertinency of the evidence given in againft him ineach Particular : For 
had I contracted all his Anfwers, Defences into one, and reprefented 
them in one intire continued Difcourfe by themfelves ; and then have 
fubjoyned the Commons Replies unto them intirely together, the Rea- 
der could never have clearly difcovered the friviloufnes, falfenes, or im- 
pertinency of his feverall An{wers to each particular charge, or the 
ftrength of the Commons Replies thereto;nor yet fo well have obferved, 
to what particulars he gave anfwer, to what not; whereas now by this 
Perfpicuous Method I have followed, in reciting his Particular Anfwers 
and Defence diftin@ly to each Branch of his Charge and the Evidence 
brought to prove it,and then annexing the Commons Replies thereunto; 
the Readers may with eafe and delight (by comparing the Charge, 
Proofes, Anfwers, Defence and Replies together) moft clearly difco- 
ver the truth, weight of each Charge and Proof; the weaknefle, falfe- 
neffe, defects, and infufficiency of all his Anfwers; the fatisfaGtorines of 
the Commons Replies, and his undoubted Guiltineffe of all the parti- 
culars charged onhim. Thirdly,the Archbifhop alledged fundry things 
inhis particular Anfwers and Defences each day, which he omitted in 
his gezerall Defences in Goth Hoxfes , and added fomethings in his Gene- 
rall Defezces, which he omitted in his particular; by reafonwhereof I 
wasneceflitated to colle@ allhis fcattered Anfwers, Defences to each 
particular Charge into one, for his better advantage,and the Commons 
Replies thereto. VVhich being thus compaéted together, without inter- 
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pofition of any heterogenius matter in their proper places, for the pre- 
mifed reafons neceffitaring meto this method 3 horationall man can jutt- 
ly taxe me for ic, as being no wayes injurious to the Archbifhops eaufe, 
nor tending to his difadvantage. 

Thefe ObjeStions from the Arch-bifhops’ Prélaticall partie being 
removed, there aretwo things more, wherein Your Hoxours and the 
world may juftly demand fome farisfaction, to exem pt me fromyall cauf- 
leffe cenfures. ! 

Firft,you may juftly inquire the Reafonss why this Hiffory of the 
Arch- bilbops Tryall, hith ftuck fo long in my hands before its publica- 
tio feeing it was expected many moneths fince > 

Secondly, why it comes forth by parcels onely, not compleat: and 
intire , after fo long an expectation of the whole tryall and procee- 
dings ? 

To the former demand, I anfwer : Firft, that this task was by fpeci- 
all Order, originally impofed upon thofe Membets of the Commons 
Houle, that managed the Evidence,not on me who totally declining it, 
fome four Moneths after the Triall and above 2 Moneths after the Exe- 
cution,this work was delegated by the Commons unto ine;at which time 
moft of the Papers, Notes, Books, Evidences, ufed at his tryall, were laid 
afide and difperfed into feverall'mens hands : whereby much’ time was 
Ipent before I could recolle& and marthall them into Order, to digeft 
this Hz/fory outof them. Secondly , fincethe affisnment of this task 
unto my care, !have been almoft every day taken’ up with publike im- 
ployments for the State, ar the Committee of Accousts.and elfewhere; Be- 
fides the dayly avocations of my particular calling (my onely fupport 
fince our unhappy Wars) foas I have had few vacant hours to compile 
itr,but thofe | have borrowed from m y natural lireft,whiles others have bin 
fleeping. Thirdly, I have fince this undertaking, been neceffirated to 
write & publifh fundry orher Impreffions(uncapable of delay )in defence 
of the Ecclejiaffreall 1urt (di Bion of Parliaments, Civill Magiftrates. and 
concerning Ecclefialt icall Cenfures and Church- Government, againtt ade- 
pendents, Anabapt tts, others; yea to Vindicate the Parliaments ja@ft Pro- 
ceedings, with mine own Innocency, againft the feditious .Aztz-parlia- 
mentary Lybels, of that notorious impudent Libeller and LyarjZ Col, Li/- . 
urn, who till * perfevers in his trefpafles,to the difhonour and fcandall pape 
of publike juftice. All which confidered, I fuppofe Your Ho#owrsand ted, tonocency 
others will eafily beleeve, I wanted no diligence, bur leifure onely for «ed Tixth Fu. 
the {peedier accomplifhment of this work : wherein notwithftanding *#*# 
Thave not been negligent ; witneffe my publication of the Breviate of 
the Archbilbops life,and of A necelf ary Introdutiow.of his Tryall, (amoun- 
ting to a large Volume) fufficient to affoyle me from the leaft imputa- 
tion of idleneffe or negligence in this very fubjeét. Fourthly, Adde 
hereunto the voluminoufnefle of this Firft Part of the A rchbi{bops Tryal 
Onely» with the variety of the matter, charges therein conteined ; the 

trouble I had in digefting ; the Labour in compiling ; writing, re- 


veiwing, fitting it for and Correcting, Revifing it at the Prefle, vim ule 
coldneffe 
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coldnefle of thislaft winters Vacation when neither pen, nor Preffe 
could worke, for fundry weekes together : and compare this with the 
former reafons (and the Printers {lackneffe which hath delayed it very 
much) and then I doubt not but your Hozeurs and all others will rather 
wonder,how I could poffibly compleat this Voluminous Part {o {peedily, 
then queftion or quarrell with me, why it comes forth fo flowly 2. it 
being work enough to have {wallowed up all my time fince the Order, 
had I had no other imployments to divert me. 

To the fecond demand, 1 muft returne this Anfwer: Firft, that I 
publifhed this Hiftory thus in parcells, for want of time to compleat 
and print ic all cogether in due feafon. Secondly, that the long expeéta- 
tion of this Tryall, and mens calling for itevery day. induced me tO fa- 
tisfie their longing appetites , with thefe F ivft-fruits of it, comeer- 
ning Religion, (thething moft looked, moft inquired after, both at 
home and abroad /till the full crop be ripened for the harveft,which will 
require fome warmer moneths to concog it, ere it can attain to maturity. 
Thirdly, The great Charge of the Satzoner in Printing this firft Part, 
(the voluminoufneffe and price whereof hath, I fear, out-{welled moft 
Chapments purfes in thefe Indegent times) with the ferious confidera- 
rion of the incertainty of my life and future opportunity in thefe dayes 
of War and mortality to finith the remainder of this Worke (which 
God willing I intend to’ compleat and publifh with all convenient 
{peed Jhave induced me, rather to gratifie your Honours and the World 
with thefe Firft-fruits for the prefent, thento hazardthe depriving you 
of it, or the whole Hiftory,if deferred till all were compleated. 

Having anfwered thefe demands, 1 thali now crave liberty and your 
Noble Patienceto raife fome profitable Obfervations from the Sudje# 
matter of this Hiftory, nor unworthy your Hovours faddeft thoughts. 

If we confider the meane ob{cure Parentage of this 4 rch- Prelate, his 
grand Preferments,the great mifchiefeshe did in Church, State, and his 
Execurion after all,it may fuggeft thefe profitable contemplations to 
our minds. 

Firft, That Godby his power and all-difpofing providence can raife 
up Perfons of the loweft place or Parentage, to the higheft Pinacles of 
worldly Honour: according tothat inthe 1 Sam, 2.8. and Pfal, 118. 
738.He raifeth up the Poor out of the duft, and lifteth up the Beggar from the 
dunghill, tofet them among the Princes,ansd make them inherzte the Throne 
of glory. 

2. That God can makethe moft vile and defpicable perfons in the 
world, grand Pefts or Punifhments to whole Kingdomes, Nations, when 
he pleafeth ; Daz. 11-2 1,22. 1 Xz7gs 11.26.C.4 2.2.PC.C.13+ & 144) 
even as he made Frogs, Lice, Caterpillers ( the vileft creatures ) a very 
fore plague to King Pharaoh andthe whole Kisedome of Egypt, Exod. 


c.7.8.and 9. 


3. That perfons fodainly advanced from the loweft degree of men, to 
the higheft pirch of honour, proove commonly the moft infolent, 
violent, domineering , imperious, tyrannicall, and mifchievous of all 
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fuch preferments, beingunable to weld or mannage the greatneffe of 
their fortune. See 4Zat.2 4.48. tothe end,2 Chre.to.8.t0 16. Ecclef.to, 
¥.657- P{al.7>.6.t0 13. 106.2 £.7.t0 20. 

Fourthly, That grand preferments without great “grace to mannage, 
improve them to Gods glory, and the common good, are greater judge- 
ments than bleffings, and for the mot part» the immediate occafions 
of mens greateft ruin by their evill Gouncells, or ill managins of their 
greatneffe to.che publike prejudice, Pf. 73. 2. to21. fob 2 [-7. &c.Pfal, 
37.1.2. E/lerc. 9.t0 8. 

Fiithly, That mifchievous Councellours and wicked Inftruments in 
Church, State; though never fo great in power or Favour with their 
Princes forafeafon, {cldome efeape condigne exemplary punifhment 
atthe laft: andthat no greatneffe whatfoever is able finally to pro- 
—te& mifchevous Grindees, fromthe hand of publike juftice: Effer 7. 
y Kings 2.23.to 35. 

Let all great ones then ferioufly confider this, and remember Cazter- 
bury, left they dye and fall like him. 

If we again obferve his Preferments, Actions» Proceedings and mi- 
ferable end asa Clergy man, we may raife thefe profitable obfervations 
from this Hiftory of his Tryall, whichall Prelates, Clergy men may 
do well ro confider,as oft astheythinke of Cazterbary. 

Firft, thot when Clergy men caft afide or negle& their callings, and 
turne meer Sratefmen, they commonly prove the very worft and moft 
oppreffive Perfonsof all others. A7atih. 5.13. 2 Theff. 2.3. 

Secondly, That one over-potent Prelate backed with a Kings Royall 
power and favour.is able to unfetleRcligion where it is beft eftablithed, 
and embroyle,» ruine the moft flourifhing Churches, Kingdomes in 
few yeares{pace. 2 Theff.2.4.9,10, 11, 12. Revel.13.2.to 18. 

Thirdly, That there are no fuch defperate underminers, perfecutors, 
fuppreffors of Gods true Religion, Saints, people, as over- potent wic- 
ked Prelates: And thar diffembling Porent ProreftantPrelates, Clergy- 
men are greater Enemies tothe Proteftant Religion for the moft part; 
then profefled Papifts: 2 Theff.2.4.9 10. 13, 12. Revel. 3, AMatth. 
24.5-11. 24. 4520.22.20. L0086.70,71. 

Fourthly, That rhe fouleft PraG@ifes, Confpiracies againft the Pro- 
teftant Religion may be and ufually are guilded over with the moft {pe- 
cious pretences for its Advancement. And therefore it concernes us al- 
wayes to weigh and judge of men by their AGtions, not their Proteftati- 
ons: Matth.7,15. Rev. 13.2) to 18. 

Fifthly, That the moft hopefull defignes, the moft fucceffefull Plots, 
Proceedings againft the true Religion and Saints of God, do alwayes 
prove abortive in conclufion; and that rhe prevailing contrivances» fuc- 
ceffes of many yeares travell in this kinde are ufually,by a divine over-ru- 
ling providence, oft times, like fo many Cobwebs, {wept down, dafhed 
in pieces, and wholy difappointed ina moment, whenthey are neareft 

accomplifhment in allhumane probability Pf. 72.18,19,20. Pfal. 21. 
11,12.Gen, 1¥. 3.&c. Exod.t4.19 to 21. Efay. 8.9.10. 

Sixtly, That God inhis infinite wifedome and juftice can turne all 
the Plots, Contrivances of wicked mento ruine his truth, Church, je 
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ple, robe the proper immediate inftruments of their contriversruine. 
(He taketh the wife intherr own craftivef[e,e7c. Job. §+125132,14.) and to 
the advancement of his Gofpel, Caufe, people , as he did inthe cafes of 
lofepb, and Afordecay. 

Seventhly, That great Ecclefiafticall or temporall Preferments 
and Court Favours, feldome make men better but worfer then before: 
Deut. 6610, Ws 12.6. 8.10.19. 2 Chron, 26, 16.6. 21.255 26. 

Eightly» That thofe who are Superftitious or Prefumptuous in 
their life time, are feldome penitent,but for the moft part obftinate, fenf- 
leffe or defperare at their deaths ; and have cc monly a greater careto 
fupport their crackt credits, by juftifying or denying their evill actions, 
thenro favetheir fouls, by confeffing or bewailing theirguilr. 

"This was the condition of this Arch-Prelate who lived to furvive’ and 
behold the downfall of allhis Popith Plots, Innovations, Superftiti- 
ons, Canons, the High Commiffion and Prelacy it felfe, the grand I- 
dolls he endeavoured to fet upand perpetuare among us; Yet all rhe Su- 
perfticions, Idolatries, Romith Errors, Tyrannous oppreffions he had 
maiorained, pratifed in his life. he moft obftinately juftified, without 
he leat remorfe,or acknowledgment of guilt,of error, both at his Tryall 
and Death. Yea though bewere fo confcious to himfelfe ofall the crimes 
wherewith he was charged, that he procured a Pardoz from Oxford un- 
der the Kies own hand:and: great Seale, {oon after the beginning of 
his Tryall (which made him fo bold,fo peremptory atthe Barr; ) yer left 
it f{hould tmply or argue a guiltineffe in him, he chole rather to conceal 
this Pardoz, and ftand upon his plenary juftification, till after his con- 
demnation, then produce or. plead it; nor fending it to your Hoxors till 
he was ordered to 4e banged at Ty/urne: ypon which occafion he acquain- 
ted both Hozfes with it» to deprecate and exchange rhat punifh- 
ment for a more Honourable kind of execution onthe Scaffold at Tower 
bill, where his head was chopped off, inftead of a Hanging at Tyburze. 
And although all ingenious men would have imagined , that the blood.of 
the miny Souleshehad ftarved, feduced, deftroyed all his time by fup- 
preffing preaching , fufpending, filencing, cenfuring, banifhing godly 
Minifters, Le&turers without any reall Caufe, preffing the Booke of 
Sports, introducing Popifh, Arminian Soul-deftroying Errors, Super- 
ftitions, Innovations, Prophanations; with the blood ofthe bodies 
of divers thoufands fhed in Exgland, Scotland, Ireland, by our un- 
happy Warrs(originally occafioned and ftirred up by him) might have 
been prevalent enough to relent his Adamantine heart, and draw forth 
teares of repentance, of compunétion from his eyes and foule, yet fuch 
was his defperare Obftinacy & Impenitency on the fcaffold,that he never 
fo much as confeffed or bewayled at his death thefe bloody crimes, nor 
any of thofe Tvayterom Offences for which he was juftly condemned; but 
witha brow of braffe and heart of ftone, impudently juftified his In- 
hocency ,nay Crimes to theutmoft, without demanding Pardon of 
them from God or Man, though hetookethis enfuing Pardon from 
the King (a fufficient evidence of his guilt) which I have Veréa- 
tim tranferibed out of the Original! pafled under the Great Seale at 
Oxford |

By this Arch-Prelates embracing and the Kings granting of this large 
Univer{al Pardonof all Treafons&c.himfelf hisPrelaticallPartie,together 
with his Majeftie and his Adherents of all forts, are eternally concluded 
to plead his Jésocency, proclaim hima Afartyr, or Ganonize him for 
a meritorious Saint, asthey havedone. Yea, his Afajeffies Royall care and 
ferious endeavour to refcue fuch an Arch Traytor.as He (impeached of 
High Treafonand other grand Crimes by twowhole Kingdomes) from 
the hands of common Fu{tzce, andthe Supremeft Judicatory in Parlia- 
ment,by this Regall Charter of Pardon, when as he could not effed it by 
his Army Royall and force of Armes, difcovers both His own unhappi- 
neffe and our: Kingdomes too in this,that he hath hitherto affected not on 
ly Zreafor.but Trayters toour€ hurch and Strate,more then his faithfulet: 
Parliament, or most loyall Subjeds : which dangerous Errour, I pray God 
his Majefty after all his various mifcarriages » difappointments, loffes, 
by fuch mifchevous perfons, may now at laff difcern, reje@, and never 
henceforth favourany fuch Traytors,7ll Councellors,Prelates or Archbi{hops 
more,whofe extirpation root azd branch,your Honours have already voted. 
And that no doubt upon juft reafons, fince the very beft and learnedeft 
in ‘all the whole pack of Prelates, eventhe Primate of -Avmagh, Bithop 
ufher, (of whom moft men have hitherto had avery honorable opinion, 
though a great fervane and Inftrument of Canteréuries in Ireland,as ap- 
peares by fundry original!

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Primate of Ireland, that we mult (ubmzt to the introducing of Popery there, 
(the projected defign of the Primate and Metropolitan of all England and 
Ireland too,the better to accomplith it iné ngland,as we have here and elf- 
where manifefted) the God of heaven for ever deliver us from fuch an 
hypocricicall falfe Archtepi{copall generation of Vipers, whole heads and 
hopes of fucceffion in both Kingdomes, we truft Your Hoxours have for 
evercut of inthe decapitation of thi Archbalbop of Canterbury, the very

Fourthly, Meditate from hence, the vanity, inftability and danger of greatnefs 
without goodneffe: the impotency of the greatetthumane power, honour, fa- 
vour, to exempt or fecure evil Counfellors, or publike Malefactors from the fword 
of Juftice; The unhappy fatall ends of wicked Royall Favourites, who by hu- 
mouring their Princes in unju't oppreffive courfes, ufually in the conclufion,do but 
deftroy themfelves,and prejudice their Princes moft of any,as thisArch- Prelate hath 
done: The certain ruine of all bloody Perfecutors of Gods people: together with 
the infinite wifdome and power of Almighty God, who can wifely order, over- 
rule the mifchievous Plots, & malicious contrivances of his moft defperate Enemies 
to advance his own Honour, Caufe, Gofpell, People; to effect the quite contrary to 
what they intended, and to bring about his own ends and their downfalls. 

Many fuch cordiall meditations, and {weet contemplations will this Hiftory 
afford thee for thy comfort,thy incouragement in thy conftantChriftian profeffion in 
times of vreateft danger and hotteft perfecution, The good Lord fo fanctifie it and 
them to thy Soul, that this Archbifhop, who by his Life and Doétrine wrought fo 
much mifchiefe and forrow to our Church for a feafon, but no prefent good at all ; 
may bring mach confolation, Edification to it,and thee,by this his Triall and Death:

The Booke of Exgland abolifheth all that may import the oblation efany unbloo- 
dy Sacrifice,but here we have befides the preparatory oblation of rhe Elements, which’ 
isneither co be found in the Booke of Exg/azd now,nor in King Edwards Booke of 
old theoblation of the body and blood of Chrift,which Bellarmine calleth, Sacrifici- 
um Lawdisquia Deus per illad magnopere landatur, This alfo agreeth well with their 


Jate do&trine, We ate ready wheniit thall be judged convenient,and we fhall be de- 


fired , ro dicover mach more matters ofthis kind, as grounds laid for miffi icca, or 
rhe halfe Meffe,che privat Meffe without the people,ofcommunicating in one kinde, 
of the confumption by the Prieft , and.confummation of the Sacrifice,of teceiving the 
Sacrament in the mouth,and not in the hand,&c. | : 
Our fupplications were many againft chefe Bookes,bur Canterbury procured them

all thee it is knowne chat he was, although not the (le, yet the principall Agent and 
adviler. . spite 

When by che Pacificarion at Barwticke, both Kingdomes looked for Peace and

ee fpared not openly in the hearing of many, otten before the King, and 

privately at\ the Counlell Tabie, and the Privy Jointo, to fpeake of usas Rebeils and 

Trairors, and to fpeake againft the Pacification as difhonourable, and meere to be bro. 

ken. Neither did his malignancy and bitternefle ever fufter him co reft, rilla new war 
was entred upon, and all things prepared for our deftruStion, 

By him was it that our Covenant, approven by Nationall Af emblies, fubfcribed by 
Kis Majefties Commiffioner, and by the Lords of his Majefties Counfell,and by them 
commanded. to be fubfcribed by all rhe Sub jects of the Kingdome, as a Teftimony of 
our duty to God, and the King, by him was ir {till called ungodly, damnable, Treafo- 
nable; by him were Oathsinvenred, and preffed upon diverie of our poore Country 
men, upon the paine of imprifonment., and many mileries, which were unwarranra- 
ble by Law, and contrary to their Nationall Oach, 

When our-Commiflioners did .appeare.to render the reafons of our demands, hee 
fpared not in the pefence of the King, and Committee, to raile againtt our National 
Aflembly, as nor daring to appeare before the World,and Kirkes abroad ; where him- 
Yeife and his aétions were able ro endure tryall; and againft our jutt and neceflary de- 
fence as the moft malicious and Treafonable Contempt of Monarchicall Government 
chat any bygone age heard of : His hand alfo was at the Warrant for the reftraint and 
imprifonment of Our Commiffioners, fent from the Parliament, warranted by the 
King, and feeking she peace of rhe Kingdomes. 

When we had by our Declarations, Remonttrances, and Reprefenrations,manifelts 
ed the truth of our intentions, and Jawfalneffe of our actions,co al’ the good Subjects 
of the Kingdome of Exgland, when the late Parliament could not be moved to aititt, 
or énter in Warre againi{t us, mainraining our Religion, and Liberties, Canterbury did 
not only advife the breaking up of that high and honourable Court,to the great griefe 
and hazard of the Kingdome, but (which is without example) did fit {till in the Con- 
vocation, and.niake Canons and Contticutions againtt us, and our juft and neceflary 
defence-ordaining under all higheft paines,that:hereafter the Clergie fhall preach foure 
rimes in the yeare, {uch do&rine.as iscontrary not-onely te our proceedings, but to the 
dostrine and proceedings of orher Reformed Kirkes, to the judgment of all found Di- 
vines, and Politiques, andtending tothe utter flavery and ruining of all Eftates and 
Kingdomes, and to the difhonour of Kings and Monarchs, Andas if this had not 
beene {afficient, he procured fix Subfedies to be lifted of the Clergie, under paine of 
deprivation to all chat fhould refufe... And whichis yet worfe, and above which Malice 
infelfe cannot afcend, by his meanesa Prayer is ffamed, Printed, and fent through alt 
Paroches of Exgland, tobe faid in all Churches in time of Divine Service, next after 
the Prayer for rhe Queen, and Royall Progeny, again{t our Nation by name.of {raya 

serous Subjetts, having caft off all Obedience to Our Annoynted Soveraigne, and com 
ming in allrebellious manner to invade England, that {hame may cover our faces,as Ene- 
mies to God and the King. 

Whofoever fhall impartially examine what hath proceeded from himfelfe, in thefe 
Books.of Canons and common Prayer, what Deétrine hath beene publifhed and prin- 
ted thefeyeares by-paft in Exglaed, by his Difciples and Emiflaries, what groffe Po. 
pery inthe moft.materiall points we have found,and are ready to fhew in the pofthume 
writings of the Prelate at Edexburgh, and Dublane, his owne creatures, his neeretft fa- 
miliars, and moft willing inftruments.to advance his counfells, and projects, fhall per- 
ceive,thas his intentions were deepe and large againft all the reformed Kirkes, and Re« 
formation of Religion, whicti in his Majefties dominions was pasting, and by this 
time had rendred up the Ghoft, if God had not in a wonderfull way of mercy preven- 
tedus; And thar if the Pope himfelfe had beene in his place, he could not have beene. 
more Popifh, nor could he more zealoufly have negotiated for Rome, again{t rhe Re- 
formed Kirkes, to reduce them:to the Herefies in doctrine ; the Superftitions and Ido- 
latry in worfhip, and. che tyranny in Government, which are in that See, and for 
which the Reformed Kirkes did feparate ftom it, and come forth of Babell. Flom Bist.

fore confident chat your Lordth ips will by your meanes deale effectually withthe Par.

of the Kingdome ; which thall be good fervice to God, honour to the Kibg and Par- 
liament, terrout to che wicked, and comfort to all good men; and ro usin {peciall who 
by his meanes principally, have beene put to fo many and grievous aflictions, wherein 
we had perithed, if God had not beene withus, 

Wee doe indeed confeffe that the Prelates of E ngland have beene of very different 
humours, fome of them of a more moderate temper, fome of them more, and fome 
of them Iefle inclinable to Popery: yet what knowne truth, and conftant experience 
hath made undenyable, ve mutt at this opportunity profeffe,chat ffom the fir! sime of 
Reformation of the Kirke of Scotland, not only after the comming of Kizg Fames of 
happy memory into £xg/and,but before the Prelates of Exgland have bin by all means 

unceflantly working the overthrow of our dilciplineand Government, And it hath 
come to pafle of late, that the Prelates of Exgland having prevailed, and brought us to 
fub jection in the point of Government,and finding their long waited for opportunity 
anda rare congruitie of many fpirics and powers, ready tO co-operate for their ends. 
have made a ftrong aflault uponthe whole external! worthip, and doStrine ofour Kirk. 
By which their doing they did not-aime to make us conforme to Exgland; butte make 
Scotland firlt (whofe weaknefle in refitting they had before experienced, in the Nova. 
tions of Government,and of fome points of worthip ) and thereafter England conform 
to Rome, even in thefe matters wherein England had feparated from Rome, ever fince 
the tithe of Reformatior. Anevill therefore which hath iffued, nor fo muclefrom the 
perfonall difpofition of the Prélates themfelves, as from the innate quality and nature 
of their Office, and Prelaticall Hierarchie, which did bring forth the Pope in Ancient 
times, and never ceafech till:t bringeth forth popith Dotrine and worthip, where it is 
once rooted, and the Principles thereof fomented and conttantly followed.

ceafe ; but principally by reafon of the great intervening urgent affaires, diftractions, 
and. bloody Wars in the Kingdomes of Ireland and England, occaficned by his Ma- 
jefties deferting the Parlisment, and this Arch-Prelates plots to fet up Popery; not 
through any neglect or default inthe Lords or Commons: We fhall next endeavour 
to yeeld you a full, fatisfactory, true account of the proceedings and evidence given ia 
againtt him at his Trvall, which will really render him the Archeft Traytor, the moft 
peftilent Malefactor in all kindes of Villany, Tyranny, Oppreffion, Mifchiefe, that 
was ever arraigned, condemned in any Parliament; Pierce Graveftons, Archbifbop 
etrundles, Cardinall Wolfes, Empfons, Dudlies, and the Earle of Straffords Trea- 
fons, Confpiracies, Oppreflions and grand Mifdemeanours, layd together, being far 
inferiour to his, both in heinonfneffe,multiplicity, and variety,as fhail be undeniably 
demonftrated to all the world, by fubftantiall proofs. i 

On Thurfday the 12, of AZarch, 1643. (the day defigned for the comencement of 
this great Tryall) about three of the Clocke inthe afternoon, the Arch-bifhop was 
brought Prifoner by the Lienrenant of the Tower of London, and Uther of the blacke. 
Rod, to the Bar in the Lords Houfe: where, after he had kneeled down on his knees 
for a litle fpace, the Lord Gray of warke, then Speaker of that honourable Houtfe, 
commanded him torifeup ; which donc, the Committee of the Houfe of Commons 
Nira to mannage the evidence at his T1yall demanded, that the {everall Articles 
of their Impeachment againft him might be read : whereupon one of the Clerkescf 
the Lords Honfe, read both the Originall and Additionall Articles fore-mentioned ; 
and after thar his Anfwer, Plea,and Demurrerto them. 

All which being read, the Archbifhop then defired the Lords, that the Honfe of 
Commons might give in all their Charge and Evidence to all the Articles againft 
him together, before he fhould be put to give his Anfwer to any particular Charge,be- 
canfe he was ancient, his memory very fhert,and the Articles Generall ; and that 
hemight anfwer all his Charge together, not eich dayes Evidence by Peece-meale.

Featley,Mr. Cordwell( once fervant to the Archbifhop ); Dr. Haywood alfo confeil- 
ing he vifed this forme of celebrating the Communion , and Confecrating the 
Elements in the Archbifhops prefence. Now this Credetia ( the very Name 
his owne Chaplaines gaveit)or diminutive preparatory Alrar , whereon the Bread, 
wine,Paten & Chalice muft firft be folemnly placed,& trom thencé removed advan- 
cedto & offerred up at the high Altar, is a meere Popith Vrenfill never heard of in 
any Proteftant Church, nor in the Church of England fince reformation; the very 
Name and Thing being prefcribed and frequently mentioned inthe Roman Cere.

For Proofe 
whereof (fo experimentally known to mott of the Lords and Courtiers, who were 
eve-witneffles of and difliked it,) Sir Benry A@ilamay, Knight, a Member of the 
Houle of Commons,and Matter of rhe Fewell Houfe, was produced ; who depofed 
as followeth. 

That before the Archbishop cance to be Deancof bis Majefties Chappell, where was 
little or no bowing at all nfed by any to or towards the Altar, except only at St. George. 
Ais Peaft, when the Kaights of the Garier; going wp te offer at it, maden cipillkinde of 
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obeyfance towards tt, not out of any religtous respett, but as a civell Ceremomy ancient 
ly ufed by them only at this folemnity, and by thofe of the Garter only + But after bee 
came to be Deane of the Chappell, he constantly uled bowing to the Altar at his ingreffe, 
-egreffe, and approaches to the Altar, caujing his owne and His Majefties Chaplaines to 
“rloe the like: That after he became Deane of the Chappell, for two or three yeares toge~ 
a gether or more, there wasin ‘Paffion weeke a peece of Arras with a large embroidered. 
Crucifixe, the fell length of a man, hanged over the Altarin the Kings Chappell at 
White-Hall.which was never done before in his memory,nor inthe memory of any Cour 
rier that he could heave of which Crucifixre he believed was never there ufed fin ce’ King 
Hethe 8, his Reigne, te// of late.That this groffz notorious Innovation gave great [can 
dall and generall offence to many well.affetted Courtiers, who fpake much againft it, and 
‘to himfelfe in particular, who openly complained of it to the King,and [pakt tothe Arch- 
“bifhop himfelfe about it; yer st continued there fundry Paffion weekes. And to mani- 
“felt the truth hereof more clearély to all the world, the very Crucifixe it felfe was 
by. fpeciall order fent for,and brought into the Lords Houle by the Serjeant of the 
Vestry at White-Hall; who likewile attefted the hanging of irup over the Altar 
sn His Majefties Chappell in the Paffion Weekes ; It was very large, rich, naked, 
{candalous offenfive,never ufed fince the Reformation,but onely in times of Pope- 
ry; yet this moft {candalous Idol did this Arch-P relate canfe ro be thus hanged up 
in His Majefties Chappell,as a patretne cf imitation for all others, well knowing the 
ancient Proverbe to bean experimental! tittl»

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When hé hath thus introduced thefe Romifh Innovations into His Majefties 
‘Chappel; then the Altar,Crucifix,& other Innovations in his Royal Chapel mutt be

- Prelate (principally intrufted with the care of Religion, ) contraty to his trutt and 
dutie to introduce thefe fcandalous Innovations into His Majefties owne Roy- 
all Chappell will appeare by théfe particulars. Firft, that hereby he made the world 
believe, His Majefty was a publike couhtenancer of ‘thefe Popifh Innovationsand 
Crucifixes, making him’a Royall open Patron of them,as much as in him Jay: con- 
trary to’ hisowne printed Declarations to all his loyall Subjects before the 39.

~ per ftition, Secondly, That he heréby gave juft océafion both to Proteftants and Pa- 
pifts at home and in forraigne parts,openlyto report and believe,that’ wee were 

_ now relapfing to thofe-ancient Romith fuperftitions,Idolatries,corruptions we had 
formerly fpued out.3ly.That hereby He endeavoured to corrupt his Majefty;his No- 
bles, Courtiets Chaplains, and by confequence all his dominions 1n their Religion, 
Fourthly, That by this meanes he perverted ,feduced many thoufands of His Maje- 
fies fabyes, who from this pattertie fell ro a ftudious practife of bowing to Altars, 
& erecting , Altars Crucifixes in moft Chapells Churches by degrees. Fifthly, That 
hereby. hee fcandalized,difcouraged, grievedthe well affected Proteftants, both at 
homeéand abroad; enconraged, hardned Papifts in their fuperftitions, and gave 
them great hopes of a {peedy alcerarion of religion,w«h they feconded with al their 
power and pollicy: Sixthly,That by this practife he ingendred great difcontents, 
jealoufiessmifinderftandings betweene His Majeftie and hisfubjects ; which could 
never 
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never yet be,cordially reconciled fince that time,but have grown wider every day 
almott to theutrer rnine of our three whole kingdomes. ; 

To the former evidence,this furcher memorable teftimony wa's fubjoyned by way 
of corroboration andaggravation, | 

Miftres Charnock (a Gent lewoman of good quality Jand her Danghter j oyntly de- 
poled before the Lords, that on ALanndy Thurfday,about 6. yeares fince,they being 
at Whitehall with fome other of their friends, whereof one was a Papilt , went 
into the Kings Chapell there to fee ir,where they faw an Alcar with Tapers, & ocher 
Furniture,on ir,& a Crucifix over it: whiles they werein che Chappell Dr, Browxe of 
Saint Faiths Charch under ‘Paules, (then a Deane,& one of the Kings Chaplaines ) 
with his Curate came together into the Chappell and bowed three feverall times almaoff 
tathe ground,tothe Altar and-Crucifix,as they all conceived,and then kneeléd down 
on their knees before them. A little after there came two Semepary Pricfts ins 
to the Chappell and bowed downe very 'low three {everall times to the Altar and 
Crucifix over it(as they apprehended ) juft.inche very fame manner as DreBrowne 
and his Curate did,and then kneeled downe before the Alzar and Grucifix, for a litcle 
fpace, as they haddone.: Ac which ftrange fight, Miftrefle Charnocke very much. ad 
miting {aid tothdfe in her company; F ever thought to have feene fuch a Sight , thar 
our owne Minifters and P ops{h Priefts (bould thus. repaire one after another into the 
Kings Chappell and ufe the [elfe [ame bowings , gefbures torhe Alrar and Crucifix,as 
if they were both agreed: Whereuntothe Papift prefently anfwered, there ts xo fuch 
olds and difference betweene you and us as is conceived; whichone ofthe Semenary 
Priefts overshearing, ufed tlie like words ; adding further, Gentlewoman, you need 
wok wonder at our bowing and kneeling (to the sAltarand C rucifix for you fee that ALia 
nifters of your ofyne Coate and Religion doe the like: and fo they depa rred. 

Now what a Capitall Crime, & Treafomthis is for an Atchbifhop intrufted with 
the'care of Religion,to bring in fuch Crucifixes, Ceremonies , Innovations into his 
Majefties owne royall Chapell,as should invire even his Majetties Chaplaines , and 
Popifh Semenary Priefts thus openly and profnifcoufly to refort into it to comimir

Doctor Thomas Fack(on,the ancientett Prebend of this Cathedrall,witneffed upon 
Oath, viva Koce,. That this Archbifhop of Canterbury fent.downe Statutes to their 
Cathedrall, fubferibed with his owne hand, to the obfervation of which they were 
all fworne; that by one of chele Statutes they were enjoyned. to bow unto the 
~Altar at their comming in,and going out ofthe Quireand approaches to the Altar; 
the wordswere,that they fhould 4ADORARE VERSVS ALT ARE: That 
this bowing was there of late conftantly practiled by the Prebends;among others by 
daméelf; webvhe hath left fince better information it being a great griefe to his foule,& 
giving much {Candall; for which he was heartily forrowful.and defiredGod to forgive 
him ; That rhefe Statutes were made about feyen yeares fince, dnd thar before chis

aited make aVanit.in the place of che Altar, #xder Sealetaxt, which is tantamount, ts 
paffed to the Earle and his heires (Credimus efleDeos.) This being the cafe in Dublin, 
jour Lordlhip will Fudge what we may expetl in the Country. 

The Earle of Corke holdes the whole Bifbopricke of Liftnore, at the Rate of fortie

‘into yoar Religious confideration,and vouchfafe me fuch a favourable refolution, 
“asthe meritts of the caufe requireth, 
~*Trisfothat Doctor Robert Weffon, fometimes one of the Lords Juttices for the 
«Government of /re/and,and Lord Chancellor of the fame Realme. Grandfather to 
“my deceafed Wife.and great Vncle to the now Lord Treafirer of Exgland , whofe 
“memory yet lives by being ftiled the good Lord Chancellor of Ireland,was buried 
‘in the upper end of the Chancell in Sait Patrickes Church » whofe Daughter Sir 
* Lefferey Penton maried,he having beene principall Secretary of Starero Queene 
‘ Elizabeth and King James for many yeares, and lived and died in ereat honour, 
‘whofe onely Daughter Irooke to Wife, and hee was buryed in the fame vtave; 
“My Wifedrawing towardsher end,made her laft reqieft unto mie rhat her Grand. 
“father, her Father, and her felfe might be buried rogether, and that Iwouldbe at 
‘the charge to erect ome Monument in memoriall of them all; Whereupon in ac- 
“complifhment of her dying defire who was the Mother.ofmy fifteene Children, 
“ propounded unto the Lord Archbifhop of Dxéb/in,and to the Deane and Chapter 
of Saint Patricks,to purchafe a place where I might erect 4 Tomibe over them And

proceed to Church. wardens feverally profecuted, excommunicated, and undone, for 
net rayling ia Communion Tables only, or removing them out of the rayles, 7 
We fhali begin with the Churchwardens of Beckiagzon in the County of Somerfet, 
whofe cafe, by the tcftimonies of Mr. fob» Aje (a Member of the Houle of Com- 
mons, and Lord of that Parith) of M, William Lows y and M, George Long (who fo- 
heited the caufe in the Churchwardens behalfe) was manifcRted to be thus, The 
Communion Table in the Parifh-church of Beckington had for 70yearsand mote 
ftood in the midft of the Chancell, enclofed with a very decent Wainfcot-border, and 
adore, with feats for the Communicants to receive in, round aboutlit: In the year 
1633. D. Pierce Bithop of Bath and Wels (a great creature of Canterburtes) appoin~ 
ted certaine Commiffioners to view the Churches within his Diocefle, & certifie to 
him the defects thereof: who viewing the Church of Beckington certified among 
other things,thacthere was nota decent CommunionTable in it,neither was it placed 
under the Eaft window, nor railed in otherwife then with a Border about it; where 
the communicants kneel at the holy Communion, and that thére were feats above the 
Communion Table. To which Certificate the Churchwardens and Sidemen of Beck- 
ington were ordered by the Bifhop to return ananfwerunder their hands before Aj- 
cenfien-day 1634.which they did accordingly. After which the Churchwardens were 
enjoyned by the Bifhop by word of mouth, to remove and rayle in their Communi- 
en Table Altarwife, againft the Eaft end of the Chancel : which they refufing to doe, 
e€onceiving it to be againft the Rubrick,Q. E/izabeths Injun@ions,and the 83 Canons 
thereupon Lames Wheeler,& Iobn Fry,Churchwardens,wereon the 9 of June 1635. 
gited into the Bithops Court at Wels, before Wiliam Hunt the Bithops Surrogate,and 
D. Duck his Chancelour ; for that the Communion Table in the Chancel of Beske 
sagten was not placed under theEaft window of the Chancel,nor rayled-in otherwife 
then with a Border about it, and thar there were feats above the faid Table ; who ade 
monifhed them to repaire the faid defects, and to'place the Lords Table again(t the 
Eaft wall of the Chancell, with the ends of it North and South, a9 it ftood in the Cas 
thedrall Church at #e/s, with arayle about ic; and to certifie that they had done all 
this by the 6 of October following ; At which day they were excommunicated in 
open Court by the Bifhop himfelf, tor refufing to remove and rayle in the Tableand 
pull down the faid feats. Whereupon the Church wardens appealed to the Arches fog 
relief, where after much waiting and folicitation,they procured from Sir Joba Lambe, 
Dean of the Arches,a Letier to the Bifhop to abfolve them for a time,w* he did only 
for 27 dayes,admonifhing them to {ubmit to what he had formerly enjoyned them 3 
for not doing whereof he excommunicated them againe in open Court on the 18 
of January following. Hereupon the Churchwardens appealed to the Arches the {ee 
cond time, and petitioned the Archbifhop for reliefe, to which Petition this Certifie 
eat under the hands of about one hundred of the Parifhioners was annexed,

€ nith and Jewifh abufes,with Images and Idols,with numbers of Altars too too fu- 
€ perftitioufly and intoHlerably abufed, &c. Finally Gods vengeance hath been andis 
‘ daily provoked, becaufe much wicked people pafie nothing torefort to the Church; 
* either for that they are fo fore blinded.that they underftand nothing of God.&/god- 
‘lineffe ; and carenot with divelifh example to offend their neighbours; or elfe for

“with , or his people edified are decently retained, and in our Churches coniely 
*prattifed, &c. 


Mr. Workman , by all thefe and fuch other paffagesin our Homilies (ratified and 
fubfcribed unto by allour Minifters in the 35 Artecle of our Church, as containing & 
godly and Whole[ome dottrine neceffary for thefe times , and eftablifhed by the ftatute 
of 13 Eliz. ca. 12. which confirmes the Articles) jultifyed every fyllable in his 
Sermons againlt Images (in which he ufed only the words of our Homilies) yet not- 
with{tanding by che Archbifhops violence againft him (who went highelt in his fen= 
tence) on the 25 of April 1635.in the High Commiffion held at Lambeth; was Sz/- 
pended from the execution of his office and funttion in the Miniftery, excommunicated, 
ordertd to make bu (abmiffion and recantation of his eronious and (candalous doétrine, 
at Lambeth the next Court day, in (uch manner and forme as foould be fer down by the 
Commiffioners, and delivered to him in Writing under the RegiSters hand of the Courts 
aud after this {ubmiffion made publickly in Court , the fame to be fent down to Gloces 
fier , and there openly publifhed in the Cathedrall Church of Glocefter , and in the 
Charch of S. Michaelt,immedsately after Divine Service ended, when as the Congre- 
pation foall be then and there affembled; and condemned in cofts of (uit to be taxed the 
next Court day, and likewt/eimprifoned. Which fentence of his for thé caufe afore- 
faid, was proved by the Regifter-Book of the High Commiffion , out of which it was 
read at the Lords Batre; by the tcftimonies of Mr. Thomas Pury, a Member of 
the Houfe of Commons, and of Mr, Joh Langley, late Schoolemalter of Glocester, 
and now of Paxls-Schoole in Loxden s who further witnefled upon oath, That 
Mr. Workman having been a molt painfull diligent Preacher of Gods Word in the 
City of Gloceffer for above 15 years, and a man of fingular piety, learning, wifdome, 
and moderation (‘as the Archbifhop himfelf confefled ) the Corporation of Gloceffer 
tohelp fupport his great charge of children, in confideration of his great painesin 
preaching and vifiting the fick; about Seprember 1633. granted himan Annuity 
of 20]. per annum, under their. Common Seale with one unanimous confefit ; a 
little before his troubles in the High Commiffion. For which aé& of juftice and 
charity » Joh Buckston the then Mayor, Malter #/e the Town Clerk, and fome 
other of the Aldetmen ofthat City, were by the Archbifhops procurement fent for 
by a Parfevant; to dppear before the Cotinfell Table as Delinquents ; wherethey ap- 


pearing, were fully heard concerning the granting of this Annuity ,’ before the King’ 


himfelfe aad his Councell, who feemed fully farisfied, approving of theit grant; and 
were ready to difmiffe them from thence, as feeing no jult canfe for théir miolelta- 
tion: Whereupon the Archbifhop moved; that they might bé tranfmitted from 
thence to the High Commiflion; which by his means was orderéd accordingly. Af- 
ter which, in January following, Mr.Pwry himfelf,together with M.Hexry Browne, 
Mr. William Prifé; Aldermen, Mr. Anthony Edwards, and others were arrelted by 
a Meffenger out of the High Commiflion, who exacted and received 26 Marks iri 
Fees from them, to. whom they gave bonds to appear ia that Cofrt the Terie fol= 


lowing, which they did: Where they were thenarticled again{t; for ¢onfenting ta * 


che grant of the faid Annuity to Mr. Workman, to which Articles they anfwéred 3 
and the caufe being brought to hearing not long after their Counfell alleagad 
That the faid grant of 20 l.iper ann# to M. Workman ought firlt to be proved illepall,, 
or obtained by legal practife,and the whole Corporation, whofe act it was,& Onder 
whofe Seal it was granted to be made parties to the fit, before thefe Defendant§, fa- 
ed only as private men,ought,as they conceived,to be cenfured for ¢onfenting tHete. 
unto; or the faid deed, made void, and cancelled : yet notwithftanding the faid Mr.’ 
Edwards & one M. Ne/me for con{enting to this grant only, were fined re |. a piete,” 
Riad” ns 
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and the grant ordered to be cancelled, which was done accordingly ; and thereupon 


a 100, |, expence the relt were difiniffed the Court, and M. Workman deprived of his 
Annuity. After which M.Workmaz himfelf being cenfared and put trom his Minifte- 
ry, and imprifoned by the High-Commiffion, for Preaching againft making and fet 
ting up the Images of the Trinity, and of Chrift and Saints in Churches; having after 
fome moneths Imprifonment, with much folicitation obtained his Liberty, to fupport 
himfelf his wife and many {mail children from perifhing, was neceffitated to teach 
childrea in private, having no other livelihood left him after his tormer Annuity, 
granted him by the City of Glocester, wasby the Ar ch-bilhops perency, unjattly 
wrefted from him; of which the Arch-bifhop being informed, inhibited him te 
teach any children at all in pubdlike or private, ashe would anfwer the contrary at 
his peril; whereupon he fell to prattife Phyficke for his neceflary fupport : which 
being intormed of to the Arch-bifhop, he thereupon prohibited him like wife to 
practife Phyfick : Whereupon he having no meanes of {ubfiltance jef 3; and being 
debarred to Preach, teach School, or adiminifter Phyfick to maintain himfelf and 
his charge, was fo affliCted with thefe tyrannicall and un jult preflures (of which he 
oft complained to Mafter Langley and others,) that they drew on.cralinefle and fick. . 
nefl¢ of body upon him ; and as his moft intimate friends were verily perlwaded,. 
fhortred his dayess and procured his death, to the great griefe and loffe of that 
City. Sozealous was this Arch- Prelate in defence of Idolatrons I mages ;-as thus 
molt unjuttly and tyrannically to ruine a. moft godly painfull Minifter with his fami- 
ly, and deftroy this living {peaking Image of God and Chrift, for preaching againft 
dead, falfe, unlawful, Images, and reprefentations of them according to our Ho- 
smilies, and the eftablifhed Do@rine of our Church. 

Moreover it wasthen fully proved at the Lords Bar, by she oathes of Door 
Featly, and Malter Bourne, that the Arch-bifhop was fo mad upon Images, Pj. 
Cures, and, their worfhip; That Doctor Fear/y having Printed by: licenfe, 70; Sera 
mons of his, preached upon feverall occafions, in one whereof he had cited g paflage © 
agaialt worlhipping Images, out of the Homily againft the Perilt of Idolatry, in 
refuration of the Papilts; the Archebifhop fending for the Doctor commanded him 
to carry his faid Sermons to Doctor Bray his Ghaplaine to perufe, before they were 
publifhed, leaft there (hauld be any offenfive pafluges vented in them; which he d ol 
accordingly, the faid Doctor purged out of the 788. page thereof, this enfuing claufe 
therein cited our of the very Homely againkt the perill of Idolatry, as fcandalous, and 
hererodox,caufing the whole theet to be new Printed, which expunction was openly 
read at the Barby Doctor Feat/y himfelf in thefe following words, 

etud howfoever [ome of late mince the matter, and beare us in hand thar the fra= 
ming, drawing, carving y melting , gilding, eretling , clothing, and cenfing y boWn 
ing dawn, aud praying before Images and. PiGures , t but the excre/cencie of 
Romifh devotion, and ne proper fruit of Idolatry and [uperftition : yet they Who laid 
the fir(t ftone in. the happy Reformation of our Church of England. and penned the 
Homilies appointed by Authority. tobe read inal Churches condemne thefe prathifes 
of the Romane Church, as noleffe idolatrous.than the like of the Heathen, * The full 
proof of that which in the beginning in the fir ft part of this Treatile Was touched is here 
to be muade good. and performed, to Wits that our Images, and» the Idols of the Gemriles 
be.all one, as Well. inthe things themfelves as alloin that our Images have been before, 
be now, and ever Will be worfbipped in like forme and manner, as the Idols of the Getta 
tiles Were, fo long as they be fu fferedin ChurchesandT emples: whereupon it followerh, 
that our Images in Churches have been, be, and ever Will be, no other bur abowtinable 
Idols. And every of thee parts hal. be proved inorder; as hereafter folbowerh, And 
Sirf thavour Images and the Idols of the Gentiles are alle one concerning themfelves 
st 18 molt ewident, the matter of them being gold, filver, or-other mettle, ftone, wood, 
clay or plaifter, as Were the Idols of the. Gentiles: and So being either molten op caft, 
esther carved, graven, heWwer or orher wife formed. and-fafbioned, after the fimilitwde 
or likgnel[e-of man orreman, they be dead and damb works of mens hands» havin 
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ce not, hands and feel nots feet and go not, and fo as 
well tn form a matter, be altogether like the Idols of the Gentiles - tafomuch that all 
the titles that be given tothe Idols in the Scripture’, may be verified of our Images. 
Wherefore no daubs but the like curfes, which are mentioned in Scriptures , Will light 
upen the mskers and Wor fhippers of them both.Secondly that they have been c be wors 
Seipped in our time, in like forme and #oanker us Were the Idols of the Gentiles , 18 now 
tobe proved: and for that idolatry ftandeth chiefly in the minde , (Which foal in this 
part firft be proved) that our Image-matutaincrs have had and have the fame opini- 
on and judgement of Saints, Whofe I mages they have made and worfhipped, as the Gen- 
tile idelaters had of their Gods. And afterwards it foall be declared that our I mage 
maintainers and Worfbippers, have ufed and ufe the [ame outward rites and manner o 
honouring and Wor fhipping their J. mages, as the Gentiles did ufe before their Idols : 
and that therefore they commit idolatry, as well inwardly as outwardly, as did the Wic= 
ked Gentile tdolaters. Noid: 
By thefe two evidences of the Archbithops perfecuting Mafter wirkinan + 
ufing the very words and expreflions of our ¢ftablithed Homilies againtt Images ; 
and his Chaplaines purging out of Dottor Fearlies printed authorized Sermons, this 
paflige of our Homilies, againft the worhipping of Images (no doubt by his dire- 
ion jit is molt apparent that his defignes and intentions were to fubvert the eftabli. 
fhed doctrine of our Church, againtt che fetting up and adoration of J mages, andto 
defile our Churches againe , not only with thefe Romifh I dols; and Paganith in: 
ventions, but to make us all Idolaters in worfhi pping and adoring them, asthe Po- 
pith or Gentile Idolaters did their Idol-gods. 

To put this out of queftion,we thall only adde one irrefragable evidence more con- 
cerning Images and Pictures. We have proved formerly that the Archbithop had 
in hisown private Study a Book of Popifh pictures of the Life, Paffion, and Death 
of our Lord Jefus Chrilt, and of the Virgin Mary, printed by Boetins A Bal/wert in 
forein parts, Anno 1623. Thefe very Pictures were alllicenfed by the Archbifhops 
own Chaplain Door Bray; printed by hisown printer and Kinfman Badger ,inthe 
year 1638. for one Peake a Stationer (now in armes againtt the Parliament) and 
puolickly fold and bound up in Bibles ; a$ was teftified by Mr. walley Clerk of Stas 
tioners Hall, and Atichael Sparke Senior, Matter Willingham \ikewile attefted upon 
oath concerning thefe Piétures and Crucifixes put into the Biblessthat Captain Peak 
at Holborne Cundit, Bookfeller, who printed thefe pi@ures for Bibles, did affirme, 
thathe printed chem with the good liking, and by the /peciall divettion of the eArclin 
bifbop, and bis C haplaine Dr. Bray: which Dr. Bray, as he faid, carried him divers 
times tothe Arclbifbop, to fhew bin the prints Seth's , as they were cut and finijheds 
Who liked them all Well, and gave his confent for the binding them up in Bibles ; fay~ 
ing, Thar the Bibles wherein the[e piltures were bound up, they foould becalled THE 
BISHOP OF CANTERBURIES BIBLES; (itiling them after bis own name, 
fo much did he owne this fa@, not the Bibles and Book of God ; who abhorres 
fuch Images :) and further depofed, That he found two Bibles bound up with rhefe 
Pictures in them, the ene among Seeretary Windebanks , the other among Sir foha 
Lambes and Dr. Ducks chiefe papers and treafure (two of the Archbifhops bofome 
friends and favourites) who highily efteemed them i both’ of which Bibles {eiged 
by Mr. Willingham, and richly bound’ up with thefe pictures in them; were then Note. 
produced and fhewed to the’ Lords, Mafter alley further depofed , that thefe ; 
pictures bound up in Bibles giving great offence and fcandall tomany wellaffetted 
people, himfelfe with fomeother Stationers repaired to. Lambeth to the Arche 
bifhop and complained againft thefe pi€tures; and the binding of them up in Bibles, 
demanding his Graces direCtion therein; whether they thould’ {eize fach Bibles 
with pictures which gave offence, or fuffer them tb be fold? To whick the Arche 
bifhop anfwered, That they might doe) well. aor to lay them ont’ pnblickly upoit 

their als to be fold as'yet, left they {hould give offence 3 but ifany come toask fot 
them or to buy: them in your fhops, in Gods'pame fell them freely tothe; without 
apy 
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any f{eruple; adding the fecond time, fellthemto fuch inGods name, but lay them 
hot upon your ftals in publick view. Upon which teftimony the Archbifhop deman+ 
ded of Mr. walley , who it was that gave him this direction concerning the fale of 
thofe Bibles with pictures ? To which he readily replyed ; Your Grace with your 
own mouth, asyou may well remember. Whercunto the Archbifhop an{wered,, it 
was true; he.did fo ; but the pictures were printed & bound up with Bibles before he 
knew of it ; and that the firlt time he faw one of thefe Bibles, wasina Ladies hand 
in the Chappell at »7bitehall ; which he looking upon, when he came to Lambeth, 
fent for one of thofe Bibles himfelf; after which, the Stationers comming unto 
him about the fale of them, he gave them fuch direCtions as aforefaid, not to fellthem 
openly for fear of giving offence,but only privately in their fhops to fuch as asked for 
chem : As moft evident confeffion of guiltinefle. For if fuch pi@ures in Bibles were 
good & ufefull, why fhould they not be expofed to open fale,& the view of all men? 
if ill and unlawfull, why fhould any of them be printed, or fold toany in private, 
and not totally fupprefled, demolifhed, burnt ? being contrary to our Statutes, Ho- 
milies, Writers, and the received Do¢trine of our Church e Thefe directions then of 
his, fhewes his good affection to popifh and idolatrous pictures :_he had polluted 
his own Englifh Bible with an embroydred Crucifix on its cover, before thefe 
Pi@ures printed ; and now he would corrupt, pollute all our Bibles and New Te- 
ftaments with thefe Romifh Images bound up in them, to which they are molt re- 
pugnant. He would fufter no Englifh Bibles to be printed or fold with marginall 
Notes to infirué the people, all {uch muft befeized and burnt, as we fall prove a- 
none: but himfelf gives {peciall approbation for the venting of Bibles with Popifh 
pictures taken out of the very Maffe book,to feduce the people to popery and idolatry. 
The laft cafe we fhall inftance in touching the Archbifhops perfecuting of fuch 
who oppofed his Popith Innovations, is the cafes of Dr. John Baflwicka Phy fician, 
and Mr. William Prynxe a Lawyer, Mr. Henry Burton a Divine: who were all 
brought iato the Star-chamber by this Archbifhops profecution ; and there moft in- 
humanely cenfured for oppofing his popifh Innovations, in Trinity Terme 1637: 
In which cafe all the injultice, oppreflion, and cruelty that.could be imagined, were 
combined both in the proceedings, fentence, and execution, not to be parallel’din 
any age, as will appear by the enfuing particulars, attelted by the feverall oathes 
of M. Prynne, M. Burton, Sit Williams Belfore, M.Tomlins, M. Sappe, Me Wickéns, 
Miftrefle Baftwick, and others ; backed with the Orders and Decreeof the Court 
st elf. Firlt M. Burtons honfe was broken open by force by a Serjeant ar Armes, his 
Study ranfaked, his perfon apprehended and committed clofe Prifoners long before 
any im formation againft him,contrary to Adagua Charta, and the Petition of Right, 
& {o continued without Baile,during all the time of the profecution sgainft him. Se- 
condly, ‘though the information again{t them three was joynt, and licenfe granted 
them to repaire to Counfell with their Keepers , by an Order of the whole Court ; 
yet they were denied liberty to conferre one with another, even with their Counfell 
themfelves, orto make a joyntanfwer or defence , and foon afterreftrained all ac- 
ceffe to Counfell by a verball Order. Thirdly, the Counfell affigned to them were 
fo terrified and threatned, that they durft not draworfigne any anfwer for them : 
who thereupon petitioning the Court for liberty in their Counfels default.to put 
in their an{wers under theirown hands, according to former prefidents & orders of 
that Court, they were abfolutely denied this right and juftice, contrary to law and 
prefidents, Dr. Baftwicks anfwer under his owa hand left atthe Office, and another 
copy of it tendred and left in open Court rejected, and he taken pro confeffo, fora 
pretended contempt in not putting in hisanfwer under Counfels hand. Fourthly, 
Mr. Pryxnes Chamber. in the Towre, by a {peciall direction from the Archbifhop, 
was fearched by Mr. Nicholas Clerk of the Councell, and a Purfevant of the Archbi- 
fhops, who fupervifed Mr. Nicholas, and was more active, peremptory then he, not 
leaving the very Clofe-Roole unfearched '; his inftru€tionstor his anfwer {eifed and 
carried away by them , himielf shut up clofe prifoner,; pen, inke, and paper to 
draw 
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draw either his anfwer or new infttuétions for his Counftll denied him > his 
Clerk that folicited his bufinefle {cized on by a Meffenger, and Kept clofe prifoner; of 
purpofe to hinder him from following his Maltets bufindlfes examined frequently by 
the Kings Attorney & Sollicitout to pick otit fome crimeo accufation again{t his 
Mafter, and never admitted to returne tinto him (though he tendred fufficient baile 
for his forth-comming, and no‘accufation was then pending againft him,) no not to 
attend him during his foresatter execution of the fentence on him. Fittly,M. Prynne 
was denied all accefle to Connell; liberty to draw up-and figne hisown aniwer 
(though a Counfellor at Law) it default of Counfell ; albeit hetwice petitioned the 
Courtto have leave to doit ; producing fundry reafons and prefidents in that Coiire 
to warrant it ; yea the very Clerk that writ tht a Petition from ‘his mouth by the 
Lieutenants permiffion, that ‘he might put in his anfwer under his own hand, wag 
for this very caufe'feized on by 4 Purfevant, and molefted divers weeks after. Sixth- 
ly, when Mr. Holt, (Mr: Prynnes affigned Connfell) had by direétion of the Court 
taken his fee, drawne his an{wer; and given order forthe engrofling of it; pro- 
mifing tofigne it the next'motning ; he was privately: commanded not to figne it ? 
& thereupon reftifed the figning of it,contrary to promife, alleaging that he had ordér’ 
given him to the contrary , and that he dut{t not do it foran hundred pieces: Aftet' 
which M. 7 om/ins another of M. Prynnes Gounfell figning his anfwer, it was refu- 
fed both at the Star-chamber office & in open Court, where it was tendréd,upon pre= 
tence it came too late, and Mr: Prynne taken pro confeffo, for a fuppofed-contemp=' 
tuous refufall toanfwer ; when as they would neither permit him to pur in an an-’ 
{wet under his own hand ; and ordeted one of his affigned Connell not to figne hid 
anfwer when ingrofled contrary to his promifé; nor accept it, when figned by ano~ 
thér of his Counfell; and twice tendred: Seventhly, Mr:Burtons Anfwer, when 
drawn, éngroffed, and fub{cribed by M. Holr (his afligned ’Counfell ) by order of thé 
Court; and accepted at the Office without any exception apainft it, was after nine 
dayes fpace, when perufed by the Archbifhop, pretended'to befeanid alousjand there= 


upon referred tothe two chiefe? Jultices ; Sir [ohn Brataston and Sit Pohu Finth; 


who give it {uch a purgation without calling’M. Burton tei¢, or fuffering' his Coun= 
fell to defend it-(whom Sir john Finch threatned with palling his Gowne over his 
head and putting him from the Barre) as was Never heatd of inany Age;expunging 
no leffe then 64 whole fheets (containing hit jaftification and defence) out of it , as’ 
{candalons, leaving only fomé three lines inthe beginning of it,and ewo inthe and,2- 
mounting to a generall aor guilty, when as ke confefled and juftified: alt he was: 
charged with: And becanfe! Mr. Burton would not acknowledge this purged an- 
{wer, directly contrary to that'he put in upon oath, and°anfwet to Taterrogatories 
grounded on it, quite contrary: to his anfwer' as they had altered it ; whereby he 
mutt of neceflity have been perjured': therefore he was likéwifetaken proconfe fos 
and cenfured for a contempt in nocanf{wering, though he ‘had an anfwer in Coit, 
What the {candalous matter ¢ontained in, and expunged out of his anfwer by the 
Judges was,is very obfervable : ‘truly it wastio other then the very Oathes of Sapree' 


macy & Allegiance sprefcribed by feverall AGS of Parliament ;( engaging the Defén= 
dants and others who had taken them againlt popery and popifh Innovations ;) hig 


Majefties Declarations before the 39 eArticles, and to all his loving Subjects , prin 


sed Anno 1628, prohibiting all back: fliding to Popery, or any Innovations oY alteras 


tions in the Religion by law eftablifbed among us: The Petition of Right , and bis

Eighthly, ‘thefeD:fendants, when: they perceived they fhould 
not have liverty to defend themf{elves,, norto. prove ot .juftifie the Archbifhops and 
his Confederates popifh Innovations by their Anfwers, exhibited a crofle Bill a- 
gaint. chemunder their-hands, which they. offeredto make good at their uttermof 
perils, Mr.) Prynne, tending the {ameboth to the Lord Keeper,and in open Cours, 
defiring.tt. might be admitted, being both for their owa jult dctence,the honour of his 
Majelty, and. prefervation, of‘our.

fer, and there to lofe their Eares,which,was aceordingly executed, Mr. Burton was’ 
after.deprived of his Living, degraded from his Miniftery, Mr. Pryzne ftigmatized 
on both cheeks, though nothing at all,was charged againlt him ;. and all of them de- 
prived the liberty.of pen; inke.and paper ;, and. before,.cheir wounds were healed, 
they were fent away clofe prifonerstothe 3 remote Galtles of LanceSton, Lancaftery 
and 
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Brother, nor any other bute their Keepers having any accefle uatothem : and foone 
after by extraordinary Letters from the Councell Table (to which the Archbifhops 
hand was firft) fene clofe pfifoners by Sea inthe Winterefeafon, to the hazzard of 
their lives intothe iflands of Syly ,Garnefey and Larfey,and there mued up clofe pri- 
foners without pen, inke, paper,or allowance of neceflaries, their friends being pro- 
hibited al accefle unto them, & D.Baftwicks & M.Burtons Wives efpecially reftrai- 
ned fo muchas to fet footing in the Iflands where they were clofe imprifoned, under 
paine of imprifonment: fo penall and fatall wasit for them to oppofethe Archbi- 
fhop in thefe his Innovations » Who detained them thus clo{e prifoners in exile til] 
they were releafed by this prefent Parliament. That this profecution was by the 
Archbifhops inftigation, was evidenced, Firft, by the Teftimony of Mr. fohn Cock- 
foute, then fervant to Sir Johz Banks, his Majelties Atturney Generall, to whom he 
committed the profecution of all Star-chamber bufinefles; who attefted upon 
oath; that the Arch-bifhop gave him direction, for drawing the Information againtt 
Doctor Bafiwick, Mr. Burton, and Mr. Pryane, and that he was commanded to 
giveanaccountto him of allthe proceedings therein, which he did from timetd 
time, either to him({elf in perfon, or to his Chaplains,by his direction. Secondly by 
the Copies of Door Baftivicks and Mr. Burtons Antwers found in his. ttudy by 
Mr. Prynne, the firlt whereof was difalowed and would not be admitced thong 
twice tendred ; the fecond expunged by the Arch-bifhops dire@tion, who had 
drawn a line with black lead under all that which fhould ftand ia Mr. Burtons An- 
{wer, as appeared by the Coppy it felf produced at the Bar, giving Order to ex- 
punge the refidue, which was done accordi ngly. Thirdly, by the whole Tenor of his 
{peech in Star-chamber, efpecially this latter clanfe thereof, pag. 77," I humbly.crave 
pardon of your Lordfbips, for this my neceffary length, and give You hearty thanks for 
Your noble patience, and your juft and honourable cenfure upon thefe men, and your 
unanimous diflike of them, and defence of the Church. Bat becanfe the bufinelfe hath 
Some reflection upon my felfey I foall forbeare to cenfurevthem, and leave themto Gods 
mercy, and the Kings Iuétice. And by his enfuing Epiftle to his Majelty prefixed 
to this Speech. Fourthly by Subfequent Motions and Warrants under his hand, 
for their Exile and clofe Imprifonment,in which he was onely a@tive and inexorable. 

What grea encouragement and hope of a relapfe to Popery; the Archbifhops in- 

‘troducing of Altars, Crucifixes, and other forementioned Innovations gave to Je- 
Mts, Papifts, and what was his reall defigne in romoting them, we fhall evidence 
by*two notable paflages, in two late Enelith Jethites printed books. 

The fuft, intituled , 4 Paraphrafticall and devout Difcourfe upon the Pfalme, 
Miferere, writtenby (7h, At. (an Englith Jefuite, as appears by the Jefnites Badge 
in the Frontifpiece of it) printed and Licenfed at DeWway 30 Maii 1635. wherein 
there is this paflage in che Epiftle to the Reader, T: hefemy Paraphralticall , Difcoure 
{es and pitifull lamentations of King David, J intend for all funers in England as 
° Well Catholicks us net Catholicks, of what religion foever, I being adebtor to all: 
* and becaule I would have. them al/ perufe thefe Difcourfes ; I ablpaine from contro- 
“verfies in religton,lest I foould avert any from the reading of them : only in paraphrae 
‘ fing the two laft verfes of this Pfalme , occafion being offered, I fpeak of the unbloody 
6 and daily Sacrifice of the Altar, but fo, that I rather touch it then handle ity men 
tion it, then treat of it; Suppofe it, then prove it in that mamner as I might ; hoping 
‘ that this doftrine NOW will not be aftaftfull (mark the Reafons) For Seeing now 
‘sn England in very many Churches, Altars, Which heretofore were throven doWi,are 
“agawnecretted , according to the laudable example and piows ufe and cuftome of the 
* (atholick and even Primitive Church, to averre a:trne § acrifice will nat be ik ta- 
®kens becanfe to allow of Altars, ts, to allow of 4 true Sacrifice Which nfeth tabé offe- 
‘redon them ; an Altar and a true proper Sacrifice being Co-Reélatives , of which the 
© one inferreth the others and {othe one cannot be averred Withour the other; vor the 
* one denied without the other. Loc.here we haye.thetrue reafon why the Archbifhap 
was fo zealous for Altars; evento bring in the Papifts unbloody and dayly facrifige 
“of the Mafie, Q The 
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The fecond beok was infcribed, 4 direfiion to be obferved by N. NV. written by an 

Engh:fh J cfuit,and printed feererly by him in London (as was {uppofed) 47.1636, 
wherein, after ome applanfes of the Archbifhop, whom he propounded as a Pattern 
of imitation for all others in England, ia prohibiting the fale of books tending to So- 
cinianifme, p.14. (which he p.16. interprets to be Proteftantifme, ) p» 20,22. he pro- 
ceeds thus: And to {peak the truth what learned judicieus man can after unpartisll 
examination embrace” Proteftantitme : ‘which wow Waxcth Weary of it felfe? Its 
© profeffors, (they e(pecially of greateft Worth, learning, and authority, declare them~ 
pr »(tney elpectaly of great AUNT +.) 

‘ felves to tove temper & meucration ; allow of many things Which fome years agoe 
© were ufually condemued as Super flitious C Antichriftian : and are at this time more 
© ynrefolved where to faften, then in the infancy of their Church: For doe not the 
‘Proteftant Churches begin to look with another face ? their wals to fp: ak (by I- 
* mages, Crucifixes, Laymens books,) with another language : their Preachers to 
“ufeafweeter tone? their annual) publick Teneants nthe Univerfities to be of ano- 
‘ther {tile and matter ? their books to appear With Titles and Arguments which once 
© would have caufed much {candall among the Brethren? their Doétrine to be altered 
‘in many things, and even in thofe very points for Which their progenitors forfook the 
‘ then vifible Church of Chrift ? their 39 Articles, the Summe, the Conf: flion, and 
‘almoft the Creed of their faith are patient: patient ! that is,they are ambitions of 
‘ fome fenfe Wherein they may [eem to be Catholick, (that is of that Romifh fenfe wc 
* Franci{cus a Santla Clara,thrice printed in Exgland, and prefented by the Arch- 
‘ bifhop to bis Majefty,hath put upon them in hisCom mentary on thems)to alleage 
‘wife, and children in thefe dayes, is tuta weak plea for a maricd Minilter to com=- 
‘paflea Benefice : Firy Calvinifme,once a Darling in England, ts at length acconun= 
‘ted Herefie, yea, and little leffe then Treafon (by the Archbifhop and his Brethren, 
‘in their cenfure of Dr. Baffwick in the High Commiffion : ) Men in word & wri- 
‘ting willingly ufe the once fearfull names of Priefts and Altarsi nay ifone do but 
“mutter againft the placing of the Altar after the old fafbicn,for a warnintg he thal be 
© well warmed witha Cole from the Altar; (overagain{t which there is this mat- 
‘ginall note, A little book fo intituled, printed 1636.) Englifh Protestants arenow 
‘ put.in minde, that for expofition of Scripture by * Canon, they are bound to fol- 
‘low the ancient Fathers: And to conclude all in one main point, The Proteftant 
‘Church ia England pofeficth fo {mall antiquity, and fo weak fubfiftance in it felf, . 
€ chat they acknowledge no other vifible being for many Ages, bug inthe Church of 
‘Rome. Thefe were the advantages the Papilts, Jefnits, and Popifh party 
made of the Archbifhops Romifh Innovations, formerly proved. 

We fhall next proceed to other Innovations of this nature,fomewhat different from 
the former, to wit, tohis Confecrating of Churches and Chappels after the popifh 
manner, wherein the cafe ftands briefly thus. The Pope & his Romith Prelates had 
intimes of ignorance & {uperftition,for their own proper lucre, introduced {olemn 
confecrations of Churches, Chappels, with all furniture belonging to them, & a ppro- 
priated thefe Foppericsto Bifhops,as a jusifdition peculiar to them alone;though 
we reade in Scripture, that the Tabernacle &-all the furniture thereto belonging was 
confecrated only by AZofes, and the Temple at Jerufalem by King Solemon,the chief 
temporall Magiftrates; not by Aaron or the High Priclts,as they were among the Ro- 
mans by the Senate. Thefe formes of confecrations, {ull of Ethnicall ridiculous fixe 
perftitions,cxorcifmes, & conjurations, were contained only in Roman Pontificals, 
Miffals,Ceremonials,we were wholly abolifhed upon the reformation of Religion 
in King Edwards daies, by the exprefle ftatutes of 3 & 4 E. 6. cap.t. .. 5&6EC, 
cap.1. and after. that by the ftatute of 1 Eliz. cap.2. 8 Eliz. cap.1. Which abro- 
gated all rites, ceremonies, and confecrations whatfoever, but thofe comprifed in 
the Books of Common Prayer and Ordination of Minifters; where there is not one 
fyllable to be found tcuching confecration of Churches or Chappels, or Church- 
yards , nor any forme of fuch ¢onfecrations reteined or prefcribed, which by thefe 
Acts were wholly difcontinued & abolifhed in our Church, till this Popifh Prelate 
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tars, and their furniture, holier then other places, by-his folemne confecrations of 
them ; as if the meere fequeltring of them from a common ér prophane, to a facred 
ufe, were not a fufficient confecration of them without a Bifhops Benediction, 
and exercifing of thofe creatures fufpended thereunto: 

We thall begin firft with his confecration of Churches, next of Chappels, Axxo 
1630. St. Katherines Creed-charch in London being repaired only by the parifhio. 
ners, hot new built from the ground, when Afountaiz was Bithop of London; and 
the Church thought holy enough by him without any new confecration, not requi+ 
fite in ftch a cafe by the very Canon law ; this popith Prelate fueceeding Azouws 
taine inthe Bifhoprick of London fafpended this new repaired Church for atime 
from all Divine fervice, Sermons, and Sacraments, till it was re-confecrated by 
himfelf; of which he writ down this {peciall memorial! with his own hand in his 
Diary, read in the Lords Houfe in manner following ; January 16, 1630. Sunday I 
confecrated S. Katherine Creed-church in London: Ya what a popith, ridiculous; 
bedlam manner, wasthus attefted upon oath by M. Willingham a parifhioner there, 
who thea took {pecial Notes of all the paffagesin fhort-writing, thinking fome good 
ufe might be made thereof in after-times, the particulars whereof he thus exprefled; 

That the Archbifhop(then of London)on the 16 of January 1630.being the Lords 
day , came in the morning abont nine of the clock ina pompous manner to (reed- 
church, accompanied with Sir Henry Marting Dri Rive; Dri Duck, and many 
other High-commiffioners and Civilians 5 there being a very great concourfé of 
people to behold this novelty: the Church doores were garded with many Hal- 
berders ; at the Bifhops approaching near the Welt door of the Church, the hang- 
bies of the Bithop cryed out witha loud Voyce 5 Open, open, ye everlafting doores, 
that the King of glory may enter in ; and prefently (as by miracle) the doores flew 
open, and the Bifhop with three or four great Doétors and many other principal 
men entred in ; and as foon as they were in the Church, the Bifhop fell down up 
on his knees with his eyes lifted up, and his hands and armes {pread abroad , utte- 
ring many words, and faying , This place is holy, andthis ground is holy: In the 
name of the Father, the Sonne, and the H. oly Ghoft I pronounce it holy ; and then he 
took up fome of the earth or dutt and threw it np into the aire (as the frantick per- 
fecuting Jewes did, when they were raging mad againit Paul): this was done in 
the great middle Ifle feverall times as they came up Baftwards towards the Chan- 
cel which Chancel was then paved : when they approached near to the Rayle and 
Lords Table, unto which was an afcent of two or three [teps , the Bifhop lowly 
ducked and bowed towards it fome five or fix times; and returning, went round 
about the Church in Proceffion on the infide thereof ; they faying the 100 Pfalme, 
and after that the 90 Pfalme, (prefcribed in the Roman Pontificall for this purpofe, 
p-263.) and then this Prayers 

Lord fefu Chrift, who art the eternall word, of thy erernall Father, God eAl- 
mighty to be blelfed for ever y and diddef? at firft in the beginning of time create man 
out of the duft of the earth, toreffore and repair tn him the ruine and fall of eAngels : 
and when as he by tranfgreffion had loft his originall fate , diddeft according to thy 
threatning returne him againe unto his duft, bat (0, that be fhould not perifh everlas-. 
ingly y but fhould in due time by an omnipotent power be raifed againe out of the earth s 
and therefore in alfurance of the re(urre ion, the bodies of men, the work of thine own 
hands, are in this place to be depofitedin their fepulchres; graves; or vaults, asin ares 
pofitory or refting place untill the end of al things, When that mighty eA rch-angell 
foall found his laft Trumpet, with, Rife ye dead and come to judgement ; accept Wwe 
beféech thee this our holy fervice , who doe give and confecrate this beautifull Church 
unto thee; and we feparate it untothee and thy Church AS HOLY GROVND, 
not tobe prophaned any more to common ufe 3 this Wwe befeech thee to accept at onr 

hands for Chrift Fefus fake, Gc. yee. 

Then was read aloud the 23 chapter of Genefis; whichbeingread, then followed 

"another prayer, taken almoft verbatim out of the Roman Pontifical, beginning thus, 
Be Pag a Marfe 
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Merciful God, the ref urrettion and the life of alt that truft in thee, Wee moft 
humbly intreat thee, to vouch{afe us of thy grace, that all thofe thy fervaats who frone 
hence forth foall come into, or be intered within the Circuit of this holy and facred 
place, nov by o#r fervice HALLOWED xato thee, may fo lead their lives in thy 
feare, that they may leave them inthy favour; and that their bodies refting in. thesr 
Sepulchres inthis C hurch in peace, untill thy comming unto Iudgment, may rife again 
nro immortall life, and live with thee for ever in thofe glorious mantious of eternity: 
Heare us 0 Saviour for thy paffion (ake; beare us O F ather for thy (hrifts fakes heare 
us O Santtifying Spirit for thy comforts fake, who liveft and reigneft. one God: Gee 
Then, The peace 0 God followed. Gee : 

After all this, the Bithop betook himfelfe, to fit under acloath of State in 
an Ifle of the chancell neare the Communion Table, and. taking a written 
book in his hand, (in imitation of the Roman Pentificall and the Councell of Trents 
Decrees therein cited pag. 247,&c.) He pronounced many curfes. upon all. thofe 
A which fhould hereafter any Way prophane that holy and facred place, by any Mufters 
ak AA at 1 75 ouldiers, or keeping any ™* prophane Lam-courts, or carrying burdens throagh it; 
Pawar ctu At the end of every curfe (which were fome 20. : or 3.1n number, ) he bowed 
commonly  himfelfe lowly towards the Ealtor Table (faying, Ler al the people fay, Amen). 
keptin Chur- \Whea the Cures were ended, he.then pronounced the like number of Bleffings to 
ches fuch, ... all hofe that had any handinthe culturesframing and building of that holy,facred and 
beanrifall C burch, and pronounced Bleffings to all thofethat haa given any Challices, 
Plate, Ornaments, or Utenfills, andthatfhould bere-after give any. At the endof 
every Blefling hee alfo bowed downe-himfelfe towards the Ealt, Saying; Les 
all the people fay, Amen. 

After this followed the Sermon, which was worthily performed by Dr. Stephen 
Denny/on, he taking for histheame the.19 of Luke 46. wherein he bitterly inveigh. 
edagainft fetteng up Piktures and Images in Churches faying , it was Popifh and 
heathenifo Superftition and Idolatry Which Sermon after-wards when Bifhop 
Land came tothe high chaire of Canterbury he remembred at Dr. Dennyfons 
cenfare:in the high Commiffion upon another occafion, and pafied a heavy Cenfure 
upon the faid ‘Dr. under which he hath ever fince groaned. | 

‘After the Sermon which wasbut fhort , the Bifhop and two fat Do¢tors confe. 
crated and adminiftred the Sacrament, with a number of bowings, duckings and 
cringeings ; in manner following. 

(As firlt, when the Bifhop approached neare the Communion Table, he bowed 
with his nofe very nearethe ground fome fixor feventimes; Then he came to. one 
ofthe corners ofthe Table, and there bowed himfelfe three times ; then to the {e- 
cond, third and fourth corners, bowing at each corner three times ; but, when he 
came to the fide of the Table where the bread and wine was, he bowed himfelfe 
feven times , and thea, after the reading of many praiers by himfelfe and his two 
fat chaplins (which were with him, and all this while were upon their knees by 
him, in their Sirpliffes, Hoodsand Tippits ) he himfelf came neare the Bread, which 
wascut and laid ina fine napkin, and. then he gently lifted-up one of: the-corners 
of the faid napkin , and peeped into it till hee faw the bread, (likea boy. that peeped 
after a bird-neft ina bufh ) and prefently, clapped icdowne againe, and. flew backe 
a {tep ortwo, and then bowed very low.three times towards it and.the Table: when 
he beheld the bread; then he came neare and opened the napkin againe, and bowed 
as before; then he laid his hand uponthe gilt Cup which was full of wine, with a 
cover upon it; fo foone'ss he had: pul‘d the Cupp a litle ncerer'to him, he lett the 
Cupp goe, flew backe, and bowed againe three times towards its then hee. came 
neere againe, and lifting up the cover.of the Cupp peeped intoit, and feeing the 
Wine, he let fall the cover onit againe, and flew nimbly backe and bowed as before: 
After thefe and many other Apifh Anticke Gefturs he-himfelfe received,and then 
gave the Sacratnent to fome principall men onely they devoutly kneeling: neerethe 
Table, after which more praiers being faid , this Sceane and Enterlude ended. ; 
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Mr. Hope likewife depofed the fame that Afr. Willingham did, in all particulars 
touching the manner of the Archbifhops confecrating Creed-Church; at which 
confecration he was prefent, and tooke fpeciall notice thereof, 

Upon which evidence the Committee of the houfe of Commons obferved and 
urged before the Lords. Firft, chat it appeared by. the praiers ufed,by.the Archbifhop, 
thatche confecrated this Church rather fora Churchyard or a burying place, then 
for an Oratory or place of praier and preaching ufing the fame praiers in {ub 
{tance as are prefcribed in the Roman Pontificall, at the confecration of a Church- 
yard to inter dead bodies in. Secondly, that the confecration of Churches after this 
fort, is a meere Popith and Superftitious Ceremony, prefcribed onely by Popes and 
Popith Councels, Canonilts, for their owne gainesand luchre, and not by any 
Prote(tant Canons, Synodes, Authors: witnefle Gratian, De Confecratione Dim 
fiin&. 1. and the Gloffesonit, Summa Hoftienfis. lib. 3. Tit. De Confecratione 
Ecclefia et Altaris; Angelus De Clavafio, his Summa Angelica. Tit. Confecratio 
Ecclefie. Summa Rofella. Tit. Confecratio. Ino Carnotenis Decretalinm, pars, 3. 
De Ecclefia. C.8. to. 38. Bochellus Decreta Ecclefia Gallicana. lib. 4. Tit. 1, 
Tohannis De Aton: Conftitutiones Eeclefiaftice. Tit. 1. De Confecratione Eccle- 
fiarum = with divers other Popith Canonitts, Thirdly, that the forme and manner 
of confecrating Churches, was no where tobe found but inthe Roman Pontifical, 
fet out by the Popes authority, whereinit is at large defcribed : P. 209. to 289, Cap. 
De Ecclefie Dedicatione , (en ( onfecratione ; and notextantin the Booke of Com- 
mon-praier,or of the Ordination of Minifters,or in any other Records or Rituals of 
our Church; whichabollifhed the Roman Pontsficall, and Ceremony of confecra= 
ting Churches by the Statutes of 2. 3. £.6.C.1, 3. & 4. E.6.(.10, 1. Eliz. Ci 
1. 8. Eliz. C.1. Fourthly, That the very forme the Archbifhop uled in confecra- 
ting Creed-Church, was taken from the Roman Pontifical! publifhed by command 
of Pope Clement the eight, (found in this {tudy:) P. 214.217. 219. where the 
Bifhop comming tothe doore of the Ghurch he is to confecrate Percutit illed 
femel cum inferior: parte baculs pafforalis fuper luminare, dicens intelligibili voces 
eAttollite portas, Principes, veftras, et appersansini porta aternales, et introibit Rex 
glorie Gc. The very words the Arehbifhop now ufed: and thenentring the Church 
pronounceth it holy and bleffed in che name of the Father, Sonne & holy ghoft. Af= 
ter which he uferh many Praiers, Pfalmes, bowings, Ceremonies; and Uxus ee 
Miniftris [par git cinerem-per pavimentum, in modum crucis; asthis Archbifhop did; 
who followed the Roman P ontificall in all the particulars he there pracfed:; ex- 
ceeding it in his bleffings and curfings (which are not fo fully exprefled ia the Pons 
tificall ) and in his reeonfecration of this Church, upon the repairing onely of the 
wals, in which cafe the, forecited Canoniltsall accord, it is wot to be reconfecrated 
but the wal onely to be exorcifed and fprinkled With holy Water. Fiftly, That our 
owne Proteltant Bifhops.and writers condemne the confecration of Churches, 
Chappels and Church- yards by Bifhops, tomake them holierthen other places, as a 
meere Popifh, Iewith, ridiculous, and abfurd practife. 

The firit, they inftanced in,was reverend Dr. Pilkéngton (a fugitive for Religion 
in Queene Maries, aad Bifhop of Durham inthe beginning of Queene Elizabeth 
reigne) in his Expofition of Aggeusc. 1. v.75 8. & cap. 2. vs 2.3. where he detere 
mines thus. JT 1S POPISH TO BELEEVE that which the Bifbops doe teach s 
© That place to be more holy thenthe reft whichthey have hallowed , as they. fay, 
¢ with their conjured water, Croffings,. Cenfings, Proceffions, &c. But bleffed be 
*that God our Lord which by the light of his Word doth confoundiall fuch wicked 
‘and fond fantafies, which they devife to fill their bellies:and maintaine their 

“Authority by, Alrhough thefe Ceremonies in the old Law were given by A7o/es,for 
“the hardnefle of the peoples hearts, 8 to keep thé exercifed,that they fallnot tothe 
Idolatry, of the Gentiles, yetisthereno mentionof theminthe New Teftament, 
*not yet commanded now, cither to us or them, but forbidden to:beufed of all both 
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hath fulfilled all, and taken away all fach darke kind of Ceremonies and hath 
, placed the cleare light of his Gofpell, in the Charch, to continue to the end, 

» The Popes (burch, hathall things pleafant in it to delight the people, but where 
ythe Gofpell is preached, they knowing that God is not pleafed but onely witha 
, pure heart, they are content wich an honeft place, appointed to refort together in, 
sthoughit were never hallowed by Bifbops at all. It is written ; that God dwels nor 
5 in Temples made with hands nor is Wor flipped With any worke of mens bands ; but 
» he is afpirit an invifsble [ubftance, ana Will Le Wworfbipped in [pirit and truth; notin 
, outward words onely of thelippes, but withthe deepe fighes and groanes of the 
, heart, and the whole power of the mind, and earneft hearty calling on himin 
, praier, by faith. And therefore he doth not fo much require of us to build him an 
, houfe of [tone and timber, but hath willed us, to pray in all places ; and hath takert 
away the IeWifh, and Popifa holyneffe, which ts thought to be more in one place then 
, another. e AIL the earth isthe Lords andhe ws prefent in all places, hearing the Peti- 
, tions of them that call upow him in faith, Therefore thofe Bifbops, which thinke with 
5 their conjured Water,to make one place more holy then the reft, are no better then the 
» fewes, deceiving the people and teaching that onely to be holy, which they have cenfed, 
» croffed,oyled, and breathed upon s for. as Ghrilt {aid to the woman; thinking one 
) place to be more holy to pray in then another, Woman, beleeve me, the time is come 
5 when yee foall Wor foip neither at jernfalem, nor in this Hill; bur the true wor fhippers 
© shall Worship God in {pirit and truth: Soit.isnow faid , the place makes not the 
‘ manholy, but the man makes the place holy: and ye shall wot Worship your Idols, 
© Stocks, and Stones, neither at Wilfingham, Ip{Wwich,Canterbury, nor Sheen ; for God 
® chufes not the people, for the places (ake, but the place for the people fake ; But it yee 
‘be in the midft of the field God is as ready to heare your faithfull praiers, as in any 
* Abbey, or Proiry; yea, 4 thonfand times more, for the ene place he hates, as defiled 
© with Idolatry ; and the other he loves, as undefiled. and cleane. If the good man lie in 
€ prifon,tyed in Chaines, or at the {take burned , for Gods caufe, That place is holy, 
‘for the holyne(fe of the man, and the prefence of the holy Ghoft in him ; as Tertullian 
‘faith; yet there fhould becommon places appointed for the peopleto Affemble 
¢ and come together therein, to praife ourGod &c. Thefe who in the Apoftles times

* crations of Churches and Church-yards, to make them holyer then other placess 

The fecond Authority they produced was, AZathew Parker, Archbifhop of Can- 
terbury inthe beginning of Queene Elizabeths reigne; who was of a quite contrary 
judgment to this his Popifh Succeffor, condemning this manner of confecrating 
Churches, Altars, &c. as Superftitious, Paganifh, childifb, ridiculous, in his Auntie 
quitates Ecclefie Brittannica. p. 85. 86. 87. inthefe termes ; Legat enim qui vo» 
let recentiores et noftro prafertim evo aditos Pontificales ac Miffales libros, reperiet 
eos, et Cavemoniara multitudine, & peragendi difficultate atque tedio, et exorci{atio= 
nis amentia priores tllos longe [uperare. Quibus enim non dicamverbis fed portentis 
has et ejuf{modi a Pontificits adhuc adjurantur, Gc. Dedicatio recentis Eccle (ity Alta= 
via, Vala, indumenta, Linteaminaect ornamenta Ecclefiaftica. Hac omnia, quam [om 
lemni ritu fantarum [cripturarum [ententin ad {as decantationes perpera adbibitie, 
Potifict) peragunt paucts videamus, Gc.

A veiy good character of the Prifoner at the bar, and his proceedings in this kinde, 
Tothefe two Prelates might be added M. william Tyndal, alearned Martyr, his 
Opedience of a Chriltian man, p.136.152, William Wraughton , his Hunting and 
refcuing of the Romith Fox ; John Bale, Bithop of O/yres in Ireland, in his Image 
of both Churches ; Thomas Beacen,a Prebend of Canterbury , in his Reliques of 
Rome; M. Ca/fhill, in his book againk Mar fhal, f.61,92,.93. M. Fox his Aes 
and moriuments, Edit.1610. p.210.414, with fundry other of our learned Writers, 
who exprefly cenfire the Confecration of Churches and C hureh-yards s as [uper|titi- 
ous, IeWifh, Popish, eAntichriftiau, ridicalous, tiling them rather a conjuration 
then aconfecration , invented only by and referued to sige for lucre fake alone. 
And the Homily for repairing and keeping clean (hatches , pag. 78, 79 ree 
folvesthus, The Charch or Temple is counted and called holy, yet not of tt felfe, but 
becanfe Gods people reforting thereunto are holy, and exercife them/elves in holy and 
heavenly things : Not becaufe it is hallowed by a Bifhop, of whieh the Homilies 
make no mention. 

From thefe Authorities they concluded; the Arch+bifhops confecration of 
Churches (efpecially of this but newly repaired ) to be both Popith and Superfti- 
tious , by the received Doctrine, Writersof our Church; and Statutes of our 
Realm, which abandon and condemne the fame. 

Yet notwith{tanding this Arch-Bifhop was fo zealoufly bent upon it, that he reft= 
ed not jathe confecration of (yced-Charsh, but proceeded further to confecrate 
Saint Gi/es Church inthe fields; where the cafe ftood thus : 

The Church of Saint Giles being in decay, was re-edified and part of irnew 
builcand finjfhed in Bithop Afounraines time, Divine Service, Preaching, and Ad- 
mini(tration of the Sacraments after its repaire having been ufed therein for 3. or 4. 
yeares {pace together without any exceptions: After which Bifhop Land being 
advanced to the Bifhoprick of London, by a folemn procefle under his Epifcopall 
Leal interdicted thisChurch, and fufpended Divine Service, Sermons, and Sacra- 
ments.in it for 2. or 3, weeks together, foasthe Church-doores were {hit up even 
on Lords Dayes, and the Parifhoners forced to repair to other Chirtches, enely 
becaufe the Church had not been re-confecrated after its reparation: fome of the Pa- 
rifh.oppofed the confecration of it in refpet of the charge and Fees; ‘bat at la(t 
they were inforced by the Bifhop to fubmit, elfe they mult have no Divine Service, 
Sermons,nor Sacraments ia it,after all their cofts beftowed thereon: Whereupon the 
Bithop the very next Lords Day afterhe had confecrated ‘Creed Church, repaired 
to Saint Giles Church, and there confecrated. it in the felf-fame manner; with the 
felf-{ame geftures, bowings, prayers, ceremonies,as he confecrated Creed Church 
After which he likewife confecrated the Church-yard,and a peece of ground which 


was bought and added to it; for confecration whereof the Parifh paid ten yok 
: eeg 
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fees to the Bifhop himfelf, to wit, 5 1. for eonfecrating the Church, and 51, for 
hallowing the Churchyard, befides fees to his Officers, and _a Dinner which coft 
the Parifh near 301. more ; all which wasattefted upon oath, by Mafter Hope, 
and fome others : and likewife proved by the Archbifhops own Diary, 
wherein he regiftred this f{pectall- memorial of this Confecration with his owne 
hand, Sunday january 20. 1630. I confecrated the Church of S$. Gyles ix the 
Fields. 

Upon which evidence the Committee of the Commons made thefe Obferyati- 
ons. Firft, That this Church was ufed three or four years together in B. Afoxntains 
time after its repair without any new-Confecration, and thought holy enongh by 
him: bur this Popifh Prelate after all this {pace was of another jud gement,and mutt 
needs fufpend and re-confecrate it, contrary to the very Canon law , and the refo- 
lution of the fore-cited Canonilts, Secondly, that he and his Officers extorted un- 
reafonable exceflive fees fromthe Parith befides their coftly Dinner, for this pious 
work on the Lords day ; himfelf taking no leffe then 10 1, fees for confecrating the 
Church and Churchyard , which is diredt Symonie by the * Canon Law, and ex. 
tortion by the Commonlaw_, there being no fees due by either law for fuch a 
Confeeration. Thirdly, that this Prelate was fo wilfull and fuperftitious in this In- 
novation » that God mutt lofe his publick worfhip in this Church , and the whole 
Parith the ufe of ir for the benefit of their foules, tor two or three whole weeks du. 
ring its interdittion, rather then this Prelate not enjoy his popith ends & exorbitant 
fees for the re-confecration of it. 

After this, Ja/y 17. 1632. he confecrated another Church in Middlefex , «in 
the fame manner as he had done the former two: of which he makes this {peciall 
Memento in his own Diary: Iuly 17. 1632. I confecrated the Church ap Stan 
more Magna; iz Adiddlefex, built by Sor John Wolltenham. 

As this Arch-prelate was thus fuperftitioufly and popithly ative in confecra- 
ting Churches , fo likewife in confecrating Chappels, for which thefe inftances 
were produced. 

The firft Chappel he confecrated, wasa Chappel built by himfelfe at Aberguilla 
in Wales, whiles he was Bifhep of S$. Davids, dedicated by him tos, john Bap- 
tiff , concerning which he regifters this paflage in his own Diary,

Thefe and all that concern the Order are to be remembred at the next Chapter. 

Certainely were there no other Evidence to prove this Archbifhop a dire Pa- 
pitt in hearc and practife, but the confecration and Popith furniture of his Chappell 
with that forementioned inthe windowesat Lambeth it were aboundantly f{uffi- 
cient to fatisfie all the world, and the greatelt Patriots of his fincerity.to.the Pro 
teftant Religion ; but we fhall proceed to further proofes, 

The next Chappell we finde the Archbifhop confecrated , was the Chappell at 
Hamer-Smith ; of whichthere was this memoriall read out of his Diary june. 7. 
1631. Tne/day } confecrated the (happell of Hamer-Smith ; It was done with like 
Popith Ceremonies ashe ufed at Creed-Church ; and Sr. Nicholas Cri/pe fetting 
two great filver Flagons with wine on the Communion Table when the Chappell 
was confecrared, without any intent to beftow them onthe Chappell; the Arch- 
bifhop told him after the cou/ecration they mere now dedicated unto God, andit Would 
be Sacriledge for bimto commit them to bus private wfe againe: and {o entorced 
him to beftow them on the Chappell. 

There was great fuite madeto the Bifhop, and a compofition with Dr. Cluet 
Minilter of F/bam and his fucceflors, before way would be given by him, for the 
buiiding of this Chappell of cafe. At lait all parties being agreed, and provifions 
made to build the Chappell ; the Archbifhop folemnly layd. and confecrated the 
firlt tone thereof’, ufing the enfuing praier at its confecration; as was proved by 
his Booke of Praiers written with hisowne hand (feafed by Adr. Prynue in his 
Chamber at the Tower) where page 220. was written inthe Margent. Hamer- 
Srwith Chappel March 11. 1629. with this Superfcription and Prajer.

Now this Ceremony of confecrating and laying the firlt ftone of a Chappell or 
G hurch by the Bifhop, is exprefly taken out of the Roman Pontificall, pars 2. caps 
De Beneaittione & impofitione primarij lapidis pro Ecclefia edificanda, p. 199. &e 
Where all the folemnity of this confecration is at large prefcribed, and the fub- 
{tance of the Prayer the Bifhop ufed upon this oceafioa, thence derived. 

This ceremony of confecrating and laying the firft (tone of a Church or Chappell 
is fever¢ly cenfured as ridiculoys, Popifh, Superttitions, by A¢atthew Parker, his 
predeceflor Archbifbop of Canterbury, in his Antiquitates Ecclefia Britannica, ps 
$5. Quibus enim non dicam verbis fed portentis, hzc & hujufmodi a Pontificiis 
adorantur Q. Primarius lapis G cementum per Ecclefia edificanda: Lapis cum 
camento Epi/copi manibus primum aqua benedicta [par[us infculpto Gracis figno hia 
fententiisin fundamento pojitus eft, lapidems quemreprobaverunt edificantes, hic fa- 
ctus effin caput Anguli Devide, tues Petrus, & fuper banc Petram,G-6. poftea pres 
cabantur, ut qui ad perficiendam, € ccle(tam anxilium dederunt, corporis Cc anime 
falutem confequantur, @c. Yet notwithftanding the Popith Prelate, in contempt 
of his Predeceflors Judgement, needs mutt introduce this Popith Innovation, an 
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onely at Hammer/{mith, but even at the Cathedral] of ‘Paals it {elfe s where hecon- 
fecrated and laid the firlt (toneat its reparation, with many prayers and Ceremo- 
nies: And not content herewith caufed a fecond Edition of Sir Tho. Ridlyes View 
of the Civill and Ecclefiafticall Law to be re-printed at Oxford, Anno 1 6 34. (um 
Privilegio, withfome Marginall Additions added co it by 7. G. Mafter of Arts 
Pp. 5I- 52,191, 192, 193. Wherein he jaltifies the confecrating of Churches, 
Chappels, and the foundacion-ftone thereof, by the Bifhop in thefe words: The 
Bijhop with Prayer +s to Lay the firft ftone of a Church or Monaftary, andlifs up bis 
hands to heaven, and confecrate the place to God by prayer, and there erect the fymbole 
of or Salvation, We mean the venerable and truely precious Rood. That this Cere~ 
mony of taying the firft ftone, hath been of ancient ufeinthe Greeke ( harch, may be 
abferved out of their Euchologue, Where it is [aid , That the Bifbop after fome other 
Rites performed, flanding in the place where the holy Altar [all be Set, [aith a prayer, : 
Which being ended he giveth the Ita miffa eft, and then taking up one of the, tones, 
and baving cus a croffe upon it him/elfe with his oven hands Layeth it upon the ground- 
Worke ; then he pronounceth the, Ge. and [othe workewen begin the building. That 
which followeth ix the Euchologue, di/covereth the forme and manner of fetting up 
the Crucifix which the Law calleth savesmtyov. The like ceremonies ave ufedin the 
Latine Church at thi day, as may be feen'in their Pontifical page 28%. of thar 
which Clement che $. fet oucat Rome inthe yeate 1565. The crucifix muft be 
(ene to the place where the-Church ts to be erelled 3 and there the Bifbop nfeth cer 
‘tdsne prayers, fumeth the greund with his Incen{e circular-wife, croffeth the corzer 
Stowe, which he layeth for thefeundation , and When he maketh the confecration, the 
croffe muft be fet up behinde the'holy Altar, there being prepared for it fome lofty 
fratture, oe. Which additionwas patched to Doctor Ridley, meerly to counte- 
nance and juftifie the Arch:bifhops confecrations of ‘this inde; of which we 
fhall produce fome other Inftances. 

We read in his Diary undet his own hand this Memorial! following, AZay 26.

Acinic ib In a year 1636. there wasa great conteftation between the Arch-bifhop ‘and 
of Buckingham the Univerfity of Cambridge, heard before his Majelty and his Privy Councell at 
qu’ 1635. Hampton Court, whether the Archbifhop meerly as Metropolitan, or the King 
Sng alone as King and founder of the Univerfity fhould have the Vifitation thereof: 
Miniftry. . Where it was ruled for the Arch-bifhop, againft the King and Univerfity. At which 
time the Arch-bifhop declared, that one principall caufe why he defired to vifit 

the Univerfity of Cambridge was, becaufe there were fome Chappels belonging

And is it not then a far greater madneffe, {aperftition, and ridiculous frenzie for 
this domineering Arch- Prelate to deem thefe two Chappels prophane places, unfit 
to adminifter the Sacraments, and celebrate divine Service in, becaufe never yet 
confecrated by a Bifhop, not onely after three, but almoft three-{core yeares ufe 
and practife of divine Service, Sermons, Sacraments in.them 2?) When as nei« 
ther his predeceflors whitgift, Bancroft, and Abbot (men very. ceremonious, and 
two of them mach addicted to fuper(tition) ever fo much as moved any fuch que- 
ftion concerning the neccflity of their confecration : Efpecially fince there is no 
fuch Canon, Law, to enforce the coafecration of them now > aS was to juftifie , Scenes 
the re-hallowing of S. Adaries Church in Queen Maries time, which the * Popith proclica ce 
Canon Law then approved, in the cafe of Bucer and Fagius. We read in the Rojeila. Tit, 
Ecclefiaftical Conftirutions of Orhe, the ‘Popes Legat, made in an Englih Synode Cun(ecratia 
inthe Raigne of King Henry the third, that even in thofe dark times of Popery, E«cte/*#- 
there were not only divers Parifh Churches,but fome Cathedralsin England, which 
Were ufed as fuch for many yeares, yet never confecrated bya Bifhop, as appears 
by thcfe wordsot the Conftitution it felf » * A¢ultas invenimes Ecclefias, c& ali- 
gas ( athedrales, que licet fuer unt ab antiquo conftrutte, nondum ramen funt fan- * Foan.de Aton 
étificattonis Olea confecrate: Whereupon this Popith Legat for his own lucher, ee 
Enjoyned all Churches then built or to be built, to be confecrated Within two years area as 
[paces under pain of interdiftion, from having Maffe {aid in them ; unlelfe fome fia. £, ¢, 
rea[onable caule were fhewed to the contrary. By colour of which Popifh confti- 
tution, this Prelate (itf{cems ) urged the confecration of thefe ancient Chappels; 
there being no other fhaddow of reafon,Canon, or authority for it. 

After this A:chbifhop had thus procured a power to himielf to vifitthe Univer 
Sity of Cambridge, Matthew Wren Bithop of Ely,Decemb.1. 1639. Sent him up an 

account figned with bis own hand, of fome things amiffe »within his Dioceffe 
and that Univerfity, which he left to hisGraces confiderationto amend - which 
account was {eized by Malter Prynne in his ftudy at-Lambeth, and thus indor- 
fed with the Arch-bifhops own hand. Ady Lord of Elyes Account: 1639. In 
which there were chefe two Paffages, concerning confecration of Chappels. The 
firft concerning a Chappell ia Sir John Cuts houfe, in the town of Childerley ; 
which Ghappcli the Knight faid, wus confecrated by Bifoop Heton, producing an 
Inftrnment under eal, purporting that om {uch aday, ar Childerfly, Bifoop Heton 
did confecrate a Chappell, by faying Service there himfelfe, and having a Sermon? 
( this was all the Solemniry of its Confecration) 7 questioning the whole matter 
have required him to waite upon your Grace, to [ee whether that confecration must 
be allowed of ? Th: fecond concerning fome Chappels in Colledges never yet con- 
fecrated ; which is thus exprefled in this Accounts It Was prefexted unto me, That 
in the C olledges of Emanuel, Sidney, and Corpus Chrilti, shere have been Roomes 
built Wethin the memory of man, which are ufed for cemmon (1 happels, Wherein they 
have dayly prayers and do Preach there, Without any faculty or licen(e granted unto 
them (0%0 do; And wherein alfo they ordinarily celebrate the boly Communion, The 
[aid places never having been confecrated therennte. . 
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The Scottifh troubles, it feems, prevented his confecration of thefe Chappels, 
which were fufficiently hallowed before by the Divine Duties exercifed in them. 
The aft Chappell we finde confccrated, was that in Covent Garden, which 
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was hallowed or rather prophaned with all Popifh Ceremonies expreffed ia the 
Roman Pontifical, and far more than were ufed at Creed-Church. 

The Arch-bifhop having thus far advanced his Popifh defignes in confecrating 
Churches, Chappels, and Church-yards, proceeded one ftep further, evento fet up 
the exploded e4unuall Baccanalian feafts of Dedication, whereon Churches were 
hallowed , prefcribed at firlt onely by the Decrees of * Pope Felix, & Pope Gregory 
gray recorded by Gratian, De Confecratione, Diftintt 1. who Decreed thus: Solen-

2, p.382. ~ Thofe Fealts of Dedication, turned by the people into meer Bacchanals, were ex-

The Arch.bifhop much vexed at the Judges forementioned Order againit Ales 
and Revels, complained of the Judges and it to his Majeftic (ashe had formerly 
done of the Lord Mayor of London ) and procured a Gommiffion to fome Divines 
of that County, and Bifhop Pierce, to enquire of the manner of publifhing this 
Order in Churches, and what was done therein, and of the Lord Chiefe justice 
Richardfons cartiage in this bufineffe. Notwith{tanding. which Commiffion 
this chiefe Julticethe next Affizesgavea {tri charge againft thefe Ales, and Re- 
vels, required an Account of the publication and execution of the forefaid Order, 
and punifhed fome diforderly perfons for breach thereof: Wherewiththe Arch- 
bifhop (then of Lozdon) being acquainted by Sir Robert Philips and others , he 
thereupon complained again to the King ofthe Judges, and writ the enfuing let- 
ter tothe Bifhop of Bath and wels, to make the better way for the publike au-

Nathaniell Butter,the Stationer,perceiving thele tw o letters not only extreamly 
mutilated,buc made alrogether ufeleffe,and his Book leffe vendible by chefe Purgati- 
ons of the Licencer,adventured to print rhefe expunged paflagesio chem, whereupon 
he was apprehended and brought before Bifhop Land by a Purlevant,commicted Pri- 
foner by him to the Fleet , without Baile or maineprize,contrary to the Petition of 
Right though he tendred baile,his Bookes feized, and afterwards Articled againgt in. 
the High Commiffion, and there almott ruined only for printing thofe deleted Paffa- 
ges in two of our owne BifhopsLeteers ; as was proved by the Teftimony of Matter 
Henry Burton and Michaell S parkes fenior , committed tothe Fleet by the B ifhop at 
the fame time ; by the Warrant of hiscommitment, under the Bifhops owne hand, 
the Articles in the High Commiffion againft Batter, Artic.

A bout the fame time Nathaniell Carpenter Chaplitie to Archbifhep Viber , pub= 
lifhed a Book intitled Achitophel,or the Pitture of a wicked Polititian printed at Ox 
ford by Lycehce,wherein were divers paflages againft Arminianifme,averring # to be 
planted among ws by Iefmiticall Polststians to undermine our Religion by degrees, 
and covertly to introdute Popery st felfe : which Booke was prefently called in, and all 
the Paffages againft Arminianifme expunged by this Bifhops Agents,which done ,it 
was reprinted at London without them, Axxo 1629. to the great injury both of the 
truth and Author : as wasatrefted by Mr.Prynue,& Afichaell Spark Senior.and evi. 
dent to all who will compare thefe two Editions, Whrat other paflages againit che 
Arminians and rheir Tenet have beene expunged in other Authors ; fhall beeiven 
in ev idence elfewhere. .

1629. andthe 
Author of ic advanced ro the Prefidenthhip of Corpus Christi Colledge in Oxford, 
by chis Bifhop, yea by him defigned to bee Doétor of the Chaire (though he mifled 
thar preferment) to poyfon the Vniyerfity of @ X POR D with his Arminian 
Dragges.

fome miftaken & perverted fragments culled out of Bifhop Hoopers Pretace upon the 
Commandements ; and Father Latymers Sermons; concerning whieh Booke Maftet 
Prynne gave jn this evidence upon his Oath; That tt was the greatest affront and (Me 
pofture ever offered to, or put upon the Church of England izany age, defervixg the 
higheft Cenfare ; ofthe firlt dilcovery whereof God made him the only Initrument * 
For as foone as this Book was prinred one Coppy of it was brought him by a Friend 3 
yho informed him, chat ic was licenfed by Matter Afartin, the Bifhops Araminiax 
Chaplaine ; that the Bifhop himfelfe had given order, the Booke fhould not be publi- 
fed, till he had ptefented one of them to tke King, and gained his Royall approbati- 
on thereunto: That aday or twoafter the Booke was publithed by the Bifhops di- 
rection; One Copy whereof comming to the late learned Sir Humfrey Linds hands,he 
was very much troubled thereat upon its perufall ; whereupon hee repaired to Matter 
Prynne at Lincolnef- Jane withthe Booke; defiring him totake fome paines to give 
a fpeedy amiwer ro it, being (ashe averred) a moft dangerous Book,making more for 
the {preading and juttifying of Armsinianifase, then any Booke formerly publithed. 
To which Matter Pryane replyed, that he had no leifare, and leffe encouragement to 
antwer it being then & jult before vexed in the High Commiflion for his Perpetuity, 
and other of his Bookes written againlt Arminians; Wherefore Sit Hamfrey him-

of his Pretace ro the Commandements,conttaty to his intention ; cogether with divers 
Paflages in Father Latimers Sermons , exprefly ayainit the Arminian Tenets which 
explicete his orher mifapplyed Claufes in the Hy/foricall Nirratien, Al! which Mr. 
Pryn then fhewed to Sir Aumfry Lynde to his great fatisfaction ; & then defired him 
to repairé to Bithop Lasd in his name, to acquaint him with the premifes, and this 
defperate Impofture he had obtraded on our Church to his erernall Infamie, and 
tereupon to advife him, {peedily to callin and burnethis dangerous feducing beoke 
or elfehe wowld protecute him to rheurtermoit for this abule.Sir Humfry accor. 
dingly acquainted the Bifhop & his Chaplin CASariéa herewith,bur yet they took no 
courfe ro {uppreffe the Booke;whereupon Mr Pryzne repaired to Lamsbhethto Arch- 
bifhop 4%60t acquainted him with the execrableneffe of this impofture, fhewed him 
the feverall old Antwers to rhis new printed Pamphlet with the expreffe pofitions of 
Bihop Hoopers and bilhop Latrmer contrary to thofe imputed to them in this War. 
vation; defiring hirh rocall in this dangerous Hiftoricall Narration with all feverity ; 
and ro caufe it to be pubiikely burnt,ro reprint the old Anfiversto it;and withall to. 
sive him leave te profecute Bilhop Laxd,his Chaplaine, A@art‘n with the pub.ither of 
this bookin the high Commiffion for rhis infafferable abufe. To which Archb. 4450e 
gave this anfiver, that tais booke did very muéh trouble him, that he had fent to 
Bithop Lasd about itywho at firft denied that his Chaplain licenfed it,but afterwardé 
acknowledged it;that he gave order to call it in (but it was in a privat manner after 
moft of the bookes vended)rhat he never faw nor knew of thefe 2.0!d Anfwers to ir, 
& therefere defired Mr. Piyx to Jeave them with him for a time, promifing faithful. 
ly co reftore them,and ro give him an accompt of rhis bufinefle on the Saturday fol- 
lowing. Inthe meane time Mr. P ynne ( becaufe this booke had done much harme 
in bora the: Wniverfities) fent downe fome of rhefe “4xfwers of Veron, and Crowls, 
wirh fome of Bulhop Hoopers books to Oxf.& Cumbridg to fome of his acquaintance 
these; and to the Vniverfity Lybrary ar Oxford whither many reforted to perufe 
them,ro therr great fatisfaction, ahd the Bithops di'xonour, by difeovering this im- 
ofturete them. On Saturday being Batter Eve. Mafter Prynne repayred to Arche 
Fithop Abbot for an Anfver;who toid him,that he bad called in this offencive book, 
feized on fom of the copies which were caried into Stationers-hall;chat Bithop Lana 
had fince been with him, that he had (hewed him the bookes thete left,who confefled 
his Chaplin Adarty» had licenced this Narration in which he had done very 1l,bur he 
had giver him fuch a ratling for his paines , that hee would warrant His Grace hee 
fhouid never meddle with Arminian Bookes or Opinions more. To which Mr, 
P:yane teplyed; chat indeed he had ratled him to very great purpof,for no longer

Etrors,and rhe Church of Rome to bea true Church,whereof there were two Impref- 
fionsin one yeare, yer neither che Auchor nor Bookeonce queftioned; though pub. 
likely complained of by Do&tor Baffwicke, at his Cenfure in the High-Commiffion, 
where the 4rché. openly. juftinedit, Intheyeares 1636. and 1639, the Arminia 
Errors were defended by Bifhop Adouatagwe in print, in his Pars... a. Originum 








Ecclefiakticarum ; Gods Love to mankinde,and by fundry others without controle. 


On the contrary ; Do&tor Twiffe his Bookein anfwer of Arminius, though writ 
in Latine, was refufed Licenfe by rhe Bithop and his Armizian Chaplaines, Bray, and 
Baker, and his anfwersto Doctor Fack fon and the Arminian Pamphlet intitulet;Gcds 
lave te ALankind, fapprefled;fome Leétures of Biths Davenant,arid Sermotis of Do&tor 
Clerke againit the Arminians were likewile ftopped at the Preffe, and not fuftered to 
be printed with their other Lectures and Sermons. What Bookes againlt Adowstagne 
and the Arminians were called in, fupprefled, and the Authors. Printers, Difperters 
of them feverely profecuted in the High-Commiffion, in the Yeares 1628. and 1629

more of I.ter date. . Doctor George Downham Bifhop of Derry in Ireland publith= 
ing a Booke in chat Kingdome, again{t the Arminians, andthe Totall and finall Apo- 
facie of rhe Saints. from Grace, about the Yeare 1630. Some of them comming over 
into Exgland, Bilhop Land caufed aftri& Letter to be written in his Majefties name 
to Abbor Archbifbop of Canterbury, for the calling in and fuppreffing it within the 
Reale of Exgland, where it was accordingly feized on; and another Letter.to Do. 
ctor Vjher, Archbithop of Arnsagh, for the fuppreffing and feizing thereof inthe 
Realine of Jre/aad; Which was manifetted by the Dockst Beoke in the fionet Office 
where encreyes of cho Letters are made in Avg. 1631. and by this Letter of Bi- 
thop Pjhker to Bithop Lasd, (found in his (tudy at Lambheth indorfed with his owne 
hand, and atccfted by Matter Prynne) which fully difcovers, that hee was the fole or 
Principal! cecation of his Majelties Letters for calling im this Booke; which hee fe- 
eonded with his owne Letter to Bifk op /jler for that patpofe, who rerurned this 
anfwer to ham.

That a fpeciall Con- 
feffion UDO a Prieft (a&tually where time or opportunity prefentsit felte, or other- 
éwife in explicite intention, and refolution) of ail our finnescommitted after Bap- 
‘tifme, fo farre forthas wee doe remember, is neceffary unro falvation, in the judg- 
‘ment of Fathers, Schoolmen, and almott all Antiquity,not onely Neceffitate pra-

Dottor William Watts, inhis Adortification Apoftolical, printed at London, 16 ree 
Page 47.thus Juttifies the ufe of Canonical! houres. For this putpofe the night 
was devided ‘inte Canonical! houers , or certaine times of rifing , to Prayers: 
At midnight will I arife to give thankes unro the, laid the man after Gods owne 
heart: Mark here that he praifed noc God lying,buc ufed to rife and doe ir, at other 
houers the Saints may finga loud upon their Beds ,and the fpoule may feeke her 
Chrift inthe Bed by night , but when a Canonical! houer comes(of which midnight 
was one) David will rife to his devotions : chus did tlie Apoftles too.

And this part we have called the Hifory of the Sabbach roosalthough the iftiru- 
tion of the Lords day,and entertainment of the fame in all times and ages fince that 
Inititution, be the chiefe ching whereof ittreateth : for being itis {aid by fone, 
that the Lords Day fucceeded by the Lords appointment,into the place and rights 
of the Jewith Sabbath, this booke was wholly co be fpenc in the fearch ther- 
ef, wherher inall, or any Ages of the Church, either fuch doétrine had beene 
preached, er fuch practife prefled, upon the Confciences ef Gods people. And 
fearch indeed we did with allcare and diligence:to fée if we could finde a Sabbath 
in any evidence of Scripture, or writing of the holy Fathers, or ediéts of Empe- 
rcurs, or decrees of Counce ls, or finally in any cf the publike A&s.and Monn- 
metits of the Chriftian Church, bur after feverall fearches made, upon the Alias; 
and the Pluries wee ftillreturne, Nex eff invextus : and thereupon refolve in the 
Poets language. E+ qued non invenit n[quam,effe putet nufqaem; chat which isno 
where to be found, may very {trongly bee ccncluded nor to beatall. Busxdorfixs 
in the eleventh Chapreret his Syxagoga Judaica, out of Antonius Margarita tel s 


_of che Jewes. Qusd die Sabatino, px ater animam con{uetam, prediti funt & alia, 


thar onthe Sabbath day, they are perfwaded chat they have airextraordinary foule 
infufed into them, which deth enlarge their hearts, and reule up their {pirics. He 
Sabbatum multo boxorabilins peragere pofint, that they may celebrate the Sabbath 
with the greater honour. And though this Sabbatharie foule, may by a Pytha- 

oricall. werepluyeor feeme to have tranfimigrated from the Jewes, into the bodyes 
ef fome Chriftians, in thefe latter dayes, yet Iam ableto give my felfe good 
hopes, that by preienting tocheir view, the conftant practile of Gods Church in, 
a'l times before, andthe confent of all Gods Churches at this prefent, they may 
be difpoffefed chereof without great difficulties. Itis but aima fuper fla, as Bus- 
dor fies calls it, ahd may bee berter {paredthen kept, becaufe fuperfluous. 

To which wee fhall annex rhefe paffages in the eight Chapter of this histecond 
Booke Sett. 7. pag-249. Ge. Thus upon {earch made and full examination of all 
parties, wee finde no Lords Day-Sabbath in the Booke of Homilies no nox in any 
writings of particular men, 1nmore then thirty three yeares after the Homilies 
were publithed, Then reciting Doctor Besads opinion in his book of the Sabbath 
pag: ani. All lawfull pleafures and honett Recreatsons, a Shooting. Fencing Bowling, 
which are permitted oe other dayes ; were onthis day to bee forborne No man to 
{peake or talke of pleafures, orany worldly matter, (he iaith) Aloft Adagifferially de- 
termined, morelike a fewifh Rabb:, then a Chriftiaz Dottor. Yet Romifo and Rabbini- 
call hough this dectrine were, itcarried a faire face and fhew of Piety,at leaftin 
the opinion of the Commonpeople, &c. Seff.8. p. 255.255. We may perceive by 
this, chat their intent from che beginning, was tocry downe the Moly Dayes,, as fu- 
perititious, Popi(h Ordinances ; that their new found Sabbath being placed alone, 
(and Sabbath now itmutt be called) might become more eminent.:. Nor were the 
ether, though more private effects thereof, of leffe dangerous nature; the people 
being fo infnared with thefe new devices, and prefied with rigour more then few- 
sh ; that certainly they are inas bad acondition,as were the //raelites of old, when 
chey were captivated and kept under by the Scribes and Pharifes: Some Ihave 
knowne, (for in this point, Iwillfay nothing, wathout good affurance) who ina 
furious kinde of Zeale,like the madde Prophetefleinrhe Poet, have run into the 


open fireers, yea, and fearched, private houles coo, to looke for fick as fpent tho‘e 
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heures, on the Lerds Day, in lawfull paftimes, which were not deftinate by the

Church, to Gods publike fervice, and having found them out, fcatrered the compa 
hie, and brake the Inftrumencs ; and, if my memcry faile mé nor, the Mufitians 
head roo: and, which is more, they thought rhat they were bound in Con cience 
{o ro doe, &e.. And fect. 9. p. 258. He molt prophanely and {curriloutly fiiles the 
Lords-Day; The NEWS AINT S ABB AIH; And fett.13. pag. 269.60. 
hee concludes thus. Nay whichis more, it was {fo pablikely avowed and printed, 
by one who had no calling to interpret lawes,except the provecaticn ofthis own ill 
{pirit, Tat Dancing on the Lords-Day, was an unlawfull pastime, punifhable by the Sta. 
tute of 1 Carl.c.1. which intended (lo he faith)to fuppreffe Dancing on the Lords Day 
as wellas Beare-Baiting Bull-Baiting, Euterludes and common Playes, which were not 
then fo rife and common, as dancing, when this Law was made,. Things being at this 
height; it pleated His Excellent Majeftie, ‘ Obferving, as hee faith himfelfe, how 
- much his pecple were debarred of Recreation, and finding in fcme Counties, hat 
‘nnder che prererice of taking away of abules, there had bin a generall forbidding, 
‘not only of ordinary meetings, but of the Featts of the Dedication of Churches, 
‘commonly called Wakes, ro ratite and publith the Declaration of His Maj:Sties 
‘ Father, before remembred: Adding, chat all rhofe feafts, withorhers should bee 
©‘ obferved; and that all Neighbourhuod, and freedome with manlikeand lawfull 
‘exercifes, be therein uled ; commanding all the Juftices of Affize, inthe feverall 
«Circuits, to fee that no man doe trouble or moleft any of his Loyall and dutifull 
‘peop e, inor for their law full recreations, having firft done their duty to God and 
“continuing in obedience unto His Majeftieand his Lawes: and further, that pub- 
‘lication thereof be made by Order from rhe Biflicps, through all the parifhes of 
‘rheir feverall Diocefles refpectively. 

Thus did it pleafe His Excellent and Sacred Majeftie to publith His moft pious and 
Religious purpofe, of cpening to his Loyall people the /sberty of the Day, whichthe 
day allowed of, andwhich “al? Chriftian States and Churches in all times before had 
never queftioned : withall of fhutting up that docre, whereat no leffe than Judai/ise 
would in fine bave entred,& fo intime have over-ran the fairett and mett beautifull 
Church, at this day in Chri@endome, And certainly, it was a pious and Princely Att, 
nothing inferiour unto thar of Conttantine or any other Chriftian King, er Emperour, 
before remembtred ; ir being no leffe pious ix st selfe confidered, to keep the holy dayes 
free from Super fiition,than topreferve them from Profaneneffe ; efpecially cenfidering, 
that permiffion of lawfull pleafures, 1s no leffe proper toa feftivall, thenreftraint from 
labour, Nay, of the two it ismore ancient: for in his time, Tertzllsax tells us, 
that they did diem Solis latitéa indnlgere, devote the Sunday partly unto mirth and 
recreation, not.to devoricn alrogether 5 when in an hundred yeares after Tertw/li- 
ans time, there was no law or confticution to reftraine men from labour this day, 
in «the Chriftian Church. Yet did not his moft Excellent. Majeftie finde fuch obe- 
dience in fume men andfuchas fhouldhave beene exansples unto their flockes, as his 
inolt Chriftian purpofe did deferve : there being fome, fo ferled in the cpinion of a 
Sabbath Day, (a day net heard of in the Church of Chrift qo. yeares agce, )rhatthey 
choofe rather to deprive the Church cf their paines and miniftrie, than yeeld unto 
His Majefties juft commands, for whole fakes {pecially, next unto my dary unto 
God, my Soveraigne and the Churchmy Mother, Ihave employed my time and 
Studdies, ro ¢cmpulethis Aifory: that they may tee therein in briefe, the pratife 
of Gods Church in the times before them, and frame themfelves to do thereafter ; 
éafting afide thofe errcurs in the which they are, and walking in the way which they 
oughe ro travell; which way when allis done will bee Via Regia, the Kings High 
way; as that which is moft fafe and of beft afiurance, becaufe moft travellers by 
Gods people. Our private pathes doe leadeus often inte errour, and {omerimes 
alfc into danger, And therefore I befeech all thofe who have offended in that kind. 
to lay afide their paffions and their private tnteref#s, if any are that way mifguided 
as alto nor ro fhur cheir eyes avaintt chofe truths, which are prefénted to ad for

This prophane Doctcr in his Epiffle before Door Prideanx, his LeBure of the 
S2bbath - and inhis Atoderate Anfwer to Matter Burton, pag. 50. 0 56.76, 80.82, 
1¥0, 412. hath many*paffages to che fame effet. again{t the Sabbaths morality, 
the firict intire Sanctification of the Lords-Day ; in yea Jultification of the Book 
of{ports, and of the Archbifhops and Bithops filencing, excommunicating, cenfy- 
ring thofe who refufed to read it re che people. 

The like paflages we meet with in Bithop Whites, DoMtor Primrofe, and Matter 
Foronfides Treaties of the Sabbath, in Chriffopher Dew his Innovations unjuftly 
charged, chap. to.

Now this is 
made by thefe men as if it were contra Regem,acaintt the King in right or in power: 
Buc chats a meere ignorant fhift,for our being Bithops /are Diviro by divine Right, 
takes noching from the Kings Right. | 

In his Reply to Fifher, page 176. Hee politively affirmes, That whi non eff facerdes., 
sox eft Ecclefie StsHierom: Aad én that place moff manifeft it is,that by Sacerdos,Saint 
Jerom mesnes a Bifkop: Soe even withhim, NO BISHOP AND NOE 
CHVRCH. 

Doctor Heylin in his Modetate Anfwer to Mr. Barton, page 6§.writes thus, by the 
Archbifhops appointment: Yow are much offended with the Prelaces that they will needs 
be Lord Bifbops Inve Divine, page 66. Your firft exception is, That the Epifcopall An- 
thority is claimed from Chriff : and that fomse of the Bifpops [aid ix the High Com- 
wsiffions That if they cowlt wot prevest,they would caft away their Rochetts:this is, no 
more then what had formerly beene fatd in the Conference at Ha ty pton Court , when on 
occafen of S. Hieroms faying , that a Bifhop was not divina Ordinattonts;the Bifhop of 
London ( Doétor Bancroft } interpofed ; that nnleffe he could prove his ordination law- 
fall out of the Scriptwres,he would not be aB fhop foure heures, Pape 67.70. Whois it, 
which of our Divines. that holds Epifcepall Authority to bee derived from any other 
fouxtaine then that of Chriff and his Apoftles? If any fuch there be,he is one of ‘jours: 
Traverfe,avd Cartwright and the ref? of your Prodeceffors : Aten never owned for hers 
by the Charch of England: Geneva had their hearts,wee their bodyes only.

ly that the Hierarchy of the Bifhops is Iure Divino\with lundry others in their printed 

Bookes yea : publikly affirmed with much confidence by beeh our Archbifhops, with 
| echer Prelates in the Star-Chamber and High-Commifiion : maintained-publikely 
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ih che Divinity Schooles in born our Vniverfities,and afferced almott In every Pui. 
pirat leaftwafe in Cathedralls. But this Erronious Pofirion being facisfactorily ref. 
red,and palpably dilplayed to all the world by Doctor Baftwicke , inhis Flagellsmne; 
Apologertcus ad Prdfules Anglicano and by Matter Prpxne, in his V nbifhoping of 
Timorhy and Titns 5 his Brevia’, and Catalogue of Wrivers in all ages refuting this 
pofition of theirs ; and by the Presbiretians ins corland the Archbifhop and his Con- 
federate Prelaticall Brethren were fo hardly put co it,that they terioufly mnfired up 
all their policy, learning, power, to mainraine their Fpifcopall Jurisdiction ro be of 
divine right: Whereupon having engaged his Mayefty and his Privy Councell to 
maintaine it by the Swotd in the Field. he encouraged Doctor Hall, bithop of Exeter,

Notwithfanding rhe importunity of your Graces manifold occafions, I re+ 
ceived (two dayes fince) two Letters from your Grace at.once, whereof the 
one fignified his Majeftics pleafare for che provifion of a Benefice within.my 
euift; for one of our poore exild neighbours, which I doe moft willingly em- 
brace, as out of my ownetrue commiferation, fo much more out of my obe- 
dience to my Gracious Mafter, bur for the time as your Grace knowes, 8? JY éaf 
vyivan xéira2. In the other, I doe fit meet with your Graces merciful) and Fa- 
therly proceedings with one of my ftrayed Charge, Mafter Cox. I wasin fome 
hope of. his relenting, ere I left him, if ( as I perceive ) the worke be perfected by 
your Graces effetuall councels, it willbe happy for him, and great contentment 
to his friends; in regard both of his former conformity, and great Charge. He 
is not yet come down, an hearty Recantation will redeemeall. In the next place, 
I finde your Graces zealons care of the fuccefle of this worke, which upon your 
' Graces motion, I have heartily undertaken ; wherein for the not applying of fo 
many hands, Idoe humbly relt in his Afajefties molt wife determination, al- 
though the danger of varience might have received a prevention, fince the whole 
qorke mult have had onerule, and have come underone rule and cenfure, but 
this courfe is both more fure and no leffe « ffectuall. 

For that which here concernes my felfe ; I acknowledge my {clf much bound 
to your Grace for your good opinion of my ability for fo greata fhocke, which 
I fhall deferre to improve to the utmoft.; and whereasit is thought requifite , that 
I fhould fet downe thofe fimple Propdfitions, which I fhali undertake to make 
good in this worke: : I doe moft willingly entertaineit, and therefore {hall make 
bold to acquaint your Grace with the whole plot of my intendment in this fer- 
vice, humbly yeelding it up toyour Graces Cenfure, or better advife. 

And firft my purpofe is, (wherein I doe fomewhat pleafe my felfe, if your 

race be fo pleafed) to take my rife from the 8*, Section of their laft Synod 
of Edinboreugh, wherein Mafter George Graham is {aid to come in, and con- 
demne Epifcopacie, and to profefle his repentance, which is there appointed to 


bere corded. ' 
Hh 2 a Here- 
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Hereupon; I meaneto take this Mr. George to taske, and fomewhat warmely to 

expoftulate the matter with him, and when thall, after ‘a fervent preface, have 

driven him from the refuge of coriforming herein to other (which I think I thall 

do to purpofe)i fhall then deale with him alone,and addreffe my felfe to argue the 

cafe with him, and the Faction (whom I fhallmake my adverfary the Faction, 

and not the Churchof Scotland.) And thallundertake to make good thefe two 
oints, as I conceive, both full and proper for the occafion. 

Firft, That Epifcopacie is a lawfull, moft Ancient, holy, and Divine Inftitution 
(1 meane, that which is joyned with imparity, and fuperiority of Jurifdiction) 
and therefore where it hath through Gods providence obtained , cannot by any hu- 
mane power be abdicated, without a manifelt violation of Gods Ordinance. 

Secondly, That the Presbiterian Government » how ever vindicated under the 
gloriousnames of Chrifts Kingdome and Ordinance, hathino true footing, either 
in Seriptute, othe practice of the Charch in all Ages, from Chrifts time till the 
prefenr, and that howfoever it may be of ufe iniome fuch Cities, or Territories, as 
wherein Epifcopall Government, through iniquity of times, cannot be had ¢ yet 
to obtrude it upon a Church otherwife fetled under an acknowledged Monarchy, 
is utterly uncongruous, and unjuftifiable. Before the proofe of which two heads; 
I purpofe to lay downe certaine cleare and undenyable Poffulata, fame 15. or 16 
in number as the grounds of my following Arke, fuch as thefe ; 1. That Govern- 
ment which was of Apoftolicall Inftitution, cannot be denied ‘to be of Divine In- 
ftitution. .2. Not onely that Goverment which was directly commanded and 
enacted , but alfo that which was practifed, and recommended by the Apoftles 
to the Church, muft juftly paffe for our Apoftoli¢all Inftitution. 3. That 
which the Apoftles by Divine in{piration inftituted, was not for, the prefent time 
but for continuance. 4. The Univerfall practife of the Church immediatly fuc- 
ceeding the Apoftles, is the beft and fureft Commentary upon the prattife of the 
Apoftles,or of their expreflions. 5. We may not entertain fo irreverent an opini- 
on of the Saints and Fathers of the Primitive Church,that they who were the im- 
mediate Succeffors of the Apoftles, would, or durft fet up a Government, - either 
faulty, or of their owne heads. 6. If they would have been fo prefumptuous, 
yet they could not have diffufed one uniforme order of Government through the 
the whole world, in fo fhort a fpace. 7. The Ancient Hiftories of the Church, 
and:Writings of the eldeft Fathersare rather to be beleeved, in the report of the 
Primitive of the Church Government, then thofe of this laft Age. 8. Thofe, 
whom the Ancient Church of God, and the holy and Orthodox Fathers con- 
demned for Errors, or Herefies, are not fit to be followed as Authors of our opi- 
nion or praGtife for Church government. 9 The acceflionof honourable Titles 
ot Priviledges makes no difference in the fubftance of the Calling, 10. Thofe 
Scriptures whereia any new forme of Government is grounded, had need to bee 
very cleare, and unqueftionable, and more evident then thofe, whereon the for- 
mer rejected Polity israifed. 11. If that Order which they fay Chrift fet for 
the government of his Church (which they callthe Kingdome and Ordinance of 
Ghrift) be but one and undoubted, then it would and fhould have beene ere this 
agreed upon againft them; what, and whichit is. 12. Ifthis (whichthey pre- 
tend) be the Kingdome and Ordinance of Chrilt, then if any effenfuall part of it 
be wanting,Chrilts Kingdome is not in that Church erected. 13. Chriftian po- 
licy requires no impoffible or abfurd thing. 14. Thofe traths which are new, 
and unheard off in all ages of the Church (in many and ¢flentjall points ) are well 
worthy tobee fufpe&ed. 15. To depart from the iprattife of the univerfall 
Church of Chrift, (ever from the Apoftlestimes) and to betake our felves volun. 
tarily to anew forme lately taken up, cannot but be odiousand highly fcandalous. 
Upon thefe grounds laid, I fhall come to fubfume ; aad fhall both convince the 
Faction in abberration from them, and fully prove the two points intended ; Afe 
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ter which, with fome obfervations and Queries, I fhall fhut up ina vehement 
Exhortation both to them, and to ourowne); if it may be for the reducing of the 
one, if not yet to the fetling of the other. If your Grace fhall approve. of this

he reft of your Lordfhips Letter is fitter to be anfwered by my owne hand, 
and fo you have it. And fince yon are pleafed fo worthyly and brotherlike'to ac- 
quaint me with the whole plot of your intended worke, and to yeeld it up to my 
fenfure and better advice,({o you are pleafed to write)I doe not orely thanke you, 
heartily forit, but fhall in the fame Brotherly way and ‘with equall freedome pur 
fome few Animadverfions, {uch as occure on the fudden, to your further Confi- 
deration, aiming at nothing but what youdoe, the perfection of the worke in 
which fo muchis concerned. . 
And firft for Mr. George Graham leave you free to worke upon his bufineffe 
and his ignorance as you pleafe, afluring my {elf that you will not depart from the 
gravity of your felfe, or the canfethereio. Next you fay in the firft head - That 
Epifcopacy ts an ancient, Holy and Divine inftitution. Ir muft needs be ancient 
and holy itdivine: would it not be more full,went ir thus? So ancient as chat itis 
of divine Inftitution. There you define Epifcopacy by being joyn’d with impari- 
ty, and fuperiority of Jurifdiction, this feemes fhort forevery Arch-Presbyters, 
or Arch- Deacons place, is fo, yea and fo was Mr. Hender/ox in his Chaire at Glaf- 
gow: unleffe you will define it by a diftin@tion of Order, I draw the fuperiority 
not from that Jurifdiction whichis attributed to Bifhops, ?ure Pofitivo, in their 
Andienceof Ecclefialticall matters. But from that which is Intrinficall and ori- 
ginall in the power of Excommunication. Againe you fay inthat firft point; 
That where Epifcopacy hath obtained, it cannot be abdicared without violation 
of Gods Ordinance. This propofition I conceive, eff niter munis habentes ; for 
never was there any Church yet, where it hath not obtained, the Chriftjan faith 
was never yet planted any where but the very firft feature,of the body ofa Church 
was by, or with Epifcopacy, and wherefoever now Epifcopacy isnot fuffered 
tobe, itisby {uch an abdication, for certainely there it was 2 Principro. In your 
fecond head you grant that the Presbyterian Government may be of ufe, where 
Epifcopacy may not be had, Firft I pray you confider whether this Conceffion 
be not needicfle here, and in it felfe ota dangerous confequence. Next I conceive 
there is no place where Epifcopacy may not be had, if there be a Church more 
then intitleonely. Thirdly fince they challenge their Presbyterian fiGtion to be 
Chrifts Kingdome and Ordinance (as your felfe exprefieth) and caft out Epifco- 
pacy as oppofite toit, wee mult not ufe any minfing termes, butunmaske them 
plainely, nor fhill I ever give way to hamper our felves for feare of {peaking plain 
truth though it beagainit e4msterdam or Geneva; and this muftbe fadly thought 
oD 
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on concerning your ‘Postulata I thall pray youto allow me the like freedome, a- 
mong which the two firlt are true, bur (as expreft) too reftrictive. For Epifcopa- 
cy is not fo tobe afferted to Apoftolicall Inftitution, as to barre it from looking 
hicher, and from fetching it Materially and originally in the groand and intention 
of it, from Chrift himfelfe, though perhaps the Apoftles formerlyzed it. Aad here 
giveme leave alitle to inlarge : The Adverfaries of Epifcopacy are not onely the 
furious Aerian Hereticks (out of which are now raifed Prynne,B aftwicke and our 
Scottith matters) but fome alfo of a milder and fubtiller Alloy, bothnin the Gene- 
vean and the Roman faction: And it will become the Church of England {oto 
vindicate it, againit the furious Puritans, as that we lay it not open to be wounded 
by cither ofthe other two, more cuaning and more learned Adverfaries. Notto 
the Roman faction, for that will be content it fhall be Zara Divini Mediati, by, 
from, for, and under the Pope; that {o the Goverament of the Church may be 
Monarchicall in him; but not Immediati, which makes the Church Ariftocraticall 
inthe Bifhops. Thisis the /ralsan Rocke, not the Genevean ; For that will not 
deny Epifcopacy to be Luris Divint, {o you will take it, ve /uadentis vel appro 
bantis, but not Jmperaatis; for then they may take and leave as they will, which is 
that they would be at. Nay (if I much forget not ) Bexa himfelfe is faid to have 
acknowledg’d Epifcopacy to be Juris Divint Imperantis, foyou willnot take it 
as, Vni verfaliter imperantis tor then Geneva might efcape, et citra confideratienems 
Durationiss for then thought they had it before, yet now upon wifer thoughts, 
they may be without it; which Scotland fayes now, and who will may fay it after, 
if this be good Divinity And then all in that cime fhall bee Democraticall. { 
am bold to adde this, becaufe I find in your fecond P oftulatum, that Epifcopacy is 
dire@tly commanded, but you goe not fo farre as to meete with this fubtilty of Be- 
za, which is the great Rocke in the Lake of Geneva. In your 9. Poftulatum, that 
che acceflion of Honourable Titles or Priviledges makesno difference in the fub- 
flance of che calling. If you meane the Titles of Archbifhops, Primates, Metro- 
politanes, Patriarkes, &c. tis well: And I prefume you doe fo: But then ina- 
ny cafe take heed you affert it fo, as chat the faction lay not hold of it, as if the Bi- 
(hops were but the Title of, honour, and the fame Calling with a Prieft, for that 
they allaymeat,&c. The 11. Poftulatum, is large and I fhall not repeate it, be- 
caufeIam fure you retaine a Coppy of what you writ to me, being the ribbs of 
your worke, nor fhall I fay more to it,then that it muft be warily handled for feare 
of a faucy anfwer, whichis more ready agreat deale with them then a learned 
one. I prefume Iam pardoned already for this freedome, by your fubmiffion of 
allto me, And now J heartily pray you be pleafed to fend me up (keeping a 
Coppy to your felfe againft the accidents of carriage ) not the whole worke to- 
gether, but each particular Head, or Pojtulatum, as you finifh it ; that fo wee 
here, may be the better able ro confider of it, and the worke come on the falter, 
So to Gods b. protection, &c-

Should be unthankefull, if I did not acknowledge every one of thefe Lines of 
folong a Letter, written with your Graces owne hand, a new obligation to 


me, who know the price of your time ; yet the matter of them binds mee mores 
thofe 
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thofe Animadverfions were fo jult, that I had amended thofe paffages (divers of 
them ) voluntarily, ere I received this Gracious Admonition, for I did onely fend 
your Grace the rude draught of what I meant to polifh in the Expteffion ; your 
Grace obferves trucly fome mitigation in ftating the Caufe, which I contfeffe to 
have purpofely ufed, out of a defire to hold as good Termes with our neigh- 
bour Chnrches abroad, as I fafely might ; your Grace knowes well how Doctor 
Field, and Dottor Dowrnamhave handled that point, if we may make the Cafe 
fare forus, with the lealt afperfion caft upon them, (who honour our Govern- 
ment, and cannot obtaine it ) I conceived it the better, efpecially, fince the Scor- 

rife cafe fo palpably differs; yet I would fo determine it, as that nothing but .nc- 

ceffiry can cither excufethem , or hold up the truth of their being. In the Pre/- 

byterie I mult fall foule with them , howfoever ; That Claufe of abdication was 

inferted, with refpect co the prefent occafion; I fhall willingly abdicate it, Thofe 

many {cruples which may arife, and muft be met with ih this caufe, will bee a- 

voyded, if we doe plainly and fhortly {tate the Queftion thus ; Whether the Ma- 
jority of Bifhops above Presbyters, be by Divine Inftitution? whichif we make 
good, I {uppofe, isas much as can be reafonably defired : for what Chriftian can 
thinke it fafe or lawfullto depart from that which Chrift and his Apoftles have 
fetin his Church, withan intent of perpetuall continuance ? I have noted in my 
difcourfe, thofe two forts of Adverfaries, and with refpect to them putin thefe 
two words, LaWfull, againtt the firlt ; and againft the fecond, Divine ; though 

the latter inthe tra¢tation comprehendeth both. 

We fhall not much néede, I hope, inthis way tocome within the Ken of that 
Roman Rock of jus Divinum mediatum, although it mult fall into our mention.

Moft Reverend and my ever moft Honaurable good. Lord, 

Have received your Graces {peedy and full anfwer to my laft. And now ac- 
cording to my promife, I prefent to your Graces hands this Worke of mine,the 
bulk whereof {welled under my hand, beyond my purpofe ; whiles I could think 
no paflage of it unneceflary ; I humbly fubmit it to your Graces free Cenfure, 

not perfonall, (for I could not be fo weake as to thinke your Grace could lofe to 
much time in perufall of it but Deputative. The more and the more judicious eyes 


paffe upon it,the becter. Whether for hafte, or delay ; for impreffion, or by ee 
10n, 
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fion or fuppreffion, I am altogether indifferent: for my owne judgement I doe 
not think it werthy or capable of the atteftation of others, efpecially my betters, 
for thar I do both take my rife from a particular occafion and do often interfperfe 
polemicall differtations, as with M. Parker, Anti-T1lenus, Vedelins, and others, 
withour which me thought I could not fatisfactorily clear thofe points, ) which 
paflages I have no reafon to think others fhould take upon them, either toown 
or juitifie. It was my fecond bold motion to your Grace, That divers felect Bi- 
fhops and Divines, fhould fhortly and fully expreffe their Judgements in this fub- 
ject; Your Grace thought fitter (to which I fubfcribed) that it fhould be done 
by one or two, and allowed and feconded by more, fuch a difcourfe fhould be on- 
ly pofitive and fhort: As for this, I fuppofe the judicious perufers will thinke it 
may be of good ufe to fettle and prepare the mindes of men, towards an unani- 
mity of Judgement in this point, which perhaps may be otherwife varying :

matter of Scripture ; and the next following Antiquity. What it is, is wholly 
and abfolutely ar your Graces difpofing, to what ever purpofe your Grace will 
think fit: And fo with the apprecationof an happy New year to your Grace,

as it appeares by the Actof Parliament which was made upon the 
ft breach with the Papz(fs: the words are thefe, That they dozet there- Noro, 
Ly intend to feperate themfelves from Gods Catholike Church, but onely for 
fome poltticall re{patts,so preferve the Kingdome from‘ Ruine, This was 
made the 2 5. of Hew. 8. and ir isin forceat this day, fo that to make 
fuch a difference between thefe two Churches, as between damnation 
and fabvattor, certainly 15 againft the Common Lawes, and the Statute 
Law of this Kingdome ; befides many, acts of State, which being above 
my clement ,I will not prefumeto touch upon. 
Third- 
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Thirdly; againft the Church of Exglad , It ts impofsible there fhould 
be any greater offence, 27 regard of the affinzty that is Getween both Chur- 
ches, for we have the fame Holy.O velers,the fame Church Service, the fame 
Ceremoutes, the fame Fasis, the fame Feftivals, and me have generally 
the (ame Canon Lawes; and therefore through fides of the church of Rome 
they do butigive deadly and mortall wounds to the Church of Exgland who 
affirme,that P apifts are damned. iba ed 

“Fourthly it isan offence to Chriftian Religion; for we are to 
preach the Meanes how men may atraine Salvation, and to pteach 
Chriftasia Saviour, we muft not rafhly intrude upon his Judieiall 
power ou every flight occafion, to point out thofe that are damned, 
as if we would fhorten the mercyes of God and Monopolize them 
wholy to our felves, there is no militant Church without blemithes 
and imperfeStions, but as long asthe foundation «s found, that we be- 
beive in Chrift crucified, and that we believe the three Creeds, [o long 
there'ts bope of Salvation, Severall churches, though differing inman 
things, yet may be contained inthe bounds of the Catholique church : Thus 
the Greeke church andthe Latine Church, may be faved both, though 
they have difference betweene themfelves ; and thus the Chriftians 
that lived inthofe parts of the world, which have beene lately difco- 
vered [and therefore did never partake with the reft of the Catholike 
church] yet no doubt but thefe may be faved. 3 

Fiftly,there isnothing fo proper to Chriftians,as love and charitys 


and/aman may be damned as well for want of charity, as for want of 
faiths and there cannot bee poffible a greater want of charity, thento 


exclude men from Salvation: and therefore they who are apt intheir 
owne ungodly malice to damae others, certainely themfelves are 
damned ; Let it fuffice that 1f any man thall aske God forgiveneffe 
of his fins, as no doubt every man doth, (for it is one part of the Lords 
prayer,) and thefe fins doe imply not onely the Tranfereffions of our 
lives, but likewife the erour ofour faith, fothat asking God forgive- 
neffe no doubt but God is mercifull. 

And here I muft likewife exprefle my great forrow and griefe,that 
Ihave fo much offended agai(t the memory of our forefathers and Progent- 
tors, (uch as bust our Churches, and were the meanes under God, not enely 
to give us life, but alfo to make us Chriftians ; when I confider theit Pi- 
ety and their Mortification, fhall I thinke chefe tended to nothing but 
conely to damnethem? No, God forbid; and therefore in all humilt- 
ty and obedience, I doe here acknowledge my great fault, and do afke for- 
givenelfe of God,of the Church, and of our Reverend Diocefaw, and I de- 
fire youall to teftifie this my Sorrow and unfained repentance.

Ferdinando 
the Brother of Charles, and Sonne of Philip King of Caftzle was a man 
well learned, efpecially inthe Latine tongue, and alfoin Armesmof 
expert and active; wherefore it was doubted whether he were of more 
agility in €hevalry, or more eloquent and fluent inthe Lats, [talian, 
Spaimlb, High-Datch, Hungarian, and Bohemiaex Languages. Inthe 
time of his Emperiall Government the Cowncell of Trent, was held, 
which was [0 commodious and profitable to the gemerall good of the world , 
that ct may ferve for a certaine Rule, both of Goverament of States, and 
a forme of good life. In which proceedings this Emperour {hewed himfelfe 
very forward and a great affistant, 

Whar grearer Encomions could be given of this damnable Popith 
Councell by publike Authority, without'cenfure, revocation, or a- 
ny Jadex expurgatorias, let all Proteftants jade: :

acain{t,neer thirty yeers {pace together,and was never deemed fcandalous by K. Fames, 
K. Char/es, our fabfequent Parliaments or Charch, which approved and confirmed it, 
no folid reafon can be given why it fhoald grow unfeafonable or {eandalous,only now, 
fo far as to call for a neceflary alceracion,but chac the Arch bifhop and his confederates 
had now anew reiolved plot to reconcile us coRome and her Religion,whieh former 
ages never had;to which defigne this clanfe might happily prove tcandalens and ebftra- 
Give : Befides, he could not but conclude the alteration of ic after fo many yeérs con- 
tinuance, of purpofe to pratific Papilts, priefts and Jefuics, che fole contrivers of that 
natchleffe, execrable Gunpoveder- plot,would give extraordinary feancall & oftenee to 
allthe whole Church,State,and cordiail proceftants of Exg/.and lay a feeret cax, if nor 
a pablike cenfare on them and on K. James, for injaring the papifts and their Religion 
even in chefe publike prayers neer thirty yeers {pace cogether;yer this zealous Romith 
Agent would rather feandalize, cen{nre, mnjare our whole Charch, State, parliaments, 
King /aes, with all true- hearted Englifh proteftants chen give the left feandall co the 
papitts, or faffer this jaft imparatation of Rebellion to contiaue upon their religion. 
Moreover, the whole parliament of 3. Jacobs in the Oath of Alleagiance then enjoyn- 
ed.with all our parliaments,prelats, Peers,who fince have approved it: The /econd part 
of our authorized Homilies for Whit-unday,with our Homslies againf{t wilful rebellion; 
Bithop B //o# in his True difference between Chriftian Subjettion and unchriftian Re- 
bellion:Bithop Tewe/ in his Defence of theA pology of theChnrch of Exg/and.part.4.p- 
439.0 470, Door John White in his Sermon at Panls-Crofle, and in his Defence of 
the Way, ch. 6, 11, Do&tor Crakenthor’s Treatife of the Popes remporall Monascys 
Kk 2 Dens 
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Deus & Rex, Haddon contra Oforiarm ; and generally all our Writers againit the 


Popes fwpremacy at heme, and in che reformed Churches abroad, refolve bnanimon(ly 
im their writings, the Romanifts Religion and Faith in the poyrts of depofing excom-* 
manicating. merthering Chriftian Princes, Kings, Emperotrs ;ef abfolving iebjects 
from their alleagiance,8c armine chem again{t their Soveraigns,by the Popes atchority 
and command, for not fubmuitting to his tyrannica!l or Antichriftian Fdi@s, iris 
racere Rebellion and Fraction: For this Arch-prelate then thes publikely to averre 
ie (candalozes imputation to them and thei religion-and pon this ground to make thee 
alterations in this prayer, and not in ail chofe Statures, Homilies, Anthors too.is.a molt 
falfe,abfurd,fcandalous fuggeftion,and in treth,a meer evafion to colovrhis affeGion to 
papiits & theirAntichriftian Religion. His fecond reafon that et sal be of Aan gcrous Con 
quence [adly to avow,that the PapiftsReligion sRebelon,becanfe itss€ briftran religzon 
and the fame with ours: 1 both fait & fallacions; for popifh religsom, as pors(b is novChri- 
fian, bac Antichriftian ; and though papifts hold many points of Chriftian Reheion, 
as they are Chriftians ; yet BOL one point of it as Papilts ; popery trely fo called, being 
no part of Chriftian Religion, but deviations from, or paradoxes 2 gainftic: Yea, him- 
felfe confeffing, (4) Thar fome opinions of thers teach rebelion: What's éprarcnt: 
I» feae; which opinions of cheirs, are that part of heir R chgren.which this prayer cals 
Revelton retates hit owne Objection: His third reafor, thar if you make their re [gion 
t0 be rebelion, then yeu make their relignon and vebelien te be all one ; and that 15 againjé 
the ground bath of State acd Law, &c. which never pat any man to death for Religi- 
on, but for Treafon and Rebeliien evely,isa meere childith fallacy ; For their Religion 
is not any actual! trea‘on or rebellion(for which only chey fuffered death but dotir:nall 
and habituall redclion prone to produce actual rebellions, and the mother of 
chet ; in which fenie enely chis prayer files it Rebelicr - yet fuch, for which no Ro- 
manift ever dyed, unlefie he reduced it into fome treafonable and rebellious action; 
end then he fufrered onely for the a&, noc the Religion or opinion which induced him 
thereunto ; he might well chen have {pared thefe three irrationall reafons for this Alte 
ration, with chis affertion of his P. 39. T took, st my duty to lay st before you, that the 
King haa not onely Power, but Reafon te command st s which onely ageravate, not ex. 
tenuate or juftifie his fae, his juftificacion then refs folely upon the Kings command 
and warrant; but this will not excufe his ouilt: For we have nothing but his own bare 
word in his own cafe (co which no faith can be given, having fo often bin raken tardy 
in this kind) to prove ; firft,chat himfelfe didnot movethe King tocommand thefe al. 
cerations co be made which is more than probable,by his aleaging the reafons whererp- 
onchey were made,and his ativicy in other changes of this nature: Secondly, that bins. 
felf did not procure the Warrant for thefe Alterations after they were made and prin. 
ted (being written with his‘own hand and havine no witnefle but himfelfto prcvethe 
date)as he hath done in other cafes: Thirdly,admic the command and warrant proceed- 
ed originally froma the King himfelfe, nochim ;_ yet he being by his place and cffice - 
principally entratted with the care, honour, fafery of our Religion and Church, fo 
much concerned in thefe alterations s it had been his duty ro have difobeyed this com- 
mand, and diflwaded his Majefty.from fucha difhonourable, ‘candalonsand offenfive 
act, which would fcandalize and dilgut all his wel-affeAed proteRlant Subjeds, dil- 
bonour his owne royal! Father King James, ovr Parliaments, Church; State, who all 
authorized, approved, ufed this prayer for thirty yeeres fj pace together ; encourage 
Papilts,Priefts Jefuics, ro fach like hortid treafons, and exceedingly animate, elevate 
the popith faction canting them to deride,if not to infale over the Proteflans and onr 
Church, which mult now alter retra& herown approved Collects to pratifie chem and 
their Antichriftian Religion:But fo farre is he from this,that he readily obeyes the firt 
command without the left diffwaGon,refiltance,withour advifing with,or giving notice 
chereof to any other of his Brethren, the Privy-Counfell, Judges. and other pablike

Ad after B. beleeves of them, are [ach } they are not willing, nor think it fit to pray fer the 
vootrng 2p and confufien of all Papifts, inds{crinsinatims, under thofe har{htermes ; [urc- 
dy charitably minded C bristians casnot bat approve fuch an alteration, 1f there were xo 
other ground than that for st: As for any mans transferring it to Puritanesthat is as meer 
a furmaife as it is afalfe lander; that any of thofe whom he entimates doe call Rome Jexu- 
sulalem, or Popery the true Catholique Religion: Yet I kxow not why (uch fursous crj- 
ers downe of popery (as Matter B. hath {hewed hinslelfe) way not be accounted of a Ba- 
bylonith and Anrichriftian Sect as well as any Fefwit inthe world, ner why we may not 
pray (and that with better reafon than Matter B, would have mento doe, and under thofe 
titles againft the Hierarchy of ear church, that God would root them out of the Land,&cc. 
Wherein he makes zealous oppaters of popery, & thofe the world then tiled Paritaxes, 
more dangerous perfons,and fitter to be roored out of the Land as a Babylonifh & Anti- 
ehriftianSe,than papiiis or Jefuirs. Now thus ro juftifie this alteration in {0 daring, im- 
pudenc a manner,in favour of popery.priefts, Papifts, Je(uits, what a cranfeendenr crime 
it is, and of what a rotten povifh fpirit it favours, let all impartial perfons determine. 


The third purgation made by himfelfe.difeovering the hidden popery of his heart,is — 


kis purging out this notable clanle again{t popery,in the firlt Collect of the publike book, 
of prapers. appointed at the generall Faft for ceafing the Plague, in the yeere 1636. 
ot how baft delivered us from Superftittor and Molatrp, wherein we were utterly drewie 
ed, and haft brought ws inte the mof? cleare and confortable light of thy blefed Word, 
by which we are taught how to ferve and honenor thee, ard how to live orderly with our 
Neighbours 2H truth ana Uerity. The King by his Proclamation Arno 1636. comman- 
ded that the Booke of prayers forthe Fatt, formerly fer forth by authority, fhould be re- 


printed re-publifhed.and Lkewsfe ufed in all Churches and places at the publike meetings 


during this Fa/t. The Arch-bithop inftead of re-printing the book formerly fet forth 
by authority /purgeth this clanfe out of icin the new imprefion, though uled in the 
Paftchooks upon like occafions in Queen El:zabeths and King James their feverall 
reignes, and in that of 1. Caro/s; and that upon thefe very crounds which fhould have 
rmoved himto retaine it (till, had his heart bees upright or fincere ro God and our 
Religion, becaufe ic layes a juft cenfure and blemifh upon popery,by Ailing ir fupersts- 
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tson and idolatry, and thankfully recites Gods goodnefle to us 1a delrogring us fromPo. 
poh [uperitition and sdolatry, wherein we were utterly drowned, and bringing us into the 
msoft cleare and cemsfortable light of hts holyWord, by which we are taught how to ferve 
and hononr him, &c. A clante fo pious, fo juft and equitable, that tt is almoft a mira- 
cle,how any but a moft inveterate Papitt could except againft it ; yer this Arch- bifhop 
is {0 irreeoncileably anery with it, that ic mutt be wholy oblicerated.aad quite omitted 
out ofthis new imprefiion ; and chat without any {peciall order or command ftom his 
Majetty (which he pleaded for the former alterations in the Ganpowder-treafon book) 
or any {ageeftion from Papifts; Priefts or Jeluits, who were feandalized rrith te, (for 
he doth not fo much as pretend any {uch thing in his juftificacion of this purge) but by 
his owne papal] authority,contrary co his Majefties 7 roclamatson,out of his oven meera 
popelh genius; which perlwades us, that the former alcerations in the beok for che Aft of 
Novem. proceeded originally from himfelf too as well as this, however he would tran- 
(late it to che K.himifelf.Morcover,im the Order for the Faft,in the very laft page ofthe 
book. he purged ont thefe words,condemning the popifh Dofrine of the meritor iow {- 
neffe of fasting. viz.te avoya the inconvenience that may grow by fasting; fome eSteewmin g 
st A Meritortous Cork others,a gocd CUlozk and of it felf acceptable to God. without 
due regard of the end, &e. In briete, whatever in this Faft. book did im the leaft deerce 
reflect upon popery, or feemingly cppugne any errors of it, this Areh-prelat onr of 
his ardent zeal again{t Popery,and fatherly care for the maintainanee of our Proeiiant 
Religion, did totally expunge it, vex 0/fante his Majefties Proclamation to the con- 
trary. 

For this Jefmicicall praQice, che Arch. bifhop being jaftly taxed by the Author of 
Newes from Ipfwitch and Matter Henry Burtox inhis Humble Appeale to his Carey, 
page 3. ald hisSermon on the fifth of November 1636. intituled, For Ged amd 
the King, p. 141.to 149 .He reputed the very diflike of thete his Romsi(h pargations {ach 
aerime, that hearraioned thefe books andthe Authorsof them in Star-chamber, as 
capital malefattors, proeured the heavieft, bloodieft, unjufteft fentence acainft chem, 
that ever was inflicted by that Court; and had the impudeney not onely to juftifie 
thefe purges in print, by his two popifth Champions, Doéter Hez/yn,in his Aederare 
Anfwer tothe feditious and (candaloas € hallenges of Flenry Burton, p, 157. to 167. and 
Chriftopher Dow,in his Innovations unjuftly charged upon the prefent Church and State, 
p. 141. to 150. but even in apen Court; in a large and bitter fpeech, at the fentence of 
his Accufers in Starre-chamber, June 14. 1627. which hehad the boldnefle afterwards 

b Page 23,24$:t0 publith co all the world:In which(6) Speech, though he cunningly omicted thefe ex- 
purged claufes, which if recitedat large had no colour of defence; yethe juftifies the 
expurging of them to be his owne voluntary a& ; adding, that it Iwas laivfull ‘or 
him and his #rother Bs/hops (motwicthftanding the Kings Proclamation) fo alfar ‘what 
fhep thought fif: And then renders chis moft ab{nrd reafon of blotting ont the firft 
reeited claufe : Thirdly, for the branch inthe o-her, which isthe firft Colle, Though 
God did delsver our forefathers out of Romith foperftition, yet (God be bleffed for st) 
we Were never in: And therefore that c/anfe being unfitting! yexpreffea, Wethoughe fit 
to paffe it ever. Whichreafon 1s alcogether untrue : Firft, becaufe there are many anci- 
ent people yet living among us who were totally drowned 1 popr[b [uperfPitien und ido.

comfortable light of his holy word, of later yeeres, when preaching and godly preaching 
Minifters have been more frequent in moft places of our Realm,chen in the beginnin 
of Reformation, when they were very rare, {carce one or two in a whole County : Se- 
condly, we our felves were utterly drowned in popith fuperftition and idolatry in our 
forefathers, and delivered out of it in their deliveranec from it,otherwile, we had eon. 
tinued drowned therein till this very day ; As therefore the facred Scripture in direst 
and proper termes oft informed the Pofterity of che Children of J/rae/, whofe Ance-

‘with you, faith the Lord, and with your childrens chudren will J plead: So we by 
like coneruity of reafon, and im proper Seripture phrafe (which this Arch- prelate {tiles 
an axfitting expreffiex, though frequent inall Authors as wellas in the facred Text) 
may as truly be faid,to be delivered from Popith {uperftition and idolatry,wherein we 
were utterly drowned; and ought to blefle and prayfe God for che deliveranceof our 
forefathers out of it, asif weour felves had been a&ually delivered, their delive- 
rance being in truth the canfeof ours, and an actwall deliverance uato us from this 
Egyptian Romith bondage andAntichriftian deluge-This excnfe therefore of his 1s but 
2 miecre ridiculous pretence to delude the fimple ;» andthe true reafon of this expan- 
&ion onely this: His Grace-fhip had confpired wich Priefts and Jefuics once more to 
drowne us utterly in Remith faperfticion and idolatry, and co deprive us of the cleare 
and comfortable light of Gods holy Word, by extingnifhing, filencing, {uppreffing 
molt godly lights, Minifters, preachimg throughout the realme, and co cortupt the 
trae worthip of God with {uperfticious Ceremonies aad idolatrous Adgorations, if not 
to extirpace costh and verity from smorg us, by introducing equivoestions, 


hypocrifie, falfe acenfers of che brethren in every place : therefore this paflage fo con- 
trary to his popif defignes mult mot be coletaced im any wife, but urcerly deleated, 

na Ue f imprudent asco infiifie it before all che world, whem he neitther faw noe 
dreaded eny {uperionr powers to draw him imro queftion for this tramfcendent crime, 
for which wet ruft he fhall sow give am exact aeconnt to this fapreame Tribunall. 

The fourth pargation made by his fpeciall direQtion and advice, was in the fecond 
Edicion of DoStor Christopher Potter's, Want of Charity jaftly charged, London,1634. 
This Doctor being about to publitha fecond Edition of that booke of bis, writ chus 
nnto his Lerdfhip, to fend him dire&tioas co alter or corre’ any thing thar fhould be 
offesfive to his Grace.

to che Arch-bifhops Chaplaine, DoStor Bray, to licenfe for the Prefle, for the fatisfa. 
ction and comverfion of other fedaced Romanifts ; who perufing the fame, took ex. 
ceptions at fome harth paflages(as he termed them)againit Popes and Popery.in the 8, 
14. 1§- 17. and 62. pages thereof, whieh he cold him muft be quite expurged or elfe 
che Treatife nauft not pafle the Preffe,

yex fach was the conditionand degeneracy of thefe times, that Door Bray told Sic 
Edwara Hwagerford he mutt give way for all thefe oftenfive paffages to be expunged, 
el{e neither of thefe Treacifes fhould be printed: At which Sir Edward admiring, de. 

nanded the reafon why chefe claufes again Popery writ by his Father(onee a Papift) 
co fatisfie others of that Religion, might not pafleat chistime, as they did commonly 
in other Englith licenfed Authors heretofore withont exception? Who an{wered, that 
we were now in a farre way to wie the Papifts, awd therefore we memfi not ule any barle 
phrafes agamft them : adding, that thefe paflages would give offence to thofe of that Re= 
tigion and therefore untleffe be would yceldto have thens expunged, ke would by nO MEANS 
Licen{e the Books : Towhich Sir Edward replyed, that he being his Pather’s Executor 
and trufted with his writings, would never confent they honld be fo mangled, but 
would heave all printed or none: Yet all the perfwafons and friendshe could ufe 
would not prevaile ; uniefle thefe claafes were omicted, naught would be licen{ed : 
Whereupon Sir Edvard went to the Arch-bifhop himfelfe,. and acquainted him with 
ail che premnifes, earneftly defiring his Grace chat the Treatifes might be princed with- 


eut thefe pergations, which would much nenilare the Treatifes, and prejudice the: 


Author : To whom the Arch-bifhop gave this anfwer ; Sir, have many smployments, 
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and am very bufie now, and have trafted my Chaplaines with thofe things, te whom son 


mufe repasre : Then S:t Edward prefiing him againe, that they would sot licenfe thers 
unleffe thefe paflagés were rafed out; the Areh-bifhop anfwered.J referre this wholy to 
my Chaplaimes, having many other rmployments my {elfe, and therefore what they thinke 
fit to be done, yor mH fe fubmit unto: Wherespon chefe Treatifes were then ftopt from 
printing, till Sir Edward fome two or three yeers after got them printed at Oxford, in 
the yeere 1639. without chefe expunctions, or the Arch: bifhop's privity. 

Doétor Davsel Feat/y, depofed spon Oath, that he having printed feventy Sermons 
of his, preached upon feverall occafions, formerly licenfed for the Prefle; when the 
Book was ready to be publithed, the Arch-bifhop haviag notice of it, {ent for him ro 
Lambeth, and demanded of him whether he was not about to publifh forme Sermong 
of his owne in print; who anfwered yes my Lord ;-then he demanded of him, whether 
his Sermons were licenfed, and whether any of his Chaplaines had pernfed them or 
not > he an(wered, thar they were licenfed long finee when himfelfe had power to li- 
cenfe books, and printed by vertue of that licenfe, and that none of his Graces Chep- 
laines had perafed them: Then the Arch-bithop faid, he thought, being fo necrea 
neighbour to him, he would not have publifhed any thing without acqeaintiag hie 
Erft cherewith: To whieh che Dostor anfwered, that he wcended as foone as ever the 
book was pablifhed, to prefent his Grace im the firft place with one of them. Then 
che Arch-bifhop commanded him, betore he publifhed thefe Sermons, to carry them 
te Doétor Bray his Chaplaine to perafe, to {ee if there were any offentive or unfitting 
paflages in chem; to the end, that if any fach were, they might be corrected, or expun- 
ged. To which the Doctor teplied, that he hoped there were Ro fuch offenfive clanies 
in thema, and that the book was already printed off, fo as no aleerations eorld conyeni- 
ently be made therein, without new printing the fheets wherein they were made : yer 
is obedience to his Graces command, he would attend Do&tor Bray with his Sermons 
to the end he might licenfe chem before they fhould be publifhed ; which he did ae- 
cordingly : Dostor Bray having read over his Sermons, gelc them exceedingly, and 
and purged out all che fmart and ma(culine paflages againft both the Papifts, Jefa- 
its and Arminians,co his great griefe; Whereupon he expofiulated the tater with him 
evhy chefe paflages of his,which pafled eurrently without exceptions av//ire. hal before 
King James, King Charles; the Univerfity, and other publike Anditories when chey 
were preached, and were highly approved of informer times, might not pafle the 
prefle without an Jxdex expurgatorius now; alleaging, that is would be @ great inja- 
ry'to him(elfe, and mach coft and prejudice ro the Stationer to re-prist fo many whole 
Cheers ashe hadaltered : But all this would nor prevaile, thefe pafizges could not fuic 
pvich the prefenc cimes,& therefore they muft fland parged,or the book be torally fup- 
prefied : Herenpon the Dogtor acquainted Sir Edamwnd Scot therewith by way of 
complint, and moved him to informe the Arch-bifhop of ic; who anfwered him, 
that he conceivedit would be to no parpofe to complaine, for he thought the Arch- 
bifhop’s Chaplaines had direGtions from their Lord for what they did, and that his 
Grace would not alter any thing of this kind done by his Chaplaines ; wherenpon he 
fubmitted and complained no farther; and fo the Stationer was enforced to re-print 


' fome fixteen or eighteen fheets anew that-Doctor Bray had thns altered and purged 


(which Matter Bourne the Stationer likewife depofed) to his great prejudice and 
coft. 

Mafter Thomas White a Miniter depofed, that Do&ter Clarke, one of the Prebende 
of Canterbury,a very learned, pious Divine, and one of the Tranflarersof the Bible, 
leaving the copyes of diverfe of his choyfeft Sermons, written with his owne hand, ils 
his ew{tody at his death, which he defired him to fee carefully primted for the pub- 
like good after hisdeeeafe; hecherenpon, indifcharge of this his traft, repaired to 
Doétor Heywood; the Arch-bifhop’s honfhold Chaplaine, to -perule and guthorize for 
che prefle ; who receiving no lefle then forty thillings for his fee for pernfing and li- 
eencing them, expunged all the chiefe pa(uges in thems againft the Pope,Popery Priefts, 
Feluits, Arminians{me, Armenians, and did in fome places ter and corrupt the anthors

Matter Céetwin atrefted, that Dr, Wskvan Foner of Eaff- Berghallin Suffolk, writa 
Comentatry on cheEpiftles of Pad to Philemon and the Hebrewesehich he carried to 
Dr. Samuel B aker,Chaplain to the Bifhop of Londen, ( Anny 1636.) agreat Inftrument 
of the Arch-bifhop’s, to licenfefor the Prefle ; who parged out al] she principall clan- 
fes in it again{t Alcars, Images, Maffe, Tran{ub@antiation, Pepery, Papilts, and for the 
fandification of che Lora’s day 5 a catalogue of the moft whereof he had colleGed out 
of che written copy, which was fo obliterated, chat he could not read the fame in ma- 
ny places, above 150. lines being made unlegible. That this book being printed accor- 
ding to che expunged,alrered copy,which otherwile could not pafle thePrefle the gcod 
old Dr. upon che perwfall of icafcer its printing, was fo much difcontenced at the alte. 
factions and purgacions made therein wichout his privity, chat he difclaimed itto be his 
work, faying, ic was the Licencet’s only,not his;who bad made him a favourite of thofe 
Popi‘h opinions, by his corrupting end changing his words, which he profefledly op- 

ngned, refated in his own genuine work ; The regreete of weich injury went fo meer 
bis heart, that he fell fick chrowgh difeontent, and icon after dyed; and is by thefe al- 
terations and purgations,which were generally taken notice of,the {ale of che book was 
extreamly hindred, to the great loffe of the Scationer that printed it. 

Peter Cole Stationer, living in Cornhill London,-teftified, that he printed Matter 
Richard Ward, his Comentary on A¢atthew anno. 1639. oat of which Doétor Weekes 
the Licencer, purged fo many prineipall paflages again{t Popery and Arminianifine, as 
amounted to two {mall written volames,collected by Mr.Ward himfelfysho was muck 
grieved, injured thereby, andthe fale ‘of the book quite {poyled, to his great preju. 
dice. Thefe two {mall volumes with this enluing -44stract of them, were prefented 
by Matter Ward himfelte to the Patliament,who examined this abule ac the Committee 
for printing. 

« Becaufe it isan offence highly to be punifhed to abufe yeurHononrs pions and moft 
«jnit eares wica untruchs ; I have therefore pre{umed to prefent co your Honours view 
(the heads and particular grofle abules which my poore Book hath fuffered by the Li-

‘chat our Licen(fers libercy in the licenfing of bookes is moft liceneiaus, and chat 
“Popery and Pelaganifme were too much favoured and befriended by them; wholly 
‘Jeaving 1€CO your grave, pious and prudent eonfideration, how thefe and the like aba- 
Sfes may be be(t redrefled for the time to come. 
~ ¢Firlt, the Licenfer by his deleaturs, hath made fome places and paffages of my book 
"ridiculous and non-fenfe, E.G, im my written copy fol, 338.. the firft line, the Reader 
‘is referred for more full fattsfaction co the foregoing Objection; which Objection is 
“wholly obliterated, becaufe ic fnited not withthe Licenfers opinion, and thus the Rea- 
“der of my book is referred to that whieh is not in my booke, but expunged out of its

lence, whelly cancelled che Patent after it was fealed; then caafed anew Patent to he 
drawne,wherein this formet elaufe was omitced,the Kine celling the Lord Ke ewer that 
the Arch-bifhop would have :t altered, and therefore tt muft be Baz 3 which thereupon 
was dorieoccordingly. Now the canféof all this (irre and anger oF his Grace thin 
again(t this claufe, was onely beeanle ic filed thole of the Palatinate. profefars of she 
true Religion; &c, and tacitely cenfured the Pope as Antichrif? in’ this latter clanfe ;

Bat thirdly, whether this particular Gath be againft our lawes, I want skill to deter- 
maine ; for.on the one fide concealment (in fome cafes) makes a man aeceflary, though 
after the fact ; amd what may not be performed manft nor be promiled, efpecially by 
oath : On the other fide, the ancient Canons of the Chureh forbid (upon great penalty) 
ro reveale confeffiens;and our Law 1.E/z, confirme all the Canons that are not oppo- 
fice to the Word of God, as I fuppofe this not to be. 

Secondly, we mult confider whether it be expedient or not; co take {uch an 
Oath ? 

This is the creacer Queftion, and mutt be refolved by the gnc moving it: for 
whatfoever is lawfull inthis, muft be judged fit or unfit, Hypothe/i, according to the fic 
or unficeircamftances which cloth it; firft cherefore, if firft, che conficent (being bur-

There is a double blindnefle, which men are fubjec& and incident unto ; te wit, 
Firft, the blindneffe of Superftition, which is apparently feen im the Papifts, who 
firft teach ws to worthip Demoniacks, or damned {ovles in hell, or traitors, as Thomas 
Becket, and impious Gregery the feventh, called Held:brand. And fecondly, teacheth 
us to worthip Chimeraes, fictions, and things that never were in rerum natura: Thus 
they teach us co worthip Saint Chriftezher, Sanit George, Saint Katherine, and many 
hundreds more which cannot be proved:to have been, or at leaft, not Saints, but fome 
of them grandimpoftors. Thirdly, they teach us to worthip vile and bafe things, as 
peeces of rotten wood, making men beleeve they were peeces of Chrifts Crofle, and 
old thred-bare garments, for {ome facred Veftments, although the Priefts themfelves 
knew chem tobe otherwife; yeathe Eucharifticall wafer.cakes, although they have _ 
been confecrated flightly, the Prieft thinking of fome orher thing elfe, and not inten- 
ding the confeeration thereof, which (aceerding to their ownedocirine) is not then 
tran{ub(tantiated.and therfore is palpable idolatry to fal downtoa bare piece of bread. 
Fourthly they teach us tot place Religion in outward things, as inthe obfervation of 
dayes, meats, apparrell, and the like, Col. 2.17 18, None of all which things we are 
taught co doe in the Word of God, and therefore we hadmeed beware of this blind- 
neffe of fuperftition.

Whether is the morall Law of God pofhible tobe kept, or perfectly co be 
obeyed wich, or by an actual] obedience ¢ ’ a ta . 

Aniw, Firft, the Law is poffible to be obeyed, in regard of that relation which is be- 
twixt our nature of our mind, or the faculties of the fonle, and the ations themfelves, 
which are enjoyned in the law, for whatloever is commanded in the law, whether in- 
rernall or externall,may be performed by the faculties and parts of our bodies and fouls; 
yea the obedience which is there required of us. is to be performed by thofe faculties : 
The Lord in his law doth not require of us smpeffib:/ia, impofible things; eicher firft, 
sn fe, in themfelves 5 or fecondly, respettu facultatwm, in regard of the faculties of the 
foule ;that is, the Lord in his law doth notcommand us to raife the dead, or to remove 
mountaines with; or by our vvords, for thefe are impoffible things in themafelyes for us 
co doe; neither doth he command us co flye in the ayre.or to vvalk upon the vyater,be- 
eaufe thefe are impoffible in regard of us and our faculties; but he commands{uch things 
as our faculties are capable of, 

Secondly, che obedience of the Jaw is impoffible in regard of fome circumfanees ; 
chatis, firlt, veSpedlu extentionss,in regard of the extention ; for firft, although vve might 
performe fome one particular action commanded in the law, yet not all and every fuch 
action which is therein enjoyned, and yet this the law requires of us : and fecondly, al- 
though vve might performe fome one action or other, which the law enjoines, yet vve 
are not able alyayes co abide firme and immoveable in this our obedience, and yet the 
Lord threatens us vvith a curfe, if vve both doe not doe all. and abidetherein alyyayes, 
Gal. 3. 10+ andthirdly, although we might performe many duties which the law com- 
mands, yet we could not performe them all alwayes in that {ufficient degree, and ample, 
and perfect meafure which the law enjoynes; and thus Andradius himfelfe confefleth, 
that rhe firft Commandement cannot be kept, vve capnot love God in that manner, 
meafure and degree vvhich the law commands. 

Secondly, resPettn intentions, in regard of the inrention, beeanfe vve cendoe no- 
ching with a perfe& mind, for whatfecver ss wot of faithss of finne, Heb. 11.6, and 
therefore vvithone faith, no true or acceptable obedience. 

Thirdly, respects infirmetatis, in regard of the infirmity of ournatute, becanfe all 
the gifts and faculties of our nature are vitiated aud corrupted, Job 4. 8.19. 15.15, 
16. Roms 3, 10, &e. Pfale14.12. Chryfosteme ({up. Matth. fol. 614.) faith Thar by 
nature we are blind, leme, taken with the palfie and incarcerated, and therefore no wone 
der Legem non effe poffibtlem, rf the law be unpoffible nuto us, 

Queft.2. Isnot this unjuft for God to require of us that which is impoffible unto, 
or for us to dee? 

Anfo. Nonocat all’: God may juftly command a blind man to walk, if his blind- 
nefle come from himfelfe': if malicionfly, he. hath plucked ont his owne eyes: A man 
‘may ju(tly require his debt of a Prodigall : Rent isdue ento the Land-lord, thoneli the 
. Tennant have wafted all his eftate and {ubftance ; and God may juftly require that obe. 
dience of us, which ence from and by him we had power to performe, althongh noyy 
by,our fimnes we have loft chat power. 

Qaéft.2. What may we learne from hence ? 

Aiv[m,: Firtt, co acknowledge that the duties enjoyned by the Jaw are pofiible in 
chem{élvess and Secondly, that they are become impoffible unco us by finne, andthe 
infirmity of che fleth, Rom.

I will for the facistying of chis ObjeAion, give onely a double anfwer, vz, Firft an- 
{wer to the point which chey endeavour to preve, -and then to the place which they al- 
leage for their proofe, : 

Firft, co the {ubaanee or matter, or fubject matter of the Obje&tion, vz. That the 
law is pofible and eafie to be oblerved by the regenerate : I anfwer; the law of Gad 
is impoffible co be kepr in {uch perfection as Ged requireth, and therefore o wan can 
be juftified by the works of the law, Gal. » 16. & 3« 11. Hereobferve thefe particulars, 
ve wit, Firlt, che old Pelagians did wreft this and the like places for chis end, to prove 
the poffibilicy of che fulfilling of the law, asappeares by Hierem (advert. Pelagian lib. 
1. cap. 1. & lib. 2, cap. 2. & 4.) and Aagujine (de Perfe&. Juttifie: contra Coleftiume, 
& de Natura G Gratia contra Pelagian cap. 69.) aod therefore we may note by the 
way, from whence the Papifts and tho/e among(t us,who hold this erronions tenet,took 
or learnt it,.&c. 

Ibid.on 4at.19.21-1f thon wilt be perfecto c.this is purged out ; The Paviktshold 
that a man may perfeltly obey, and fulfil the Law of God, and forthe proofe hereof 
argue thus, If a man may doe more thew the Law requires, then certainly he may doe 
asmuch. But aman may doe more then the Law requires; therefore -he may doe as 
much. The minor Belarmine proves by the exampleofthisyoung'man, who tel ling 
Chrift, that he had obferved al the Commandements, and that from bis youth, our Savi- 
our bid him doe ove thing mere, and then he fhould be perfe&.(sf. thon wile be perfett, 
goe [ell that thou hajt and give st to the poore, and follow me.) Nowif the yong man had 
done this. he had done more then the Law required, in as much as whatfoever the Law 
required he had formerly obferved.as he {aid himfelfe ; Hac ommia fervavs a juventute, 
All chefe things have I obferved from my youth up.&c. Dri mica gain he Ae: 

Firft, this word 4ore, may two manner of wayes be underftood ; namely,either, firtt 
fimplyic fignifies fomething which 1s not commanded; and in this fenfe che eonfequent 
is naught, vz, if aman may doe any one thing whieh is not enjoyned by the Law,then 
he may doe any thing which rhe Law enjoynes and commands ; this followes not, for 
it is not neceflary that chat be done which is commanded, becamfe fomething is: done 
‘which is not commanded : as for example,the Sonne which was bidden to eve imtothe 
Vineyard, went not, and yet might at that time be doing fome houfhold worke. Adams 
brake the Commandement given unto him, and yet fewed figee-leaves to cover his 














fhame; which he wasnot commanded to.doe, Secondly.chis word AZore may fenifie. 


fome good thing over and above that which is commanded in the Law.or, after the ful- 
filling of all thefe things which are preferibed in the Law, to doe over and above forme 
other good worke which is not preferibed. Now in chis (ence we grant the Major, buc 
as abfolutely falfe we deny the Minor, vz, Thata man may performe whatfoever is 
commanded m the Law. end other good things befides which are noc commanded, For 
thers isne good thing ac all beyond that good is commanded in the Law; otherwife 
he Law fhould not be perfect, whieh ts falfe by the very letrer of che word, P/a/.19-7> 
B 9 yea,thofe things which are not contained in che Law, are in rhemfelves neither 
200d nor bad. but indifferent ; and where they are made pood, it is by thofe things 


which are in tie Law. ‘As for example, to Fatt is nog in ic felfea morall good usr 
ae 
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bur it is good if it be done for the love of God, and for the hatred’ of fnne, or both; 

Hy which are commanded in or by the Law. And therefore it is utterly falfe, That a man 

vil may performe a greatet good worke then the Law enjoynes. Secondly.co the proofe of 

. the Minor, we anfwer two things pfritche yong man {fpeakes of a part rot of the whole 

Law ; thatis, of the fecond Table, sot of the firft, as appeares by the text : He demands 

of Chrift, What he muft doe to befaved > Chrift anfwers, keep the Commandements, 

verfe17. He demands againe, Which . Chrift anfwers, Thetfe, ver. 48.amd recites the 

precepts of che fecond Table onely; whereunto the Pharifee replies inthis fere; all 

thefe precepts (viz. Of the fecond Table) have J Rept from my youth, Novy foppofe a 

iW man could abfolutely and perfectly fulfill the fecond Table, yet it followes rot there- 

NG fore he fulfils the whole Law, for he may faile in his duty towards God ; and he onely 

falfils the Law, who performes his duty abfolurely both to God and Man. Secondly,the 

Cardinall playes the Sophifter,committing the fallacy,called petstio prencipszea king that 

for granted which is to be proved, vz. thatthe yonng man kept the whole Law, for

Chrift to convince him of his pride and wants, puts hina 

chus co che criall, Ifthou haft fuch perfe& eharicy covvards man, then certainly if God 

scommand thee to beftovv, not a part, bur all thy goods upon the peore, upon promife 

‘of bercer things to thy felfe, thy ducy unto God, and thy fingnlar charity unto men vvill 

make thee do fo;Goe then fell all that chon haft.and give to the poore,&e.upon which 

fpeciall command his: covetous minde fhevves it felfe: nay, irisplaine, he loved nor 

‘his neighbour fo vvell as his riches, neither is fo dutifull ro God, or charitable to the 

ypoore, as for either oftheir fakes to part vvieh his poffeffions; by vvhich he proclaims 

his heart tobe full of covetoufneffe, and void of faith in God and true charity tovvads 
hie neighbour ; and confequently vvas farre from the oblervation of the vvhele Lavy.

Firft, Heaven muft containe the body of Chrift tell allthings be fulfilled : Ergo, it can- 
mot be on the earth. : 

Secondly, ifthe bread that Chrift gave to his Difciples, were turned into his ewne 
body, he mutt of necefsity have two bodies, the one held in the «hand of the other. 
Their diftinion of a bloedy and unbloody facrifice will not ferve the uarne, for without 
blood there w% no remiffion of fimnes: and it his body were offered for our finnesin 
che Supper, then why weas it oftered after on the Crofle ? either it was a perfect oblari- 
on,.cr imperfect ; ifthey fay imperfect, O horrible blafphemy ! if they fay perfe@.chen 
why was not another made ? for as bono mt] melius fic perfetto nil perfettins. The Apo- 
file cals the Gentiles fools, profeffing themfelves wife they become fools ; for they turned 
the fimilitude of the smcorruptible God tntothe fimilitude of Beats, Birds and creeping 

things ; much more may we call the Papzsts fools, that turne the fimtlitude of God inte 
the fimtlitude of apeice of bread: Ifthe ~£gsptians are worthily to be derided for wor. 
[hspping a Cat for God,then juttly may we latigh ar the Papilts, for worfhipping awafer 
cake for God: If the Angelinthe Revelation would nothave Jobs to worthip him, 
O doe net {2, worfhip God, how much more doth it prieve the Angels to fee a piece of 
bread worthipped for God ; wherefore let us {pic at chis abominable (acrifice, and xever 
give entertainment to it: Doctor 7 ay/or was angry with the Prieft that beeaw to fay 
Matte at Hadley in Queen Adaries dayes ; thou Devil, who made thee [o bald as to exter 
inte this Church of Chrift, and to profane st with ths abominable Idolatry, thé people 
pulled dewne the Altar ; you that have been feafoned with his wholfome dolrine, tread 
i his fteps : Let no Maffe-monging Prieft, that willtake “pon bins without Commiflfion

Anfw. Yn these two things: Firft,co fink to.che bottome the Net wich the weight 
of Lead, by diving, pemetrating, founding and defcending into the intrals, bowels and 
Joweft vaults of the heart, becaufe otherwife they cannot catch thofe whoare hid and 
drowned in the mudde and earth;they muft reveale and make knowne the wrath of the 
Lord againft all iniquity and wickedneffe of men (Rom. 18.) that finfull men by flying 
from, and forfaking eheir finnes, may avoid the wrath of God. | 
Secondly, when they have truly humbled their hearers with the judgement pronoun- 
ced and denounced againft chem for their finnes, they muft then raife themup to the 
con with cork, which brings the upper fide of the net above water ; they muft be com-

mercy and judgement, mixing threatnings wih promifes, and weaving, inter-la- 
cing promifes with terrors (as the Lord himfelfe doth through the whole book of the 
Seripeure) if we defire to fib, that we may cateh many foules for an offerine unte the 
Lord, for he fitheth in vaine whofe net wants either lead or cork, 
Ibidem on Matth.

How 
mult vve doe this. .4x/w, By thefe vvayes and means, to wit ; Firftour ingrefle into 
the lifts muft be living and folid, and not fleeping or dead; for otherwife vve can ne- 
ver endure co the end. Secondly.vve muft not love but leave and relinquith che yvorld, 
x John 2.15.for etherwile vve fhall never be able to hold out avainit the affaults of the 
vvorld. Thirdly, vve mutt be trained fouldiers, and exercife our {elves daily in the Lords 
lifts ; chat is, vve muit frequently give our felves - 1. to meditation: 2. tothe hearing 
af Gods vvord: 3.co the practice of piety : 4.to the oppofing and refifting of iniqui- 
ty, and all manner of vvickednefle : and 5, to the ftrengchning and corroborating of our 
faith by the Word and Sacraments. Fourthly, vve mnft principally exercife out pati- 
ence and labor that it may haveits perfect vvorke in us. Who can be alwayes paci- 
ent,or indure patient in perfeention and afflitiom unto the end ?. They ean who have 
not placed their hope in this life or any ching therein, but live in Chrift, and place all 
cheir hope and confidence in him,Colof-3.3 4. 


In’ the fame Comentary on 4fat..p.277. writen copy, this whole difcourfe is ob- 
literated.

i of Satan. whereby he labours to feduce and enthrall fome. Hereunto we an{wer ; firft, 
wbatfoever is an adverfary to the building of the Church upon the Rock.or co the con- 
ftant adherigg of the Church unto Chrift, that is underftood by the prevailing gates of 
if hell , (for in thefe words he removes the contrary of that which before he had laid 
Wl downe ; pon this Rock will { build my Church ; ) but the fraudulent and crafty temp- 
Hh ations of Satan, which are effetuall or of foree, co feduce or enthrall the faithful are 
principall enemies to this building of he Chureh, and conflant adhering unto Chrift ; 
and therefore chete crafty and {ubtile centations are underftood by the. gares of hell. 
Secondly, whatfoever comes out of the gates of hell,or hath its beginning from thence, 
that is here underftood by this phrafe of the gates of hell; but che temptations of Sa- 
can are hatched in hell, and come from thence’; therefore they are here ment by the 
gates of hell. Thirdly, if the condemnation of the faithfull onely be underftood here, 
by che gates of hell, then this promife may ftand with the rotall failing or falling away 
ofthe Church milicant ;(for then he fhonid promife nothing co the militant members 
‘oF che Church, but onely to the dead, who dye in faith :_) but this is repugnant to the 
intention of Chrift in this place, and to the interpretation of all Wrirers, and the opi- 
Aion Of all Chriftians. Fourthly, Saint Peter himfelfe, nnto whom our Saviour here 
{peakes, feems otherwife to interprec thefe words then Socins doth, Pet.2,7,8.where 
che Apoftfe reachech, that unbeleevers and difobedient perfons; who ftamble at Chrift 
and are offended with him, doe belong unto thofe gates, which doe impugne and af- 
fault that building which confifts of living ftones,and is founded upon the corner fone 
and tree rocke, Jefus Chrift. Fiftly, che proportion or analogy ought to be obferved, 
which our Saviour here intimates and implyes, betwixctwo Cities; the one of hea- 
ven, which hath her gates and keyes, verfe 19, and the other of hell; which by the 
gates of her plots; practifes and provocations doe feek the ruine of the heavenly city. 
Now inthis place our Saviour promifeth ( and would have usto beleeve it upon his. 
word, that none of the plots, projects, aflaules or batteries of the gates of hell thall pre- 
vaile againft che heavenly Cicy, the Church. And therefore feeing one City 1s oppo- 
fed to the other. and the gates of the one to the gates of che other ; and the one ( vs. 
the Chureh) is confidered in the tate and condition of her prefent building ; itis very 
requifice chat the other fhould refpe her prefent impugning and affaulting of the o- 
ther; and confequently, the craft; deceit, and fraud of Satan, whereby he labors to fe- 
duce, enthrall and deceive the members of the Chureh.

The precedent branch of the Evidence againft the Arch-bifhop ; hath given 
moft ample proof of the feventh and ninth Originall Articles, t6. which we 
fhall onely adde; That, the Arch-bifhop having. ftopt the English Prefles to alk 
Orthodox Books againft. his:Popith Innovations..at home, endeavoured to 
hinder the Printing of them abroad in Forraign Parts 3 to. which end by Sir William 
Bofwels means,( then Leager Ambaffador arthe Hague )and theaffitance of one John 
de Maire, preacher in Amfferdam (his conftant Spie and Intelligencer, to give no- 
tice of all Englio and Scortish Books there printing, as appears. by fundry Originall 
Lettets under his hand and feal; found in the Arch- bithops ftuddy ) he procured the 
States of the United Provincesin the Low Count ies, to make a generall Proclamaz 
tion ine 4pril/l 1639. againtt the Printers and {preaders of Libellous and Seditions 
Books againft the Church and) Prelates of Exgdand, and obtained a Proclamation 
or Order from the Townes of Am/fferdam and Roterdam, for the apprehending and. 
punifhing of Mafter Ca» and other English men, who Printed fueh English and 
Scottish Books ; which is evident by divers coppies thereof, and Letters from Sir 
William Bofwell and others, to the Arch-bifhop. By meanes whereof thePreffes 
both in England and the Netherlands were all clofed up againft Orthodox Engl® 
Books, under the notion of Libellous and Seditious Pamphlets, and could neither be 
Printed nor imported without great danger and cenfure, 


On thecontrary,divers Popith books of all forts,as well in English as Latin, F. rench A 


and other Languages, were Printed and difperfed in London by Prielts, Jefuits, Pa. 
pilts and their Agents, without any reftaint or {earch made after them 5 Or’ punifhe 
ment inflicted oh che Printers or difperfers of them :. yea, many thoufands of them 
were dayly imperted-by help of the Queens Priefts and Capucins , who difperfed 
them ; and if the fearchers ot others {eized ‘them at the Cuftome-houle, according 
to the Starure of 3. Jacobi. cess which Enacts ; That no perfon or. perfons shall 
bring from beyond the feas, nor shall print, buy, or fell, any-Popish Primers, Ladies 
Pfalters, Manuels, Rofaries, Popish Catechifmes, Miffals, Breviaries, Portals, Le» 
gends and Lives of Saiats, contesuing any [uperftitious matter; Printed or Written in 
any Language What/oever, nor any other (uperftitious Books, Printed or Writtenin the 
English tongue 3 upon pain of ferfiture of Ao. s. for every [uch Booke ; Gc. The Arch- 
bithin ot his Chaplains would prefently fend to the Searchers, and en joyn them to 
reftote thefe Books to the owners that claimed them; or elfe command them to bring 
them in to the High Commiffion Office, upon pretence to, proceed. againft the Ime 
porters, and to have the Books themfelves publikely adjudged, co be burne 3: where, 
after.4 little fpace, they were delivered out from thence tothe Importers, withour 
any penalty or confifcation, and then freely difperfed among the Reman Prieffs and 
English Catholiques,to foment them in their Idolatry, Superltition, and feduce o- 
thers unto Popery : as one John Egerton a {earcher depofed, and others attelted 3 of 
which morehereafier.

Whata Plague and Poyfon thefe Arminian , Popifh Prelates, Deéanes, Pre- 
bends, Heades of houfes, Parfons and Vicars thus advanced -by him “proved to our 
Church, how near they had reduced us back to Rome, and how ‘muchthey endan- 
gered the utter extirpation of our Proteftant. Religion, ‘is fo experimentally knowne 
toall men, {0 plentifully evidenced inthe premifed proofes, that: we'may confident. 
ly averr, had not God himfelf miraculoufly from heaven bythe late Scottith Troubles 
and happy convention of this prefent- Parliament retarded,’ prevented and utterly 
fruftrated their dangerous proceedings and Jefuiticall defignes, in thefe three king- 
domes, in all probability we had long ere this been totally over-run with Popery, and 
the zealous Profeffors of the Proteftant Religion in all three been either totally extir- 
pated and maffacredjas fome hundred thoufands.of them have been of late in Ireland, 
or banifhed their own Countrrey into forraigne Climes, or left to the mercy of the

faould beware of a relapfe wnto’ Popery.” In’'this ceifute the Arehbifhop had the 
chicfeft hand, as was proved-by the High Commiffion Bdokes and Mr #ardes Subtna- 
fion, which .was drawn up ‘by Sir’ Jobe Lambe anf? tenttd this Archbifhop; who 
endorfed it with his owtie- hand, ‘Fhis févere fentencd “utterly rained’ this - famious 

painfull preacher who lay long in prifon, and foone after .ended his dayes 
_ In great grief and forrow. 
In April 1630. Articles were exhibited againft Mr.Charles (hancys 3 Reverend Mr'chayzje 
dcarned, painfull Minifter living at ware, for preaching againgt the pace Cafe, 
i ie 3 MOLGErs 
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difordersufed by many in the Chriffmsas holy-dayes, the iitcreate of Popery, Are 
minianifme, and ufing thefe expreffions in a Sermon of his, charged again{t him ia 
his Articles, in January betore: That Idolatry Was admitted into the Church , and 
that not only the prophets of Baal, but Baal bimfelfe us received, and houfes multim 
plyed for the entertainment of them;and With all faying, that the preaching of the Gofiel 
would be [uppreffeds That there Wanted men of courage to tell the Superiours in the 
Church of their neglect, for that there Was increafe of much Atheifme, Popery, eAra 
minianifme and Herefie in our Church Since the reformation of it, as at this time, Where« 
in Flerefies Were not onely broached but maintained; whereby be raifed a fear among the 
people, and infinuated to them, that {ome alteration of Religion Would enue and be 
brought in; and {candalized the whole Church of England and Government thereof. 
To thefe Articles Mr Chancy gave in his anfwer upon Oath inthe High Commiffion 
the 21, of the fame 4pri/: and the very néxt day,by Order of that Coutt,the whole 
caufe was referred to this Bi/bop (then of London ) being his ordinary ; provided that 
if Mr Ghancy didnot [ubmit himfelfe +0 performe bis Lordfoips order therein, thar 
then his Lordfbip, of it feemed good unto him, might transferre the caufe backe again to 
be cenfured in this Court. Whereupon. Mr (hancy madea Submifftion to his Lord- 
Ship in Latin, and foon after was enforced to defert the Kingdome, afd fer fayle for 
New England to avoyd further perfecution. All which is manifet by the Originall 
Articles, and Mr Chancyes an{wer to them, found among Sir John Lambes fequeltred 
Writings by Mr Prynne;and by the Order of Reference and M.( hancyes Submiffion, 
endorfed with the Bifhops own hand, the chiefe Profecutor of this caufe, 

To thefe we could add M. (cttox, M, Hooker, M. Davenport, Mx Wells, M. Pee 
ters, M. Glover, and fundry other Minilters driven into New £ agland, and other 
Plantations :.thofe that fled over into Hol/andto avoyd his profecution; with fome 
hundreds of Minilters queftioned in the High Commiffion and elfe- where, by his 
meanes,and there fufpended, filenced for:not publifhingthe Booke of Sports, ot 
not ,fubmitting to his Popifh Innovations, M. Salifbary was queftioned and 
troubled by this Prelate for thefe paflagesin his Sermon, o« Math. 24.6, How many 


. thoufands have made foipvorack of faith Ga good con{cience,renounced our true Church, 


ftepp’d afide to Arminianifme, and from thence (as it is the Wideft gate that opéns tom 
Wards Rome) relapfed to Popery. Thus are Wee (catteredin our acob, and divided 
én our Iftacl, T he Low Counttyes not long fince(if not fill )ighed as deeply, and mour- 
ned us ftrengly, to finde her(elfe (as imperceivably) to be overgroWne With Arminia- 
nifme. Ard what a fattionis like to be in our deplorable England erween Popery and 
Arminianifme together, except God be more mercifull and our State the more vigilant 
aud mindful, We fhall fee fooner then tell,and feel fooner then fee. Do&or Staughton, 
D.Stbbes, D, Taylor, D.Gouge, M.white of Dorcheffer, M. Rogers of Dedham, with 
fundry moreof our molt eminent preaching orthodox Divines were brought intothe 
High Commiffiosand troubled or filenced for a time, by his procurement ‘upon fri- 
vilous pretences: But in truth,becaufe they were principle Props of our Prote/tant 
Religion, againtt his Popifs and Arminian Innovations. But omitting thefe we fhall 
conclude this head with one memorable inftance more which comes very home. 
Mr Nathaniel Bernard Lecturer at Sepulehers in London preaching at Autholins 
Church in Aday 3. 1629. uled this expreffion in his prayer before his Sermon. Ob

derogatory to fome particular perfon of most eminent place,Wwhich the Cours.de/ired not 
bo have there repeated ; and for that the faid Mr Bernard had acknowledged his error 
in that kinde,as fome of the Commiffioners there,unto whom he had [ubratted himfelf, 
reported, and himfelfe confefledsthe Court was incliaed upon ‘his fubmiffion,being 
a young fcholler and a ftudent in Divinity, to accept his fubmiffion, and enelined to 
deal mercifully and favourably with him} yet confidering that his /¢andalous and an~ 
dutifull [peeches were of fuch high wature as could not be well remitted or pardoned by

TheCopy of thisOrder,with another Paper conteining the words,were both endor- 
fed with the Bithops own hand and found among his Papers by Mr Pryine, whe 
produced them. Mr Benard not long afcer upon his fubmiflion was difmified the 
Court, After which repairing:rothe Univerfity of Cambridge to vifit his friends; 
he fortuned to preach at Saint AZaries Church there on the 6. of AZay 1632. in the af= 
ternoon ; wherein he let fall divers Paflages concerning preaching, the putity of Gods 
Ordinances, worfhip, and againft the Introducers of Popery and Arminianifme; 
which chis Bifhops creatures excepted againlt, and {peedily informed him off. Dr 
7. Cumber then Vice-Chancellor, informs him ot this Sermon in a Letter of his ALay 
22, 1632. wherein he writesin this manner. J cannot but further advertsfe your 
Lordjhip ina Word ; that here was one Mr Bernard, a di/continuer and a Preacher, as 
Thear, about London, Who uttered fome offenfive Words concerning forme Ceremonict, 
and Rites ufed in fome (hurches, ina Sermon of his at Saint Maries, and as I have 
heardin fome other (hurch before @ I gave a decree co the Beadle to convent him, but 
he could not be found ; To which the Bithop returned thisanf{wer written with Mr 
Dells hand and thus endorfed ; ALay 27.

For thefe clanfes Mr Bernard was toft féverely fenteaced in the High Commiffi- 
on by this Bifhops violent Profecution ; Sufpended his Miniftry, excommunicated, 
fined a thoufand pounds, imprifoned ; condemned in colts of fuite, committed 
prifdner to the new Prifon, where he'lay fundry moneths, being molt barbaronfly ufed 
and almoft ftatved for want of neceffiries; of which he complained to the Bifhop 
by fundty Letters and Pctitions found in his ftudy wich Mr Bernards Sermon,and the 
informations againft him,(éndorfed with the Bifhops owa hahd and produced at the 
Barre) but could find no relicfe, unleffe he would make this enfuing Recantation 
fent to him by the Bifhop, and thus endorfed with his own pen: Seprenms.

For refufing to make this {trange prefcribed Recantation,this godly Minifter,thougfi 
he in generall termes profeffed, his fyncere forrow and penitency forany»Overfights 
and unbefeeming Expreffions in his Sermon, both in his Petitions ahd Letters tothe 
Bithop,( which would not {uffice,) was for a long time deteined in the New Prifon, 
there miferably abufed by the Keepers, of which he oft complained without redteffe, 
and in conclufion ucterly ruined for {peaking out thetruch. 

Wee thall clofethis branch of our Evidence with this obfervation’; That as Re- 
wardsand Punifhments rightly diftributed are the greate{t incentives to vertue, piety, 
learning, and retractives from vice, error, fuperftition ; fo when they are perverted, 
mifplaced, they become the grandeft difcouragements to Piety, Religion, the 
ftrongeft attractives to Herefie, Popery and allkinde of Superftitions; “Schollers 
commonly logke moft of all after preferments ; yea make it their principall ftudy to 
comply withthofe mens Opinions, and Pra(tifes, who are the chiefe Beftowers of 
them. No wonder thereforethat our poor Ghurch was fodainly overfpread with 4 
generation of Arminian, Popith, Superftitious, Ceremonious, prophane, Prelaticall 
Clergy-men , when all or moft Ecclefialticall preferments were in this Arch- Pre- 
lates difpofall, who for the moft part advanced none but tuch, but difcountenancéd; 
fupprefted,perfecuted, & kept back from preferments moilt orthodox zealous preach- 
ing Divines who would not comply with his Popifk Innovations and Defignes. Tt 
is very obfervable,that che Archbifhop himfelfe records inhis Diary, Aprils. 1625. 
How he prefented to the Duke of Buckingham, by hes command, a Schedule wherein the 
Names of Ectlefiafticall perfons were Written under the Letters O. (thatis orthodox 
in his fence, to wit, Arminians , or perfons addicted to Popifh Errors and Superfti- 
tions Jand P .( that uw Puritans ) who Was to deliver themto King CHAR LES: Ever 
fince which time Aountague, ManWwaring,Wren,with fuch like unorthodox Clergy. 
inen have been advanced,and all Puritans as they termed them,kept from preferments 
And it is as confiderable what Mr Chaloner depofed to this purpofe : That being ia 
Rome about five yeares fince; Friar John(the great agent there for our Englifh Bene- 
di@tines andCatholiques) was very ixqusfitive and demanded ferioufly of bim,w berber 
she Archbifhop of Ganterbury had not the beftowing of all Ecclefiafticall preferments 
and livingsin England, especially thofe inthe Kings gift ? Seeming to be confident 
they were all then in his difpofe, and thereupon affuring himfelf¢; chat he would ad- 
vance fuch perfons to them as fhould be moft favourable, molt plyable to Popery and.

And 
therefore his advancement of {uch unfound,corrupt,Popith Clergy-men on the One, 
and ‘fuppreffing good Orthodox Preaching Minifters on the other fide; muft neceffa- 
rily import a molt defperate defign in him to fupplant out eltablifhed Religion, by. 
fach a Generation of Vipers, who wouldeat outthe very bowells of their own Pro- 


teltant Mother Church, and Religion by Degrees.

1. The general Feoffees for Bencfices and preferment. 
*, Anew authorizing of the Injunctions, 


By this Originall Paper, the main feope whereof is only to fupprefie Preaching, 
LeGtures, and extirpate all LeCturers by Degrees; it isapparant. Firft, that this Pre- 
late was the prime Projector, Promoter of allthe Jefuiticall Devices conteined in 
thefe Confiderations,and fince put in Pratife in every Dioceffe to fuppreffe Preach- 
ing, Le@tures and Lecturers. Secondly, that the {pecious pretence of having tha 
Afternoon Sermons in every Parifh turned into catechtfing ; fo much prefied and com- 
mended, was only a meer pretence and wicked policy of purpofeto fapprefle LeCtures 
and undermine Le@turers ; None being enjoyned ro catechife but {uch as preached 5 
none being queftioned for not catechifing if they preached not ; and thofe that cate~ 
ichifed and preached too, or expounded, or ufed any other Catechifm but that in the 
Common Prayer-Booke, being qu-ftionied and fufpended as Delinquents. Thirdly; 
that he not only recommends thefe Confiderations to his Majelty, but moves him to 
turne them into Injunctions, and to call foram Account every halfe year to fee how 
they were obferved. Fourthly, that to effect and further this wicked project,all his of= 
thodox, grave Minifters are required to be prefentat Le€tures the betterto turne in- 
formers againft Lecturers that were honeft and painfull. Fifthly, fome Colledges mutt 
have new Gouvernours appointed them to prevent the growth of Puritanifm:No new 
Bithops mult be made but fich who would be active in putting this defign in executie 
on: The Kings orn ayy Councell mutt be {pecially enjoyed to dance attendance 
at the High Commiffion to panifh fuch who tranfgreffed thefe Prefcriptions,and the 

udges inhibited to grant Prohibitions for their releife. 

This foundation being laydthefe Confiderations of the Bifhop were in afew weeks 
after, with very little alteration , transformed and highthed into the Title of Inftrue 
ions from his Majefty; the Originall Draught whereot we have here prefent, ine 
terlined,altered with this Bifhops own hand : and thenin Decemb. 1629, they were 
fent in the Kings own namie, as hig owne Regall In junétions, to the Archbifhops of 
Canterbury and Yorke, and by them to all the Bifhops in their particular Provinces 
to fee them pundtually obferved and put in execution in every parifh within their 
Dioceffe, One Copy of them was fent by Archbifhop «44b0s to BF eg abil 

hop 
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fhop of Londen. Io purfuite whereof he fummoned in all the Minilters and 
Lecturers within the City and Suburbsto atrend him at London Houfe; where hee 
made a folemne Speech unto them; Whetcin (as appears by the Notes of it under 
his own hand here produced) he preffed obedience to thee Inftruttions of his Mae 
jeftie, which he faid, bad been miftaken by [ome of thems before it Was poffible for thens 
to fee, much leffe to weigh them; adding, that they Were full of Religion and fuftice : 
that much good Would come tothe (burch and Commonweale by obedience to them ; 
the want of which obedience hath loft us more Wwayes then one. And profeffing he was 
forry there was need of thofe or any other ; yet fince there is need, and the Govern- 
mant hath found it fo, hee was glad of this occafion to knowe, and fee them 
together. 

What thefe Instructions were, and how confonant to hisown (% onfiderations, We 
fhall manifeft by an exa&t Copy endorfed with his owne hand in this forme, 
Decemb, 30.1629.

Upon the publication of thefe InstruGions(ftridly purfued till this prefent Parlia- 
ment) LeCturers and Ghaplaincs in private Gentlemens houfes were generally que- 
ftioned ani fuppreffed in all places,with very great Rigor ; efpecially if they refufed 
or neglected to read Common Prayers in their Surpliffes and Hoods before they Le- 
€tured : all Sermons on the Lords dayes in the Afternoon were generally fuppreffed 
by degrees throughout the Kingdome : moft fingle; and many Combination LeCtures 
were put downe in every place ; All Catechifmes, but chat in the Common Prayer 
Book, prohibited ; All Expofitions of Chapters or of the Catechi{me forbidden and 

Jaydafide; Wakes, Revels, Dancing, and all kind: of Recreations introduced, au- 
thorized, commanded by a Regall Declaration, printed and publifhed inthe Kings 
name by this Prelate as we have already proved, (and preached for in Pulpits,inftead 
of Afternoon Sermons and Catechifmes on the Lords day )that people might go more 
merrily down to Helland bani(h the thoughts of God and heaven out of their minds, 
on that very day whereon they fhould miade them moft. And that thefe Inftructions 
might be the better executed, this Prelateboth before and after he was Archbifrop, 
together with Bifhop AZountague, Bilhop Wren, Bifhop Peirce and others thruft 
them into their Vifitation Articles, and every Church-Watden and Sidefman on 
their Oath, was to inquire after the Execution and Violation of them. If any doubt a- 
rofe upon thefe Jz Struétions how to proceed upon them, not Atchbifhop e4bé6or, but 
this Lording Pre/ate, was confulted with asthe only Oracle, who beft knew their 
meaningsas being the contriver of them : Witneffe the Bifbop of Briftols Letter and 
Quaresto him about his Mayjefties late Inftrnitions Febr.

Deacon of Ganterbury upon the Kings Inftrultions, , 


Altet Deane and Archdeacon of Canterbury received from my Lords 
Grace a Commiflion for the {peeding of his Majettics Inftru@ions en- 
forced by thefe phrafes. (Jtis expe@ted that you fhould ftri@ly pot in 
execution thefe matters which do concern either your felves, in your 
own perfons, orthe Clergy that do remain within my Dioceffe, and this to be done; 
not as a thing of forme,or perfunctorily, but fo that-an account be made and returned 
to his Majeltie, what-fruit chere is of thefe Znftrud ons,and how in the feverall Diow 
ceffes they-are performed. And therefore J pray you,and in the name of his High 
nefle require you to advertife me wharis done in thefe particulars,and whether there

Accotdingly the Commiffioners fent for Mr Palmer, a Le@turer in Saint eAphage 
Canterbury on Sunday iathe afternoone, who firlt denyed to fhew any Licences 
Secondly certified that he had no Licence to preach there, Thirdly again{t the Mini- 
fters will, he read Prayers and catechized but not according toCanom Fourthly, in 
that catechizing he undertook to declare the Kings miade in his Jnftrn¢tions, Fiftly, 
he hath never heretofore read Prayers or ufed the Surpliffe in that Parifh, Sixthly, 
the Incumbent, a man licenfed by three Archbifhops, petitioned that he might pere 
forme his own minifterial] duties in his own Parith. Seventhly,Mr Polmer preache 
eda factions Sermon.in the Carhedrall Church, and detracted from Divine Service

ereupon the Commiffioners, willed Malter Pa/mer to defilt, and to give Mafter 
Platethe Minilter of the faid-Church roome,to doe his duties himfelfe, vatill they 
might heare farther from my Lords Grace of Caxterbary, and to him they remitted 
him, fending up their reafons wherefore they-did it. 

They likewife fenc for Malter Vduay LeCturer on Sunday in the after-noone at 
Afbford, a Market towne and the molt faCtious of all Kent. Where though there be 
a grave learned diligent Incumbent, and a Le@ture befide performed every Sattur- 
day by the grave neighbour Minifters, yet Malter Vdnay was invited thither by 
factious perfons, fach as are regiftred in the high Commiffion for Conyenticlers , 
whereupon he obtained a recommendation from the King, directed to the Con- 
ftable of e4/bford, who in the Kings name charging’ the Incumbent to admit 
him, thruft him up into the Pulpit, where he hath ever fince Lectured directly 
contrary to the third inftru€tion for Leétures,ic being 2 great difcouragement to 
the Incumbent,Vdvay himfelfe having had a Benefice neere that Towne within 
eight miles, at which for this ten yeeres he hath never conftantly refided. For 
thefe reafons the Commiffioners wifht him likewife to defift, and referd him 
“to my Lords Grace of Canterbury, who hath fince replaced him in A/bford 
“by his Licence and Seale, ‘and as we are informed hath likewife authorifed 
« Malter Palmer. 3

Not long after, this Bifhop in his Diocefle of Norwich fuppreffed all Afternaon- 
Sermens on. the Lord{day throughout his Diocefle ; with molt fingle Lectures, Le- 
turers, and Combination LeGurestoo ; which he permitted onely unto fome few 
places after much Petitioning upon thefe hard conditions, which he returned and cer- 
tified to this Archbifhop (from. whom they originally proceeded) in thefe enfucing 
termes, as appears by the Originall under his own hand, (found in the Archbifhops 
ftudy and attelted by Mr Pryzne. )

*Firft, that the Divine Service being began duly by the Curate of the Church at 
‘nine of the Clocke,the Preacher for that day fhould be ready in his Surpliffe and 
‘Hood to begin the fecond Service atthe Communion Table ; and {o fhould aflend 
‘into the Pulpit after the Nécene Creede, and there ufing no other praycr then is pre- 
‘ {cribed in the 55. Canon,nor preaching above one hour,(hould not give the Bleffing 
* out of the Pulpit; but fhould defend again to the Table and read the Prayer for the 
‘univerfall Church ; and fo difmiffe the congregation with the Peace of God &c. 

‘Secondly, that the people of the Town fhould duly refort to the Church to the

“rence and Devotion,in kneeling, ftanding, bowing,b: ing uncovered and anfwering 
‘audibly. Both which conditions are joyfully and duly performed, as well by the

the time of this Faft, L appointed the Friday L: Aure to be held on the Fatt dayalfo. 

© Ac Ip/wich .h-re hath been no Lecture fince Mr Wards cenfare : It was not un- 
*‘knowne to fomeof them , that if they had fought to haveone, I would have gran- 
‘ted it, but they are refolved to havehimor none; and him they make account to 
€ have in defpite of all cenfures, 

“Ac Yarmouth there hath beene no Le@urer thefe two yeares, ever fince 
* which time more Peace hath been inthe Town, and good Order in Ecclcfiafticall 
* things much increafed. 

*Ac Lyme cheic LeCturer dyed in February: They prefently fought to have the

© ces afore named,I remember but three in Northfolke asyet inhibited : Viz. at Def. 
«new Buckenham,and Northwalfbam,and threein Sujfolk ; viz. at Ixmous, 2 Lecture 
€ ftarted up by Sit William Spring within thefe four years; at Cockefield, a private. 
‘town, where the faid Knight bound his Clerk ( when he prefented him ) to read a 
‘Lecture there every Thurfday, becaufe Mr K newftubs had for many years before 
€done it: And at Wickham where the LeCturer is no Graduate and hath been a com- 
«mon Stage player, aman of {mall abilities, and of whom many complaints were 
‘brought to me. 


This Bifhop wren likewife prohibited, a// ringing of Bells to grve notice of a Ser- 
wson tothe Parifoioners or others; Suppreffed all Preparation Sermons to fit men for 
the Worthy receiving of the Sacrament ; all Prayers before Sermons but that enjoymed 
bythe 55. Canon; forbidding Miniffers to afe any Prayers after their Sermows: En- 
joyned there fhould be no (-atechifms ufed on the Lord/day inftead of thee Afternoon Ser= 
mon,but only [uch Quaefions and AnfWwers as are conteined inthe Common Prayer books 
not allowing Minifters to expound or open the points of the fame to the people, be and hus 
Officers affirming in publike places, that [uch an Expofitson might be as ill as a Sermon. 
And by colour of thefe Inftruétions and the Declaration for Sports he filenced , inf- 
pended at leaft fifty Minifters,forcing many of them,and above three thoufand people 
befides to defert the Kingdome, and fly into Holland and New-England ; as appears 
by the Articles ofhis impeachment, prefented to the Lords by the houfe of Commons 
and by fundry witneffes before feverall Committees. All which Exorbitancies iffu- 
éd from thefe Faftruétions ; and mult be put on this Archbifhops feore, the Author 
of them, to whom Bifhop #7rex and other Bifhops gave an annuall Account ef their 
due exccution,

and hearing fuch exercifes, is of great refent inthe State and Church of England, 
(from which courfe, as much good may enfe and be procured, if well and difcreetly 
managed, fo if otherwife, great hurt,danger and fcandall may and often doth reiult ; 
the cure and care whereof properly and immediately belongs to the Bifhop of the Di- 
oceffe where {uch exercifes are ) the Church- Wardens and Sidefmen are given to un- 
dezitand,that there be amongft us three forts of Lecturers. | 

t The firft,molt hugged, tollowed, admired and maintained, is a fuper- inducted 

Leéturer in another mans cure and paftorall charge,who hath fome refemblance to the 
ancient Catharift inthe Primitive Church, butis up and down the ne with the 
Doétor in the New Difciplines which (I take it ) is the motive of his fo great appro- 
bation and good entertainment above the Incumbent of the Cure, though never fo 
Jearned and painfull. |

By thefe we may difcerne the fpirit of this Prelate and his Malignity againft Les 
turers and Le@tures, whichhe carefully fuppreffed in Chichefter Diocefle, (where 
he publithed the like Articles) and would have done the like in Norwich, but that his 
predeceffour Bifhop Wren, had leftno Letures for him to fuppreffe. 


Dottor Pierce Bifhop of Bath and wells,a great creature of this Arch-Prelates, to 
pleafe his Grace the better, by colour of thefe Faltructions ( which he rigoroufly obier- 
ved ) {uppreffed all Lectures wathin his Diocefle both in Market Townes and elfe- 
where, as well combination Lectures, as thofe maintained by Minilters, or Le€turers 
upon tipends or the peoples benevolence, fome of w*bLectures had continued 40 or 50 
years without interruption,and were countenanced by fome of his Predeceflors actuall 
preaching at chem in their turnes ¢ which when he had effected ,he publikely eloryed

ons,all {trictly obferved till this prefent Parliament; This we could prove by many In- 
ftances we fhall produce but one inftead of all the relt,‘ound among Sir Joba Lambes 
Papers( the Archbifhops grand Inftrument herein) by Mr Prynne, endorf-d with Sir

By thefe unreafonable conditions,(to which the confeiences of moft orthodox god- 
ly Minifbers could no wayes {ubmit) moft Combination Lecturers were totally dif- 
continued, and {uch as remained were for the moft part fupplied only by Pre/aticall, 
Super|titious, Ceremonious, Popifs Clergy men of the Archbifhops, faction, whofe 
Sermonsand Examples did more corrupt then inftruét, feduce thenrzformethe Au- 
ditors, and onely promote his Popifh defignes. To fuch flavery, mifery were 
both Miniftersand People reduced by colour of this Prelates forementioned Confide- 
rations Who being afterwards advanced tothe Archbifhopricke of Canterbury, 
had an annuall Account returned to him from all che Bifhops of his Province, how 
thefe Jn/?ru@ions concerning Sermons, Lettures and Letturers, were obferved, and 
what Proceedings were upon them; as was manifelted by the Originals of their 4c- 
counts found ia his ftudy, endorfed with hisown hand. And not content with his 
Provinciall Bifhops proceedings, himfelf.in his AZetropoliticall Vifistation, gave {pe= 
ciall Order to Sir, Nathaniel.

Upon this Letter, Mr Lesgh was {upended by Sir Nathaniel Brent,as appears by 
an Abftraét of the Metropoliticall Vifitation delivered by Sir Nathaniel to the Arch- 
bifbop, who thus endorfed it with hisown hand. July 16. 1635. The Abftraét of 
my Vifitation of Norwich, Peterborrough, Litchfield, &c. produced at the Barr ; in 
which we find mention of above twenty other Minilters fafpended from preaching 
inthis his Vifitation. In his /n/fruzéions for his Metropoliticall Vifiration in the Di- 
ocefle of London (endorfed and figned with his owne hand) wee finde divers 
Informations againft fundry Minifters inclofed, among which this is one. Mr. 
Randall Curate ot Tuddington in Midlefex nect Hampton Court, preacheth long

Mater Randall (urate of Tuddington (noted in the paper) confelfeth,that fince he

$639. to fend forhim by a Purfevant, filence him from preaching in Barwick, and ba- 
ilo him the Town, Without any eArticles or Witnelfes examined againft him: with 
other inftances of this nature ; but for brevity fake we fhall omic thefe, and proceed 
to his next (tratagem to fuppreffe preaching, which was : 

His publithing of a Declaration for Sports in his Majefties name; and filencing, fuf- 
pending , excommunicating, que(tioning, cenfuring inthe High Commniffior and 
elfewhere, many hundreds of godly con{cientious Preaching Minilters (whom the 
Inftrwétions for LeCturers could not reach fo farr as to filence, being Incumbents and 
not meet Le€tarers) for refufing perfonally to publifh ic in their Churches,to animate 
their people to protane the Lords day, with unhallowed Paftimes: which becaufe 
we have * fermerly infifted on, and proved to be his defigne; we fhall here but men- 
tion, and paffe by,only with this one Addition; that Mr Thomas Valentine, Miniter 
of (halford Saint Giles in the County of Buckingham, being {ufpended by Sic Jobx 
Lambe, Deane of the Arches; for not reading the Book of Sports, ftom which fufpen- 
tion he appcaled and procured time to confider , whether he would read it or not ; Mr 
Valentine not long after to obtain further time and favour writ a Letter to Sir Jeha 
Lambe dated April 28. 1636. with 5 1. inclofed, anda Petition to the Archbifhop, 
on which Letter Sir John’ makes this endor{ment with hisowna hand, Malter Va- 
lentine 28. April 1636. with 5 t. PEECES inclofed: which Petition Sir John recom=- 
mending to Mr De//,procured him a gratious an{wer and fomelonger refpite for the 
prefent; butin December and January following he was.again molelted and fufpen- 
ded for not publifhing this Deslaration in proper perfon, though his Gurate had for- 
merly read icin the Church,as appears by two Petitions to the Archbifhop for his.ab- 
folution, 

His third defign to fuppreffe preaching was, by difcouraging con{cientious young 
Schollers and Divines from entering into the Miniltry by putting divers clogs & diffi- 
cultiesupon them,undera moft {pecious pretext; which was thus effected: No fooner 
was this Prelate fetled in his Archbifhoprick, but he contrived a Lettet ,drawn by Mr 
Dell his Secretary, but interlined corrected with his own hand (as appears by the O- 
riginall draught tound in his fludy )direéted as from his Majeltie to himfelf which 
he after wards prefented to the King, who directed and {ent it to him under his Pri- 
vy Signet to be put in Extecution, in mamner following, as the very Lecter it felfe un- 

der the Kings Signet declares ; thus endorfed with the Archbifhopsown hand ; Ree. 
Sept. 19.1633. From his Majefty, that no Minifters be made fine Titulo.

iy ‘Thefe Letters prima facie {cem very faire, neceflary 5 but Jaret Angnisinherbas 


there was a dangerous defigne couched under them. 

For fit, no Lecture whatfoever, was admitted to bea Canonical Title and fo 
all ordination of Minifters to fupply Lectures was totally fecluded : which was one 
chicfe end of this defigne. Secondly, no Chaplainfoip to any Neblemans or Gentle- 
mans family was allowed tobea fuflicient Title; and this gavea.fatall blow to all 
fach young Chaplains ordinations ; unleffe they had fome better Title and Livelihood 
for the future; which was likewife formerly aimed at in the precedent Confider ations 
and Inffruétions. And by this device many yong Divines were ina manner quite ex- 
cluded out of fuch Religious Geatlemens Families, which might feafon them with 
the practical! power of godlinefle, or any principles which th Prelates held to be 
Puritanifme or Precifeneffe, Thirdly, by this device all young Students in Divinity 
were made more dependent on, more obfequious to. the Bifhops, & lefs dependent 
on the Nobility, Gentry, pcople ; as the Letrers infinuate.

Whether all baptized Infants 
were not truly regenerated? Whether Epifcopacy and the Hierarchy of Bishops Were 
not of divine Right ? Whether the (burch of Rome Were not a true Church? whether 
eAltars, Copes, Organs, Tapers, Crucifixes and Images Were not lawfull ? wWhe- 
ther truly regenerate men might not totally and finally fall from Grace? and the like, 
By which, Interrogations , and many new Ceremonies introduced at ordinations, 
fundry godly Scholiers and Studentsof Divinity were deterred from taking Orders, 
anda Superltitious, Popifh, prophane, Epifcopall generation of New ordained 
Prielts ( zealous to’ promote, embrace the very. grofleft, Doctrines and. Superttiti-

Prophaneffe, Ignorance,Imptety ; which have involved us in thofe miferies and di- 
ftra@tions under which we now languifh and are almoft ruined. 


His Fourth Device to fuppreffe preaching, was the fubverfion of the Feoffees for 
buying in Impropriations, particularly charged againtt him in the 6. eAdditio- 4: 
nalleArticle; inthefe words. 

That whereus divers gifts and difpofitiows of divers (ummes of mony were heretofore 
made by divers charitable and Wwell-difpofed perfons for the buying in of divers Ime 
propriations for the maintenance of preaching the word of Godin feverall (hurches, 
the [aid eArchbifbop about eight years laft pat, wilfully and malictoufly cauled the 
faid gifts feofments and contrivances made to the u(es aforefaid to be overthrown tn bis 
Majesties Court of Exchequer contrary to law, as things dangerous to the Church and 
State, under the fpecious pretence of buying in Impropriations ; whereby that pious 
pats was -[uppref[ed and trodden down, tothe great difhonour of God.and {candall of 
Religion. 

This Article informes us briefly what thefe Feoftees were, we hall only add who 
they were; what they did, and how they were proceeded againft by this Archbi- 
fhop. ‘About the year 1626. fome godly Perfons in and about Londen to promote 
the preaching of the Gofpel, and: fet up Preaching Miniltry to inftiuct the people 
in divers great Townsand Parifhes impropriate where they wanted meansto main- 
tain Preaching, of which they had long been deftitute in former times, refolyed to 
lay their purfes together and chufe out of themfelves four Divines, four Common 
Lawyers, and four Citizens of note who fhould be Feoffees in truft to purchafe in 
thefe Impropriations, and with the profis of them to fet up and mzintain a conftant 
preaching Miniftery in places of greatelt need and eminency ; whereupon they made 
choice of Dr 7.Gouge;Dr R. Sibbs, C.Of/pring & I. Davenport Divines. Ralph Eyre; 
§. Brown of Lincolas Inne, C.Sherland of Greyes Inne, 7. White of middle Temple 
Eiquires, Common Lawyers. ohn Geering, Richard Davw, George Harwood and 
Francis Bridges, Citizens; to be Feoffees for this purpofe ; who with their own mo- 
nyes and the contributions of other well-affected perfons in 2 or 3. years {pace pur- 
chafed in che Impropriations of Hartford, Dunftable,(srencester, with others,and fer 
up able preaching conformable Minifters (authorized by the Bifheps of the Dioceffe,) 
there in’ many other places where they had never any before; as likewife at Bridge- 
north (larely ; and had they not been interrupted in this good work, would in 
very few years in all probability, have purchafed in moft of the great Towns & noted 
Parithes Impropriations of England in Lay-mens hands, where . Preaching, was 
mott wanting, and meanesto maintaiait. No fooner had this Malignant Prelate 
notice of this pious religious work, but ont of his enmity to Preaching, and the good 
of ignorant peoples fouls (whom he would rather have ftill keept in blindnefle and 
the chaines’of Sathan, ‘then inftructed with the Gofpels light, and brought under the 
Scepter of Jefus Chrift) he prefently: projects not only the obftruétion, but utter 
{ybvertion of this pious defigne, which none but a Devill incarnate; or Enemy of all 
goodneffe could diflike ; many even of the worfer fort of Bifhops, yea Courtiers, ap= 
planding it, aS a very neceflary and godly work. 

That he himfelf projected the overthrow of thefe Feoffzes, was proved out of his 
own Diary ;_ where thus he writes in the clofe of its -S hings which I have projected 
to do, if God bleffe mse in them : the third whereof is this’: To overthrow the Feofment 
dangerous beth to Church and State, going under she [pecious pretence of buying wn

pairing of that Crowmesrevenues, and that by power of the Cozncell Table, in 
an arbitrary, forcible and illegall way, to the undoing of many; as appears by fundry 
Originall Letters thence; whereas the Feoftees buying in Improptiationsdid no | 
wayes l ffen the Kings revenues, and wasdone ina ju(t and legall way. To over- 
throw this pious work,he caufed Mr Noy the Kings Atturney Generall,by the Kings 
command,to exhibit a Bill againft thefe Feoffees in the Efchequer Chamber, tocon- 
fifcate their purchafed Impropriations to the King by a Decree of that Court,,and fo 
diflolve all they had done: which Bill was profecuted with all violence. To, feton 
the profecution with more edge he fuborned: his flattering creatures to declaime a~ 
gaint thefe Peoffces and their defign in the Pulpit both at Court and elfewhere.: A- 
mongothers, his great Minion: Peter Heylin, preaching at Saint Maryes.in Oxford 
before the whole Univerfity, at the pzblike Adi there,on Sunday inthe afternoon the 
1 of ?z/y 1630. difcharged his venome againlt Leéturers, and thefe .Feoffees in 
thefe bitter Invectives; p. 38,39. Planting of Penfionary Letiures info many places 
where it needs not, and upon dayesof common labour, Will at the laf bringing forth of 
frites; appear to be atare indeed,.though now.no Wheat be counted fairer, Ge. Wee 
Will proceed a little further in the propofall of fome things to be confidered. The Cor 
poration of Froffees for buving in Impropriations to the Church, Doth it not feeme 
in the appearance to be an excellent peece of Wheat? A noble and gracious point.of Pi= 
ety? Is not this Templum Domini, Templum Domini? Bur bleffed God, that men 
foonld thus draw near unto thee with their mouths.yet be far from thee iu.their hearts 
For What are thofe intrufted in the managing of thu great bufineffe? Are they not the 
enoft of them,the moft ative and the beft affetted men in the whole canfe,et magna par- 
tis momenta ,chiefe Patrons of the fattion ? And What are thofe whom they prefer? Are 
they not moft of them [uch as muff be ferviceableto their dangerous Innovations?

They Were the main Inftruments for the P uritane fattion,to un- 
doe the Church: The Criminall part referved. .»». a 
fohn White of the Middle Temple Efquire,(a member of the Houfe of Commons) 
dépofed at the Lords Barre; that he attending this ‘Archbifhop, then. of: Londoa, at 
London Houfe ss a Gouncellour,about a right of Patronage to Chingford in Effex ; af- 
ter the hearing of the bufinefle, the Bifhop demanied of him ; Whether he were not 
one of the Feoffees for buying in: Impropriations®, to which he an{wered,. he was : 
whereupon the Bifhop fell upon him: with much bitterneffeof {piric, calling him , 
An enemy of the Church, an underminer of Religion: and. vehemently affirmed, that 
this Wworke of his and his felow-Feoffees was.mms[cheivous to the Church and degtru- 
Eive to Religion, and that he would fee him and hiz fellows fhortly called to an Account 
‘for it, and ftop them from proceeding in that Work. That fome tew dayes after, he ate 
‘tended this Bifhop again at Fx/ham upon. the. former. caufe, where hétook occa. 
fion to difcourfé with him at large about the Feoffees proccedings ; enforming him, 
that their onély ayme and end in -purchafing in Jmpropriations was, for the better 
maintenance 
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maintenance of Minifters and Preachers where there was moft need;that they bought 

them with their own moncyes, and the monyes of their friends, and difpofed the re. 

venues thereof to none, nor placed any Minilter inany Church, bur fuch as they 

took more then ordinary care fhould bethroughly examined by the Ordinary of the 

place, for his Sufficiency and full Conformity by law required, And therefore hee 

befought him earneftly, that he would not ufe his power tohinder and deftroy fo 

good a work, but rather to cherifh and further it: And if he difliked either the Per 

fons who managed it, or the courfe they took in ordering the fame, they would ap- 

point fuch other meet perfons and rules for the regulating and carrying on of that pi- 

ous workeas he fhould think ft. Burnotwith{tanding this and all other Arguments 

he could ufe and earneftly preffe him withall, the Bifbop with much paffion exprefly 

declared his refolution, to break the neck of this good Wworke, that st should not proceed 3 

Whereupon an Information was exhibited again{t the Feoffees by his procurement in 

the Efchequer Chamber in the Kings name,by Mr Noy the Kings Attorny General, 

and fentence given againft them for {eifing allthe Impropriations. they had purcha- 

fed and monyzs received by them, into the Kings hands ; whereby this good worke 
was defltroy’d; the profits diverted to other ufes (as appears by the Docquet Book 
ultimo Decembris 1638. and Sir William whitmeres Petition tothe Archbifhop 

Novemb. 13. 1633, found in his ftudy ). and deboyft {candalous unworthy Minilters, 
fuch as had been formerly turned out by other Brs put in to them; wheras they main- 
tained fundry godly Minifters and fix LeGturersat S. Antholins with the profits of the 
Impropriations purchafed. After which, Mr Wire attefted there was another In- 
formation put by the Kings Attorny into the Exchequer criminally againft thefe Fe- 
offees, as grand Delinquents, and that by this Archbifhops dire@tion, as was manife- 
a 8 ae produced by Mr Prynne under Secretary Wiadebanks own hand, te 
this effect, :

Mr Thomas Foxly areverend Diviiie depofed upon Oath, Viva Voce 3 That about 
Eight years fince, William Laud now Archbishop of Canterbury did put down his 
Lecture on Pridayes at Saint Afartins in the fields, for fear (as he pretended ) leaft 
thofe that came thereunto fhould inteé& the Kings, Queenes and fuch Noble mens 
houfesas were inthat Parifh, withthe Plague, though there then dyed very few in 
and about London of that difeafe, the Plague not being then in that Parifh when his | 
fayd Lecture was fupprefled, though God brought itinto the Parifh the very next | 
weeke after its fuppreffion; by means whereof this deponent was deprived of his 
prefent livelyhood. After which he being brought before the faid Bifhop for divers 
frivilous matters whiles he was Bifhop of Losdox, and cleared of them, becaufe there 
was no colour of Crime againit him ; The (aid Bishop charged him, for intermedling 
with the bufinelfe of buying in Impropriations,and thereby endeavouring (as he expre/- 
fed by putting hus fingers to his Girdle and shaking of it) to bring the Bishops under the 
Feoffees Girdles for Impropriations ; and When thw deponent an{wered him, that the 
could not be, fince the Minifters on which they beftowed the {aid Impropriations Were 
fent to the respeftive Bishops of every Dioceffe ro be approved by them ; he anfwered, 
thar if he had known this deponent to be fo bufiein this matter of redeeming Im propri« 


ations he should nor have fo eafily gotten off before, as he did, And he farther aspates F 
that 
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that about nineteen Moneths before this prefent Parliament he having a Chamber in 
London and {tudy ia Canewood neer Highgate, was rifled by Purfevants and taken 
and kept Prifoner for two Dayes and two Nights {pace, -by vertue of a generall: war- 
rant, to fearch for Popifh Books and fufpected Perfons, and bidden to choofe,whe- 
ther he would be brought before the now Archbifhop, or Sir Joba Lambe ; where- 
upon he bid the Purfevant carry him whither he would ; who carryed him to Sir 
John Lambe; whotold him, he mutt put in Bond to appear the next Thurfday at the 
High Commiffion ; which he did accordingly: on which Thurfday morning by 
meanes of ‘Dr Bray, he obtaining {peech which the faid Archbifhop, defired him to 
grant him one weckes time to confider, whether he might take the oath Ex officio, or 
not : which he hardly granting, the {aid Archbifhop faid ; He had almoft forgotten 
him, but by way of threatning faid, he remembred him about the bufineffe of the Fe- 
offees: 0 whichthe deponent replyed ; That he was encouraged therein by Bifaops 
and'Privy Councellors, Who fometimes conceived it to be a very good Worke to redcem 
Impropriations; and {o he wasdefired to appear the Thurfday following. But the 
very nex! Lords day another Purfevant was{ent to this deponent, who bringing him 
tothe Couacell Chamber door and there atrending about halfe an Hour,a warrane 
under the faid Archbilbops hand and five others, was delivered to the faid Purfevant 
tocarty him to the Gate houfe ; where he was kept clofe Prifoner ina Chamber, not 
four yards {quare, for the {pace of twenty months; not having the allowance of pen 
and Inke to Petition, that he might know whom or wherein he had offended ; that 
fo he might repent, through God gives leave, yea calls upon the greatelt finners to 
Petition to himsand at three Months end (he growing very fick by reafon of his clofe 
Imprifonment , and for want of one to cut his Haire, which he ufed to wear fhort 
for his health )fell very fick:his wife thereupon Petitioned time after time to have ac- 
cefs to hin being at the very point of death,as his keeper informed her, but could nei- 
ther by her felfe, nor any other friends, procure acceffe unto him, untill fach timeas 
Sir Mathew Lifter was appointed by the Privy Goucell to come unto him, to fee in 
what ill cafe he was: upon whofe certificate and fifty fhillings paid Sir wil/iam Bee- 
cher and his man, fo foonas it could be procured from Friends, the hada warrant 
to come and bring one Phifitian and Chirurgian unto him,to let him biood, and per- 
miffion to repair unto him during his fickneffe, butno longer. In which {tri&clofe 
Imprifonment by the faid Arehbifhops procurement, he continued till about a Mo- 
neths fpace after this prefent Parliament began,and then upon a Petition of his wives 
to the Houfe of Commons he was releafed without bayl, and his {aid Imprifonment 
by them voted Illegall; there being all this while no proceedings againft him, nor 
any crime objected to him inany Court of Juttice. By meansot which Imprifon- 
ment he was much prejudiced and undone in his Eftate,and his wife with four {mall 
children expofed to Pennury and Beggery. 
Such a fpite did He bear this witneffe for his Activity in che bufineffe of Impro- 
riations. 
: Mr William Kendall, Mr Iohn Lane, and Mt Tempest Adiller, feverally depofed 
at the Lords Bar,that the Archbishop in the prefence of them and divers others, /peak« 
ing of the Feoffees of Impropriations, {aid ; that they Were the bane of the (Church; 
and then uttered thefe words in a vaunting manner, J Was the man that did fet my felf 
ag 4inft thems and (then clapping his hand upon his breft, faid) J shank God I have de- 
ftroyed this Work. 

So as he did not only fubvert this pious project to propagate the preaching of the 
Gofpell, but boafted of it, and had fo much fhameleffe Impiety, as to thanke God 
himfelte for effeGting it, who hath now in jultice brought him into judgement for 
it,and made it one part of that Chargeand Evidence, which we conceive will moft 
juitly deftroy him. 

The feventh and next ftratagem he ufed to fubvert the Proteftant Religion, which 
he had almoft totally fuppreffed, corrupted with Popifh Errours, Superiticions, In- 
novations in our Englifh Churches, was hisendeavours to undermine and fuppreffe 
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iin chefe few Death and French Churchesplanted here among us ; whoenjoyed their 
owne Govenment, Priviledges, Difcipline without any interruption by any of his 
Predeceffors, or other Englith Prelates, in all our Proteftant Princes yeisnes: Rog 
King Edward the fixth his reigne, till chis Archprelates moleftation of, and attempts 
againft chem, thus laid down in the twelfth Original/ «4 rticle of his Impeachment. 

He hath Traiteroufly endeavoured to cable divifion and difcord between the Church of 
England, avd other Reformed Churches; and to that end hath Sappreft and abrog ined 
the Priviledges and Immunities which have been by his Majefty and his Royall eAn- 
ceftors granted tothe Dutch and French Churches inthis Kingdom, eAnd ditchogehes 
wayes hath exprefed his malice and dtfaffe ion to thefe Churches that foby uch dif-umon, 
the Papifts might have wore advantage for the overthrow and extirpation of beth, 

To make good this Article we could prodice many Letters, Papers, Initructions, 
Orders under the Archbifhops own hand, or indorfed by him, found in his owa @ udy; 
here ready at the Barre; but for brevity fake we fhall inftance only in fome few par- 
ticulars of more fpeciall note, 

The firftis, that this Arch-prelate though he beares fo good'an affection and ho- 
nourable refpect tothe Church of Rome, as to juftifie herto be,a true vifible Apofpolike 
Church, which never erred in fundamentals, and wherein men may be faved s and that 
we and {he are one andthe fame ( hurch ftill,no doubt of that.both one; as we have * tor- 
metly proved: Yet heis {fo malicioufly defpitefull to the Proteftane Churches in for- 
raign parts, and at home, that he reputes them not only #0 trae Churches, but even we 
Churches at all, becaufe they have no Lord-bithops, different in Order and Degree 
trom ordinary Minifters. This opinion of his we (hall manifett, noe only by his Dis 
vinity Queftions when he was to proceed Batchelor and Door of Divinity ( fer 
which Dr Helland publickly checkt, and turned him out ofthe Schools with difordce, as 
afower of difcord between Brethren,to wit the Church of E gland and other reformed Chawr= 
ches ;) but by his own late reprinted Book e4z 1639. entituled; —4 Relation of the 
Conference between William Laud, then Lord Bilbop of St. Davids, now Lord irehbis 

shop of Canterbury , aed Mr Fither the Fefuite &c. P> 175,176.where thus he wrices 

(in juification of his former.7hefes inthe Divinity Schools ; ) For the calling ana 
Aurbority of Befhops over the inferiour Clergy, that was a thing of known uleand bené- 
fir, for prefervation of Truth and Peace in the Church. eAnd fo much St Ierom. tels 
is though being none hinsfelfe, he was no great friend to Bifbop S's (Aad this was fo fer~ 
led in the mindes of men from che very intancy of the Chriftian Church, as thae it had 
not been tillthat time contraditted by any. Sothatthenthere was no controverfie about the 
callirg , all agreed upon tt, Then citing Ferewss words in the margin, he thus com- 
ments upon them. So; even according to St lerom, Bifhops had a very ancient and honiw~ 
vable defcent in the ( hurch from Sc. Mark the Evangelist : And about the end of the 
fame Epiftle he acknowledgeth it, Traditionem effe Apoftolicam : Nay more then fo; 
he affirmes plainly, That ubi non eft Sacerdos, NON EST ECCLESIA (St. leront 
adver{.Luciferianos: )And in that place moft manifef? it is, that St. Jerorn by Sacerdos 
meanes a Bilbop; for be fpeats de Sacerdote qui poteftatem habet Ordinandi: which 
in St.leroms owme judgement, no mecre-Prie/t had, but a Bifhep only, St.Yerom Epist. ad 
Evagrium: foevex th him, NO BISHOP NO CHURCH. Which being his 
own pofitive judgement, the Dutch and French Proteftant Churches both at home 
and abroad, muft needs be no Church at all in his opinion, becaufe they have no fuch 
Bifhops ; and foare in farre worfe condition then the C hurch of Rose, in his repute. 

To make this more apparent, we -fhall defire you to take notice, that in Decezmb. 
1639. there wasa plot between this Archbifhop and others of our Prelates to obrrude 
upon all our Minitiers this fubfcription, as the received Dottrine of the Church of Eng- 
Jand ; to wit, that there could be no Church of Chritt without Diocefan Lord | 
Bifhops ; which clearly appeates by the * forementioned Propoficions of Bifhop * tere D237 
Fall, which the Archbifhop thought fit for the fubfeription of others; but efpecially by 238, 
the 1.12. and 13, propolitions viz, God had never any Church on earth that was rw 
led by a Parity : There was NO CHURCH OF CHRIST VPON EARTH. 
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ever buce the times of theeApoftles governed ayy otherwife then by Bifteps. This courfe 
af government thus fet by the spofiles in their life time, by the fpeciall direction of the ho- 
ly Spirit, is unalienable by any humane of webority » but 0UG HT to be perpetuated ire 
the & burch te the.end of the world. From whence it inevitably followes, chat the 
reformed forraign Churches having no fuch imparity of Governours nor Lordly Bi- 
fhops in them,are in this Arch-Prelates and hisContederates judgements, No ( bar- 
ches of God or Cbrift at al; and if the defigne. of fubferibing thefe Prepofitions had 
fueceaded (as. it did in the Etcetera Oath for a cime ) he would have engaged the 
whole Chureh of: England , with all our: Minifters by a publike fub{cription, in this 
moft unchriftiaa and uncharicable opinion; which not prevailing , was yer foone 
after thus {econded in print by his grand: Favourite Bifhop Mountague ( whem he 
advanced to two Bifhopricks ).in his Origésname Ecclefiafticarume T omsi prioris Pars 
pafferion p.464, publifhed with his approbation, authorized by his Ghaplain De Braj, 
prefented to, amd accepted by himfelfe when publifhed, as appears by two faire gilded 
ptinted copies thereof with his Archiepifcopall Armes engraven on the Covers, found 
inhisftudy bysMsz Pryane ( printed Ax. 1640.) fince thefe Propofitions of Bifhop 
Hail were fenthim,, refolving, that there can be not only no Chureh,but ao Minifters 
at. all’ without Bifhopsto ordain them, inthefeterms. Nox ef Sacerdotiuns nifiin Ecele- 
fia, non eff Ecclefia fine Sacerdotios [Hud autewa intelligo per cregSccian € pifespalems ov- 
dinariam.

2. Though this Archbifhop was fo zealous an Advocate for the Church of Rome, 
as both in his publick Speeches, Writings to maintaine, Thar her Religion is the fame 
with ours,as wehave (¢) formerly proved; yet he could by no meanes endure that 
the Religion of the forraign Proteffast Churches and Ours fhould be termed one and 
the fame ; Whereupon he prefumed to countermand, alter and purge his Majelties 
Letters Patents under the Great Seale for a €olleGtion for the peore diftreffed Mini- 
iters of the Palatinate, Ann.16 34. becaufe it termed their Religion, The true Religion 
which we together with them profelfe to maintain, This wee fhall make good by twe 
fubftanciall witneffes,and the printed Letters Patents chemfelves. The witnefles are 
Mr Wakerly (then Seeretary to Mr Secretary (ook) and Mt Hartlib, who depofed at 
the Lords Barre upon Oath; That in the yeare 1634. the Queen of Bohensia fent 
over one Mr Rulya Palatinate Minifter into England, with Letters of recommenda- 
tionto the Archbifhop, to defire his mediation and affiftanceto the King, to grant 
Letters Patents under the great feale, fora generall Colle ion towards rhe reliefe of the 
exiled Minifters of the Palatinate and their famsilies, who were then in Lreat diftreffe: 
which Letter Mr uly prefenting to the Arch bifhop (among whofe Papers Mr Prynne 
found the very Originall ) after the reading thereof, the Archbifhop promifed (out 
of refpect to the Queen of Bohemia who writ tohim with her own hand ) to move 
the King in it, which he did; and then informed him, that it was the Kings pleafure 
there fhou!d be Letters Parents drawn for a general! collection for thofe Minifters as 
was defired : Wherupon Mr Raly requefted the Archbifhop,in regard he wasa ftran- 
ger and knew not our proceedings, to give him fome direétions how to getthe Letters 
Patents drawn and fealed ; who anfwered, that he needed no inftructions herein, for 
it was a thing of ufuall courfe, and willed him to repaire to the Officers of the Kin 
Chis Secretaries and Attorney genetall) who would draw and procure thein to be 
fealed, Whereupon he repaired to Mr Wakerly, who went with him to the other 
Officers and procured Letters Patents to be drawn according to former Prefidents, 
both in King Fames and King Charles reignes, and namely verbatim, according to 
Letcers Patents for a like Colle@tien, dated 29 Ian. 3, Caroli, which being drawn, 
engrofled, and pafled the Great Seal of Exgland, without any {cruple (the Lord Keeper 
boch reading and approving the fame be‘orethe fealing ) Mr Raly carried the Patent 
over to Lambeth to defite the Archbifhops affiitance for the printing, difperfing and 
promoting therof; where meeting with Mr Del/,his Secretary, he acquainted him with 
his bufintfle,and fhewed him the Patent,who cafting his eye thereon, took fome excep- 
tionsthereat, becanfe it made our and their Religion to be both one, faying, ere your 
(Church and Religion and ours one ? which doné,he catried the Patent tothe Archbifhop, 
who after he had peruiled ic,calling for Mr Ru/y demanded ofhimin a very angry man- 
ner,What have you brought mehere? Mr Ruly replied, His Afajefties Letrers Patents. 
At which anfwer he fell tntoa Lreat paffion, rating and reviling Mr Ruly with very ill 
language ; threatned andcalled him ill names ; protefied that that Patent |hould not pase 
though tt were nnder the Great Seale, avd made Mr Dell write Something out of it : Mx 
Ryly fhaking for feare, excufed himfelfe,that’ it was drawn by the Officers to whom 
his Grace had diteéted him, and ifthere were ought offenfive in it, he was altogether 
ignorant and not guilty of it. Whereunto the Archbifhop replied ; that were it-not for 
his respect and engagements to the Queen of Bohemia, they foould have no cellettion as

cording to former Prefidents, that they bad his Majefties hand and Royall affent thereto’ 

Note and itwas now paffedthe Seale, and{o could not be altered. To which the King anfwers, 
‘ that it muft be altered, for that the Archbifhop would have it fo; and another muft be 
drawa according to his mixde. Upon this the Patent was recalled, and anew one

nerau ( olletion granted under the Privy Signet the feventeeath of Iune, in the fix- 

teench year of King James, Anno Dom,1618. for reliefe of the Inhabitants of the Town 

of Welell ; then printed by Authority, together with Archbifbop Abbots directions con- 

i , cerning the fame tothe feverall Bihops under him, dated June 25. 1618 wherein we 
finde thefe following expreffions ; That that (ity bad been a place of fuccour and reliefe 
to many afflitted firangers, Such as have been extled for THE TRUE RELIGIS ON; 
That they were not able any longer to fuftaine the charge neither of the Miniftry, nor 
of the Pree-[choele, which heretofore they have eretted for the propagation of TH E 
TRUE 
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TRUE RELIGION Cc. which fhould excite us to enla 
toward them, which cannot be better expreffed of our parts, then by having compaffion and 
a fellow-feeling of them, (MAKI NG THE SAME PROFESS JON, OF 
FAITH .THAT WE Do, yet doe fuffer fuch adverfity &c, which are the fame 
in terminés wich thofe in this expunged Parent. What then was the caufe that this 
Claufe thould be thought fo infufferable , fo impaffible by this Archprelate now ? 
Certainly there muft be fome great my {tery of Iniquity in it ; he and his Predeceflor 
e4 bbot had not the felfe-fame opinion of the Proteftant G hurches and their Religion, 
cAbbot deemed both their Churches and Religion true, and the fame with ours; bue 
Laud decmesthem no Churches at all, cheir Religion not the true Religion, norehe 
fame with ours at this time; though formerly one and the fame with it. And why {o? 
becaute himfelfe had altered, perverted, yea almoft quire fibyertedic, both in Defign 
and Execution, intending to fet up Popery as the only old and true Religion ; 
therefore to faffer fuch a Patent to pafle both the Great Seal and Preffein his Majefties 
name, as fhould proclaim their Religion, to be the true Religion, which we together with 
thew: do profeffe, and we are all bound in coufciexce to maixtainto the attermoft of oxr 
power ; whenheand his Confederates bent all their might to fupprefle it ; and to‘com- 
mend their fiscersty and conffancy in the true Religion, when as they might have enjoyed 
their eftates and fortunes, if with other backliders,inthe times of Tryali they wonld have 
fabmuted themfelvestothe Antichriftian Toak 5 and have renounced or diffembled their 
profeffion of the true Relégion, in thefe dayes when he with his Confederates endesvour- 
edtomake men Backfliders , Apoflates, and. perfwaded them to (ubmit themfelves to 
the Autichriftian yoak, and to renounce or diffemble the profeffion of the true Keligion, 
would have quite crofled or fruftrated his Defign; Therfore out it mu(t,and be oblite- 
sated whatever comes of it. Finally, obferve his imbittered malice to the Proteftane 
Churches, but grand affection to the Pope and Church of Rome, moft evidently. dif- 
played by this expunction : the firft in deleating thofe claufes which ftyle theirs, ¢he 
true Keligion, &c. the latter in expunging this expreffion in. favour of the Roman 
Churchand P ontife only, #f they would have fubmitted themfelvesteTHE eANTI- 

CHRISTIAN YOAK; which wehaveelfewhere * dilated upon. _ In briefe, He 
that thus would have theProteftant Churches no Churches at allof God or Chrift, 
theis Minifters no Minifters, their Religion not the true Religion, nor the fame with 
ours, mult certainly exprefle abundance of malice and difaffettion to thefe Churches, 
endeavour to caufe dti{cord and dsvifion between the Church of England and thems; (the 
very charge in the Article) and proclaime himfelfe a greater friend to the Church of 
Rome and her Religion, then co the Proteftant Churches and the true Religion in chess 
profefled: yea aTrayterous endeavourer to fubyert the true Religion eftablithed in our 
Englith Church, whichisthe fame with theirs. And the rather may we beleeve this 
of the Archbifhop, becaufe fhortly after he caufed a Book entituled, eZ Deslaration 
of the Faith and Ceremonies of the Pal(graves Churches, printed firft in Durch, but 
afterwardsin Englith #0 1637. to be frilly called in and feized by his Purfeyants 

(in high affronc of the Prince Pa/aténe,then newly arrived inEngland,and of his Chure. 

ches ) becanfe ic declared thofe Churches Orthodox judgement and cenfure againit 

fundry Arminian and Popifh Errours, Innovations , Ceremonies, which hee and 
his Confederates then laboured to introduce among us ;.as was attelted upon Qath by 

(Michael Spark fenior and Mr Prynne; when as we never heard of any Popifh Books 
(as Santta Clara and others here printed ) either called in or feized by his fpeciall yo< 
luntary command, but countenanced, yea reftored by himor his Agents, when ‘cifed 
by the Searchers and Stationers, 

"Let all the world then judge by this prime peece of our Evidence, what manner 
of Proteftant this Archbithop was, and how ill he Rood affe&ted to the Proteftant 
Religion. es : 

3- Thefe premifes confidered, no wonder if he endeavoured by all his policy and 
power to fuppreffe , nay abrogate the Priviledges , Immunities of the Dutch and French

efpecially that they be not,fuffered to aflame power of Ordination ; 
for then it will be a perpetuall Seminary to breed.and tranfplant men 
ill-affe@eéd to the Government into this Kingdom. 


It is to be obférved that the French and High Germane Congre- 
gations in the Low-Countreys doe all obferve the Liturgy of their 
own Mother Churches; only the Englifh obfetve neither their owne, 
nor any other uniformity. 


Concerning the fecond , that is, the Preach and Dutch Churches, as they now 
fland in many parts of this Kingdom, I as humbly reprefent, firg the 
Danger, then the probable Remedy. 


For the Dangers I humbly fubmit, but conceive as followeth. 


te It was Honour and Piety in this Stare, when at the firft way was 
given for thofe Churches both in Lo#doz and fome other parts of this 
Kingdome ; Becaufe at that time there was perfecution upon them in 
their Owne Countreys: And the Peace with which God then bleffed 
this Kingdom, was their fafety.

For many ate confirmed in their 
ftubborne wayes of difobedience to the Church-Government , feeing 
them {o freely fuffered in this great and populous Ciry. 


6. Laft of all, I think it very juft not to fuffer French or Datch 
Church differing from us in Difcipline, to be orherwife or longer to- 
lerated in any part of this Realme,then the Do@rine and Difcipline of 
the Church of England fhall among the Subjects of this Crowne be to- 
Jerated in thofe feverall parts beyond the Seas, whither they have caufe 
to refort and abide: 


For the Remedies likewife I humbly fubmit, but conceive they may 
be thefe. 


r. I think it fit their Number in all places of this Kingdome bee

wT hath pleafed my Lords Grace of Canterbury to fend forth 

larely two Injunctions to the three Congregations of Scran- 

gers, Canterbury, Sandwich, and VatdStone in his Graces Dio- 
cefic, to this effect, 1. That)their Englifh Natives fhould fe- 
parate from them, and refort to the Englifh Parifh Churches 
where they dwell. 2. That the Remainder of them, being 
ftrangers borne, {hould receive and ufe the Fnelifh Liturgy, 
tranf{laced into their own language, upon the firft day of March 
next. The which is generally conceived to be a leading cafe for 
all the Strangers Congregations that arein England. 

1 Now forafthuch as:the faid Injunctions feeme ‘to be op- 
pofice , not only to fundry Orders of his Majefties moft Ho- 
nourable Privy Councell heretofore upon feverall occafions 
granted unto feyerall Congregations of the faid Strangers; but

alfo that by two feverall Orders of his Majefties moft Honou- 
rable Privy Councell, your Lordfhip and your Succeffors have

Therefore we humbly entréat your good Lordhhip {e- 
rioufly totake the premifes into your graveand judicious 
confideration; And as occafion fhall ferve, to acquaitit

Thefe weighty motives not prevailing, they prefented an humble Petition tothe 
Archbifhop himfelfe Z##: 26.1635 endorfed with his owne hand, and {eifed in his 
ftudy by Mr ‘Prynne, the fame in fubftance with their Remonfrance to the Bifhop 
of Nerwich; befeeching his Grace to be pleafed to take thefe cheir motives into 
his pious and charitable confideration, and to fuffe: them yet to enjoy the benefit of his 
Mayjefies and his Noble Predeceffours grace of Toleration. | 

Tothis Petition after much follicitation, meanes and friends made to the Archbi- 
fhop, he returned a very peremptory Anfwer in a Letter of his to che Dutch and Wal- 
loone Congregations at Norwich , dated Auguft.t9.1635. the Copy whereof was 
found in his ftudy; wherein all the favour he would graocto them ( or-anyoother 
forraigne Churches ) was this; That his (Mayjefiy was refolved, that his Tnjuntbions 

Shall hold, and that obedience {ball be yeelded to them by all the Natives after the firft 
defcent, rho might continue iz their (: ongregations, to the end the e4lens might the 
etter look to the education of their children ; and that their feveralf Congregations 
might wot be too mach leffened at once: but that all of the fecond defcent borue here tn 
England , and fo termed, fhonldrefort to their feverall Parijh Churches whereas they 
dwell; concluding his Letter inthofe words: eAnd thus I have gives yor anfwer fairely 
in all your particulars, and doe expect all obedience and conformity tomy Lnjunttions

By thefe Injunctions thefe Churches were molefted and difquieted fome three or 
foure yeares fpace; fome of them interdictcd, fufpended and (hut up for atime, for 
refufing conformity ; others of them diffolved, their Minifters deferting them rather 
then fubmitting to thefe Injunctions, all of them much diminithed, difcontented, the 
maintenance of their Minifters and poore Members much impaired almoft to their 
utter defolation, notwithftanding all che great friends they could make to intercede 
in their behalfe; and they brought quite under that Epifcopall IurifdiGion and Ty- 
ranny, from which they were formerly exempted. Hercupon many confciencious Ali- 
ens and their children deferted the Kingdom, who could not in confcience fubmit 
tothe Ceremonies, Innovations in our Churches,and moft of their Families were mi- 
ferably diltracted , as appeares by @ Summary Relation of the Archbilbops procce- 
dings herein, prefented to the Parliament , and by a late printed Book, entituled, 
A Relation of the Troubles of the three Forraigne Churches in Kent, caufed by the 
Injun@tions of William Laud Archbifhop of Canterbury, Anno Dons, 1634, (fet forth 
by John Bulteel Minifter of Gods Word to the Walloon Congregation of Canter- 
bury, printed Ano 1645.) to which we fhall referre the Reader for fuller fatis- 
faction. 

And as he thus endeavoured to fubvert the Forraigne Dutch, French,and Wal- 
loon Churches at home, and to preffe the Englifh Liturgy upon them ; fo he attempted 
to difturbe our Englifh Regiments and Congregations abroad in Forraigne parts 
and Plantations, by impofing the {tri&t obfervation of che Englifh Liturgy and Ce- 
remonies on them not formerly ufed, by Orders from the Councell Table ( efpecially 
by that of Offober 1. 163 3.to the Merchant- Adventurers’) which bred great diftur- 
bances among them, as appeares by fundry Letters from Sir Wellzams Bofwell, Mr Ste+ 
phen Goffe, and others, found in the Archbifhops fludy, which we fhail pretermit for 
brevity fake; only we fhall infere the Copy of his owne Letter to the Merchants at 
Delfe (found in his tudy ) dated /uve 17. 1634. 


AFet our heatty Commendations &c. We are commanded by his 
bMajefty to fignifie unto you, that this Bearer Mr Beasmont, choferi 
by joyat confent of your Company to be your Preacher at De/fe, or 
where. elfe you fhall at any time refide,, is a man learned, fober, and con. 
formable to the Doérine and Difcipline eftablithed in the Church of 
England ; And that you are to receive him with all decent and cur- 
teous ufage fitting bis Perfon and Calling, and to allow him the ufualk 
ancient ftipend which Mr Fordes lately, or any other before him hath 
received. And farther we are to let you know, that it is his Majefties 
expreffe Command, that both you, the Deputy, and all and every other 
Merchant, that is, or fhall bee refiding in thofe parts beyond the Seas, 
doe conforme themfelves to the DoGrine and Difcipline fetled in-the 
Church of Exgland : And that they frequest the Common Prayers 
with all religious Duty and Reverence at all times required, as wellas 
they doe Sermons : And thar out of your Company you doc yearly 
about Rafter, asthe Canons prefcribe, name two Church Wardens, and.

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two Sidefmen, which may look to the Orders of the Church, and give an 
Accompt according to their Office. And Mr Beaumoni himfelfe is 
hereby to take notice that his Majefties expreffe pleafure and Com- 
mand to him is, that he doe pundtually keep and obferve al] the Orders 
of the Church of Exgland as they are prefcribed in the Canons and 
the Rubricks of the Liturgy. And that if any of your Company thall 
fhew themfelves refra@ory to, this Ordinance of his Majefty (which we 
hope will not be) he is to certifie the name of any fuch Offender and 
his offence to the Lord Bifhop of Londox for the time being, who is to 
take order and give remedy accordingly. And thefe Letters yOu are to 
regifter and keep by you, that they which come after may underftand 
what care his Majefty hath taken for the well ordering of your Com- 
pany in Church affaires.

the effettsng thereof.hath confederated with divers popih Priefts 
and Fefuits, and hath kept fecret intchi gence with the Pope of Rome, and by him/elfe; 
his Agents and Inktruments, treated with [uch as have from thence received authority 
and instructions ; be hath permuted and conntenanced a pepe Hierarchy, or Ecclefi- 
Astscall gevernment to be eStablifhed in th Kingdome ; by all which traiterons and 
swalicious prattifes, the Church and Kingdome bath been exceedingly exdangered,and 
hath been like to fall under the tyranny of the Roman Sea, Which is fomewhat am- 
plified im che feventh additionall Article, which we (hall connex thereto. 
, To prove this Article, we fhall lay downeand make good twe eround-workes 
€ which the precedence Evidemce hath fofficiently cleered: ) Firft, chac ‘this

viva vece atthe Barre; Thatthe Arch-bifhop whiles he was remaiing in Oxford, 
was génetally reputed to be popithly affected, and orie ac dicted to the peptth party ; 
and that he meering a Pupill of his at Paris in France (when he waited on Sir Tho. 
mas Edmonds as his Chaplaine there) which Pupil! had curned a Paptft ; difcourfing 
with him concerning this Arch-bifhop (then refident in Satire foh7’s Colledge in 
Oxford) he toldhim. that Do&tor Laud his Tutor was agdinft the Popes fupremacy, 
but did maintaine many © atholske points of their Religion.

ro eing the Arch: bifhop of Canterbury, 1 can fay little in particular, but in ge. 
nerall thus : :

vers and fandry times to be in France.Flanders, Holland and {taly, where very often 
happening into the company of Lawyers priefis, and men of the long Robe, I found 
them alwayes very forward in their difcourfe of England, and of the great hopes they

fignes. And this is fo notorious, as I beleeve no man of any experience in foraione 
parts.who hath had an eare to hear, or a tongue ard heart to tpeak che trath.bur hath 
heard che fame often re-iterated and will atreft ir. Yee upen what foundationthele 
opinions thould be buile, I am not precifely able to determine. : 

Secondly that eleven or twelve yeers finee I being atBraxels inBrabantand there 

difcourfing with an Englith Gentleman.who had been an ancient traveller, tonching 
the chen. late rooting out of {undry Enelith able and orthodox Minifters, for noc 
complying with the Bifhops in divers new idolatrous ceremonies - this Gentleman 
aflured.me,chat he had often heard of frange reports of matters likely to befall Eng. 
land, both from Englifh and Irith papifts, which he gave no heed unto, fuppofing 
them to fpeake rather as they would haveit, then as it wasin verity: But now thac 
he had heard {o much from me,he did much {ulpeé chat there was fome plot in hand 
“to change theReligion in Eng.wherofhe would diligenrly enquire,afluring me thac 
“he had as good means co know it,as any man of ourNation that lived on that fide of 
* theSeas, At our next meeting,he teld me.that he had divedinto the plot. That ere. 
‘tong we muft all of necelfity be papsfts tn Eng. that the bef wits both in Eng. and on 

‘ that fide of the Seas weve interested-therein:T hat it was fe polstickly laid.that he did 
* xot [ce how inthe judgment of man st could poffibly be prevented: That the Archb, and 
fome other Bilhops were of the plot, and that the reff of the Bifhops and Clergy,partly for 
feare of lofing what they had, partly for hopes of geting more, would dadevbialy Coma 
ply: That the refulers if they could not be corrupted, were to be turned out of their 
hivings, banifhed, smypr:foned, or forced to live in obfcurity : That it was to be done 
by gradations, te bring inthis posnt of Popery in one quarter of ayeer, andthe reft ix 
another ; aud sf wot direst popery, yet fo neer thereunto,as the commen people themselves

couragement then the King of Spaine could give them, and that both France and Spain

Ireplied, chac I chought France and Spaine were likely to difagree, and therefore 
unfit for fuch a bafinefle. He told me, that fince J vvould needs have it, the greateft 
gatreducers of popery ould be the Prote(tants themfelves: Whereat vvhen F vv0n. 
dred, as {eeming to me a paradox ; he told me, that the vvar fhould be fe difgufed, nn- 
der falfe notions and pretences, as the Proteftants (hould sgnorantly become the Jefuits 
fervants, and by the effufon of their ovune blood, fet up popery by force, By 
__ Thirdly, that being in Rome feven or eight yeersfince, one Father John of the 
Order of Saint Bexer, was very tuquifiseve of me,to knowv,vvho beftovved the hvings 
in England, and uvhbether the Arch ‘bifbop did not doe st ? Lanfwered, that the livings 


were in the donation of fueh as had theAdvoufons of them,whether it were the King 
Arch bifhops, Bifhops, Deanes and Chapters, Colledges, Corporations, Noble-men, 
Gentlemen or others. He asked me, jf the Arch-bifhop did not beftow the Kings livinps ? 
I {aid no, but the Lord Keeper, if they were under {uch a value 3 ifabove, the King 
himfelfe. He feemed very much agrieved that the Arch-bifhop did nat beftom.thems and 
told megthat be did not de{paire of Jeeing England to be very fuddenlyCatholike And though 
he were, by reafon of his Order, tyed more ftrictly to the Pope then others meres yet he was 
carefull to have both Kings and Kingdomes priviledges prefervec 


p land more particularly, that 
the Benefices in England might not be beftowed upon Italians as formerlysbut that the Arch 


bifbop fhould have the ordering thereof. All this I have oft related fome yeers fince, to 


divers perfons of quality, for which | incurred fome trouble by the Jefuits and 
this Arch-bifhops meanes. 


This Teftimony is fo home and punctuall, that we (hall adde no more thereto: it 
informs us of along fince plotted and aStuated confederacy between thisAtchbifhop 
and other Englifh Prelats, and che Popes Inftraments at K ome and in other forraigne 
parts co introduce popery, and reduce us back to Rome :It chalks out tous the man-

This we fhall further cleere by other paflages in his owne Diary, difcovering 
what a great favourite and inftrument of the Queens he hath been, even fince the 
Marriage. Aug. 30. 1634. Saturday at Oatlands, the Queen {ent for me, and gave me 
thanks for a bufineffe with which fhee trufted mesher promife then that fhe wouldbe my friend, 
and that Ifhould have immediate addreffe to her when I had cccafton.. Here -we have the 
Queen trufting the Arch-bifhop with a private bufineffe; her thanks for his'dif~ 
charge of this truft, with a promife of future favour, and immediateaddreffe to 
her upon all occafions: May 18. & 24.1635. Whit/on Munday at Greenwich, my 
account to the Queen tut off till Trinity Sundays then given ber by my felfe, and affurance of 
all that was defired by me, &c. A very fufpitious paflage : after which, five whole 
lines are fo rafed that they are not legible: April 3. 1639. Wednefday, before the 
Kings going, I fetled with him a great bufineffe for the Queen, which I underftood:(hee would 
never move for her felfe : the Queen gave me great thanks and this,day I waited purpofely on 
her, to give ber thanks for ber gracious acceptance 3 (hee was pleajed to be very free with me, 
and to promife me freedome. | 

This intimacy of the Arch-bifhop with the Queene, thefe private fervices he 
did for her, and thefe fpeciall mementoes of her favours -to, and freenefle with 
Lim, could not be to convert her to the Proteftant Religion (which he neverat- 
tempted in any meafure, for ought we ever heard) it being contrary to the tenth 
Article of her Marriage, which runs thus 5 Alfo the King of Great Britaine is by Oath 
bud NOT TO ENDEAVOUR-BY ANY MEANS AT ALL 
to have bis {aid Queen to renounce the Catholikes Apoftolake and Romifh R eligion, nor come 
pell ber to do any thing whatfoever that is contrary to the fame R eligion.Nowthis Archbi. 
was fo farre from endeavouring her converfion to our Religion himfelfe, that 
in his owne Metropoliticall vifitationshe prohibited Minifters publikely to pray for 
the Queens converfion in their Pulpits,and queftioned,cenfured fome Minifters 
in the High Commi(fion, for praying for her converfion from Popery to our 
Religiou, as a grand unpardonable offence. To prove this, we fhall firft pro- 
duce his owne Informations and Inftruétions to Sir Nathaniel Brent (endorfed, 
fubfcribed with his own hand)touching hisMetropoliticall vifitation in the Di- 
oceffe of Londons in March 1636. Among which we find a paper thus endorfed; 
Informations of divers abufes in the City of ‘London: The feeond particular whereof 
is this ; That fome Preachers take great liberty to pray before and after their Sermons loofly 
and fatiouflyas FOR THE CONVERSION OF THE QUEEN: 
over againft which,thefe two names are written in the margin; Mafter Walker of 
Saint Johns Evangelift, Mafter Burtons Curate, &c. Saint Matthew Friday-ftreet : To 
which himfelfe adds this fub{cription, directed to hisVicar general] that vifited :

Hereupon Sir Nathaniel Brent in purftiance of this Order,in his open vifitation 
probibited the Minifters to pray for the Queenes converfion : for proote whereof, Matter 
Hugh Ratcliffe of Martins Ludgate, teftified upon oath,That at a vifitation held at Bow 
Church in London by Sir Nathaniel Brent, Vicar general to this Arch-bifbop of Can- 
cerbury,in whofe right he then vifitedabout Mar.1 63 6.the {aid Sir Nath.then and there 
in bis publike charge to the Minifters, in his hearing ujed the{e words; Whereas divers of

doubted not but that thee was already in the right way :We could produce 
witnefles of this, but the thing is fo notorious, we fhall need no more, 

From this inhibition of his,we may certainly inferre thefe conclufions -Firtt 
that he who thus publikely inhibited otherMinifters to pray for theQueens con- 
yerfion, would never quetteonleffe himfelfe endeavour by prayer, conterence, or 
intimacy with her, to convert her to our Reli gion: Secondly, that hemuft ve- 
rily beleeve her popifh Religion to be the true Religion, and ours the falfe ; 
elfe both himfelfe and all other our Minifters were bound, in duty, confcience, 
moft zealoufly and conttantly to pray in fpeciall manner to God, for herH ighneffe 
converf:on from it, becaufe Gods Word and chriftian charity required it ; the im- 
minent danger that might and doth acrew thereby to her owne foule in parti- 
cular, to his Majefty, his royall Iffue, and this whole Church, State in ge- 
nerall, exacts it 5 and the publike Liturgy of our Church (which this Prelate fo 
much ftickled for) both warrants and prefcribes it ; not onely mm the fpecial! Col= 
lects for the King and Queen, the Letany, the Prayer for the eftate of the whole Church mi- 
litant, but likewife in the Collett for Good-friday, which runs thus : 

Mercifull God, who haft made all men,and hateft nothing that thou baft made, nor wouldeft 
the death of a finner,but rather that he hould be converted & liveshave mercy upon all Fewes, 
Turkes, Infidels and Heretycks, and take from them all ignorance hardneffe of heart and con= 
tempt of thy Word,and fo fetch them home (bleffed Lord ) to thy locke, that they may be faved 
among the remnant of the true I/raelites, and be made one fold under one S bepbeard, Fefus 
Chrift our Lord, &c. May, yea muft we then pray for all Temes, Turkes, Hereticks 
in generall, that God would really convert and bring them to his fold, though 
we have no fpeciall relation to themsand muft ourMinifters yet be exprefly pro- 
hibited to pray for the Queens canverfion in particular, to whom we have fo neere 
- relation;the want of whofe converfion hath brought 


ght fo many mifchiefs,wars on 
our Church and Kingdomes ? Certainlythis was an A& of the greateft impiety 
that ever was committed by any chriftian Prelat,ifhe really beleeved the Queen 
to live ina falfe Religion ; and may juftly brand him for an Atheift, being dia- 
metrally contrary to Gods precept, 1 Tim. 3.1, 2. Texbart therefores that firft of all 
(upplications, prayers, interce|fions and giving of. thanks be madeRF OR ALL MEN, 
for Kings and ALL THAT ARE IN AUTHORITY, that we may live a 
quiet and peaceable life in all godlineffe and bonefty : Therefore he mutt needs beleeve 
her popith Religion to be the true, ours the falfe; elfe he would have en- 
couraged rather then prohibited Mirifters to pray for her converfion unto us 
and our Religion,whom it feems by this inhibition,he wonld have converted to 
her and hers. Thirdly, this *hibition manifefts, at the leaft, that the Arch- 
bifhop was avery cordiall friend, fervant, not onely to her Majefties perfon 
bat her popifh Religion too; that he defired her un-interrupted continuance in 
ic, without the leaft oppofition, not onely by way of difpute, but prayers too: 
Fourthly,this publike prohibition in his own Metropoliticall vifitation,was of 
it felfa great encouragement to,a ftrong confirmation of her Majefty and all the 


popifh party in their falfe Religion, giving them great advantages toffeduce 
others to it, as the trae, becaufe this Injun&ion intimated it to be the true Re 
ligion, wherein they might fafely perfevere. 

“But did this Prelate ftop here only,openly to inhibit meri thus to 
Majetties converfion ? No verily ; for both before and after this,he imprifoned, 
queftioned and cen{ured fome in the HighCommiffion, for fiach prayers. Mafter 
bernard Cas we proved formerly) was queftioned, cenfured in the High Com-

then of fafety, [o the light of Gothen might (bine into her faule, that fhee might uot perifh in

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onely on two other inftances in the High Commi{sion: The firft is one Mafter Wil- 
liam fone a Gloucefter(bire Minifter, who (as Matter Prynne_attefted ‘upon oath) 
was brought into the High Commision, Anno 1636. and there profecuted by the 
Arch-bifhops meanes, for. not reading the Fooke of Sports, and for praying 
thus forthe Queen in his Pulpit to God 5 Zo fhew unto the Queene the light of Go~ 
then, and to bring her to bis true wor(hip.: What worfhip? faid the Arch-bifhop to 
him ; asif her popifh worfhip were Gods true worfhip. 

_ Nor did he onely perfecute and trouble Minifters thus for praying for the 
Queens illumination and conver fion to Gods true worfhip 5 but).likewife for praying to 
God to keep the Prince from the infection of .poperys witnefle the cafe of one 
Matter Fobn How, Minifter of Loughborough in the County of Leicefter, who on the 
fixth day of November 1634. (as was. proved by the Regifter book:of the High Com- 
mi{sion Court, there produced and read) was cen{ured in that Court (where the Arch- 
bifhop was chiefe Judgeand Dominus fac totum ) attached, committed during bis Ma- 
jefties plealure, {ufpended from the execution of his Miniftry, and every part thereof, fined 
five hundred pounds to the Kings ufe, ordered to make a {ubmi{sion to the Courts and condem= 
ned in expences and cofts of (uit, onely for praying but once in the Pulpit, That 
the young Prince might not be brought up in Popery whereof there was great caufe to fearesfor 
that Cas was alleaged)thefe words did much derogate from bis Majefties knownsapproved, 
Religious care in maintaining propagating the true Religion here eftabli(fbedsprofeffed within 
this Realme, and caufed a caufeleffe jealoufie of the education of the young Prince his Sonne in. 
the popi(h Religion. When as he onely intended it of the danger of his education 
in refpe& of the Queen his Mother, and thofe many feducing Priefts, Papifts 
then sae her,who by many policies, devices, endeavoured, as much in them 
lay, to draw him to, and educate him in the popith Religion : it being provided 
by the fixteenth Article of the Kings marriage with France; That the children which 
{ball by reafon of the {aid marriage be borne and live,fhall be nurft and brought up NEER 
THE SAIDLADY AND QUEEN, from the time of their birth, untill 
they come to theage OF FOURTEEN YEERS. Inrefpe& whereof there 
was great caufe to feare .the Princes infe&tion by, and feducement unto Popery, 
without Gods extraordinary, mercy ; and therefore great need of our frequent 
prayers to prevent it. | + 

His rigorous proceedings therefore againift thefe Minifters on the one hand, 
for praying for the Queens illumination with and converfion to our Religion;and his fevere 
cenfuring them onthe other hand, for praying, That the young Prince might not be 
brought up in Poperyscompared with his intimacy,tavour with the Queen, his redi- 
heffe to ferve her Majeity upon all {peciall fervices and commands, are a moft 
pregnant evidence, not onely of his conufance of, but powerfull concurring af= 
fiftance in promoting this grand dangerous defigne, of introducing Popery, and 
reconciling us to the Church of Rome. 

And that which may further fatisfie your Lordfhips and the world herein, is, 
his extraordinary dignifying of Queen Maries, his deprefling King Edward the 
fixth his Reigne,in his very Preface.to the new Statutes,compiled by him for the 
Vniverfity of Oxfords the Originall whereof was produced, and this claufe read 
out of it: Edmardo fexto ad clavem fedente, novo {udatum eft molimine, vc. Prajcribente 
Rege, & lenocinanteN O VI'F AT E, primo vifum opus admitti, éxc.

not only feconded by Doétor * Pocklingtons forecited claufe,who brands ourMar- 
tyrs fuffering in Queen Maries dayes,for Rebels ;TraytarsHereticks ; but by Dogtor 
Heylyn, in his Moderate Anjwer to Mafter Burton(penned and publifhed by the Arch 
bifhops command,) who thus difparageth King Edwards} applauds -Queene 
Maries lawes and aétions : pag. 100. 101. 102.Now for King Edward-the fixth, the 
cafe ftands thus : King Edward being a Minor, about nine yeers old, at his firft comming to 
the Crowne, there was much heaving at the Church by fome great men that were about him, 
who purpofed to enrich them{elves with the (poyles thereof :- For the effecting of which pur- 
-pofes it was thought expedient to leffen the number of thofe Bifbops which were then in place, 
and to make all thofe that were to come the more obedient to the Crowne : Upon this ground, 
there paffed a Statute,x. of this King; confifting of four principall Branches ; whereof the firft 
cut off all Elections aud Writs of Conge diflier, formerly in ufe 5 the other did, if not take 
off yet very much abate the edge of Ecclefiafticall cen{ures : Ther he recites the words of 
the Statute,and concludesswhich Act with every branch and clau{e thereof was afterwards 
repealed,1. of Queen Mary, c.2. and hath ftood (0 repealed to this very day, &c. 

This magnifying then of Queen Maries dayes, and deprefling King Edpards; 
implyes a grand defigne in this Arch-prelate,to rvevie thole Marian timessas happy

From thefe few ‘generall, we fhall next defcend to fome more particular in- 
ftances,to prove,that there was a ferious defigne and endeavour of the Pope and 
his Inttruments in forraigne parts, to reduce us back to Rome; that the Archbi- 
fhop had exa& notice of it, and yet was fo'far from refifting; oppofing this their 
defigne, according to his place, truft, duty, that he complied with them to the 
utmoft of his wit and power therein.

fore his clofet,dores were fealed up) and the Popes Nuncioes Cabinet,or might 
have liberty to fearch the Popes ownClofet,or Cardi. Barbarino his fecret papers 
and the private intelligences of the Roman Conclave; yet we prefume we fhall 
produce fo many cleer deménttrations,and ¢ircumftantial proofs,as hall abun- 
dantly fatisfie your Lordfhips judgements, conf{ciences, ‘and the world, both of 
the reality of this plot, andthe Arch-bifhops guiltinefle in concurring in it : 


We know it is ufuall for Juries to’ convi&, for Judges to coridemne and execute » 


Traitors,felons as well upon violent preftimptions & circumftances,as upon eye 
witnefles and punuall teftimonies of the'faéts for which they are indifted : and 
we doubt not but our evidence in this kind will be fo cleer,as it will furmounit a 
violent prefumption, yea amount to arrinfallible demonftration: conyidion of 
his guiltinefle, if not feverally confidered, yet at leaft conjoyned.

By this paper it is evident, that this Cardinall was publikly deputed and fti- 
led,even in print atRome,The moft vigalant Protector of England,Scotland,and of the 
Seraphicall Religion there 3 the greateft Patron of great Brittaine, defigned to this 
charge,for this very purpofe, to * reduce it againe to the bofome of the Roman 
Church, the onely ufe, endof this his office and Title. Of this defigne this 
Arch-bifhop had mof certaine intelligence from Mafter Middleton, Chaplaine to 
the Englifh Agent at Venices to whom this paper was fent from Rome, and by 
him conveyed to the Arch-bifhop, who thus indorfed it with his owne hand- 
writing. 1636. Fra-Luilovici 4 Sa. Maria Angli Thefes, ec. and referved it in his 
Study at Lambeth, where Mafter Prynne atteflted it was feized. This Fryar’s right

Secretary Windebank, giving his fom Tom, {peciall inftrudtions (when he went over 
thither to negotiate the Palfgraves releafe) Io advi{e thofe of his Order theresto pre~ 
went his returnepither,becaufe be would be affuredly publikely punifhed accordtg-to the laws, 
to the great {candall of his Religion : which manifefts a correfpondency in Windebank, 
and his fonne (this Arch-bifhops creatures) even with the Francifcan Fryars, 
beyond the feas, anda care in them to prevent this Fryars, with his Religions 
publike difgrace and {candall. | 
The fecond Evidence (which backs the former) is, a difcovery of a moft def- 
perate * Plot of this Cardinall Barbarimo, and his four forts of Englifh and Scottifh Fe 
{uitsy refiding in and about Drury-lane and Long-acreswhere they had built a Col- 
ledge, and had their conftant meeting ; of which fociety,this Cardinal was the im 
mediate head next under the Pope, to whom they bad their immediate addreffes, and directed

He was firft brought to me by Doctor Linfey, it was when he was [etting out bis booke 
about the Articles of the Church of Englands and I then told Doctor Lin fey, I did feare he 
would never expound thems foas the Church of England mi¢ht bave caufe to th eben 
or it. 
: He never came to me after, till he was almoft ready to print another booke, to proves that 
Epifcopacy was authorized in the Church by divine right 5 and thefe was after this onbappy 
firres began: His defire was, to have this book printed heres but at his Jeverall addreffes 
to me for this, [ftill gave him this anfwer : Thar I did not like the way which the Church of 
Rome went concerning Epifcopacy : And howfoever, I would never give way that any [uch 
book from the pen of any Romanift, fhould be printed here : And the Bifbops of England are 
very well able to defend their owne caufe and calling, without calling in any ayd from Rome 
- and would fo doe when they [aw. caule 3 And this is all the conference that ever Ihad ain 
bim. 











This excufe of his (though partiall) acknowledgeth, that he was acquainted 
with the book and Author before its printing, and that Do&or Linfey his fayou- 
Tite, Was a great promoter of it, privy to the plot of Reconciliation > and very 
intimate with the Fryar that compiled it. 

Secondly, when the book was printed, this Author prefented not oniely thie 
King, but Archbifhop himfelf with one of them, bound up in Vellam, with the 
Kings Armes on the cover, and blew filk ftrings, which he thus endorfed with 
his owne hand, Fron. a Sancta ClarasProblemata 37. Expofitie paraphraftica Confe[sio- 
nis Anglicane ; Which book he referved in his Study at Lambeth, where Mater 
Prynne {eized, and produced it at the Batre.

Fourthly, if Fryar Saint Giles were the true Author of this book (aé he was 
reputed by the Fryars in forraigne parts) the Archbifhop not onély knew, but 
maintained him in the Univerfity of Oxford (to feduce; poyfon the Schollers 
there, and reconcile them to Rome Jand gave him an annuall penifion of one hun- 
dred Markes ; the blame of which a&tion for his owne excufe;, he would tran{=

This in obedience.to his Majefty, I did : Cand I have his 
Majefties Warrant for it) But Inever allowed or gave him one penny of my ovnes 

Not long after this, partly that the poore many being.a ftranger> -might live the cheaper, 
and partly that he might have the ufe of the publike Libraryy xefolving (as he pretended ) to 
follow metaphisicall learning, and not engage bimjelfe in the controversies of the times ; His 
Majefty moved me againesthat he might live in Oxford,and in fome Colledge or Hall there. 
In this I humbly be{ought his Majefty to pardon mebecauje it would be dangerous to the youth 
bred in that Colledge, and {candalous to his Majefty, thisChurch, and the University, and 
bring danger upon my {elfesbeing Chancellour there : After much importunity ujed by me, his 
Majefty was gnaciously pleafed to be fatisfied, that he fhould not be admitted to live in any 
Colledge or Hall among the Students, but. required me not to hinder his going to Oxford,

could never find (by any the {pies which I put upon him )that be brake this in any particular, 


but lived there without offence given to any. ot aoue fags 
In all times of bis-recourfe to me for bis pension, I never {pent one houre with hit, nor 


“had I ever any difcourfe with him at all, but once onelyand that was about a dangerous opini~ 


on of Pompanatius, : At that time he told me, he had a desire to labour im that Argument, 
and to confute him: I told him, I could not approve any medling with that queftion in thefe 
times, for-that I thought fem would be able to underftand the {ubtilty of that di[pute, and that 
the flirring of it in thefe times would doe a great deale of mifchiefe 5 and this zs all that ever 
paft between him and me all my life. 


This Saint Giles by this Prelats meanes, continued in the Univerfity of Oxford 
fandry yeers, and had the ufe of the Libraries there, where he did much mif- 
chiefe; Mafter Broad of Oxford depofed, that Saint Giles continued in Oxtord foure 
yeers or more, that he was a very dangerous insinuating per{ony.that Doctor Turner, Doctor 
Johnfon, and others of the University, ufually reforted to him, and familiarly converfed 
with him, though he were there knowne to be a popifh Prieft 3 that when Mafter Prynne, 
Mafter Burton, and Doctor Baftwick {uffered at Weftminfter on the Pillory, this Saint 
Giles (peaking of their {ufferings, told this Deponent (in whole Kin{womans houfe he lay ) 
that though the Archbifbop and other BifhopsW ERE CORDIEALL FORTHE 
ROMISH RELIGION, yet be doubted their cruelty ould rather burt then further 
their caufe, becaufe it loft them much in the affections of the people. Now what.a capitall

To prove this Saint Giles (row Prieft to the Venetian Ambaffadour, refi- 
dent in London, where he doth much mifchiefe) the Author of Deus, Natura & 
Gratid, &c. what repute it had among Papilts abroad, how the Archbifhofs 
Agents applauded, made ufe of it, and certified him fromtime to time, how it 
was entertained by Papifts in forraigne parts, what they thought of him and 
other great perfons inEngland,& how they ftood affected to popery,we fhall pro- 
duce two Originall Letters from: Mafter William Middleton (then Chaplaine to 
the Lord Freliling, Ambaffadour at Venice )fent thence to the Archbifhop,in whofe 
Study they were found by Mafter Prynne5 endorfed by Mafter Dell and the Arch- 
bithop : the firft of them beares date in Septemb. 1635. and was received by the 
Archbifhop O&ob. 9. wherein he thus writes :

doe) to lay the Jerious confideration thereof to. your Royall, pious heart, AND THat 
SoME Timery Course May Be Taken For REepREssé

Had this pious, prudent, timely advice been then harkned to, and followed td 
purpofe, it might no doubt (through Gods concurrence with it) have prevent- 
ed that horrid Rebellion, thofe bloody Maffacres of fome hundred thoufands of 

oor Englifh Proteftants in,and deyaftation of that diftreffed Kingdom,which hava 
Prokei forth and been perpetrated there of late, almoft to the utter extirpation 
of the Englifh and Irifh Proteftants, the ruine cf that Kingdome, and infinite 
loffe,yea eminent danger of this our Realme to boot. any 
', But this Popith Prelate, though he then certainly knew this Remonftrance to 
be moft true, out of an inveterate hatred tothe Parliament, and a defire to

late, and fhortly, to {peak much ill matter.in a few words, itis very miferable : 
The Cathedrall Church of Ardagh, one of the moft ancient in Ireland, and {aid 
to be built by Saint Patrick, together with the Bifhop’s houfe;there, downe to 
the ground: the Church here built, but without Bell or Steeple, Font or Cha-’ 
lice 5 Lhe Parifh Churches all.in a manner ruined or unroofed and unrepaired s the people, 
faving «few Britifh planters here and there(which are not the tenth part of thé remnant Job=

Ifany fhtuld obje&, thau this Archbifhop had no power or chargeatallin 
Treland to fuppreffe the Papifts there : We an{wer, it appears by hundreds. of pa~ 
pers, Letters found in his Study, fent from thence to him; that nothing atall 
was there a&ted concerning any Church affairs, but by his dire&tion; who fway- 
ed all things, difpofed of all Church preferments there at his pleafure, and 
likewife did what -he pleafed there in moft ftate bufinefles by reafon of his 
power with the King,and intereft in the Deputy, infomuch, that the very naming of 
him at the Counfell Table there, was like a Gorgons heads to amaze all opfofitess. and firike 
them mute, or into a {baking fit, as the Primate of Aymagh informed him in two {e- 
verall Letters from thence : Wherefore we cannot but from all the premifes con- 
clude this very Archbifhop guilty of being not only privy, but aiding tothe re-

He after three yeers and two 
moneths ftay here In Exgland, afpiring toa Cardinals Cap, returned towards 
Rome, laden with great ftore of Jewels and gifts worth many thoufand pounds, 
After him Count Roffettiza Noble man.of Ferrara,was fent over hither as Nuncio,’ 
who continued his Negotiation here, and found great refpe& at Court, till he 
was driven hence by thisParliament,wherin were many complaints againft him, 
about July 1641.as we have elfwhere manifefted ; And as the Pope had his Nun- 
cio’s here, fo had we our reciprocall Agents at Rome : The firft of them was Ma- 
fter Walter Mountague, who arrived thete about Auguft 1633. to whom fucceeded 
Serj. Major Bretswho arrived at Rome about Decemb.1635. After him fucceeded 
Sir Wiliam Hamilton, a Scot, dangerous Papift, who came to Rome about 
the end of May 1636. and continued Agent there till this prefent Parliament ; 
Ot all which this Archbifhop had exa& intelligence, as appears by Mafter Midle. 
ton's Letters to him, and Habernfields Difcovery 3, found among his owne papers, 
endorfed by himéelf. : 

The eighth particular,is the Popes and his Congreations, de Propaganda fide,ag 
Rome, fending over infinite fwarms of Seminary Priefts, Fe[uits, Fryars of all forts 
into England, to feduce ws ; their ereCting of a popith Hierachy, focieties of Jefu- 
its, Monafteries of Monks, Nuns, and other popifh Locufts fecretly among 
us, and holding a generall Counfell at London, whereof Con the Popes Nuncio 
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was Prefident ; to raife arms, forces, monies againft the Scots, to advance the 
Catholikes caufe ;all which we have elfwhere related, proved at large, and Was 
very well know pee vbr ty by the manifold Remonftrances,Petitions of the 
Parliament,again{t this dangerous encreafe of Papifts. Prief 43 
which Petitions he till oppofed, Puls, Frielts, Jefitits, Popery; 

Thefe five particulars thus proved, premifed, infallibly demoxi ftrating a'dan- 
gerous defien and profecation of it in the Pope and‘his Inftruments to reduce. 
fubject us to theChurch of Rame,of which thisArchbifhop was inoft fully antb bite 
ed,and wherewith in a great meafure he complied with them; we fhall now pro- 
ceed to demontftrate, that inftead of counterworking, oppofing, refitting this 
known defign and practice of theirs, according to: histruft and duty, he did 
moft traiteroufly and wickedly combine, confederate with them to the utmoft 
of his wit and power, toadvance, accomplifh this their defign and proje& by 
fundry Jeftiiticall practifes ; fome whereof we have formerly proved, prefled at 
large,and therefore fhall only recapitulate now, to reefrefh your memories,.and 
then proceed to further evidence. 

Ficft of all,he began to uther into our Cathedrals,Churches, Chappels, Uni- 
verfities, by inches and degrees, one after another, Altars, Images, Crucifixes ; 


Tapers, Copes; confecrated Bafons, Alter-cloths, bowing to Altars, Popifh - 


confecrations of Churches, Chappels, Church-yards, Flagons, Veftments, Cre= 
dentiaes, Corporals, turning and railing in Communion Tables Alearwife, 
Kneeling at the new Rails, ftanding up at Gloria Patri, praying toward the 
eaft, reading fecond fervice at the Altar,with other popith Innovations formerly 
mentioned ;, at firft he introduced them only as things tolerable,or indifferent,at 
Jaft enjoyed them as expedient and neceffary. 

Secondly, he proceeded to introduce divers Arminian Tenents asa bridge to 
popery 5 firit, in Pulpits, difcourfes ; then im printed, authorized books, pros 
hibiting, fuppreiling, all preaching, printing, and books againft them under fe 
vere penalties. 

Thirdly,he next went on to countenance,authorize maintain ;confitm,both in 
Pulpit and Prefle,divers erronious pofitions,contrary tothe general ftraine ard 
tenent of our own and forraign Proteftant Writers of chiefeht note,tending to= 
wards a reconciliation between us and Rome: We hall inftance in thefe few pars 
ticulars,maintained by himfelf,both in his fpeeches and writings: Firf,that the 
Church of Rome is a true Church :Secondly, that fhe never erred im fandanien= 
tals in the worft times, buc only cireafundamentalia, both which he publikely 
maintained in the High Conmnitlion at Dofor Bastuicks cenfure, as: Mafter Bur- 
ton and Matter Lane a Minifter depofed: Thirdly, that the Religion of Papitts 
and Proteftants is one and the fanre: Fourthly, that men niay be faved in the 
Charch of Xome and Romilh Religion, & therefore we need not pray for any Pas 
pilts converfion, no not forthe Queens, which he {pecially prohibited, pare que= 
{tioned thofe who thus prayed for her: Fifthly, thatthe Pope is not Antichrift, 
nor ought to have this title given him, which he expunged both out of the pubs 
like Books of oar Church, and private mens:impreflions : Sixtly, that the Pops 
is fpreani head of the Chuvch,the firft and greareft Patriarch ; and to make this 
doctrine pafle more current, he fuffered the Popes own Titles of, Sanétivatis Ves 

Sire Santtifime Pater, Spiritus Sancti effufifime plenus 5 Optimus Maximufque int ter- 
ris : Iie quo rectior non ftat Regula,quo Prior eft corrigenda Religio;. tobe attributed to 
him fucceflively in fundry Letters fronr the Univerfity of Oxford. Matter Crom 
ton and others without controll ; and proclaims himfelf a Patriaredy, int his: owri 
book againft Fiber, pag. 17 1. Seventhly, his own Chaplain Do&or Bray, by his 
{peqialldireétion, in two Books of Doétor Pocklingtons, feverally printed, andre= 
printed with authority, proclaimed, that he derived his: lineall fucceflion anid 
Epifcopacy from Pope Gregory and Saint Peters Chair at’ Rome, and that our 
Church was miferable if he could not doe fo; which Doctor Heylen,. by- hisfpe- 
M m na ciall 
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Church. 

Fourthly, he with his Inftruments and Chaplains, vented, authorized not 
only in the Pulpit, but Prefle, allmannerof popith erronious dorines, never 
heard amongit us in former yeers, comprizing the whole body of Papiftry, of: 
purpofe to reduce us back to Reme 5 the particulars whereof you have heard, ree 
fufing, fupprefling orthodox Books, written‘againft popith errours, and purging: 
the chiefeft paflages again{t the Church,Pope, Prefts, Jefuits and errouss of Kome! 
out of all old reprinted and new licenfed books, before they could paffe the 
Preffe, as we have abundantly proved, inferting popith pictures,and a popifh In~ 
dex into our very Bibles, the more eafily to feduce men to Popery. 

Fiftly, he advanced the moft corrupt , popifh, fuperftitious perfons of alt 
forts, to’ Bifhopricks , Deaneries, Prebendaries, Head: thins of houfes in the: 
Univerfity, Chaplains to the King and Prince, and the greateft Benefices; fap 
prefled, ‘filenced, deprived, cenfured, banifhed the moft zealous preachin g.or- 
thodox Minifters:in all places, and kept them from preferment, the better tofa=' 
cilitate and effec this defign. a 

Sixthly, he caufed fundry books tending to Reconciliation of us to Rome, to 
be printed and publifhed, efpecially Bifhop Mountague’s Appeal, and other Books 
fince, of which Sancta Clara took {peciall notice, and made bold to proclaim @ 
peace and reconciliation in moft points between us. 

Seventhly,: he fuppreffed all Le&tures: and after-noon Sermons on the Lord’s 
day in moft places, that the peoplethrough ignorance might be more eafily fe- 
duced ; and inftead of ftri& fanétification uf the Lords day, the principall means 
of encreafing piety, knowledge, and keeping men off from popery and pro- 
phanefle, he caufed a new Declaration to be printed and publifhed in his Maje- 
fties name, for the ufe of prophane {ports and paftimes even on Gods own day, 
and under pretext thereof, caufed hundreds of our moft con{ciencious Minitters, 
(whom otherwife he could not tax orquarrell,) to be filenced, fufpended, im- 

prifoned, yea, driven out of the Realm to forreign Countries and Plantstions, 
that fo thefe grand obftrn€tions of our reconciliation with Rome being removed 
we might without any great difficulty or oppofition be reduced, reconciled 
to her; and leaft any impediment fhould arife to crofle this Unity ftom the 
Dutch, French, or Walloon Churches in our Realms, not any ways poyfoned 
with his popifh drugs and Romith innovations, he attempted their extirpation 
too,and had almoft effected it: All which particulars we have already proved. 

We fhall now proceed to fome further evidence, manifefting his compliancy, 
intelligence and concurrence with the Pope and his Inftruments in this hellifh 
plot ; what evidence of this kind, common fame and report, both athome, at 
Rome, and elfwhere hath given in againft him, Sir Henry Mildmay, Mafter Anthony 
Mildmay, Mafter Challoner and others have already attefted: what reall evidence 
we have yet remaining, to make goed this fame,we fhall now produce. 

It had been too grofle, too palpable an overfight in fuch a polititian as this 
Archbifhop was. reputed, and very prejudicial! to his defigns , confidering 
the place he fuftained, his pretended profeffion of the Proteftant Religion, 
his diflike of Rome, and the many vigilant eyes that were continually fixed on 
his actions, to have held any open or immediate intelligence with the Pope, or 

his 
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lis known Agents here, and therefore it aii not reafonably be expected f rom 
us to produce dite& proofs of any fuch groffe intelligence; what then he could 
hot att publikely and immediatly in perfon, he contrived to effe& more courtly 
and mediatly by fitting inftruments, who held ftritt correfpondence with the 
Roman Pontife and his Negotiators, The two truftieft perfons he could cull

Matter Thomas Thacher of Barkin Parifb, London, attefted upon Oath, That he 
having a Warrant from the High Commiflioners to apprehend popifh Priefts 
and Jefuits, did by vertue thereof apprehend Mafter Henry Mor{e a Jefuit, and 
one Gardiner a Prieft, great feducers, who being committed to Newgate, were 
foon after difcharged thence by Secretary Windebank’s Warrant; to. whom he 
repairing for his fees; the faid Secretary demanding a fight of his Warrant, 
which he fhewed, detained it fromhim, and would not reftore the fame : 
Whereupon he repaired to the Archbifhop, and defired of him a new Warrant to 
apprehend Priefts and Jefuits ; who thereupon toldhim, That Secretary Winde- 
bank had complained of this Deponent to the Qucen, and demanded of bim if he kept not 
company with one Gray, who gave him intelligence of the perfons and lodgings of Prietts 
- and Fe{uits, and wifbed bim not to keep company with him any more, for if he did, he would 
lay him by the heels, and turn him out of his Place. He further depofed, that he ha- 
ving a fpeciall Warrant from the Lords of the Counfel for the apprehending 
of Sir Joby Matthew, a dangerous Papitt 5 and apprehending him accordingly, 
the late Lord Strafford Deputy of Ireland, fent for this Deponent to bring Sir 
Toby to him, which he did; who thereupon difcharged Sir Toby by word of 
mouth, and promifed to fave the Deponent harmleffe, who thereupon repair- 
ing to the Archbifhop, acquainted him therewith, the Archbifhop faid, it well, 1 
fhall {peak with him anon. 


Fobn Egerton of the Minories, depofed, That he being at Lambeth-boufe upon 
occafion, did fee Sir Toby Matthew there two feverall times with the Archbi- 
fhop ; That he being one of the Searchers of the Cuftom-houfe in London, did 
on the 28. of December 1633. feize four hundred Popi(h books in Engli(h, written 
by one Lewes of Puente a Fe(uit, with divers popifh Primmers and Catechifmes,, 
brought over from beyond the Seas, to feduce his Majefties Subjects, contrary 
to the ftatute of 3 Facobi, cap.'5. which gives the forfeiture of 40%. for every 
Book fo imported, again{t the Importers of them: Which Books he carried 
to the now Archbifhop of Canterbury, who commanded him to deliver them to 
Matter Motter(bead, Regifter ofthe High Commiffion; which hedid: and that 
about a fortnight after, hecomming to the faid Motterfbead, to demand fatif- 
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faction for his pains and charge in feizing the faidBooks, and demanding of 
him where the faid Books were ? he anfwered and affirmed to the Deponent, 
That he bad delivered them to the owners of them by the Archbifbops direéiion and coma 
niand ; and Mottefbead appointed him only forty fhillings for his pains, when 
the charge he had been at in carrying them from place to place, cof him five 
pounds : After which he was troubled in the High Commiflion for importing 
Englith Bibles, and there put from his Searchers place, Hab RF 2h and fined 
two hundred pounds, when as the Importers of popifh boo 
ftioned. 
In the yeer 1640. May 16. upon the Letter of Doctor Thomas Weeks, Chap- 
lain both to the Archbifhop, and Bifhop of London, there were eleven Cafes of 
popi{h Books, belonging to one John Weld, a Popifh Recufant and others, delivered 
out of the CuSfam-houle, where they were feized, to the owners to be difperfed, 
to feduce his Majelties people, contrary to the ftatute, as Mafter Jones, Mafter 
Dent, and others of the Cuftom-houfe, attefted under theirhands: Wiz. Holy

259. The following of Chrift 116. Popi(h Catechi{mes 34.4. dozens; F ronts for Altars 
39. Ladies Pjalters 24. Thé Mirrour of new Reformation 13.4. Offices of our Lady 558. 
Majfe books 9. and to great ones more 3 The Devout heart 101. Vade Mecum 276. A 
Method to ferve our Lady 570. Mott of thefe were very richly bound. up, and 
fome of them delivered to Knight the Regifter of the High Commiffion, by the 
Archbifhops order, and by him reftored to the owners ; when as on the con- 
trary, he was very ftrié in feizing all puritanicall Books, and punifhing the . 
difperfers of them ; witnefle this his fub{cription to the Petition of one Francis 
Wallis Gentleman, who complaining to him againtt one Thomas Abbis of Eon 
donsfor felling and tranfporting beyond the Seas,an Abftract of theL aws of New- 
England; The whole proceedings again{t Doctor Basfwicks Matter Burton, and 


Matter Prynne,and againtt the Bithop of Lincoln, the Archbithop fubferibed it in 
this fort.

The benefit of this intelligence being principally to redound to the Arch= 
bifhop, the origiuall caufe and grand fomenter of the Scottifh Wars, it is moft 
probable, this advice proceeded originally from him, and his interelt in this 
popith Bifhop. 

Before we make any {peciall application of the preceding teftimonies and 
evidence, we fhall only manifeft what a moft pernicious, feducing, dangerous 
Prieft and Jefuit, this Sir Toby Matthew (with whom the Archbifhop fo famili- 
arly converfed) was at that very time.

Legat, the more fecret things he bimfelfe writes to the Popes or to Cardinal Barba 
fino. Ti fine, be adjoynes himlelfe to any Company 3 no word can be fpoken that he will 
not lay hold om and accommodate to his party: In the meane time, what he hath fifbed 
out, be reducetb into aCatalogue, and inthe Summer carries it to the general Confistory 
of the Feluits Politicks which ecretly meets together in the Province of Wales, 
where be is an acceptable Gueft : There Counfels are fecretly hammered, which are

Yea, this moft fedulous promoter of the Popes defignes, for his dexterity; 
experience and fedality in mannaging his Holineffe affaires in England, was in 
fuch extraordinary favour with the Pope, that by a Special! Bull he committed 
his lat Nuneio, Count Roffetti(being but yong) to his tutelage and direttion, 
as to his Angle Gardian;hoping,that his Nuncio affifted by his Counfels,would pro- 
duce no [mall fruits to the Catholicke Church IN A Suort Time, Space, and 
through tbe help of the female Amazons threR ESTORE THE AUTHOR [-

By’all thefe premifed. Teftimonies and Evidences, it is moft fully proved, 
as farre as is poflible for us to goe, unleffe we had the very Popifh Priefts and 
Jefuites themfelves here;perfonally prefent to be examined (who would be 
very unwilling to difcover any thing againf their Arch-Patriot upon Oath.) 

Firft, that this Archbifhop held familiarity and correfpondency with fan- 
dry notorious Priefts and Jefuites forementioned, imployed as Agents by the 
Papifts to reduce and reconcile usunto Kome 5 who were oft-times feene at 
Lambeth-houjesneer his Study, and publikely boaftcd of their recourfe to; and 
favour with him. | 

Secondly, that Sir Toby Matthew, the moft dangerous feducing Prieft and 
Jefuite of all others, was moft in timately familiar with him, and oft-times 
{een with him both in his Coach, his Barge, his Garden, his Houfe, and a fre- 
quent Gueffe at his Table: and Saint Gules, a moft pernicious Prieft, main- 
tained by him in the Univerfity of Oxford to feduce the Doétors and Students 
there to Popery. 

Thirdly, that he was very coldin the profecution of Priefts and Jefuites; 
and if at any time he imprifoned them for a fhew to gullthe vulgar people, it 
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was onely in the Clinke or New Prifon (not Newgate or any County Goale ) 
where they were prot ected, fecured againft all Legall profecutions, had the 
beft Lodgings, acommon Steward, Cooke, Table, very good fare ,, great 
refort of all forts of people, daily Maffes, and free liberty to walke and ftay 
abroad at pleafure without a Keeper, as freely a5 any man might walke out 
of his owne Houfe. Yea, fuch was his indulgence towards them ( though 
Arch-Traytors by our Lawes) that in his Epiile Dedicatory to the King him{elfes 
before his Relation of a Conference with Fither the 7e/uite,he makes this profeflion 
of it in Print,not onely to his Majefty,but to the whole world,in thefe words 
which were read at the Barre. 

Ta which Speech give me leave to obferve to your Sacred Majelty, how grievoufly 
you fuffer him ( Mafter Fifher }) and his Fellowes to be perfecuted for the Catho- 
fike Faith, when your poore Subjec? and fervant cannot {et owt, A true Copy of 
a Conference held with the Jefuite, Juffu Superiorum 5 but by and by this man 
zs perfeuted. GOD FORBID I SHOULD EVER OFFER 
TO PERSWADE A PERSECUTION IN ANY KINDE, 
OR PRACTICEIT IN THELEAS T:( to wit,againh PopifhPriefts 
and Feluits , of whom onely he there intended it : ) For to my remembrance I 
HAVENOT GIVEN HIM OR HIS SO MUCH. AS 
COV RSE.LANGV AGE. 

Behold from his own pen what a moft mild and favourable friend he was 
to Jefuits and Roman Priefts! He never perfwaded any perfecution again{t them in 
any hind,or practifed it in the let 3 adding an abfit,God forbid that he (hould ever offer it: 
But yet on the contrary, did he not per{wade a perfecution in every kind, and practife 
it in the higheft degree againft the moft zealous Proteftant Minifters, Gentlemen 
who oppofed his and their-popifh defigns, by exciting his Majefty and the 
whole State againft them, even in this very Episle, yea, in his printed Speech in 
Star-chamber, at the cenfure of Matter Prynne, Mafter Burton, and Doctor Basi= 
wick, and in his Epistle Dedicatory to the King, thereto prefixed ? all meer perfwa- 
fions,excitements to perfecution in the extreameift degreesNay,did he not moft 
cruelly practife the fame in the fevereft manner upon fundry of them, by ad~ 
judging them to the Pillory, fining them beyond their eftates,cutting off thei 
ears, flitting their nofes, branding their cheeks with hot irons,whipping them 
through the ftreets,fhutting them up clofe prifoners in naftydungeons,banifh- 
sino them into remote Iflands,there to be perpetually impriforted al their lives, 
fo ftri&ly, that neither Wives,children,kinred, friends, mutt have the, leaft ace 
ceffe unto them, nor yet fet footing in the Iflands to vifit or relieve them? yea, 
deprive them of Pen, Inke, Paper to write unto their friends for neceflaries, or 
Petition for releafe ; intercept all Letters and reliefe fent to them,and deprive 
them of the ufe of all Books to pale their time, EE the Bible, Common- 
Prayer-Booke, Dogtor Cozens, and fuch like Books of private devotion?, 
And did he not perfecute hundreds of other godly Minifters, yea raife up ai 
generall perfecution againft them throughout the Kingdome, and drive fun- 
dry ofthem, with many thoufands of religious, godly people out of the King 
dome into forraigne Plantations among Savages and Indian heathens ? Nays 

did he not all this and more whiles he had any power, notwithftanding 
God himfelfe did forbid it? And whereas he writes, Ehat to bis remembrance he 
never gave this Fefuitesor anyaf bis, fo much as. counje language : he. was fo:farfrom, 
ufing fuch civility to our,godlyProteftantMinifters,Gentlemen,& others who

And not content to rayle at them himfelfe in Speech 
and Print, he fet his creatures every-where to revile and rayle moft libel- 
loufly againft them in Preffe and Pulpit; witneffe Do&or Heylins and Chri- 
flipher Doves books againft Mafter Burton, written and printed by this Arch-

bifhops command, Doétor Pocklintons and Bifhop Mountagues Books forecited ; 
Bithop Whites Epiftle before his Difcour{e of the Sabbath, Do&tor Heylins History 
of the Sabbath, and Antidotum Lincolnien{e, with infinite Sermons, full of gall,vi- 
negar,and moft libellous railings againft Puritans, and the moft zeal ousProte- 
ftants,without the leaft inveGtive againft Priefts, Pope, or Jefuits 3 Therefore his 
grand affection 5 his favorable dealing with Priefts and Jefuits on the one 
fide,compared with his moft harfh perfecutions and libellous inve&tives againft 
their Oppofites, are moft pea evidences for what party he ftood, and 
whofe defigns he moft cordially drived on.

f E have now prefented you with the intire evidence of the Com- 
HSGHS mons given in againft the Archbifhop at the Lords Tribunal , in 
avvi2r proof of the firft: main Branch of his impeachment, to wit, his 


traiterous endeavours to f{ubvert the true Religion eftablifhed 
wecxe among us, to introduce and fer up Popery, and reconcile us 
POSOO unto Rome, without any diminution, to which I have here 
and there made fome fmall Additions, not by way of evidence 
or charge, but only of illuftration or amplification of fome things given in evi- 
dence in the general, briefly pointed at and fo paffed over , not read at large atthe 
bar for want of time. 
We fhall next as faithfully , as exactly as our imperfect notes , and frail memo- 
ry will affit, relate his feverat Anfwers and Replies given to the particular proofs 
produced againft him, both as he delivered them in perfon after each dayes evi- 
dence at the Lords bar, and as he afterwards repeated them in his general de- 
fence, with fome Additions ; in the Lords and Commons Houfe; wherein if 
Thave involuntarily miftaken or mifreported his words or anfwers in any particular 
asI prefumeI have not done, his furviving friends muft only blame either him; 
or themfelves, not me, whoufed allthe meansI could to his Secretary Mr. Ded, 
his Counce! , and others whom he trufted with his Papers, to procure his own Ori- 
ginal written Notes, Anfwers, and Replies, or true Copies of them; that fo 
_ Imight have printed them verbatim, to avoid all calumnies and miftakes; yet 
could neither by my own intreaties , nor warrants from Authority procure them; 
or any Copies thereof: Mr. Ded returning me this anfwer, that he believed the 
Archbifbop himfelf bad burnt alt bis Notes- and Answers in his life time , to prevent 
their publication after his death, 

To ‘avoid prolixity, obfcurity , that every Reader may more clearly dif- 
cern the infuffictency , falfhood, Sophiftry of his Anfwers, and the pregnancy 
of the Commons proofs, and evidence to make good their impeachment againft 
him in each particular; I fhall forbear to relate his Anfwers and the Commons 
Replies thereto, tntirely together intwo diftin® continued Relations ; as they 
were delivered at the bar, bur fubjoyn the Commons diftin® Replies to his feve- 
rall Anfwers to each particular proof and part of their evidence, as they lie in 
order; that fo reddendo fingula finguls, the pertinency of their evidence , and 
reality of his guiltinefle, may more perfpicuonfly fhine forth to all the world ; F 
. aiming only at verity, not victory in this Relation. 

The Archbifhop began his Anfwer tothe firlt Branch of the Commons charge; 
concerning his traiterous endeavours to fubvert the true Religion of God by Law 
eftablifhed among us, and fet up Popifh Superftition and Idolatry in its ftead, 
with a general deteftation both of the charge and fat, for which prefumptuous 
and unfeemly expreffion, he was jultly taxed by the Commons councel , as be- 
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ing a defiance given to them and their proceedings , profeffing it the greateft un- 
happineffe that ever befelhim , tobe thus deeply and criminally charged by the | 
Honourable Houfe of Commons (the reprefentative body of the whole commo- 
nalty of England) before the higheft Tribunal in the Realm, as being guilty of 
fuch a crimeas this, in his laft dying dayes , when he had one toot already in the 
grave, which his own cenfcience pronounced him to have been guiltleffe of, alf 
the dayes of his life : Yet protefting it co be anunfpeakable comfort to him in this 
his infelicity , that he was arraigned for it before fo jaft , fo Honourable an AL 
fembly of Peers ¢ many of them being privy to the fincerity of his actions and ad- 
vices to his Majeftie) to vindicate his integrity to all the world , and'wath off aif 
thofe black {pots of calumny , of obloquy , wherewith he had for many years by- 
paft, been moft unjuftly. afperfed: by Sectaries on the one hand, by Iefuits and 
Papifts on the other, to ruin him bothin his reputation, fortune, and his Maje- 
{ties moft gracious opinion. And fo prefuming he had fufficiently cleared him- 
felf in the general from this heavy charge in their Lordfhips and others opinions by 
his firft dayes fpeech,the new Canons and Oath prefcribed in them,and by his Book 
againit Fifber the Iefnite; he would without any further Prologue or Apology 
difcend to Anfwer the particular evidences, proofs, produced againit him by 
the Commons in their refpective order , with as much brevity , perfpicuity as the 
fuddainnefle of his preparations, the frailty of his memory, the burthen of 
70 yeers, with other natural infirmities then lying heavy upon him, would permit = 
And to give him his due, he made as full, as gallant, as pithy a defence of fo 
bada caufe, and fpake as much for himfelf, as was poffible for the wit of manto 
invent , and that with fo much Art, Sophiftry, Vivacity, Oratory, Audacity and 
confidence , without the leaft blufh or acknowledgement of guilt in any thing, 
( annimated by his feated Panders lying by him ) as argued him rather obftinate, 
then innocent, impudent, then penitent, a far better Orator, Sophifter, them 
Proteftant or Chriftian, yea, a truer Son of the Church of Rome, then of the 
Church of Exg/and in many particulars,as you will anon difcern.

I took out of the very Maffle Book, wherein he fhewed their Postratures. 

TowhichI anfwer: Firft, that I did not fet thefe Images up , but found them 
there before: Secondly, ThatI did only repair the windows which were fo bro- 
ken and the Chappel which lay fo naftily before, that I was afhamed to behold,and 
could not refort unto it, but with fome difdain , which caufed me torepair it to 
my greatcoft: Thirdly, that I madeup the Hiftory of thefe old broken Pi@tures, 
not by. any. patern:in. the Mafle Book , but only by help of the fragments and re- 
mainders of them, which I compared with the ftory : Fourthly, though the very 
refemblances of them be in the Mafle Book, yet I proteft Imever knewthey were 
there , till Mafter Pryxfhewed them init at this bar: And itis but a meer fallacy, 
the PiGtures which repaired are in the Mafle Book; Ergo,I took the patern of them 
out of it: Fifthly, Mafter Calvin himfelf allows an Hiftorical ufe of Images, 7nff.

Then {peaking of Images in Churches, he writes, 
they were introduced thither, (2) Now judicio ant delettu,fed fiulta e incomfde- 
rata cupiditate. In the very next Section he debates the very point in quedtion, 
whether it be lawful forChriftians to have anyI mages at all of Hiftories,or of mens 
bodies. (not.of any. perfons in the Trinity, the very making whereof he formeriy 
concludes to be a great wickednefle) which he thus propounds and refolves:

Sixthly, Whereas he would pray inayd from our Homilies, to juftifie the Hifte- 
rical ule of thefe: Images:inchis Chappel: The Homilies are fo point-blank againft 
it,as: we haveproved,that Impudency it felf would bluth to cite them to fucha put- 
pote, efpecially fince the Third Part of the Homily againft the Persl of Idolatry, pags 
43,42,43. exprefly refolvesit unlawful to make the pitiure of Chrift, or any perfox 
inthe Trinity, niuch leffe vo.fet them up in Churches, 

Seventhly, That the Primitive Chriftians approved of Images, and had the pt 
ure.of Chrift-in their Churches, and engraven on their Chalices, is a molt novo= 
rious Falhhood: For Juftine Afartyr, Clemens Alesxandrinus, Ireneus, Tertullian, 
Minutiss Felix, Origen, Arwobius, Cyprian, Laclantiss, Geegory Ny (fen, e4thana~ 
fins, Ambrofe, Epiphanius, Enfebins, Hierome, Auguftine, Hilary, Chryfoftame, Thee= 


doret, 
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doret, Theophylad, and other Ancients unanimoully agree, That the Primitive 
Chriftians had no Images at all in their-Churches, cogether with the Conncels of 
Eliberiz, Conftantinople, Toledo, Francford, and (onftantine the Great, Conftantinus 
Caballinus, Nicephorus Stauratius, Philipicus, Anthemius, Theodofins the fecond 
Leo Armenus, Valens, Michael Balbns, Theophylus, Charls the Great, with fundry

Secondly, the furniture on the Altar is no other then {uchvas isin -ufe in the 
Kings own Chapple at white-Hal, and had been there ufed evér-fince and before 
my time. : 


Thirdly, that the Arras peece at the back of the:'Table containing the Story of | 


Chrifts laft'Supper, was fit for that place and occafion: That {uch /mages and te- 
prefentations were lawful, approved by all the Lutheran Churches,yea, by:Mafter 
(alvin himfelf, for an Hiftorical ufe,in the place forecited, Paft.l. 1. c. 11. Sel. 12, 
Reply, To this the Commons replied, Firft, That neither Queen Elizabeths 
Injunctions, nor the Rubrick in the Common Prayer-Book , norany Law or Ca- 
non of our Church prefcribe the railing in of our Communion Tables, or placing 
them Altarwife againft the wall, withthe ends.North and South: There is no 
fillable in any of them to warrant any fach Popifh innovation, preferibed only 
by Popifh Canons , as we have proved ‘That it cannot be proved:that Altars were 
generally foplaced and railed in anciently,either in Exg/ana or elfwhere:. The con- 
trary whereof we fhall prove anon; That the makers and executers of thefe Innoya- 
tions knew beft of any, where and how Communion Tables were to be fituated by 
vertue ofthem, and they generally placed them throughout the Realm, in the midit 


of the Quire or Chancel , with the ends Eaft and Weft, fanding a conv caien di- | 
ance , 
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ance from cheEaft wall, without any rail aboucit , in which pofture they ge- 
nerally ftood in all Churches, Chapples., and in Lambeth Chapple ic felf for 
one, ever fince thefe Injunctions publithed, till this innovating Arch. prelate alter- 
ed this their ancient ficuation. Yet both the Rubrick in the Common Prayer Book, 
the Queens InjunGtions, the 82 Canon, Bithop fewel, Bifhop Babingron, Doctor 
Faulk, and other of our writers agree, that when the Sacramentis adminiftred 
it ought to ftand in the body of the Church or Chancel , of which more hereafter : 
This therefore is an innovation and that a Popifh one too, tending to introduce pri- 
vate Mafle, to remove. the Lords Table as far as poffible from the view and audience 
of the common people, when the Sacrament is celebrated at it.

Tapers , Bafons, Crucifixes, and the like, was originally borrowed from the 
Roman, Ceremonial, Pontifical , and tne Popith Councel of Aix, whichinjoyn them , 
That the third Part of our Homilies againft the peril of Idolatry , and Oucen Elizae 
beths /njunctions (which he. cites for the placing of Lords Tables Alcarwife) In- 
junct. 2.23,25. condemn, cenfure, abolifh, as Superftitious, Ethnical, and Po- 
pith, all Candlefticks, Trendals, Rolls of wax, and fetting up of Tapers, forthat 
they be things tending to Idolatry and Superftition, whichof all other offences, 
God Almighty doth moft deteft and abhor, for that the fame diminifh moft his 
honour and glory: Therefore the Kings Altar-Furniture in his Chappel at white 
Hall, can be no juftification nor extenuation of his offence, who fhould have 
reformed his Majefties Chappel (whereof he was the Dean and Superintendent, 
according to our Lawes, Homilies, Injunctions which condemn fuch Altar-trin- 
kets) not conformed hisown Chapple, Altarto the Kings, in thefe meer Popifh 
Superftitious innovations.

was firft laid upon the Credentia, from whence he took it in bis hand and then carried 
it too, and kneeling down upon his knee prefented it, laid it onthe Lords Table, on 
which there were Candlefticks, and Tapers , but not burning, ashe had feenthem 
at White-Hal ; which Mr. Cordwel once my fervant likewife depofed ; adding, 
that I was prefent fometimes when this was done, and that my Chaplains bowed 
down thrice towards the Altar at their approaches to it. , ‘

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Secondly, that chis bowing towards the Altar was ufed in the Kings Chappel, 
and in many Cathedrals both in Queen Elizabeths and King James their raigns. 

Thirdly, that the ufeof Copes is prefcribed by the 24.Canon of our Church 
Anno 1603. which orders thus, (0) Jn al Cathedral and Collegiate’ Churches, 
the Holy Communion fall be adminiftred upon principal feaft dayes , fometimes by the 
Bifhop if hebe prefent , and fometimes by the Dean , fometimes by a Canon or Pre- 
bendary , the principal’ Minifter ufing a decent Cope. This therefore’is no Inno- 
vation. : 

To this was retorted in.general , that Sir Nathaniel Brent , and Dottor Featly’ 
depofed,, nor, there was nofuch Credentia, bowing towards the Table, Altar, nor 
any Cope atall‘ufed in Lambeth Chappel, in his predeceflors times therefore 
all thefe are meer Innovations : In particular, it was replied , that it appears nor 
by proof Bifhop Andrews had any fuch utenfels, veftments, or bowings in his 
Chappel therefore this is a meer groundleffe evafion : But admit he had,yet Bifhop 
Andrews Chappel was no Law, Canon, nor Patern for him to follow, againft our 
Lawes , Common Prayer Book, Homilies, Injunctions, which exclude fiich inno- 
vations :* And if the Patern of the Chappel'and its Furniture which we gave in 
evidence were Bifhops Andrews , as he avers; it was as grofly Popifh and Super- 
{titious asthe’ Popes , or any Popifh Prelates Chappel whatfoever. As for the 
Credentia, itis dire@ly taken out of the Roman Ceremonial and Pontifical, aswe 
have (p) proved, the onely Canons we ‘know prefcribing it, and we finde the 
ufe of it only in fome Popifh Churches, and mentioned no wherebutin the Roman 
Miffal , among the Rites of celebrating the Mafle: Therefore it is a’ meer Po- 
pifh ntenfel, appropriated to the Maffe and a forerunner ofit. | 
Secondly, This bowing.to and towards the Altar, was never prefcribed by 
our Statutes , Articles, Homilies, Common Prayer Book, Injunctions, Canons, 
never practifed by any till of late , but fome few Popifh Court Doctors, and Ca- 
thedralifts ; never ufed by his Predeceffor or his Chaplains , (q) introduced only 
by Papifts at the firft, in honour and adoration of their Breaden God upon the 
Altar; and enjoyned only by the (r) Roman Atiffal , Ceremonian , and Popifa 
Canonifts, as we have largely manifefted: Therefore not to be juftified or excufed. 

Thirdly, the Book of Common-Prayer, and adminiftration of the Sacraments, 
and other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church of England (the onely Directory 
what veftments, Ceremonies are to be ufed, confirmed by our Lawes) prefcribes 


- not any of thefe ; warrants not but excludes the ufe of Copes upon any occafion = 


Onur Homilies ‘and writets of beftrank condemn Copes, as lewifh, Popifh, Paga- 
nifh, enjoyned only by the(/) Roman Ceremonial, ‘and Pontifical, as we have 
proved, (+) Injun@tions deeming them Popifh : Yea the third Part of the Homily 
againit the peril of Idolatry, hath this memorable paflage concerning them, p.72. 
And becaufe the Whole Pageant muft thorovely be plaid , it w not enough thus to deck, 


, Images and Idols (with gold, filver,rich, anton and proud apparel, rempting thew 


paramours to Wantonneffe) but at laft come in the Pricfts themfelves, likeWife decked 
With gold and pearls , that they may be meet fervants for fuch Lords and Ladies, 


and fit Wworfbippers of [uch Gods and Goddeffes ; and with a folemn pace they paffe forth — 


before the golden Puppets , and fall down to the groandon their marrow-bones before 
the Honourable Idols: (and their gorgions Altars too) Therefore certainly it is 


impudency for him thus to introduce and juftifie them againft thefe Authorities. — i

To which was replied: Firlt, that his receiving and referying of this Bible 
with a Crucifix on the Cover, (which was fo.vifible to his eyes, and Jay upon his 
ftudy Table) was as great an.oftence as.if he had bought it: Andro Lady durkt 
have fent him fuch 4 prefent, had fhe not been aflured of his good affe@ion tofach 
Popith Pictures.

Aste 
the objected particulars excepted againgt , I Anfwer : Firft, chat if any fuch pray- 
ets be taken out of the Atiffal, Pontifical, or Roman Breviary ; yet they are de- 
vont and pious in themfelves, and ‘there is no prayer to Saints or Angels inthe 
Book: Thirdly, the Canonical hours of Prayer are.of very great Antiquity in the 
Church: derived from holy King Davids pra@ife, who faid (k) Seven times a 
day Will I praife thee, and was taken up and prattifed by Chriftians within we 
hundred years after Chrift., and approved of in preces private, in Queen Eliza- 
berhs raign: Thirdly, that proftration in prayer is no crime , but commendable, 
and a figne of extraordinary humility ; Chrift himfelf ufing this gelture ints pray -

Hereunto the Commons Councel retorted in general, That his own private de- 
votions ‘did beft of all ferve to difcover his fecret intentions and inclinations ; 
therefore they were fit to be given in‘evidence, for this purpofe. In particular ; 





_ Firft, that his collecting of Prayers out of fuch Popifh dunghils, when there were 


purer mines to dig in’, was a fymptome of a Romith inclination. And whereas 
he alleageth the matcer of thofe prayers to be good ; thofe we except againft 
are for their very matter meerly fuperftitious : Secondly, that. this juftification 
of the Antiquity and lawfulneffe of Canonical hours of Prayer, was taken verba- 
tim out of Mr. (o/ens his hours of Prayer, formerly complained of in Parliament. 
That Canonical hotirs of Prayér, are ‘no wayes warranted by Davids prefident, 
whro {peaks onely of Praife, not Prayer, and never digcfted his Pfalms or Prayers 
into fuch Canonical howers , nor any other Saint in the Old Teftament or New : 


/ The moft exact patern of Prayer which Chrift himfelf lef: both his Difciples. and us 


toimitate, warrants no fuch prattife: nay the Primitive Chriftians and true Anti- 
quity never knew of any fuch Models of Prayer, digefted into Canonical hours, 
which Popifh: Monks firft introduced , practifed, prefcribed : Neither did Queen 
Elizabeth approve of themas Dr. Cofens precends in his hours of Prayer, whence 
the Archbifhop: borrowed this falfe anfwer ; as (2) fome whoanfwered his Book 
by publique ‘Authority have ‘manifefted to his fhame: Thirdly, the Archbithop 
hath quite miftaken the laft obje@ion‘’; ‘which was not his proftration to Ged in 
Prayer, but, his proftration coram “Altare , and dum Altari adfto, in honour and 
reverence of his idolized Alrar : ‘So that the charge refts ftill upon, and ftitks 


fafter co him then before, by this his juftification. 


- Thirdly, From my ftudy at Lambeth they purfued me-to my Gallery there, 
where they charge ( m) three Pi@ures againft me; to which I return this 
Anfwer. : 

That the firft of them; whichis the great one , was given me by afriend, and 
there can be'no harm or Popery init, being onely che PiGure of Saint Ambr ofe, 
eduguftine, perome, and Gregory the firft, which may be lawfully made and 
referved, Thatthe two other Pictures were in the Gallery long before my time, 
and continued there in Archbifhop Abbots , Bancrofts, and Whitgifts dayes ; to 
prove which he produces Mr. Dob/om his fervant, who affirmed, that he fiw thefe 
two latter Pictures in the Gallery in Archbifhop Bancrofts time, where they con- 
tinued ever fince; and one of them is a Pi@ture againft Popery , to wit, of Chrift, 
Zing into the fheepfold by the door, and of Popith Priefts and Friers (#) clim- 
bing into it by the window , like theeves and robbers : Befides, the Harmony of 
confeffions of the reformed Churches , holds that Images are in themfelves indif- 
ferent , fo as no‘adoration be given to them; yea, Mr. Ca/vin in the (0) place fore- 
cited , is of thefame opinion: And I have written again{t the adoration and f{u- 
perftitious ufe of Images as folly as any man whatfoever : Therefore thofe Pi@ures 
can be no evidence of mine intention to bring in Popery. 

To which was rejoyned : Firft, that we beleeve the firft Pi@ure was a prefent 
fent unto him from Rome, where the workmanthip of it fhews it was made ; and

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thereforche did wifely roconceal his name , who beftowed iton him: That we

Secondly, that one of the other, Pi@tures. was. a moft abominable Idol! of Chrift 
newly taken down from his Croffe all. bloody ; with fhaven crown Priefts, Friers, 
and Nunns, {tund ing aad kneeling round about him-which kinde of Pi@tures by our . 
Lawes,Homilies, Injun@tions refolutions (as we (p) have already proved ) ought to-(p) Page 102. 
be utterly demolifhed and not fuffered in private Houfes or Galleries,no more then £0 108. 
in Churches or Chappels, The other was a PiGure of Chrift himfelf upen a ladder, 
hot entring in at adcor, with Monksand Friers only about -him: and therefore 
as fuperftiious, Popifh as. the former.,.and not tolerable by our Lawes, ef- 
pecially in an Archbifhops. publique Gallary , where all forts of ftrangers and vi- 
ficors of quality were entertained ; who by this example would be induced, if 
Protcft.nts , to approve of fuch fuperftitious Pi@ures , and to procure the like by 
way of imitation ; If Papifts, would be thereby hardned, confirmed in their fu- 
perftition , and in giving them adoration, efpecially when they fhould behold 
the like Superftitious.and Idolatrous Pi@tures , as well in his Chappel and ftudy, 
as in his Gallary , where no fuch were in his predeceffours dayes , but only broken 
and defaced ones. As for.his predeceffowrs. having or leaving thefe two laft Pi- 
ctures tohiin, icis no juftification, nor mitigation of his crime; their ill actions 
areno Apology atall for his, who repaired and beautified in his Chappel thofe 
very fuper{ticious Images, which they demolifhed, and never durft repair. | 
Thirdiy, whereas. he produceth the Harmony of confeflians of the Proteftants 
Churches, for proof of the ufe and indifferency of thefe Images, foas they be not 
* adored: He cites neither Se@tion,nor Page, nor fentence therein to prove chis af- 
fertion, but we muft take it on his own bare word ; which how falfe ic is,we fhall 
prove by the words of the Harmony it felf: Se€t.17.p. 401. Where the Latter con- 
felfion of Helvetia, Cha.17. determines thus. But yet notWith/Panding Wwe muft admo-

Yopery,nor Popifh Innovation, but a reverence fitting the place which the Homily 
for repairing and keeping clean Churches commands. And 1 pray Ged that unde! 
‘colour of cafting fuperftition out of Churches, we bring nos in prophanefle. 
Tothe third I Anfwer, that ] was not Dean of the Chappel, but Bithop wren 
when this Crucifix was fet up; that neither Sir Henry Mildmay , nor any other 
ever complained to me, that they were fcandalized by this Crucifix: If Sir Henry 
cook {candal meerly at the Crucifix it felf, he muft have taken fcandal at that Cru- 
cifix inthe old hangings, which ftood ‘continually behinde the Altar, as well as 
at this which was more coftly ; which fince he did not, icfeems , he took fcandal 





only at the workmanthip, not at the Crucifix it elf, inthis more coftly peece, 


(To the third he gave no Anfwer. ) 

' To the fourth I Anfwer, that Dr. Browns a& is nothing tome, he is old enough 
and mutt anfwer for himfelf: The fame Anfwer I give to that of the Seminary 
Priefts ; only this I {hall add, that perchance*it might be an att of cunning in them; 
of purpofe to difcredit and difcountenance all our external worfhip, of purpofe to 
gain Profelytes to themfelves, | 

To which was replied : Firft, that to worfhip God as we otight in’the Kings 
Chappel,is no treafon,nor oftence;but this kinde of worfhipping God there or elfe- 
where towards the Altar, is both(¢)Popifh,Superftitious,and Idolatrous:For by the 
Black- book of windfor which he cites, it was introduced in the very darkelt times 
of Popery in Henry the 5. his raign, ora little before: and that in modum virornm 
Ecclefiafticoram,a worlhip derived from Ecclefiaftical perfons,to wit,;Popith Pricfts 
and Monks of that age: Ic was a worfhip joyntly given in one and the felf fame 
act and inftane Deo ec Altari, to God and the Altar, that is, in their interpretation; 
tothe confecrated Hoft and breaden God ( asthey deemed it ) on the Altar, 
and to the Altar it felf: It was preferibed (#) only by Popifh Canons, the Ro- 
man Miffal, Ceremonial, Pontifical, and introduced purpofely ro fapport their 
Errour of Tranfubftantiation at fit, and now revived for that very purpofe : 
as the Archbifhop himfelf defines in his Starchamber Speech; who yields this’ 
feafon, why we muft bow towards the Altar, not towards the Pulpit: For there’ 
tis, hoc ef corpus meum,&c. And a greater reverence no donbt 1S DUE TO THE 
BODY, then to the word of the Lord: Therefore for him to introduce fuch an Ido- 
latrous, Superftitions worfhip, asthis intothe Kings own Chappel contrary te 
the Word of God, and Law of the Land, under pretext of Gods worfhip; to cor- 
rupt the King and his whole Court in their worfhip and Religion , and alienate: 


his good Subjects sffcAions from him, will prove little lefle then Treafon in the 
higheft degree: As for his pretended Speech, we (x) have already refuted ir. 


And for the Homily, ic hath neither word nor fyllable to warcant it,bur fome.hing 
again{t it, fince as ic condemns, prophanes, onthe onehand , foit cenfures all 
fuperftition on the other ; between which this Prelate would have no medizm, 
as this his prayer impotts. | Sik LES 

Secondly, That the Archbifhop was chief Superintendent of his Majefties Chap- 
pel, as Primate and Metropolitan of all Exg/and. The King and Queen where 
ever they live in England, being his immediate Parifhioners, and the whole Kir, - 
dom but his Parith ; though devided into feveral Bifhopricks; as hath been re- 
folved by all the Nobles in King Henry the firlt his raign, as our Hiftorians, and his 
Own Predeceflour Archbifhop Parker record : Therefore Bifhop wen being on- 
ly Dean of the Kings Chappel, the Archbifhops creature, and brought into thac 
office by him, durft not have fet up this gaudy Crucifix there, in the paflicn week, 
in his prefence without his approbation and direCtion , by which he tacitly con- 
fefleth it was done: That it gave publique {candal to many well-affected Courtiere, 
and others, Sir Henry Mildmay depofed , and particularly to himfelf, who com- 
plained of itto the King, and the Archbifhop too; who if hisheart had been 
right and fervent to our Religion, would have been molt fcandalized 5. offended at) 
chis unufval fcandalousfight ; and never haye permitted it facceflively twolyeers: 
together, 
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together, nor jultitied it fo peremptorily as now he did. And whereas he obje&s, 
that had Sit Hesry been thas fcandalized with the Crucifix ic felf, he would have 
been as much offended with the old, there conftanily nangiog, as with the new: 
We Anfwer; That the old was hardly vifible and fcarce eblerved by any ; bur this 
fo grofie, fo great, fo gaudy and notorious ,: that every manin the Chappel took 
fpecial notice thereof, asif ichad been fome new biafing Star. And if the old 
were fo viftole all che yeer long , what need, the hanging up of thisnew one onely 
inche paflion and Eafter weeks, which was never ufed in. the memory of man De- 
fore? In fine the third Part of the Homily againft che peril-of Idolatry, refolves, 
that the moft rich, coftly, gaudy Images and Crucifixes, are more dangerous 
and fcandalous, then others not fo ftatcly : therefore Sir Henry might well be 
feindalized withis, more then with the old one not fo coltiy, 

Thirdly, he gives no Aniwerto that whichis one main charge from this Inno- 
vation in the royal Chappel, to make ic the patern, the Canon to reguiace all 
Cathedrals, and Parifh Churches by. His filence herein bewrayes his guilr, 

Fourthly, Dr. 8rowns,and thofe Seminaries adorations of this Crucifix and the AL- 
tar, were bur the meer fcandalous fruits of his own exemplary Innovations before, 
and erections of them there ;_ and their fpeeches eccafioned by his actions, There- 
fore the guilt of them mutt -weft heavielt on himfelf, notrhem. It is hisawn of: 
iterated poficion, (x) That he who gives the occafion. of a Schifn olipht tobe 
repured che Schifmacick, not he that feparates upon the occafion given; And 
Tertullian inhis Book De Jdolatria refolves , That the makers of Idols are the 
greacft Idolaters , becanfenone would or could worthip them, were they not 
fis{t made that they might be worlhipped : His own hanging of up this Crucifix 
and bowing towards the Altar, and it was thecaufe that De. Browz and thefe Se- 
minary Prieits adored and bowed towards them in the felf fame manner, as him- 
felf there ufed: Therefore the crime, the fcandal ofir > mult reft moft on himfelf. 
His pretence, that this might be done and fpoken by the Priefts to gain Profe- 
lytes, by difcountenancing our external worthip, is a very ftrange improdadle 
whimfey , fince our Bilhops, our Doctors imitation of their Popifh worthipping 
Crucifixes, Altars, was more likely ten thoufand to one, to gain them Profes 
lytes, tnenany difcountenancing wharfoever thereof by them could be; yea, it 
had been a monftrous contradi@tion and folly inthem, to difcountenance that ver 
thing themfelves practifed and endeavoured to draw othersto: Therefore the 
whole weight of this heavy charge concerning his Majetties Chappel, refts intirely 
upon himin each particular, without the leaft diminution.

To which was Replied : 

1. That it appears by his own Diary, thathe hadthe chief hand in 
this Form, and that it was colle@ed, corrected by himfelf, though oth 
were joyned in confulration with him.

2, That though the Unction were made by his Predeceffor, which he makes _ 


not appear 5 yet it was principally by his direction, and himfelf makes fpectal 
mention of ic, Thatit was ix modum Crucis, in the Margent ofhis Book. 

3. That he makes no command appear from any Supream Authority for his 
placing the old Crucifix onthe Altar, neither doth he alleadge who it was that 
gave him any fuch command: Therefore it muft be interpreted his own volunta- 
ry act. 

ae That the Prayer it felf is not very good , favouring of Papal pride inthe 
Clergy ; and itis no fuch precious Pearl, asthathe needed to rake fucha dunghil 
of Popith fuperftitions as the Roman Pentifical is , to finde it out to adorn his Ma- 
jefties royal Diadem with at his Coronation. 

5. He proves not, that it was his duty thus to offer up the rega/ia at the Altar,

6. That there wasa very fcandalons Statue of the Virgin A¢ary with Chrift in 
her Arms, fet up in the front of the New Church porch of St..AZaries next the 
ftreet , to which Mr. Nizxon depofeth he faw one bow, and another pray. 

y. That I enjoyned Latin Prayers all the Lent , not ufed before my Chancellor- 
fhip, fince the Reformation. , 

8. That Ienjoyned bya Statute all Regent Mafters, to reade and fing what 
fhould be prefcribed them in folemn Proceffions, 

I Anfwer: 

1. That there is no proof at all, that J knew of the repairing and fetting up of 
thefe Crucifixes , of that any complained of themtome. That the Crucifix in Lix- 
cole Colledge was fetup by the Bifhop of Lincoln, 2nd it would have been thought 
hard , if I thould have oppofed it. 

2, That the turning and rayling in of the Tables Altarwife is warranted by the 
Queens Injunctions, as I have proved. 

3. That the Statute enjoyns only due reverence when they come to offer at the 
Lords Table, and that my Letter implies a bowing or proftration only, according 
tothe 95 P/alm.

7. That Luin prayers have been ancienily ufed in the Univerfity on AweAne/= 
day , and being among Schollers who underftand the Language, there canbe fio 
hurc cheretn. . +f 

8 That no Preceffions are intended in the Statute, butfuch as our. Lawal- 
lows in nature of perambulations, the Sratures of the Univerfity prefcribing ,. That 
nothing Shall bedone therein but according to the Do@rine and Difcioline of the 
Church of England, 

g. tor the Innovations of like nature inthe Vniverfity of Cambridge, they 
concern me not, 1 being not their Chancellor, and not enjoyning them, normade 
acquainted with them. 

Whereunto was Replied : | 

1. That all thofe Crucifixes were erected at Oxford, Since he became Chancellor 
of ic: That his own example in his Chappels at Lambeth and Croyden, where he 
repaired the old broken Crucifixes at his own coft, were the primary occafions of 
ferting up thofe in Oxford, by way of imitation, That he could not choofe bur take 
notice of thembeing himfelf feveral times at Oxford inperfon, where he enter- 
tained the King, Queen, Prince, and Prince Elector,fundry dayes : Befides, having 
conftant weekly sucelligence by Letters, and recourfe ef Schollers of all forts to 
him fromthe Univerfity , who acquainted. him with all particulars there tranfa- 
&ted, he could not but take notice, and have exa&t knowledge of them: And he 
being both Chancellor and Vifiior of the Univerfity,- his not hindring of their fet-~ 
ting up atfirt, not pulling them down, when fet up contrary to our: Statutes, 
Homilies, Injunctions, wasin Law both a commanding and approving of them, 
Nam qui non prohibet malim quod poteft, juber. That none complained to him of 
them, was hisown fault , fince none durit complain againft thar then, asia crime, 
which himfelf fit pra@ifedin his own Chappels, asa commendable attion: His 
Anfwer tothe Crucifix eretted in Lincoln Colledge proves clearly he had know- 
ledge of ic; and truly. it could not have been weil takenar his hands to. pull that 
down according to Law, anleffe he nad pulled them down firft in other Colledges, 
and his own Chappel, the Bifhop of Lincoln perchance jetting it up, onely ta 
humour his Grace, and manifeft co the world, he was but his Ape in this particular.

3. That this due reverence, was interpreted by himfelf in his Speechin Star- 
chamber., to be abowing tothe Altar or Lords Table: For (faith he) THERE 
1S AREVERENCE DUE TO IT: Namely, of bowing the body, not 
onely towards ,: but to the Alar, DEO. ET ALT ARI E}UVS, inthe 
dative cafe, and proftration, not fimply. to.God, butCOR AA ALT ARE 
D E1 & Chrifti ejus, is prefcribed by his Letter, as much worfhipas the Di- 
vel himfelf required of ovr Saviour, Lak. 4.7. Siadoravers CORAM ME, 
as the vulgar Latin, or falldown' BEF OR-E*ME, as the Margin of our Eng- 
lith Bibles render it; whereas the 95. P/alm, requires no. worlhipping and fal- 
fing down thus before an A}tat, but before the Lord our Maker only, without any 
mention of an Altar or Lords Table in the P/alm. js 

4. His Vificors at in queftioning thofe Fellows for not bowing , was his own, 
and mutconcern him, fince-hedid it only in ‘his name and right by his Commifii. 
on, in purfuit of his InjunCtions : and Dr, Frewens words are exprefie, that the 
Archbithop fent him to Mafter Corbet, when Proctor,requiring and prefling him in 
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his. mame to bow to the Altar in regard of his place, elfe it would be ill taken. 


And though thefe fellows were not punifhed nor fafpended for not bowing, yee 


they were often queftioned, menaced, forced to obfcure themfelves, and defer. 


the Colledge for atime, and had not the Scottith Troubles intervened, would have 
been feverely punifhed too.

To the fourth, that I did in the very Statutes for the Cathedral-church of Can- 
terbary, and others, enjoyn the Prebends and Members of the Cathedral, (¢) Sum- (¢)P.52.t0 62 
wma reverentia adorare Dewm verfus Altare; which bowing to worthip God to- 

wards the Altar, as Di. Bletchenden attefted upon oath , was ufed before the new 
Statutes of Canterbury were made , yea, approved,ipractifed by Dr. Jackson, him- 
felf, as readily. as byany other Prebends who hath given a greater teftimony 
againft himfelf, chen me: Afier which he produced, his Secretary Mr. Ded, to te- 
ftifie withouc oath , that inthe pernfal of the old Statutes for the Cathedral of Can- 
terbury , divers fuperfticions were put outby the Archbifhop, and by name, Pray- 
er for che foul of King Henry the 8. afcer his deceafe.

3. None of his Predeceffors in theit vifitation Articles , or Injun-

in Cathedrals, but himfelf alone, andin many Cathedrals they had 
never any Copes atall, inothers but mean ones, as appears by the 
Abftraé of his vifiration, under his vificors hand , found in his ftu- 
dy yet notwithftanding he enjoyned the providing of new, . better 
and coftlier Copes to their great coft, in imitation of the Roman Pen- 
tifical, that fo they might be like Romifh Cathedrals in forraign parts, 
This allegation therefore of his will not excufe him.

_ Bur ie hath bin Objécted, chat thefe were nd fiew Chnrehes,” but Churches 
only new repaired, therfore not ro be reconleceated. I anliver,that rhete was 
fome new ground taken in at Saint'Giles, and admit there were @ilf the farne 
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longitude and latitude, yer the walls and {tructure being for the mott part.new ; 


the Churches inthis reipectuvere new, andro be new contecrated. 
Thirdly, tothe conlecrationof the Objested Chappelts, 1 confeffe their con- 
fecrations; and rhough rhere be no. expzefle frme tor comectraring of Chap- 
pelis in the Poxtificadl, nor mention in Ecclefafticall flory of Chappels con{e. 
erations ; yet feeing they are Orarories, and Ex/ebias teftitying, that Oratorses 
were confecrated in Con#axtines time, there is the like warrant and Anuquity 
for confecration of them,.as,of Churches, For my Chappell at Aberguelle, I 
confecrated, and. put a name upcn it, (as. Saint Augustine faith, wee dedicate 
Churches to Saint Peter) for diltinction fake; and chongh I had atrelation to 
the beheading of Saint Jobs Bapri? in my Dedication of it, I hope rhere is no 
hart therein. For the pacterne/and furniture of the Chappell ptoduced; as if it 
were mine at Aberguelle, it isa miltake : for it is the pateecne of Bifhop -4- 
drews Chappell and facnicare. (which caufed ro. be written our) as the indorfe- 
ment of it proves, viz. 1623. Chappell and. furniture as tt was i fe by the Right 
Reverend Father in God Lancelot Andrewes, Lord Bifhop then of Winton. 
I had no fich furniture inmy Chappell there. For tlie Wafer basket and the 
reft,chey concetnenot me. yet Wafers have bin alwayes ufed and areat this day 
in the Greeke Charch and in Weftminfier Abbey too. Whereas it. is objected, thac 
I hold there is a badge of Holinefle put upon our Churehes and Chappells by a 
Bifhops breath, I anfier no, burrhereis an awfulneffe,put upon them ; For 
my prayer at the laying of the foundation (tone of Hanzer/mith Chappell, there 
is no hurt, nor fuperftirion init. In fine, J hope there is is no High.Treafon 
ro bee found either in the ene or other, in confecrating Churches,-Chappells 
or foundatien fienes. . 
To this brave flourith of his for'the Antiguity, and lawfulneffe of the conte. ®Py 
cration of Churches, of Chappells, we fhall returne a full reply. To his Prefis 
dents taken out of che Old Teftament we aniwer.

For Mafter Prynne,'Mafter Burton, and thofe that printed their 
Books, they were not cenfred'in the High Commillion, but difmiffed thence 
without cenfure: For Do&or Fatksony he was a learned difcreet man, Pli+ 
cenfed not his Book; nor‘doe I know he profefled' himfelfe an Arminian : Trueit 
sg the HiforYeall Narration was licenfed by my Chaplaine Doftor Martin, without 
mfy privity; for which I turned him out of my fervice; and the Book it felfe was! 
called in and'fappreffed. | 
“Fourthly, the Kings Proclamation and’ Declaration before the Articles, were his 
owne, not mine,both publithed to fectle-peace in the Church, by filencing thofe 
controverfies which difturbed tt by printing or'preaching, which unquiet {pirics: 
would not‘fiibmit ‘to, and: the Authors’ of the Books: forementioned,. among 
othg's 
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of William Laud, late Arch-bifbop of Canterbury. 
others, with fome other Preachers about the City and Univertity, for which they 
were juftly queftioned, fufpended, and fome that broached Arminian Tenets in 
Oxford, were brought in queftion, and ordered to recant, as well as thofe that 
preached againft.ic: The cenfure of Mafter Ford and his complices in Oxford,was 
by the King and Counfell upon a folemne hearing at Woodstock, not by me, and 
they well deferved it, for kindling fuch a fire in the Univerlity, as was likero fet 
all in combuftion: For the Univerfity of Cambridge, 1 medled not with it: The 
comfiderations was not my paper, but Bifhop Harjnets, who drew them; and 1 
did but tranfcribe them, and the end of them was not to fupprefle preaching 
againtt Arminianifme,but to preferve|peace and order in the Church.F or the In- 
ftrutions, they were the Kings, not mine, and they were fent to me in a Letter 
by my Predeceffor Archbifhop Abbo:, and brought to me by his Secretary Mafter 
Bakerswith command to fee them put in execution within my Dioceffe of London; 
to prove which, I have produced the teftimony of Matter Dobfon, who affirmed it 
to betrue.  Fiftly, for the purging fome paflages out of Bifhop Hals and Bifhop 
Davenants Letter, and imprifoning Matter Butter for printing them. I anfwer, 
that the fame was done by my Chaplaine, as being contrary to his Majesties Pro- 
clamation and Declaration, and Bifhop Hall him(elfe at laft contented to it, and was 
well fatisfied upon the reafon given him by my Chaplaine, that ic was forthe 
quiet of the Church ; and therefore for the Printer of his owne head to put it in, 
deferved exemplary punifhment. ‘Sixtly, there is no proofe that the Artic’es of 
Irreland were reverfed by my procurement, it was done by the Convocation there; 
where I was not prefent. 
To this was replied in generall, That his endeavours to introduce Arminia= Reply. 
nifme were fo fully cleered by the premifed evidence, and his protection both of 
the Authors, and fomenters of it, that impudency it felfe would bluth to deny it. 
That the fe(uits Letter which he had in his cuftody endorfed with his owne hand 
did fully difcover tohim, that the planting and introducing Arminiani{me here in 
England, was their Plot and chief Engine to (ubvert our Religion: And though it makes 
no particular mention of him,yet it informes their Superiour and others,that the 
Arminians had locked up the Dukes eares already 5 a Periphrafis of himfelte (the Dukes 
Earwig, as he was then ftiled) who had his eare more then any : His compliance 
therefore with the Arminians, notwith{tanding they were but the Jefuits inttru- 
ments to drive on their defignes, as he certainly knew by this Letter, much agra~ 
yates his crime, andmakes excecdingly againft him: True it is, there are fome 
ftrange paflages, concerning Parliaments in this Letter, but himielfe hath as bad 
or worfe in his Diary, and Anfwer to the Remonstrance of the Commons Anno 
1628. therefore certainly he difliked not thefe in this Letter. oS 
Particularly,this replication was retorted to thefe his anfwers;Firft,that he was 
a profeffed patriot of the Arminians perfons, Books, Tenens, and particularly 
of Bifhop Mountaguess of whofe caufe he was moft anxious and inquifitive;whom 
he acquainted with his Majefties {peciall favour to him while he lay under the 
cloud of the Parliaments difpleafure, his receiving all informations or {peeches 
againft his Erronious booke; whofe proceedings in Parliament, when there 
ueftioned, were daily reprefented to, and referved carefully by him; whofe ill. 
book and opinions were in fundry conferences particularly juftified by him, 
whofe preferments proceeded originally from him,and with whom he held moft 
§ntimate correfpondency till his death, asthe forecited paffages in his owne Di- 
ary, and alleaged evidence proves moft fully : For his advancement by Sir Dudly 
Carltons meanes, it is but a bare furmife, contrary to the Dockguet Book to excufe 
himfelfe ;. The Proclamation. for calling in his book proceeded from the Parlia- 
ments profecution, of him, not from this Bifhops carey who ordered it fo, that 
it proved the chiefe inftrument of promoting Arminianifme, by hindring all 
writing and preaching againft it what in him lay, he informing the world.in 














the very Proclamation it {elfe, that the Author was punifhed onely with a good 
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Bifhoprick for writing this Book,& highly advanced maugre three feverall Par« 
{iaments complaints and cppofition s In briefe, the Commons Remonfirance is a 
fuficient evidence of his guilt and no flander at all (ashe flanderoufly tearnies 
it) being verified by fo many proofs : Secondly, his anfwer to the Remon ftrance 
of the Commons is full of bitternefle, fawcinefle, {candals againitt the Parlia- 
ment, charging them with untruths in the higheft degree, onely for {peaking 
that: which was moft true: That he was: commanded to returne this anfwer to 
it by the King himfelfe, without any fuit of his owne, is very imiprobable,and 
reftson him to prove, which he hath not done: However, he proves not that 
he did exceed his Commiffion.. And whereas he alleageth by way of excufe, 
that his anfwer to it was never publifhed, truly this was his griefe, as appeares 
by his owne endorfment of it, and no a&tof his, who defired to have it printed 
then. Whereas he pretends he durft not have anfwered it, had ‘not the King 
commanded him; certainly he that durft controll the Kings owne Letters Pa- 
tents, under his Seale,(as he did in the cafe of the collection forthe Palatinate, 
‘and fundry other particulars given in evidence againft him,) revoke the Kings 
own pardons ‘and prohibitions to the high Commiflion,faying,they fhould not 
ferve the turn 5 -yea, deprive the King of his Soveraignty,that he fhould not re- 
lieve nor pardon any man cenfured in the high Commifiion, though never fo 
unjuftly ; that hath prefumed fo frequently to break off Parliaments, yea,to re- 
folve to diffolve them before they were called, In cafe they prove peevifh,ec.and to 
write fo of Parliaments as he hath done in other papers, durft write fuch an an- 
fwer as this without any royall mandate to encourage him: And this his an= 
‘fwer to the Comnions Vote againft Arminianifme demonftrates 5 which is 
fraught with tranfcendent contempt of their authority and proceedings therein 
‘bafely {corned,feoffed at: And the reafons given therin,prove that it was no pri- 
vate note to fatisfie himfelf alone,but a paper purpofely complied to incenfe the 
King & others againft the Commons, as the comparing it with fome paflages of 
‘his Diary, and diffolving of that very Parliament in difcontent {oon after, will 
eafily demonftrate: For ‘the Statutes obje€ted, they prove no fuch thing as is 
pretended, cur Parliaments in ‘all Ages (not the Convocation, who are but on 
ly affiftants to the Houfes in matters of Religion, when their advice is required 
having been thefole Judges, Law-givers, determiners of all Ecclefiafticall af- 
faires, matters of Religion, as we can prove by 4 infinite Prefidents = Thirdly, the 
calling in,fapprefling,burning of all the forecited books againitArminianifme,

it Was onely by prohibitions, full fore againft his will, for the bringing where? 
of he thréatned to lay them by the heels However, thofe that efcaped bef were 
there profecuted fundry yeers, put to great attendance and expence,' many of 
them iniprifoned, and theit books all loft or privately burnt by his direction; 
without ‘any. cenfure of the Court at'all 5 as Bifkop Carltens Book againf} Mountae 
ge, and Matter Prynnes Perpetnity, though both publikely-licenfed by Archbifhop 
Abbots Chaplaines 3 Bilhop Downbams Book (as this Aschbifhops owne Letter to 
Bilhop Uber manifefts’ was’ called in by his inftigation ohely ; to colour which 
he procured a mandate fromthe King; ‘and his owne endor{ment proves, that 
Dottor Sutcliffes Book “whs ‘fuppreffed :m the Preffe by his procurement: For 
Doktor Fackson, he could not but know him to be a profefled Arminian, being 
fo. reported by all,’ and declating himfelfe to be one -both in’ his Epiftle and 
Book, which, though complained of, was Never fuppreffed nor queftioned,nar= 
withftanding his Majefties Proclamation apd Declaration : For the Hisforical 
Narration (the vileft impotter ever thraft ipon oar Church’) it was licenfed by 
ron his 
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his Chaplain Dottor Martin, with his owne privity ; the calling of it in was the 
a& of Archbifhop Abbot, upon Mafter Prynnes complaint; and the publike fcan. 
dall it gave, much againft this Bifhops will, who hath ever fince connived at the 
fale of them. The turning away this his Chaplaine for it, is buta falfe fur- 
mife, for he promoted him to the Headfhip of Queens Colledge in Cambridge, and 
a very great living to boot, inftead of bringing him into the high Commiffion ; 
and was he not then feverely punithed for fo grand a crime ? Fourthly,though 
the Proclamation and Declaration prohibiting preaching and writing on thefe 
controverlies,were the Kings in name and title,yet they were originally this Bi- 
fhops meer plot and contrivance, to fuppreffe all Books, Difputes, Sermons againft 
Arminiani{me, to ufher it in the fafter without any oppofition ; the Arminians un- 
der pretext hereof, having liberty to preach,to print their errors,without check 
or cenfure, as our evidence abundantly proves, he making them meer {nares to 
entangle all confciencious , zealous, orthodox men; Minifters and others, 
whofe zeale excited them to appeare againft thefe dangerous difturbers of our 
Churches and Kingdomes peace, in Prefle, Schooles or Pulpit : For Mafter Fords 
and his complices fevere cen{ures in Oxford, even to expulfion ‘and banifhment, 
‘they proceeded meerly from his own violent profecution,as the Ev4dence unan- 
fwerably proves 5 the Kings and Counfels cenfiires being principally fteered by 
his compatfe,the chiefe ator, profecutor, and Judge in this caufe’: And where- 
as he pretends, that thofe who preached or printed Arminiani{me were conven- 
ted, cenfuredin the Unverfities and elfwhere, as well as thofe who preached 
againft it; let him name but one Scholler, Minifter, that was ever imprifoned, 
deprived, filenced, profecuted in the high Commiflion, or caft out of favour for 
preaching, writing, printing Arminianifme, and then perchance he may be cre- 
dited ; but furely not one fiich prefident can be found: Whereas Matter Mountaé 
gue was made a Bifhop, Doftor Harfnet an Archbifhop, Doétor Lin/ey promoted 
to two Bifhopricks, Doétor Potter’ madea Deane, (to omit fundry others’) and 
Dottor Duppa made the Princes Tutor, Deane of Chrift-Church, amd a Bifhop 
too, becaufe he was an Arminian. ‘True it is, that we find in the Univerfity Re- 
gifter of Oxford, pag. 50. that ‘one Mafter Robert Rainsford fince a Do&or) tea 
ching divers Arminian T enents in a Sermon at Saint Maries,in defence of Eleéi- 
on from foreleen Faith, and Univer{all Grace; was upon Dotor Prideaux his com- 
Jaint, not long after the expulfion of Mafter Ford and Mafter Hodges, conven= 
ted before the Heads, and enjoyned a very {lender Recantation,in as partiall terms 
as might be; not of his Arminian errours (which he hath oft fince broached) bue 
of his difobedience to his Majeffies Declaration, recorded in thefe tearmes : 


- eT HerasJ Robert Rainsford preaching at Saint Maries 72 Oxford 
, the 12:day of Auguft 1632.4ud falling upon [ome paynts, hia 
by veafon of theagztat ron of them, have caufed trouble sn the Church, have 
been forbidden to be preached on, both by his Majesties Declaration, ana 
by bis expreffe Order to the Vtce-Chancellour at \Woodftock, ( whereof 
having left the Univerfity for the Hace of two yeers and upwards, I was 
altogether ignorant) have thereby incurred his Majestres athleafure, and 
was therefore worthily convented Ly the Vice- Chancellour ; I doe freely and 
humbly acknowledge my difobedience, and am hart sly forry for the fame, de- 
fiving thofe that are to be my Judges, upon my. promife of better behaviour, 
hereafter, to accept this my unfained acknowledgement, and to be favoura- 
ble untome, 21. Auguft 1632. Robert Rainsford. 


This was all his cenfure, farre different from Mafter Fords and Matter Hodes 
though 
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though after their punifhment, and fo his offence farre greater then theirs, who 
did not begin the quarrell, nor kindlethe fire of the Arminian Controverfies in 
Oxford, but their Oppofites, who efcaped {cot-free, and were promoted by this 
Archbifhop himfelfe for oppofing, when they were thus feverely handled for 
maintaining the truth. Soin London the Anti- Arminians Were generally filenced, 
fupprefled, the Arminians connived at, advanced, encouraged by this Prelate, 
under pretext of this Declaration, as the Commons in Parliament complained in 
their forecited Remonsfrance,and as we have proved by fundry inftances, to which 
he returnes no anfwer, and fo ftand confeffed by his filence.. For Cambridge 
Uniuerfity;we know he was Vifitor there, though not Chancellour, and had as 
" great an influence upon it, if not power and activity in It, as in Oxford, giving 
all encouragement to the Arminian party there, advancing them to Headfhips 
and other preferments. For the Confiderations they are written with his owne 
| hand, favour of his ftile, {pirit : That Bifhop Har/net:was the compiler of them, 
is but his owne averment, without proofe or probability ; and admit they were 
his in the penning, yet certainly they were his owne in the contriving , execu 
ting ; and fo were the Inifruéiions, though drawne up in his Majefties name, and 
fent to Archpithop Abbots who mutt be ordered to fend them inclofed in a Let- 
ter unto hinf$ onely to colour the Plot, as if it werenot his 3 whereas the Ori-

Fiftly, the purging of thofe objected innocent, orthodox paflages, even out 
of two Bifhops Letters by his Chaplaine, was certainly by his owne command, 
elfe his Chaplaine durit not be fo bold with his Superiours of fuch note and 
eminency, who if they confented to this purgation at all, it was onely as Mari- 
ners confent to throw over fome of their goods into the Sea in a ftorme, leatt: 
the whole Ship and fraight fhould be loft ; either this mutt be expunged, or the 
whole Book fuppreffed 5 and all under pretext of his Majesties Declaration and the 
Churebes peace ; neither of which could reftaine Arminian Books from the Preffe : 
And whether the Stationer, Butter, deferved to be imprifoned without Baile or 
Mainprize in the Fleet, to be Articled againft in the high Commiffiony to fu~ 
ftaine the loffe ofall his Books, and fuffer other penalties for printing thefe paf- 
fages, the beft part of his Book; (without which, the Leiters themfelves were 
meere Ciphers, fragments,) let-the indifferent judge, till the Archbifhop can 
produce an Arminian S tationerspunifhed in this fort for printing ArminianTrea- 
tifes, contrary to the Kings Proclamation and Declaration, 

Sixtly, our Evidence fufficiently proves, that the revocation of the Articles of 
Ireland proceeded orinally from. him 5 who was virtually, though not corporally 
prefent there in Doétor Bramball, Matter Chappley and his other Arminian inftru-

abominable Herefie : So that all particulars of this his heavy Charge ftick ftill faft 
upon him. ;

with a Croffe, enjoyning Auricular confeffion, I could not hinder it, nor ‘his 
practife of confeffion being in Ireland :. And for the paflages objetted out of mine 
Owne Speech in Star-chamber, that they imply and nédellarily inferre the popifh 
Doctrine of Tran{ubitantiation, and the giving of divine worfhip to the Altar, even’ 
the fame that is givento God. 1 anfwer, thatneither of thefe can be inferred. 
from thence ; for my words onely imply, that Christs body is truly and really prefent ine 
the Sacrament 5 yet not corporally, but in a {pirituall manner, and {ois received 
by us;which is no more then Matter Calvin himfelfe affirmes on the ¥ Cor.1 1.2: 
where thus he writes: Neque enim mortis tantum & Refurrectionis jue beneficium nobys. 
offert Christus, fed corpus {uum in quo paffus eft & Relurrexit ¢Concludo, RE AL ITER:

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Fifcly, for. the Palfgraves Religiony it is proved to becalledin by him, who hath 
the happineffe to forget all the evil deeds which he cannot juftifie,though others 
(weare them: And it was not contrary to the Kings Declaration (which him- 
felfe originally contrived) in the Kings intention, but in his owne perverting of 
it, to fuppreffe the truth. Sixtly, the hindering of the reprinting of Matter Fox, 
Bifhop fewel and Doktor Willets Works, was certainly his owne act, Because 
done by colour of this S tar-chamber Decree, procured by himfelfe for this very ‘

Ninthly, the queftioning of Matter Piynne, Malter Burton, with their Printers 
and Stationers in the High Commiffion; for their Books againft Doétor Cofins 
his popery, Babel no Bethel; Baiting of the Popes Bull, and the like, was originally his 
ait alone, not the Courts, which did naught in it but by his inftigation: Theic 
getting off thence was by Prohibitions, fore againft his will, where elfe he refolved 
toruinethem. Mafter Burtons an{wering the Popes Bull by licenfe, deferved no 
queftioning at the Counfell Table, and was certainly no Libel! at all, unleffe the 
Pope or his Partifans deemed it fuch to them: His Books, then were, no trouble 
to the Church, and therefore it was ftrange and moft unjuft he fhould be trou- 
bled for them ; yea, his imprifonment without Baile (which he tendered) when,

Cozens his Cozening Devotions 5 Hiftriomaftix, with other foreniamed Imprefli- 
ons did) he prefently fuppreffed, burnt them, queltioned the Authous, Printers, 
Difperfers, Licenfers of them, both in the High Commifion and Starachambey too; 
where Mafter Prynne by his meanes; was cenfured in the higheft degree of extre- 
mity for his Hiftriomaftix, a licenfed Book, and Mafter Buckner too, who licerifed 
it, fined by this Archbifhop himfelfe and that Court ; therefore this a& of his 
Chaplaines muft reft upon his own head, and the guilt thereof lye heaviedt upon 
him, whofe fault it was to make choyce of fach, and to entruft them in this 
kind, As for his excufe of his many other'grand imployments, which fo ens 
sroffed his time, that he had no leifure to perufe what Books weretendred and 
licenfed for the Preffe, it is fo fare from being any excufe, that it aggavates his 
crime : Certainly the prefervation of our Religion in its purity, the keeping out 
all Popifh innovations in Ceremony, Doctrine, Worfhip, and the {uppreflion of 
Popifh errours, Books, Doétrines, were the principal] things of all others, which 
his Place, Calling, yea, his Majeftics truft engaged him to look unto; for him 
then to neglect this principall ‘paft of his Epifcopall duty, the frequent prea~ 
ching of Gods Word (he feldome appearing in the Pulpit after he became Arch- 
bifhop and a Privy Counfellour)}to drowne himfelfe in all manner of fecular 
imployments in the Star-chamber, Counfél-Chamber, eae {pending his 
time in proling about, Tobacco's Licenfes, illegal Taxes, Proje ssMonopolies of 
all forts, contraty to the Lawes and.

knowne Popith and Arminian Chaplains did. Tentlily, to his excufes touching:

fide; That this:Epiftle was fupprefled, we may thank, not the Archbifhop, but 
Matter Prynn’s Croffe-bill,who but a few weeks after was ill requited with abloody 
barbarous cenfure for his paines, and fent. away hence clofe prifoner, firlt, 
into North-Wales, then into Ferfey, where none mutt have ie unto hiin, to 
prevent any more fuch oppofitions , difcoveries of popifh Bookes and Bils 
again{t them. For Doétor Heylins Books complained of, they, were fome of them 
purpofely written by the Archbifhops owne command, as he hath confeffed (to 
witsthat again{t Mr.Burton & Antidotum Lincolnienfes )& licenfed by hisown Chap- 

Jaines; therefore they concerne him much: For Doétor Pocklingtons Popifh Im- 
preflions, they were perufed by himfelfe, yea, publifhed by his direction withou¢ 
the Do&tors privity, as his Petition manitefts 5 therefore his ¢enfure for writing 
them, will beno excufé for his owne publifhing, or his Chaplaines auchorizing 
them without the Doors knowledge or defire; For Bifhop Mountagues Books, 
they were all bound up (moft of them with his Armes very rightly gilt) and pie- 
fented to him by Moxntague himfelfe 5 after that, entertained by him in his Study, 
juftified by him in private conferences, yea, the later of them exprefly fubmitted 
to'his judgement , ‘difpofe, and licenfed. by his Chaplaines 5, and yet are they 
nothing to him:?

that himfelfe'was ever'y way as: Popifh, ras good aifriend to Popery ds his Grace: 
Secondly, for Saint Augustinés-faying, we approveiit, confefling,that every Pam= 
phlet weakly written againft Popery- is, mot fit to: paffel the Prefle; But this con- 
cernes not thofe two Treaties, written ‘by. a.conyertéd Papift'of, eminent rank, 
with excellent folidity;judgement, learning, which muft not be’ licerifed3 not 
upon any'ptetext of weaknefle or want: of folidity ‘in .chem (never fo much.as 
once objeted;;) but onely becaufe Sir Edwaril. Hungerford. would. not \condifcend 
ahat the forecitéd claules againft the Pope and Popery (fome. of them taken out 
of Popifh Authors themfelves) fhould beexpunged out of his Fathers Works, to 
martilate them. That thefe Books were fince printed without thofe, purga- 
tions, isnq thanks tothe Archbifhop nor his.Chaplaine, who would not Jlicenfe 
thei: vnileffe firtt purged, :and the licenfing of them: without fuch purgations by 
others, proves ftrongly,that there wasno juft grounds of, purging.tliem, but one- 
ly to gratifie the Pope and popery. |, Fourthly, webeleeve his anfwer true, that 
he intruded himfelfe out of a polypragmaticall humour into fo many fecular im; 
ployments,.as he had little time to pertife Books,or preach the,Gofpell ; but this 
is only his crinie,not his excufe : However, fince he'could find fo: much leifure 
upon all occafions to perfecute godly Miniftérs;: {uppreffe Orthodox Books, Le- 
ures, Prayers, advante:Arminianif{me, Popéry, ;and popith defignes, he might 
by like reafon have found-out time enough to‘have perufed thefe finall Treatifes 
or at leaft the.claufes excepted againft by his Chaplaine, upon Sir Edward Hunger- 
ford’s complaint, being-a Gentleman of quality and fortune. .,. Fiftly, the latex 
part of his anfwer proves, that it was altogether bootlefle for any man to com 
plaine to him of his Chaplaines abufes ini purging out Patlages againit Popery, 
and that;he was refolved to heare no complaints of this kind, much leffenot te 
redreffe them: His reafons rendred for:it are, moft abfurd. . The firlt.is, becaufe 
this would difcourage his Chaplaines from. being Licenfers ; Ic feemes by this 
Yyy 2 they 
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they were foreally, fozealoufly popifh, that they muft not be checked or cone 
trolled inthe leaft kind for purging out ought againft Popes, Popery, Papifts, 
for feare of difcouragement, no, not by/himéelfe ; or fo wafpith and felf-willed 
(like himfelfe) that they would fling up their very Office of licenfing, if they 
might not have their wils, to obliterate what they pleafed, without any firperi~ 
our controll : But this is but apretence, for Dottor Bray hiinfelfe rendred this 
as the trtie reafon of hie refufall to licénfe thefe claufes: to Sir Edward 5-That they 
would offend thofe of the Roman Religion, againft whom no barfh phrajes muff be ufed, we be- 
ing now in a faire Way to win them (vize by reconciling our felves to theins hot therm 
to us) therefore they muft be either exploded, or the Book left unprinted. The fecond rea- 
fon is yet thore abfard, taken from his owne eafe and quiet, that he fhould have 
been perpetually troubled with imployments and clamours of this nature, &e, 
It feems it was his Chaplaines conftant practice by his owne direction; to purge 
out all fharpe paflages againft the Pope, popery, and popifh Innovations out of 
new licenfed Books, os elfe the reafon would not hold; for did they it but rare- 
ly, not ufually, he thould not have been perpetually difturbed with fuch com- 
plaints as this of Sir Edwards: But be it fo or not, yet certainly it was nomore 
then his place and duty required,to heare and redreffe al] jut complaints of this 
kind againft his Chaplains when they did amiffe, elfe Authors,Stationers, Prin- 
ters, might be moft injuviouily handled, by them, without knowing where to 
complaine orfeek reliefe; for to whom elfe fhould they complaine, but unto 
him, whofe Chaplaines they were; whofeplace, truft; they herein executed by 
his own appointment ? Or who elfe fhould or durft right them herein if injured, 
but himfelfe? and if it were no trouble for him to {pend whole dayes,: weeks, 
yeers, in advancing unlawfull oppreffive: Loane, Monopolies, Projects, Impofi- 
tions, Taxes, tooppreffethe. Subjects, contrary to, and incorifittent with his 
Archiepifcopall funétion 5 with what face could he deem it any trouble or vexa~ 
tion to fpare one hour or two each moneth or yeer in hearing; examining fuch 
juft complaints againft his Chaplaines;when they fo grofly offended? This an= 
fwer therefore plainly remonftrates, that he wasinflexibly refolved his Chap- 
laines fhould purge out all notable paiiages again{t the Pope, Popery;, and pos 
pifh errours, no doubt by his owne fpeciall direction given to them: Therefore 
fet who would:complaine thereof, he muft goe without redrefle, and fubmit to 


his Chaplaines pleafure, elfe: his whole Volume mutt goe unlicenfed; be it never 


fo ufefull; fo neceflary for our Religions juft defence ; which manifefts the tranf&= 
cendent height of his andhis Chaplaines refolutions, «theirarbitrary, uncon= 
trolable proceedings to fet up popery' without: oppofition , by thefé Pur-

To this I anfwer, Firft, that Mafter Mountague'was not preferred by me to any 
Bifhoprick, neither is the Docquet Book any good proofe thereof, but he was 
preferred to it by Sir Dudly Carltons meanes $ true itis, I was at his confecration, 
but that was by command, andI could not refufe or refift it : Befides, ‘he was a 
great Scholler, therefore thought worthy of preferment by the King.. Second- 
ly, for Do&tor Manwaring, | did not preferre him, but it‘was his Majefties pleafure 
to beftow a Deanary, and after that a Bithoprick on him in regard of his fuffer- 
ings for his fervice, notwithftanding his fentence, and he commanded meto 
confecrate him, which command J had no power to withftand or oppofe, being 
bound by Law and the duty of my Place to obey it.

To this was replied, Firft; that we have as cleerly proved as the Sunne at noon’ 
day, that Moxntague was protetted, advanced by him, and that incontemptof 
the Parliament,by his owne Diary; the Docquet Book, Bifhop Moantagues owne 
Letter of thanks to him-for his favour and prefermients, which he hath no way 
an{wered ; “as for his preferment, that it was by Sir Dudly Carltons meanes, it ig 
but a bare farmife of his owne, without proofe or colours and for his prefence 


at

at his confecration, it was meerly voluntary to countenance him, net by com- 
mand for ought appeares. Secondly, it appeaves, moft cleerly by the Evidence 
given, that Do&tor Manwaring was advanced both to his Deanary and Bifhoprick 
by his means & recommendations alone, for the differvice he had done the King- 
dome by thofe Sermons for which he was juitly fentenced in Parliamént,and the 
ill offices he had fince done our Church, by introducing Stone-Altars, Copes, with 
other Popi(h Reliques, Ceremonies thereinto 5 that he was thus advanced afid con- 
fecrated a Bifhop by him in dire& affront of the Parliaments cenfure, difabling 
him from all future preferments, we have fully proved: And whereas he layes 
the Odium of his preferments onely upon the King to.excufe himfelfe, ic is but his 
owne bare allegation, without any fhadow of proofe, and that in his owne cafe, 
for his owne defence, therefore not to be credited: But admiit it true, yet fince 
himfelfe was prefent at his cenfure in the Lords Houfe, upon the Commons im- 
peachment of him, recorded it in his Diary, and was accuifed for having a finger 
in his Sermons, and licenfing them for the Prefle, it was his duty to have ac- 
quainted his Majefty with, and minded him of this his ¢enfure, difabling him for 
ever from all furch prefermenits in our Church, to have oppofed his preferment, 
and withftood his confecration and Mountagues too; the rather,becaufe every man 
before any Bifhops confecration, hath free liberty to put in any juft exceptions 
againft him, there being a publike Inftrument folemnly potted up in the Arches 
at Bow, before every Bithops confecration (as a neceflary formality) giving pub+ 
like notice, That {uch a one i to be confecrated the Bifhop of {uch a Dioceffe uch aday, and 
fisnifyingsthat if any perfon can take any juft exceptions againft himand {hem good cauje why 
be (bould not be confecrated, be (hall be heard. In regard wheréof, this Archbifhop 
ex. Officio, might, yea ought to have fhewed the Lords publike cenfure of Manwa- 
ring, asajutt legall Plea, why he fhould not be confecrated a Bifhop Cas Matter 
Fones the Printer did in a legal! way obje& Bifhop Mountagaes Popifh and Armi- 
nian Books, with the proceedings pending againft him in Parliament for the « 
fame, is ajult caule why he fhould not be made a Bifhop, yet he could not be 
heard nor prevaile therein: ) therefore the neglect of this his truft, duty,contras 
tyto Law, and his recommending, confecrating him to be a Bifhop, in affront of 
the Parliaments Judgement which difabled him, muft needs bea tran{cendent 
crime, no wayes mittigated, but aggravated, by his falfe difloyall exculess 
Thirdly, for Bithop Neale, he was ever reputed a Popijh and Arminian Prelate, a pers 
fecutor of all orthodox, godly Minitterssa preferrer of popifh Arminian Clergy- 
men, making choyce of ficl for his Chaplaines, for fuch a one was he ane 
to his Majefty by the Honfe of Commions in their Remonftrance Anno 1628. and 
complained of in’ fundry Parliaments before his advaticement to Winchester or 
Yorke: For his pretended worth, all the Court knew very well he had little 
worth or learning in himy. being unable to preach, write, difpute; not preach- 
ing’ once in a'dozen yeers or more: For his preferments and Court-offices; they 
were gained, niaintained by flattery; fymony,and his bafe remporizing fervilitys 
heferving as.a ready Inftrumenit upon 4lb occafions to introduce any popilh Inno# 
vaftons in the Churchyjand fet-on foot any opprefling projééts in the State :Ther- 
_fore his preferment of {uch arn i} Inftrament Cwho' firft advanced and brought 
this: Arch-Pielat' into favour at Court) is mo wayes excufable. Fourthly, Do- 
Stor Wrenwas before his advancement to aBifhoprick,s a profelied Arniinian, a 
fapertitious, popith, diffolute, impious, ‘corrupt! Clergy-man ‘ and fo reputed 
by: alls thereforea'fit Chaplaine to promote the Spanith Match and De ignes te 
feduce his Majefty,when in Spaine,from our Religions and his pe a A ape 
fitious, popith proceedings fincehe was niade Bifhop;hiave more or peaks ; 
what-he-wasbefore : All or'moft of which being. in purfuance of the Arc pies Ps 
Nftruéions, Injunctions to him (as his Annuall Accourit of his pitente 
hint evidence) himfelfe who promoted hinp and: thems niaft be more guity of, 


aind'refponfible for tlrem,titen Wren wage who yet may fuffer for them ares 
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time. Fiftly, Doctor Linfeys fchollerfhip is notin queftion, but his Arminian, 
popifh inclination and opinions, which were fo much the more dangerous, 
by reafon of his great reputed learning and {chollerthip ; the greateft Schollers, 
it unfound, being the moft pernicious feducers, and unfitteft to be preferred of all 
others : That he was promoted by Bifhop Neales meanes, is a bare allegation of 
his owne without proofe; that himfelfe preferred him is cleere by the Docquet 
Booke ; how much he was tainted with Popery and Arminianifme, Mafter Smart 
and Mafter Walker have depofed upon Oath, ahd his prefumption in bringin 

Santia Clara to him, eveh when he was about to publith his Book, to acquaint him 
with his perfon and defigne of reconciling us thereby to the Church of Rome, 
(which himfelfe records under his owne hand) is a fufficient confirmation of 
their teftimony and his intimacy with him, after which he yet preferred him ; 
For Mafter Smarts quarrell with him at Durham, it was onely for his Arminia- 
nifme, popifh Tenets,and Innovations there broached, introduced, and {0 his te= 
ftimony the more credible, he then complaining againft him in Parliament for 
its for the Docquet Booke, it is not fimply, that the King fignified his pleafure by 


this Archbifhops for Do&tor Linfeys 5 and thofe others preferments, but that it 


was by Order from the Archbifbop of Canterbury, therefore no doubt by his procure- 
ment, confent and approbation, who had engroffed the fole difpofall of all pre- 
ferments Ecclefiafticall.  Sixtly, to that he objects, that however thefe were af- 
feted, yet none can objet any Arminianifme or Popery to him : We reply,that 
his conftant advancing and favouring of fuch perfons, isa very ftrong evidence 
of his inclination to both 5 and our evidence already produced to prove it, is {a 
full, that it unavoidably manifefts him guilty in the higheft Degree of both. Fi- 
nally he gives no anfwer to the other popifh and Arminian Bifhops preferments 
by himfelfe, and fo confefleth it. : | 

The fecond thing I am » charged with, is the preferring of Doétor Potter and 
Doétor Fackson, both Arminians, and Popith Doctor Cofins to Deanaries. 
~’Lanfwer, Firft, that Doétor Potter was a learned man, an there was no.proofe 
eis an Arminian, but by hear-fay. Secondly, for Doctor Cofins, I named foureé 
to the King for the Deanary of Peterberough, whereof he was one, and the King 
pitched upon him by reafon of his poverty and loffes by the Scots, Thirdly, 
for Do&tor Fackson,he was a learned man and honeft, for which caufel did prefer 
him. 

To which was replied, Firft, that we proved dire&ly Do&tor Potter was a pro= 
felled Arminian,by Do&tor Featlies teftimony,and fo known, reputed to be by alk 
in the Univerfity of Oxford,fo as none can deny it; yea he preferred him as he was 
thus inclined, not as a learned man ; his learning making him‘onely capable of 
doing more mifchiefe in propagating his Arminian errours. Secondly, that he 
recommended Doétor Cofins to the King, and th Deanary, is cleerby the Dac~ 
quet Book and his own confeffion;that he put any other. in competition with hin 
Is uncertainie: Aowever, he carried the Deanary by his recommendation’; and 
for htm to advance a perfon fo popith, fo fuperfititious,{o infamous, fo oft com= 
plained againft in Parliament for popery, as this Do&tor was, who had done fo 
much mifchiefe in our Church, upon any pretext, was, no doubt, a grand of- 
fence. Thirdly, Doétor Facksons civill converfation and learning, made his er- 
rous and preferment more dangerous, more pernicious ; his Arminian errours, 
not his Learning or Honefty being the ground of his advancement to this dig- 
nity, and of thofe other Deanes preferments, to which he hath given no.an- 
wer. | 1% 

The third thing o objected againft me, is mry encroachment upon the Lord

whom; as for Doctor Weekes he was none of my Chaplaine, . but the Bifhop of 
Londons, and by him preferred. | | 

To which was replied, Eirft, that Matter Old{morth exprefly depoted, and the 
Earle of Pembroke himfelfe averred the contrary, that he encroached on the Lord 
Chamberlaines Office, and preferred thefe Chaplaines to the King. Secondly; that 
many of them were his owne Chaplaines, therefore doubtleffe {pecially recom- 
mended to the King by himfelfe, and no other. Thirdly, the King ertrufting 
him with all Ecclefiafticall affaires.and preferments, no man elfc but himfelte 
could preferre any to be Chaplaines to the King, but by his approbation or afli- 
france firft obtained ;/ yea, no other perfon durft encroach upon the Lord Cham- 
berlaines Office in this kind but he.. Fourthly, we thall prove Dottor Weekes to 
be his owne Chaplaine, by! a Catalogue of bis Chaplaine:, written with his owne 
hand, affixed to the end of his Diary, which was produced and read 5 in which 
Catalogue Doftor Weekes his name was found Regiltred among others of his 
Chaplaines ; therefore his impudency and falfhood in denying it, was moft into- 
lerable : Hereupon the Avchbithop being fo confounded, that he could not deny 
it ;confefled he was hisChaplain,but he had quite forgotten itsby reafon he lived 
at London-boxfe, and was that Bifhops houfhold Chaplaine, which the Commons 
Counfell faid, was a very poore excufe for fo palpable,fo groffe an untruth,aver- 
red with fo much confidence. 








The fourth thing p objected againft me is, my preferring of Arminians, and Qpje, 4; 
perfons popithly affetted, in the Univerfities ; as Door Jackson and others in p Here p.39- 


Oxford, Doctor Martin in Cambridge, and Matter Chapple in Ireland. 

1 anfwer 3 Firft, that Doctor Fackson was a learned,man, and honeft, and for 
ought I know orthodox. Secondly, Doctor Martin was my houfhold Chaplain 
for atime, but not knowne to me to bean Arminian, , Thirdly, Malter Coapple 
had a great name in the Univerfity of Cambridge fora great Scollers which made 
ame preferre him ; what he did maintaine in Ireland as but by hear-fay, fince I pre- 
ferred him, and there was no complaint ever madetome again him, by Do&ter 
Hoyle or any other. 

"To which was replied Firft, that he anfwered not to the maine charge, 
againft him, in making ill Vice-Chancellours as well as Heads of houfes in Ox- 
ford: To thatto which he offers an anfwer, we give this Reply ; that Doéor 
Fackson was a profefled Arminian, though learned and honetts therefore no fit 
man tobe Prefident of fo famous a Colledge as Corpus Christi, Secondly, that 
Doétor Martin was profefled: Arminian, and declared himfelfe fo by licenfing 

Arminian Books, and maintaining Arminian.errous in his Sermon at Pauls-Croffe 
when he was his owne houfhold Chaplaine; all which was knowne and com- 
plained of to Himéelfe; therefore unfit to be made Matter of a Colledge in Cam- 
bridve, or any otherof his Straine, to which he gives no anfwer. Thirdly, that 
Mafter Chapple hada great name in the Univerfity, of Cambridge and in Londonis 
true, but it was onely for amof dangerous Arminian, who leavened the whole 
Colledge wherein he liveds and many of the Univerfity with his peftilent errors 5 
therefore a moft unfitting man for him to make Provoft and chiefe Goyernour 
of the Univerfity and Colledge in Dublin, where Do&or Hoyle exprefly depofeth, that 
he broached not onely Arminians but dangerous PopifhErrogrs, of which it was 
gn vaine to complaineto the Archbifhop, who adyanced and countenanced him 


herein.

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To this I anfwer; Firft, that I encroached riot upon either of theirrights « 
True it is, there being a difference between the Lord Keeper Coventry andthe Lord 
Cottington, Mafter of the Court of Wards, about the prefentation towards livings 
in the Kings gift 3 I took cccafion thereupon to informe his Majefty, that till 
the-controverfie were decided between them, he might doe well to difpofe of 
thefe livings himfelfe, for the encouragement and reward of fuch young Schol- 
Jers that went to Sea as Chaplaines in his Ships, who had nothing to live on af- 
ter their returne from Sea, till they went forth againe; which motion the 
King approving of very well,committed the difpofing of thefe livings according- 
ly to my charge, without my defire or fuit. Secondly, 1 difpofed of livings to 
divers good and orthodox men, as to Doétor Fackson of Canterbury, and others, 
as well as to the perfons objected, who were not all preferred by me; for Do&or 
Heylin was promoted to his livings by the Earle of Danby, Doétor Baker and Do-

To which was replyed; Firft, that moft of the living belonging to the Lord 
Keeper, and Master of the Wards, were beftowed by him, of which both of them oft 
complained ; therefore he encroached upon both,which none of his Predeceffors 
did: For thofe belonging to the Mafterfhip of the Wards, he confefleth he dit= 
pofed of them by the Kings appointment, but that it was upon the pretended oc- 
cafion, without his feeking or defire (though occafioned onely his motion) we 
know not how to credit his bare word, without better evidence, who hath had 
the impudency to deny his owne hand-writing very often fince his Tryal,and af- 
terwards been enforced to confefie it. Secondly,his collation of Livings upon or= 
thodox good men are fo few, that henames but one[ Docfor Fackson of Canterbury | 
and that when he had fo farre prevailed upon his weakneffe,by a newCathedrall. 
Statute and Oath, as to induce him to Bow to the Altar, ec. as frequently as other 
Prebends (which he hath depofed) to his great fhame, and re-gréet fince ; this 
one Swallow therefore will prove no Spring, no proofe of his ordinary prefer= 
ring orthodox godly men to'livings, which he commonly beftowed on the mo 
rotten Arminians and popifh Clergy-men he could cull out. Thirdly, the Doc- 
quet Booke is exprefle,that Doétor Heylin was promoted to his livings and Preben- 
dary by himfelfe, not by the'Earle ;- that Do&tor Baker and Weekes too were pre- 
ferred by him, not by the Bifhop of London; and Weekes being his owne Chap- 
laine, and Baker made a Prebend of Canterbury(where no man durft interpofe but

The fourteenth thirig obje&ted againft me is, my profecution and fevere pros 
ceedings againtt godly Minitters » for Preaching againft. Arminianifme, Pope- 
ry, and its dangerous increafe among us; as namely againft Mafter Samuel Ward, 
Matter Chauncy.and Matter Bernard. : hot gh ee: 











To this I anfwer ; firft, that thefe perfons Cenfures were the A& of the whole Anfwer. 


High-Commiflion(which is but one body aggregate,for whofe A& no one parti- 
cular man is liableto be queftioned,but the whole Court; )not mine alone(.as an 
A& of Parliament is the A&t of both Houfes,not of any particular Member) who 
gave my voyce alwayes laft,or Jaft but. one;and fo.could not {way theCourt with 
my opinion; not knowne tothe Court till I delivered it, ; after, all had declared 
theirs. Secondly, that the A& of Parliament which -lately abolifhed.the. Star- 
chamber and High-Commifion hath no retrofpect to nullifie the Sentences given in, 
them, but admits them good and valid in Law, not fubjedting the Judges who 
gave them to any punifhment. Thirdly, their Sentences appeared to. me to. be 
jutt, upon juft grounds ; and admit the Seritetices or Proceedings unjuft, yet it is 
-but a mifdemenour in others of the Commiflioners that gave them ; therefore no 
Treafon in me. Fourthly, the Paffages and Sermons for which they, were, Sen- 
eenced werespartly Schifmaticall againft the laudable Ceremonies 0 ‘the Church 
aiid the Kings Declaration; partly Seditious, to infufe feares and jealoufies 
of the increafe of Popery into the peoples mindes, and cafting afperfions ups 
on the Governours.of the Church ; For Mafter Bernards profecution it was upon 
the Complaint of Do&tor Cumber, Vice-Chantellour of Cambridge. Fifely, for 
other Minifters that were ‘queftioned, or fled from hence to New-England; they 
were Non-conformifts, queftioned upon juft complaints; and mott. of them fled 
hence, ouit of a con{cioufneffe of guilt or of a panick feare, before they were que- 

ftioned or purftied.

vernours of the Ghurch therein, they wete in truth meer general] cenfures, with - 
‘out particularizing of fach who juftly deferved them » And it isno calumny, but 
a neceflary duty for Minifters to tell negligent or unfaithful Prelates of their du. 
ties, and reprehend them for their fupineffle when’ they are faulty, 2s well as 
other men. ‘For Mafter Bernard and the eft,’ they were profecuted onely by this 
Archbifhops own inftigation : for all the paflages and proceedings abainft them 
were found in his ftudy,endorfed with his own hand;he was'the perfonto whom 
they made their humble addreffes though without relief,and theonly inexorable 
enemy they met wich; their unjuft cenfures therfore mult reft principally on him, 
who though he voted laft in their condemnation, yet appeared firft in their pro.

The fifteenth charge objeGed againft me's, my endeavours, prattifes, —procee- 
dings to fupprefle preaching Lecturers; Le€tures on Lords.dayes and week-days.s 
and that firlt, by a paper of Confiderations which I tendred to the King. Seconds 
ly, by Inftru&tions extracted out of them "and fent as the Kings, in hisnameand 
authority to both the Archifhops and all Bithops of the Realm,to be put in frit 
execution 
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execution’; by colour whereof many Le&tures, LeCturers were fuppreffed in my 
owne Diocefle of London, and in other Dioceffes, efpecially by Bifhop Mountague, 
Bifbop Wrensand Bifbop Peice 5 as appeares by theirArticles and proceedirigs. Third- 
ly: orders for Combination Leéures. Fourthly, the Kings Letters that none 
fhould be ordained without a Title. Fiftly. the filencing of Matter Leigh and o- 
thers by my dwn direction and Letters figned by me. Sixtly, by fupprefling the 
Feoffees for Impropriations; alledged to be my a& and project. 

To this! anfwer 5 firtt, that thefe Confiderations were otigiaally drawne by 
Bifbop Har{net, not me, who otiely tranfcribed them out of his Copy. Secondly, 
that thefe Inftructions of the King were before I was made Archbifhop, and were 
fent unto meby my Predeceffour in the Kings name to be put in execution in my 
Dioceffe ; whereupon I was bound in duty to fee them executed,being good and 
neceflary 3 the intent of them being principally to bring all Leéturers to con- 
formity, to fuppreffe fingle Lecturers where there were Preaching Minifters, to 
preferve peace between the Minifter and, people, betwixt whom Le&turers in ma~ 





ny places made great contentions, alienating thepeoples affections from their 


Minifters perfon, Miniftry, and raifing divers Schifmes, to the difturbance of 
the Churches peace, As for the Articles, Proceedings and Mifdemeanours of 
Bifbop Wren, Bifbop Mountague and. Bifhop Peirce, they are nothing tome; they 
muft anfwer for themfelves. Thirdly,the Orders for Combination Leétures were 
none of mine, and tended onely to bring men to conformity. Fourthly, the 
Kings Letter, that none fhould be made: without a Title, was toprevent un- 
worthy Ordinatioris, agreeable to ancient Canons, and no harme therein. 
Fiftly, for Mafter Leigh, | received many complaints againft him, that he was a 
{cifmatical] & feditious perfon,wherupon I writ thus to myVicar- generall;If you 
can faften any thing.on him, whereby he may bejuftly cenfured, then to proceed 
againft him, and he finding juft caufe did fufpend him for his non-conformity 5 
fo as in this I did but difcharge my duty, anddeferve noblame. Sixtly, as to the 
Feoffees for impropriations, there was great complaint made to me againft 
them, that their end was to take away the right of patronages from the Church 
to make thofe Minifters they preferred independention the Bifhops,& dependent 
‘wholly on them, and to engroffe moft Ecclefiafticall, preferments into their own 
hands, which I conceiving to be true inic felfe, and that it would prove mifchie. 
vous to the Church, did thereupon by the Kings command, caufe an Informati- 
on to be exhibited againft them, in a legall way, in the Exchequer; where upon 
a full and faire hearing, they were fupprefled, not by me, but by the Judges of 
that Court, who gave fentence againit them ; which fentence was either legall or 
ilegall, juft or unjutt; if ju and legall, chen there was no wrong nor injuftice 
at all dorie in the cafe, and fo no caufe of accufation or complaint againft me, or. 
thofé who gave it ; if illegall and unjuft, the Judges who gave the fentence mutt 
anfwer for it, not 1, who profecuted them onely ina Jegall way, and left them 
to judge according to Law and Juftice: Befides, fomeof the profits:of the pur. 
chafed impropriations, were beftowed towards the maintainance of Lecturers at. 
Saint Antholins, contrary to the truft and intention,and Parfons not wholly con- 
formable to theChurch of England were put into fome of them;therefore I concei-. 
ved that I did but my duty in queftioning & fuppefling them as I did : For Do&or 
Heylins Sernion, it concerties not me, he fpake therein of the Feoffees, according 
as he cotceived of them, and if any thing be miftaken he muft an{wer for it: As 
for Mafter Foxly, I did onely check him for his forwardneffe in this work ,which I 
conceived would prove mifchievous to the Church. 


To which was replied; Firtt, that the originall draught of thefe Confidera= Reply. 


tions was produced under his owne hand ; that it was but a tranfcript out of Bi- 
fhop Har{ncts Copy, the originall Author of them, is but his owne bare {urmife, 
without any proofe or colour: Buc admit Harjnet_firtt contrived them, pee he 


was the onely man that preftnted them to the King, and caufed them to 
. in 
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in execution, to the fuppreflion of Lefturers, Lectures, preaching 5 therefore the 
mifthiefe produced by them muft reft on him alone. Secondly, it is true, the In- 
ftructions were fent to him by his PredecefforAbbor,as from theKing;but we have 
proved,that himfelfe firft procured,contrived, prefented them to the King, to be 
put in execution, and caufed the King to fend them to Archbifhop Abbot,to'com- 
municate them to all the Bifhops of his Province; and fo zealous was he in the 

urfuit of them in his owne Diocefle of London, that he fupprefied many LeGtures 
and Le€turers by colour of them ; yea, fuch was his activity in their original 
contrivance and fubfequent execution, that the Deane and Chapter of Camterba- 
ry certified all their proceedings on them, not to Archbifhop Abbot, but to him, 
being then but Bifhop of London, and complained to him of the Archbithops re- 
niifnefle in feeing them duly executed in fuch fort as theydefired,as we have fully 
manifelted : Therefore all the mifchiefe in’ fupprefling of Lectures and preach- 
ing, by meanes or colour of them, muft light upon his head, the originall con- 
ériver and chiefe profecutor of them 3 yea, all Bifhop Wrens, Bithop Mountagues, 
atid Bifhop Pierces Vifitations Articles, and fuppreflions of preaching, Lecturers 
and Lectures, muft be'attributed to & charged upon him, becaufe they originally 
fprang from thefe Injunctions of his contrivance’; becanfe he was acquainted 
With,and countenanced, approved them in all their wicked proceedings,of which 
they gave a particular annual account to hinr in -writing, found in his Study 
under their owne hands, ‘and never checked but animated them in their perfecu- 
tions, fuppreflions of godly Minifters,Letures, Preaching, Et qui nom prabibet ma- 
lum quot poteft, jubet, is the very refolution ofthe Canon Lam. Thirdly, the Orders 
for Combination Le&tures, tending to fuppreffe or make them meerly fuperttiti- 
ous or ceremoniall  whlefle Ordinances, though not made immediately by him, 
did yet {pritig originally from him, were fent up to,and not revoked, but appro- 
ved by him,’ and Sir Fob Lambe‘his creature, and’ no Bifhops darit to have made 
or enjoyned them without his- previous approbation or direction 5 therefore he 
mutt beare the blame aind guilt of then, Fourthly, forthe Kings Letter touching 


‘Ordination of Minifters, we have proved it to be his owne (the Original] there- 


of being penned, corrected by ‘himfelfe) not the Kings, whom he-over- reached, 
abufed in it: Forthough the pretence and letter of ic feemed very faire and 
neceflary, yet the intention and execution of it by the Archbifhop, was moft im- 
pious, deteftable, to fupprefleLe€turers, Lectures, Preaching, andi deter all pi- 
ous, con{cientious Schollers from the Miniftery, aswe have plentifully manife- 
fied, to. which he hath offered noreply ;, nor: yet to his, prefling’ ef ‘the Book of 
Sports, forthe like purpofe. ‘Fiftly, forhis filencing Matter Leigh and.others Le- 
&urers, his anfwer is very defective, fince he cannot prove him fa¢tious or fcifmas 
ticall,nor yet MalterRandall,they being known to be orthodox and conformable ; 
The onely crime they were guilty of was, that they were diligent, painfull Prea- 
chers, and'did much good antong the people; and therefore his Letter concern- 
ing Mafter Leigh is pofitive, That if nothing cambe fastenedon bim, whereby he may be 
cenjured; HOWEV E RB let bimnot obtaine any. licenfe to Lecture’ there, &c. for the 
Church. bath not need of {uch mens. And Mater Randalls fault-was onely this, that he 
preached Fong’Sermons on Sundayes im the afternoon, and for this: they mutt be 


and were fufpended from preaching. Sixely; for the Feoftees to,purchafe im im= 


propriations, itwasamoft pious work, ‘to, the greatbenefitof the Churelt and 
peoples foules, approved generally by the worft of men, and Bifhtopss that the 
overthrow of it was his owne act and defigne, we have undeniably proved it by 
his owne Diary, and fundry‘witnefles from. his owne mouth 5 thatany ever 
complained to him thereof as: dangerous to’ the Church, is but hissowne bare:al- 
legation, void of truth ; he-naming neither the perfons: complaining, nor the 
time of thei’ complaint + Tliat' it would introducea Miniftery independent oni 
the Bithops, is‘a falfe fuirmife, fince none-were recommended'to officiate: or preach 
at any of the purchafed Impropriations) but by: fpeciall licenfe of the Bifhops im 
whefe 
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whofe they were, and none were prefented to them but conformable men, free 
from all juft exceptions, & if he could juftly except again{t ought in their procee- 
dings, Maker White depofeth, he offered that he himfelfe fhould rectifie it, fo as 
the work might proceed ; but this would not content him, but they mutt be fup- 
preffed and criminally proceeded againft: That he did it in a legal] Way; is no 
juttification nor excule, fince thofe who work and accomplifh mifchiefe by co- 
lour of Law, are worfe then open Tyrants: For the fentence, no doubt ic was 
moft unjuft, and fo the Earle of Dorfet, who was prefent at it, told the King him- 
felf,afirming the buying in of Impropriations to be the beft work that ever was 
fet on foot, forthe Churches good; his owne beging the Impropriations in 
Ireland from the Crowne, for the pretended good of the Church, proyes it infal- 
libly againft himfelfe : But that the Judges onely mutt anfwer for this unjuft fen- 
tence, not he, isa meer Nonfequitur 5 becanfe the Law refolves, that Plus peccat 
Author quam Aor 5 and the Judges had never given fuch an unjuft fentence in this 
caufe, had not heby his violence, power, fraud, interrefling the King himfelfe 
againft the Feoffees, over-awed, {wayed the Judges to fwarve from the rules 
of Piety and Juftice: That fome of the revenues of purchafed Impropriations 
were contributed towards the maintainance of Saint Antholins Lecturers, is true 5 
but that it was a mif-imploying by them contrary to truft,or that any unworthy 

or unconformable Minitters were put into them, is a groffe falfhood, difproved 
by Matter White upon Oath : However, had it been true, he fhould then have re- 
formed the abufe, not utterly deftroyed the good work, fo much conducing to 
Gods glory, and the peoples edification : For Heylins Sermon, it was prefented 
to, retained; approved, yea himfelfe advanced by.him, and no doubt he preached 
it by his direction: As for Mafter Foxly, he did not onely check, but perfecute, 
imprifon; and moft barbaroufly handle him to his undoing, onely for his pro- 
moting this pious project, even after he had quite overthrowne it, and openly 
vaunted of this his wickednefle : All which confidered, each branch of this 
charge fticks moft immovably upon him, notwithftanding all his evafions to

The fixteenth charge urged againft me is, That I have endeavoured to caufe 
divifion and difcord between the Church of England and other reformed Chur- 
ches, and endeavoured to fupprefle the Priviledges & Immunities of the reformed 
Dutch and French ‘Churches in this Kingdome; wherein it was’ objected : 
Firft, that I efteemed them no Churches of God or Chrift at all, becaufe they 
wanted Bifhops which they endeavoured to prove by mine owne Conference with 
Fifber, Bifhop Hals Propofitions, approved by me, and Bifhop Mountagues Book, au- 
thorized by my Chaplaine. Secondly, that I deemed their Religion and ours not 
to be one, but different, and their Religion not to be the true Religion: Uponi 
which ground I grew angry with Mafter Ruly, and caufed the Letters-Patents 
granted by the King for a Colle&ion for the Palatinate Minifters, to be revoked 
after they had pafled the great Seale, and a claufe in them tobe expunged, to 
their great injury and fcandall, as Mafter Wakerly and Mafter Hartlib attefted. 
Thirdly, that I caufed the Declaration of the Faith and Ceremonies of the Palf- 
graves Church to be called inandfupprefled.. Fourthly, That I molefted the 
Durcu,FRENcH and WaLtoonereformed Churches in England fundry 
yeers, and infringed their ancient Priviledges by my Injunétions in divers parti- 
calars. 

To this I anfwer in generall, that I deny both the Charge and Article; and 
that I have endeavoured to promote and preferve peace between the Proteftant 
Churches abroad, and encouraged Mafter Dury, who was imployed to make a ree 
eonciliation between the Calvinifts and Lutherans beyond the Seas, as.I could 
evidence by fundry of his Letters ; therefore I had a good affection to thefe 
Churches, and no intent to make any difcord between them: To the objetted 


, particulars | aafwer 5 
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Firft, that inmy Conference with Fifber, I cite only St Feroms words, to prove 
a difference in order and degree, between a Bifhop and ordinary Presbyter, and 
inferre from his words, as his opinion, not mine; fo even with him, no Bifhops no 
Church.But it hath been obje&ted,that Bith. Mountagues Book determines exprefly; 
that there can be no Church without Bifhops,nor Minifters but fuch who are or 
dained byDiocefian Bifh. diftin& from an ordinary Minifter,and that no Minifter 
(no not in cafe of neceflity) ican be ordained by any other ; therefore the forraign 
Proteftant Churches, which have no fuch Bifhops, and their Minifters, being not 
ordained by Bifhops, but other Presbyters, can be no Churches nor Minifters : I 
anfwer, that this Book and opinion of his concernes not me, being none of mine 
but the Authors: Yea, but 1 maintained and approved the fame opinion in effc& 
in Bifhop Hals Profcfitions touching Epifcopacy, to which I endeavoured to pro- 
cure agenerall fubfcription, prefling it upon others; and therein I determine, 
That there was no Church of Chrift upon earth ever fince the Apostles times governed others 
wife then by Bifbops s and that this government is unalterable, and ought to be perpetuated in 
the Church to the end of the world: Which doth wholly unchurth all the reformed 
Charches,and refolve them to be no Churches of Chrift.! anfwer,that thefe Pro= 
pofitions were {ent me by Bifhop Hall, of his owne accord, that what I didin 
them was by his confent, neither were any prefied to fubfcribe them, nor they 
propounded concludingly : And though Epifcopacy be not alterable, yet it may 
be regulated: That it is unalterable, Bifhop Bilfon hath proved it long fince, it 
continuing fo in all Churches at Jeaft fifteen hundred yeers after Chrift, and is 
allowed, approved by the Book of Ordination ; yea Mafter Calum himfelfe ori 
that of Foi, As my Father (ent me, fo fend I you, acknowledgeth the perpetuity of 
Bifhops inthe Church. ; 

Secondly,] deny that I efteem the Reformed Churches Religion & ours not to 
be the fame; tfue it is,we & they differ in fome particular points of Doétrin as wel 
as ih Difciplin ; but this makes us not wholly to differ inReligion,nor did! deny 
their Religion to be true: As for Mafter Ruly, I ufed him very civilly with ail re- 
{pect, and promoted the Colle&ion for the Palatinate all 1 could, having recei-. 
ved a Letter fromthe Queen of Bohemia for that purpofe : True it is, | caufed the ~ 
objected claufe in the firft Patent of the ColleGtion to be altered, but it was by 
the Kings direétion, who gave order for it, upon my acquainting him therwith; 
and I conceive there was ground enough to doe it: Firft, becaufe fome of the 
Palatinate Divines (as Parew upon the Romans) differed from our Church in 
fome points of Dottrine touching the Kings Supremacy, concurring therein with 
the Papifts;) for which his Book was here publickly condemned,burnt,and like- 
wife in fome other points, ) therefore it could not be properly faid that their Re- 
ligion and ours was the fame iu all particulars ; Secondly,it feemed to determine 
a great controverfie between Proteftant Divines among themfelves, and like- 
wile between them and the Church of Rome; whether the Pope be Antichrift}? 
which was never yet determined by any Councell, and of which there is great 
doubt and difference in opinion even among the learned: Now | conceived it a 
very. unfitting thing to determine fuch a doubtfull controverfie definitively by 
Letters.Patents tinder the great Seale, whichis not yet refolved in the Schooles. 
Upon thefe grounds the King thought fit’ to revoke the Patent, though it 
eh under the Great Seale, which! hadno power to recall, but the Kine 
onely. . ne 
“Thirdly, l deny that I called in the Declaration of the Pal{graves Religion, neither 
doe I rememeber any fuch thing : Fourthly, it is true, that I queftioned the Dutch 
and Walloone Churches, but not for any ancient Priviledges, but onely for their 
encroachments beyond their priviledges, to the prejudice of our Englifh Churs 
ches and Parifhes wherein they lived; yet my Injundtions and proceedings to- 
wards them in this kind, were fo faire and juft, that they refted fatisfied with 
them, and returned me fpeciall thanks for my favour towards them and theig , 
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Congregations ; therefore 1 much mervaile that this my carriage fhould be {0 
much blamed, as to make ita CapirAtt.Crime and CHARGE a 
gaintt me. “ee 

To this was replyed in the generall, that the premifed proofes, with his late 
military proceedings againift the Scots, for complying with thofe Churches in 
their Do&trine, Difcipline, Government; tufhciently evidence his enmity to, his 
oppolition againtt thofe forraigne Proteitant Churches, becaufe they had no Bi- 
fhops 5 infomuch that he blamed Bifhop Hal for. dealing fo mildly with them in 
his Book forEpifcopacyswhich he fubmitted to His cenfure,where on the contra= 

he is fo zealous of the Popes honour, that he.could not bue complaine to the 
King of fome harfh paflages in it; beltowing the Title of Antichrijt on his Holi- 

e, and procured a Pedlall command from his Majelty to the Bifhop to ex« 
punge them, to gratifie the Pope; yea; his purging out the objected claufe in the 
Kings Patent, and fuppreftirig of the Declaration of Palatinate Churches Faith and 
Religion, argues little affection in him to thofe Churches, and much inward 
rancour againtt them,but a very high efteemt of Rome : As for his encouraging of 
Matter Dury in his deligne of reconciling the Caluinif#s and Lutherans, Mafter Dury 
undertook this worke without his privity or advice, - arid found {o {mall encou- 
_ fagement from him, that he oft complained thereof to his friends, as we are cre- 
dibly informed. . } | ; 

To the particulars we reply ; Firftsthat in his Conference with Fifber,he doth not 
recite, but maifrecite and pervert Saint Feroms words and opinion ; who dogmati- 
cally refolves in his very Epiftle to Evagrim, which this Archbifhop quotes, and 
elfwheres Fiat Bifhops and Preshyters Fure Divinosare both one and the [amesas wellin Fu 
vifdiction as Office, and that Presbyters have the power of Ordination as well as Bifhops: 
Therefore his appropriating of the word Sacerdos and Jeroms faying, Ubi nei 
Sacerdos non eft Ecclefia 3 to Diocefian Bifhops , which he-cleerly meanes of Priefts 
and Minifters in generall, is a groffe perverting of Feroms meaning ; and his in- 
ferene thence : So even with him, NO BISHOP and NO CHURCH, is on- 
ly a Declaration of his owne private opinion, not of Feroms, who held no fach 
Prelaticall Paradox: ForBifhop Mountagues Book ? it was licenfed by his Chap- 
laine, prefented.to, received, appears by hirafelfe ; Bifhop Hals Propofitions 
were not onely interlined with, but allowed under his owne hand, as fit for a 
general fub{cription,and now he juftifies them not onely by Bifhop Bilfons opini- 
on, but likewife by Mafter Calvins, as great an enemy to Bifhops as Saint Ferome, 
whofe words he wilfully. perverts as he did his » in applying that to Diocefian Bi- 
fhops,which he fpake:onely of ordinary Minifters,who fucceeded the Apoftles in 
their Minifteriall Fun@iow: In briefe,his owne Conference,together with Mounta< 
gues Book, and Bifhop Hels Propofitions, approved by him, doe neceffarily un- 
charch all the reformed Proteftant Curches,, un-minifter all their Minifters, and 
make them no Churches no Minifters of Chrift ; whereas he averres the Church 
of Rome to be a true Church,and her Priefts to be true Minifters, as we have for 
merly proved ; therefore he mutt needs be guilty of the extreameft malignity and 
enmity again{t them,what ever he pretends to the contrary. 

Secondly, he denies, and yet at laft juftifies and maintains what we charge him 
with,to wit,that he denies the Religion of forraign ProteftantChurches to be the 
fame with ours,or to be true Religion; & heinftanceth in the opinion of Parexs, 
whofe Commentary on the Romans he caufed to be burnt as erronious,when as he 
writes no more then Bil{on did before him(whom himfelf hath cited in defence of 
Epifcopacy )&other orthodox Writers of our Church have maintained publickly 
for truth before &fince:As for the burning of Pareus hisBook,bein g ofa forraigns 
Nation and no Subject to our King,without {wmmoning him to defend himfe es 
it wasan unjuft, rath, inconfiderate action, to fay no more,as his Son hath mani 
fefted to the world in print,who hath juttified his Fathers opinion to the full, as 
orthodox: However, the extravagant opinion of one Palatigate Divine, in 
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point onely of the Kings Supremacy (not about any Article of Faith) cannot 
make the reformed Churches and ours to be of different Religions, efpecially 
fince he argues in his Star-chamber Speech, that the Papifts Religion and ours 
are both one, though we differ in {ome private Tenets: Yea, his deniall of the 
Proteftants Religion in forraigne partstobe the true Religion, when as he con- 
tends that Rome is a true Church, argues his virulency againtft the one; and good af= 
fe&tion to the other. Thirdly, the calling in of the Declaration of the Paligraves Re= 
ligion,is dire&tly and punually proved to be his a& 3, its impudency therefore in 
him to-deny it, and policy not to remember it. Fourthly, for the purgation and 
revocation of the Letters-Patents, he not onely confefleth but fhamelefly juftifies 
ié (moft undutifully laying the blame, the’ {candall of it on'the King himfelfe, 
who did naught therein but by his inftigation) and that upon tio falfe, {candas 
lous grounds: Firft, that the Religion of the forraigne Palatinate Churches 
ahd ours differ and are not'the fame: then which falfhood nothing can procure 
a greater {cifmeand jufter ground of fcandall between us and thofe Churches.Se- 
condly, that no Councill -had defined the Pope tobe Antichrift, of which there 
was great variety of opinions amongft Proteftant Divines touching the fame,un- 
fit'to be decided by the Kings Letters-Patents. Therefore he purged it out be= 
caufe it intimated the Pope to be Antichrift, and fubjection to him an Antichrifi- 
an Yoke of bondage 3 both which compared with his Purgations out of Bifhop 
Hals Book of Epifcopacy to the fame effe&) proves him a Papift with a witnefle, 


~ ‘and a fpeciall friend tothe Popes Holinefle, of whofe honour among us he is ex- 
aSeehcre p+ trgordinary tender : That ehe Pope is the Antichrift,all 2 Forraign & Domeftick 
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Proteftant Divines (and fome Papifts too) unanimoufly agree, except Mountague 
and Shelford,his creatures : ‘And whereas he pretends, no Councill hath fo deter- 
mined; We anfwer,that the > Synod of Gape in France, Anno 1603. the whole Sy-

both in King Fames and in King Charles their Reignes, but muft now be revoked 
after they had paffed the great Seale of England, becaufe this Archbifhop would 
have it fo, tranfcends any mans capacity to gueffe at any other probable reafon, 
except onely this Prelats affef&tion both to the Pope and Popery, or enmity 
againft the reformed Churches and their Religion: For his incivilities to Ma= 
fer Ruly by reafon of this claufe, our Witneffes teftimoniall will outfway his 
bare deniall ofthem. Fiftly, the premifes abundantly manifeft to all, that the 


- Archbifhop invaded, diminifhed the ancient Immunities and Priviledges of the 


Dutch and WaHoon Churches in all parts,.not their pretended encroachments 
onely upon our Churches Priviledges, and that he was fo farre from being their’ 
friend,that they efteemed him then their greateft enemy:If theyformerly returned 
him any thanks (by way of Court-complement) for not taking away alltheir 
priviledges, as well as {ome of them,after many yeers hot conteft,we are certaine 
they juftly complained of hiniten times more for invading, depriving them of 
fundry of their ancient Immunities, which almoft brought their Churches to ut- 
ter ruine: In few words, his owne forecited Papers, and Monsieur Bulteels Booke 
of the manifold troubles of thofe Churches by this Arch-Prelats profecution, 
will abundantly falfifie this his pretended friendfhip towards them, and remaine 
as a lafting Record againft him to Pofterity. All which confidered, the whole 
Bulk and every particle of all the proofs and evidences produced by us to make 
good the firft branch of the Commons firft, generall. Charge of High-treafon a- 
gainft him, remaine altogether unfhaken, unavoyded, maugre all his fophifticall 
-evafions, proteftations and fhifting anfwers to them. And{o much for the firt 
branch oft his fir ft generall Charge. wd:

‘the Church of England and the Church of Rome, + ie 
if 
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This generall defence and {cofing anfwer of his at the Lords Barre, eer 


very {pecious to fome ignorant Auditors, who took thefe feined objections of 
his owne forging, to be the arguments,and maine ftrength of the Commons E- 
Vidence produced, to convict him of a ferious endeavour to fubvert the Prote- 
fant Religion, introduce popery, and reconcile the Church of England unto 
Rome; when as the Commons made no fuch objef&tions from the Evidence and 
proofs againft him : Wherupon they replyed,that he did buc fight with his owne 
thadow, and abfurd arguments of his owne framing (as he did in his Sear- cham- 
ber Speech) inftead of repeating and anfwering their reall Obje€tions and proofs 
againtt him, transforming his owne defence into their Charge and Evidence; a 
meer fophifiicall, Jefuiticall praétice, of which he made ufe throughout his Try- 
all, to which we fhall reply in order. 

Firft, the Commons never objeéted, that ever he reduced any from popery; 
but that many were feduced to,and hardened in it by his meanes: Their Obje@ti- 
on being; He was a meanes of feducing many to,and obdurating thoufandsin 
popery, by his introducing popifh Doctrines, Innovations; Ceremonies, &c. 
Ergo, he went about to bring in popery, and reduce us back to Rome: That he 
reduced any from popery, is but his owne bare allegation in his-firft Speech and 
generall Defence, without any proofe at all, but his owne bare word, which the 
Commons denied; himfelfe confeffing, that fome of the eminenteft of them 
prefently relapfed after their converfion, and lived and dyed Papifts: See then 
the falfhood and fallacy of this mif-repeating Sophifter,in the very firft entrance 
and principall argument of his generall Defence. to: ory Pot} 

Secondly, to his fecond and third arguments we retort ; That the Commons 
never gave in evidence againft his making or impofing the &c. Oath; or third 
new Canon, to prove him guilty of introducing popery, or endeavoring to re- 
concile us to Rome, but to two other different purpotes, which he wholly preter- 
mits ; therefore his two arguments from them, as the Commons own, are meer 
forgeries, impoftures of his owne: As for the kc, Oath, it hath no fuchclaufe 
in it as is pretended ; indeed it hath this claufe, That I willnot endeavour by my felfe 
or any other diretly or indire€ily, to bring in any Popify Doétrine, contrary to that which 
efablifbed; which is but a meere f eharie and policy, all or moft popifh Do- 
&trins and Ceremonies being introduced, licenfed,eftablifhed among us when this 
Oath was made, as the premifes evidence, and no Do&rine being then efteemed 
Popifh but what the Archbifhop pleafed, though truly fuch: As for the third 
Canon, it enjoynes onely private conference with popifh Recufants, and pre- 
fentments,excommunications of fuch of them who are obftinate,and if they con- 
forme not, then that their names {hall be prefented to the Judges of the Affize; 
which is no more then other *Canons formerly enjoyned to no purpofe or effe& 
at all, and was but a meer State-policy to ftay the prefent clamours of the peo- 
ple and Scots againft the Prelats, for their connivance at popery and boulders 
cy with Papifts, againft thofe they ftiled Puritans, anda thing’ not really inten- 
ded, but pretended onely. | 

Thirdly, his fourth, fift and fixt arguments are of the fame nature, meer Chi- 
meraes of his owne forging, which he would father on the Commons, who 


_ preffed thefe particulars againft him in afar other manner, to which he gives no 


anfwer : His refufing of a Cardinals Cap; was onely becaufe hedefired to be an 
abfolute independent Patriarch and Pope within the Kings Dominions: His 
Book againft ed was publifhed'in his owne name upon: erttreaty of others, 
onely,toblind:the world, and ftop the clamours againft him, im making thems 
beleeve thereby he was no friend to Papifts or popery, when as we have proved 
the. contrary out of that and other of his books, To that of Habernfield we fhall 
anfwer in due feafon ; fome deeming it onely‘a forgery or plot of his owne devi- 
fing to juftifie himfelfe, others a realltruth. 
Fourthly, his feventh argumentis a moft wilful perveriion of the Comm 
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of William Laud late Archbifbop of Canterbury, 
charge, whoexprefly impeach him for endeavouring to caufe divifion and difcord be- 
tween our ovne and other reformed Churches, that fo Papists might have the more advantage ; 
which we have abundantly proved. And he makes the charge to be,that he endea- 
voured a reconciliatiou between the Lutherans. and Calvinists (of which good a& 
he was never guilty in the leaft degree, for ought he makes appeare, but of the 
quite contrary) Ergo,to reconcile the Church of ENGLAND to the Church of 
ROME. Bre . 

By which ftrange prevarication and Jefuiticall fophiftry, the world may 
cleerly difcerne, the fophiftry, fallacy, and apparent Legerdemaine of this his 
generall Defence, and impertinency of his Anfwers,encountring onely his owne 
ridiculous fictions, not the Commons reall Objections.. 

Having recited thefe his generall Anfwers, we fhall purfue him to his particu- 
lar evafions to the evideuce and proofes produced, to make good the fecond 
Branch of his firft generall Charge, wherein he thus proceeded.

To this! anfwer ; Firft, chat all thefe are but hear-fayes or reports, andno 
convincing Evidence, that I was really a Papift, or inclined untopopery: Do- 
ctor Fectlies tetimony is but areport from one who faidhe was my Pupill, and 
that at Paris many yeers fince, in forraigne parts: Sir,Nathaniel Brents teftimony 
is but a report from Matter Dale, of -athing long fince, that my fuppofition was 
taken out of Bellarmine, which I deny: His further teftimony is onely this, That 
Browne, with whom | kept company, was but a reputed (not-an aétuall) Papift 
during his life,, and what he fubjoynes, that he was found to be fuchva one after 
his death, is very confe&turall ; for it appeares not that the Book objected was of 
his owne penning, though it were his hand-writing, for it might be a tran{cript: 
That I petitioned to King Fames, that 1 was traduced to be a Papift, is true, and] 
had good reafon fo to doe when I was thus traduced; and upon my Petition, the 
bufinefle was referred to the examination of divers worthy perfons, and! cleer- 
ed upon full hearing by the King: For Doctor Abbots Sermon, |. complained of 
it, as I had caufe, as being traduced by it 3 he was knowne to be my enemy, and 
to doe me-wrong herein, therefore his words are not to be valued in this cafe $ 
nor Door Hals Letter to W. L. which might be to fome. other as well as to me, 
qwho am not nominated therein: For Francis Harris his teftimony, | never knew 
nor faw the man to my knowledge, and it is but a hearfay from one Jreland many 
yeers fince, and that beyondthe Seas for Ireland himfelfe I onely knew,but had 
no'familiar acquaintance with him. | | a. 

Secondly; for Sir Henry Mildmayes teftimony, it is onely a bare rumour and re= 

ort from {ome perfons at Rome, unknowne both to me.and him, purpofely rai- 
fed by the Papifts to blaft or wound.my reputation, and what he now attefted 
is quite contrary to that himfelfe informed me at my Table at Lambethy-immedi- 
atly after his returne from Rome, as 1 am ready to depofe upon my corporall 
Oath, if] may'be permitted + His Brother Mafter Anthony Mildmay his. teftimony 
is but an incertaine report from I know not whom at Rome, that 1 was fome- 
what more favourable to their Religion then my Predeceffors;, and what he 
heard from Father Fitton, is but his report,and a falfe one too, of purpofe to flan- 
der me, or deceive their Profelites there: For Mafter Challoners teftimony, it is 
but a report too, from 1-know not whom, anda difcourfe of others to him 
without any ground arifing from me; and J have caufe to feare, that what, he

complaint I caufed him ‘to be Committed for fome high Offences charged 
againft him, amounting to little leffle then Treafon 5 to avoyd which, he was 
enforced to fly beyond the Seas, where he heard thefe reports concerning me, if 
we may beleeve him 3 which are no evidence at all in Law. 

To this the Commons replied ; Firft; that though common fame be no con= 
vincing evidence of it felf, yet in many cafes both in common, Civill and Canon 
Law, it is a good ground of fyfpition, *inquifition, accufation and apprehen{i- 
on too, efpecially if it be a general!, univerfall and long ‘continued fame both 
abroad and beyond the Seas, as this is 5 but being feconded with concurrent atti- 
ons (as his) it is a moft fatisfaftory proofe; and in furch a'cafe, vox populi, eff 
vox Dei : Belides, himfelfe gave the occafion of this evidence, by his examining 
Sir Henry Mildmay, to know what report they gave, and what opinom or repute 
they had of him at Rome when he was there ? Whether he were not the moft odi- 
ous man to them of any living,&c.lf the reports and common fame they heard of 
him atRome were no evidence at all to cleer him,as he reputed it;why then did he 
produce SirHenry,as a principall witnefle for him,and examine him meerly what 


"report and repute he had at Rome ? If he conceived it good evidence to cleere him, 


in cafe Sir Henries tetimony had proved anfwerable to his expe€tation, then cer= 
tainly it muft be as available toconfirme and: prove his guilt, yea Sir Henries te- 
ftimony falling quite croffe to what he pretended, muft needs be farre ftronger 
againft him, then it could have been for him, had he teftified what the Arehbi= 
fhop pretended ; becanfe he is a witnefle of his owne producing, and had been 
but a {ingle witnefle for him, but is feconded with two more concurrent teftimor 
nies againft him, even concerning the opinion the had of him in‘Rome it felfe, 
which is backed with a generall opinion of the fame kind both among Papifts 
and Proteftants too, who concurred in their judgements and reports concerning 
his good affection to Popery, and endeavours to‘reconcile us to the Church of 
Kome: Yea as.this good opinion and report‘concerning him was univerfall in 
all places, both abroad and at home, fo it is fortified by a publike charge in Par- 
liament given in againtt him, by the two whole Kingdomes of England and Scot 
land, and confirmed by fo many pregnant evidences of all forts,that it muft needs 
be granted to be a moft enforcing, convincing peer of his guilt; the rather 
becaufe himfelfe gave the firft occafion of this kind of evidence : For Doétor 
Featlies teftimony,it i8 a report of oné of the’ Archbifhops owne Pupils,who beft 
knew his opinions: Sir Nathaniel Brents teftimony is upon his owne knowledge, 
ratified by the concurrent opinions of ‘others, grounded upon his popifh fuppo- 
fition taken out of Bellarmine, his familiarity with Mafter Browne a reputed Papift, 
Nofcitur ex Comite: Upon his owne confeflion in his Petition, and the common 
fame of the Univerfity ; that he was cleered upon his Petition of this imputation 
he produceth no evidence at all, neither mentions he any particular time when, 
nor perfons by whom he wascleered: For Doétor Abbots Sermon, it is the cleer- 
eft teftimony in the world, that he was then generally reputed a Papift in the 
Univerfity both by Proteftants, and Papifts, and likewife in forraigne parts, for 
which caufe alone and no other, this Do&or was his enemy: As for his: com- 
plaint againftit as injurious, it no’ way extenuates nor takes off the common 
fame and ‘reputation of being a Papift, ‘which Doctor Hals Letter (not denied 
by him to be written and meant of himifelfe) and Francis Harris his teftimony fe- 
cond and confirme: Whereas he faith; he never knew nor faw this Hartz, this- 
invalids not his teftimony, and his little acquaintance with Ireland was fo great 
in reallity,that he knew him, if not, ints & in cutesyet by common Fame and Re- 
putation, to be a Papift’ in heart opinion, and the onely thing for which we 
roduce histeftimony. . _ 

~ Secondly, for Sir Henry Mildmayes teftimony, it is more then a bare report, for 
he teftifies on his owne certaine knowledge,that which the Archbithop produced 
him to prove, ‘what opinion the Jefuits, Priekts and Papifts had of himat _ 
when 
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when hie was there, together with the reafons of their opinions and report ; and 
he depofeth the truth hereof quite contrary to what the Archbifhop fuggetted : 
whofe Oatlis not to be credited in his owne cafe, to impeach Sir Herries tefti- 
mony, fortified with two.others concurring with it: The like we anfwer to 
Captaine Anthony Mildmayes and Matter Challoners teftimonies ; they both depofe 
what opinions and reports’ the Popes Nuncio'Con, Father Fittony Father Talbot; 
and other Englifh Fe(uits.Priess and forraigne Papists had of the Archbifhops good 
-affection to their Religion, and how inftrumentall he was to introduce Popery, 
and reduce us backeto Rqme,, declaring punétually each particular : There- 
fore their teftimonies are all reall, and no hear-fayes or bare reports, as he pre= 
tends. As for Matter Challoners pretended malice, it is but abare furmife, and 
being a Gentleman of quality and integrity, this. poore pretence is altogether 
infufhcient to difparage his teftimony upon Oath: The rather; .becaufe the 
Archbifhops endeavours to imprifon and bring him into the High Commif. 
fion heretofore, was,onely for {peaking of the Priefts and Jefuits Plots to bring 
in Popery, and fomeof our Bifhops compliance with them; the party. who 
complained again him; being both a Prieft and Jefuit, now in actuall Armes 
again{t the Parliament; in the Kings Army, (as Mafter Challoner depofed;) a 
great confirmation of the truth of his Teftimony, and of the Archbifhops 
guilt. In few words, all thefe recited teftimonies, what opinion they had at 
Oxford heretofore, and at Rome, and other places fince, of his being a Papift, 
and confederating with them in their Defigne of introducing Popery by inches, 
and reducing, ts backe to Rome, compared with his preceding practifes, doe fix 
this charge fo faft upon him, that all his Sophiftry or Oratory cannot fhake 
it off. sine | 
The fecond thing objetted is this, That there was'adangerous Plotlaidand — Objeéi. 2. 
ferioufly purfued, to introduce Popery, and reconcile the Church of England 
to the Church of Rome; to which I was privy, and had certaine notice of it, 
yet | complyed with it; and never laboured to prevent it; which the Com- 
mons laboured to prove by divers generall inftances: Firft, by the Spanith 
Match, propounded to the King when Prince of Wales, and his fending over 
into Spaine, of purpofe to pervert him in his Religion, as appeares by the Ar~ 
ticles of the Treaty; the Popes Letters to the Prince and Bifhop of Conchen 
when in Spaine, the Articles of the Duke of Buckingham. againft the Lord Digby, 
and the Lord Digbies againft him in full Parliament, Anno 1626. To which e 
they Obje& I was privys becaufe 1 was Confeffor to the Duke, and his Ca- 
binet Counfell at that time, and becaufe my Letter to Bifhop Hall, my owne 
‘Diary, and Letteis to and from the Dukes whiles in Spaine, with the Note in my 
Mafle Booke difcover and confirme it: Secondly, by the French Match with the 
‘Queen promoted purpofely to ufher in Popery, and to reconcile us unto Roffie; to 
which they Obje& I was privy and affiftant, as my Letters to the Dukes my in- 
timacy and compliance with the Queen, my inhibitng Minifters to. pray, and 
punifhing them for praying for the Queens converfion, my cenfuring of Ma- 
fter How for praying, That the young Prince might not be brought up in Popery, with 
my magnifying of Queen Maries dayes, and deprefling King Edwards and Queen 
Elizabeths, demonftrate. 
Secondly, by fundry particular inftances 5 as Firft, Ludovicus a Santta Maria 
his Conclufiones Theologicz : Secondly, the Plot difcovered to me by Ha- 
bernfield : Thirdly, the Dedicating of Faftidius his Works to the King by Car- 
dinall Barbarino : Fourthly, Santia Clara his Dew; Natura, Gratia, writ of pur- 
pofe to reconcile us to Rome, with which I was. acquainted, and maintained 
the Author of it, Saint Giles, a moft. dangerous feducing Prieft, inthe Uni- = - 
verfity of Oxford : Fifthly, the proffers of Cardinalfhips to Englifh men, and 
twice to my felfe: Sixthly, the ftrange encreafe and proceedings of Papifts, 
Priefts,. Jefuits, and the Popifh Hierarchy in, Tel to which I -was privy, 
yet 
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yet denied it, and incenfed the King, againft the Commons for complaining of 
it: Seventhly, the Popes fending of divers Nuncioes fucceffively into England, 
where they relided, and were publickly entertained,with ourreciprocal] fendin: 
and maintaining Agents at Rome, to work a Reducement of us back to that An- 
tichriftian Sees | 

To this I anfwer, Firft, that | was neither the Author nor Fomenter of the 
Spanifh Match, nor of the Kings Voyage into Spaine, which was charged on 
the Duke and the Lord Dighy: It is true, my Lord Duke was pleafed to enter 
into a neer familiarity with me, and to make me his Confeffor, and that 1 writ 
Letters to him into Spaine; and received Letters from him thence; but this 
proves not that I was privy to that Plot; as for the Popes Letters to the Prince 
and the Bifhop of Conchen in Spaine, to pervert him in his Religion, they are 
nothing to me, and my Letter to Bifhop Hal, was many yeers after that Match 
broken off. LB ; 

Secondly, there is no proofe of my furthering the Match with France, or that 
the end of it was to reduce us back to Rome 5 the refpeéts and fervices I did for 
the Queen, were no more then in civility and duty I ought to performe out 
of the duty I bare to the King my Mafter, whofe Confort and Wife fhe is; 
her gracious favour towards me, proceeded only from her owne gracious dif 
pofition, not from my deferts or feeking 5 and had no reafon to rejegt it, be- 
caufe it would be a meanes for meto work the more effe€tually upon her Ma- 
jefty : For my giving Order in my Metropoliticall 'Vifitation to my Vifitor, 
to inhibit Minifters to pray for the Queens converfion, or queftioning any for 
praying for it,l abfolutely deny it ; and for Mafter How he was juftly cenfured for 
his prayer, it being fcandalous to his Majefty in queftioning his care of the Prin- 
ces education in the trueReligion,and infuting jealoufies into the peoples heads, 
of his education in Popery,and inclination to it. As for my pretended magnify- 
ing of Queene Maries dayes, and depreffing of King Edwards and Queene Eliza= 
bethss in the Preface to the Oxrorp-Statutes, I anfwer; that that 
‘Preface is none of mine, nor provedto be fo; and if it were, yet the wordsre. 
Tate to the State and Statutes of the Vniverfity of Oxford only in their dayes, niet 
of our Church and Religion. | “oe 

Secondly,to the particular Inftances,] anfwer,that the firft,fecond and third of 
them concerne not me: I was neither the caufe, nor author of, nor privy to 
them, nor could I hinder them, and the fecond of them isa ftrong evidence for 
me ; For the fourth of them, Sandia Clara’his Book, it was tamed Lyons, not 
at London, and Saint Giles was not the Author of it, but another F ryar, I hadno 
hand in it,nor was privy to it ; yet it was difliked by many of the Papifts,becaufe 
it gave much advantage to our Church and Religion: For his being at Oxford, 
it was much againft my will, by the Kings fpeciall Warrant, for which I have 
his hand, and I maintained him not there, but the King. To the fifth, the prof- 
fer of Cardinals Caps to others, is nothing to me; and for the offer of a 
Cardinalfhip to my felfe two feverall times, as I could not hinder the offers; fo 
Treje&ted them, and eet the King both with the perfon and thing, which: is 
all I could doe, « exprefling the caufe of my refufall thereof, to be, That {omethi 
dwelt within me that would not (offer that till! Rome were other then it is5 as ine 
my owne Diary: The ftrongeft Evidence that can be to acquit me from anyeom- 
pliancy with Rome. To'thefixth! anfwer, that the encreafe and proceedings 
of the Papifts in Ireland, mentioned in the Obje€&ted Letters and Papers, are no- 
thing to me,! was not the caufe nor author thereof;.the Moncfteries and Nunneries 
mentioned in them,were but poor little houfes; My anfwer to the Comons Remone 
ftrence was penned by the Kings fpeciall’command,as appears by the endorfmenet, 
& [knew not of thefelrith papers,nor of the encreafé of popery there,whé Iireturz 
ned an anfwer to theRemonftr. An.1628.thefe Proclamations slettersspapers being dated 


fince that time:for theDeputies letters they are nothing to me,! could not me se 
| ¢ 
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the writing and directing of them to me, and himfelfe hath already been impea~ 
ched, condemned for his Actions, for which I am not to anfwer. To the feventh 
I fay, it was not in my power to hinder the Popes fending his Nuncioes hither, 
which the King condifcended to upon the Queens earneft defire, to accommodate 
and fatisfie her Majefty in fome things which concerned her in her Religion.F or 
theAgents fent and refiding in Rome they were hers,not mine, fent thither by her 
Majesty without my privity, and againft my liking, 

To this was replied ; Firft, that the forementioned Evidence fully demonftrats 
that the Archbifhop was both privy, confenting, aflifting to the Spani(h Match, 
Voyage, and to the very Instructions given to the Prince before he went into Spainés 
how he ought to fatisfie the Pope about King James his proving himto be the 
Anticbrift, in his publique writings; therefore the Popes Letter to the Prince and 
Bifbop of Conchen, to pervert the Prince in his Religion 3 with the Dukes and Lord 
Digbies atcemptsthere, to feduce him to:poperys and reconcile our Churches and 
Kingdomes to Rome by this meartes (contained in their mutuall Articles of Impeach 
ment, the Copies of which Letters and Articles, were found in his owne Study by 
Matter Prymne ) muft needs concerne him; fince he could not be ignorant, that the 
Pope and his Inftruments would ufe their utmoft diligence to feduce the Prince to 
their Religion, when they had him thus fent, and betrayed into their power 
for that very purpofe; and his Letter to Bifbop Hall, though written but of lates 
long after that intended Match; yet fully relates his privity to the moft fecret Ine. 
ftru&ions before it, to gratifie and pleafe the very Pope himfelfe, and prevent his 
Objeétions againft the Match, or King Fames. For the French Match, the Evidence 
proves he was both privy, confenting and affifting toit, even after he knew the 
danger of it in point of Religion, both to the King and Kingdome, by the pro- 
¢eedings and Articles in the Spanith Treaty, being both the ,very fame in fubs. 
ftance ; whereas his intimacy, power with the King,Duke, and guality of his place 
as he was a Bifhop,yea Confeffor to one or both of them, fhould have engaged him 
Chad he been a reall Proteftant) to have ufed his utmoft. endeavours to diflwade 
the King and Duke from both thefe Popifb Matches,as moft perilous, deftructive to 
our Religion ; the fad effe&s whereof we now vifibly behold in our civill warss 
and read in Chara&ters written with our owne blood. For his intimacy with 
the Queen, it (avours of farre more then civility or daty, and her extraordinary 
favours to him:proceeded from no other:caufe, but his compliance with her Ma- 
jelty to introduce popery, and reduce us back to Rome, as appeares by his pro- 
ceedings againtt MafterGellibrand in the High Commiflion for hisélmanack (wher- 
in the popith Saints were expunged, and our Martyrs inferted) at her Majefties 








requeft, by : é chy. 
for her converfion to our Religion, which we have puntually proved, and of 
Matter Howe for praying to God to preferve the young Prince from being brought up inPo= 
pery, of which there was great feare 3a harmleffe, yea neceflary prayer, both in refpect 
of the Queen Mother, then too neer him, andthe Queen, who by the Articles of the 
Match,was to have a great hand in his Education till he was fourteen jeers of agesas alfo 
in regard of the Popes Nuncioes, the feducing Fe(uits, Priests and Capucines about the 
Queen, Court, Him, and childrens natural] proneneffe unto ertour: Which 
prayers,admit they had been an overfight,yet proceeding from a godly Chriftian 
Leale, déeferved onely a private admonition, not open profecution, or High 
Commifion cenftire ; but his making of them fo publickly criminall, and cenfu- 
rine thofe fo feverely for them, of purpofe to deterre all others from praying for 
theQ eens converfion,or againft the Princes perverfionsis an undeniable argument of 
his good affeétion to Poperys and attempts to reduce uf thereunto; For his extol- 
ling Queen Maries, and deprefling King Edwards, and Queen Elizabéths dayess the 
words fufficiently declare, it was as well in reference to the Religion then profel- 
fed, as to the Univerfity Statutes, and the Preface it felfe is of his owne maxing.as 
iéfell as the Statutesjas we fall more fully manifeft in due place by his own letters. 


his prohibiting Minifters to pray, and cenfuring them for praying 
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Secondly, to the particular inftances, the Commons ‘made this reply 3 Firk,

defignes, yet fome of them dire&ly prove it, as his countenancing of Santia Glara 
his Books, his maintaining of SaintGiles(a moft dangerous feducing PopithPrieft) 
many yeers in the Univerfity: of Oxford 5 his oppofing, an{wering the Commons 
Kemonstrance againft the dangerous open encreafe and prattifes of Papists in Ireland 
to fet up Popery there, and branding it asa {candalous untruth : Thirdly, for 
Habernfields plot, we fhall prove how it makes againft him in due time ; and for 

. Sanéta Clara his Book of Reconciliation, we have proved ; Firft,that he knew of it, 
_and had both the Book and Author brought to him by his Favourite Do&tor 
Linfey before it was printed ;: this we have nnder his owne hand, therefore it is 
monftrous impudency in him to deny it: Secondly, that this Book when prin- 
ted,was prefented to,referved by him in his ftudy,and theAuthor with him there 
fome three or four times afterwards : Thirdly,that it was printed and publickly 


_ fold here in Londd without-controll:Fourthly,that his creatures both abroad.and 
, at home much applauded it: Fiftly, that Saint Giles was the Author of it,a po- 


pifh Prieft whom himfelfefentto, and maintained in the Univerfity of Oxford, 
to pervert and feduce‘Schollers there; That he had the Kings Watrant for it, is 
no excufe,’ and.the Warrant being without date, writteri with his owne-hand, 
and figned by the King to help at a dead lift, favours of meer fraud, circumven- 
tion, and will amount to an ageravation,: but.no.extenuation of his crime:

lyés on him fubftantially toxprove, that it was madeby the Kings command, as to 


- this particular, riot yet attempted by him, his owne bare endorfmert being no 


proofe:in his owne cafe! The Letters, Papers afterwards received by him from 


Mrelandy mottcleerly manifet his exa& intelligence of popith Priefts and Pa- 


pifts dangerous encreafe and proceedings there, without the leaft oppoficion 


from him; « or, complaint againft them.:. The fmalneffe of their Monasteriesy Nun- 


weries there ereted, is no exteniation of ‘his guilt; Small. evils net fapprefled 
Bod a will 
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will prove grand univerfall mifchiefes in fhort time, as thofe their Moniafteries 
and Nunneries there have done: For the Lord-Deputies Letters; it’s true, he could 
not hinder the dire&ting and fending of thein to him, but he might have hinder- 
ed, prevented the execution of his de{perate popifh proje& related in them, and 
have crufhed it in the fhell, which he never did: To the feventh was an{wered, 
that his extraordinary former power both with thé King and Qucens might and 
thould have engaged him fo farre, as to prevent thofe Roman Nuncives atrivall, 
here,and our Agents at Rote, whom he never fo much as once oppofed for'ought 
appeares, but complied with, by his Agents, Bifbop Mountague and Secretary Win- 
debank , as we have tilly manifetted, when as he fhould rather have loft hig Arch- 
bifhoprick,liberty,life; then have any way contented to it in the leaft degree, and 
openly refifted it tohis utmoft power. |

fifth, fixth and feventh inftances I deny, in the fenfe they are prefled, and have ac- 
“-quicted my felfe from them in the premifes :To the third I fhall give fome further

Fircft, it is there objeCted; that I maintaintained the Church of Rome tobe a true 
Church, and that fhe erred not in Fundamentals, no not in the worft times, bue onely Circa 
Fundamentalia: And that I juftified Chomnew. his Book, who maintained the 
fame.] anfwer;that'l did & doe maintain her to be a trueChurch Veritate entissnot 
Mor#,thouglr corrupt & erronious ini {ome points,as a thief is a true man,though 
_-athiefe: And in my Book againft Fijber, I\charge her with fome groffe corruptions, 
errourss to the-very exdangering of falvation, and with {uperstition toos Secondly, I am 
charged that I did maintaine at Do&tor Bastwicks cenfure; that fhe erred not in 
_Fundamentalibus but Circa Fandamentalia 5 this diftin&ion I fhall fill main- 
taine... There is a great'difference between Fundamentalia and Superstructoria, and 
et fome circumftantials may deftroy the foundation :, For example ; Firkt, Quid 
hat itis aman beleeves 5 if aman beleeyes the Trinity without the Unity, or 
the Unity without the Trinity, this plucks up the Foundation : Secondly, Ubi, 
-the circumftance of place ; for if any fhould.deny that Chrift was borne, or took 
his fleth in Fudea, this grates upon the very foundation : Thirdly, Quibus Auxiliits 
-we beleeve, convert and doe works of piety; by*nature or grace? If by. the 
ftrength'of nature onely, as the Pelagians held, this endangers the foundation; 
Fourthly, Quando, as to deny that Chriftis not already come in the flefh, this 
fubverts the foundation, though but a circumftance: And it is arulein the 
Schools, Aliqua circumstantia dat fpeciem morali actioni ; and in this fenfe the Church 
of Rome doth erre about fundamentals. Thirdly,it is alleaged,that I hold the Reli- 
gion of the Church of England and: Rome is both one 5 Conference with Fijber, page 
676.1 anfwer,that it is one and the fame Religion in the generall 3 to wit,the Chri- 
Hian Relivion; But yet | there write 5 That we differ in the {ame Religion,though we fet 
not up a different Religion 3 and the difference is in certaine gro ffe corruptions, to the very en= 
dangering of {alvation, which each fide fayes the other is-guilty of. Fourthly, that I] main- 
tainspeople may be (aved in the Roman Church and Religionst anfwer,that other learned 
.Proteftants are of the {ame opinion,noe generally of all,but of thofe among them 
-who want meanes of better.inftru&tion 5 yet I holdit is very dangerous to conti- 
anue in that'Ghurch and Religion, for any who have means to come out of them. 
Fiftly, that I hold the Pope is not the Antichrift, and therefore: caufed chis Title 
given him to-be expunged;& authorized,received, printed Books denying him,to 
be Antichriftas Shelfords.and others; contrary:to our Homilies, V1 yiters;and the Ar- 
tides of Ireland s-1 anfwer; that no man can. charge me, that I hold the Pope not pe 
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be Antichrift: It is a great queftion even among learned Proteftants, whether‘he 
be fo or not; The Church of England hath not pofitively refolved him to be fo: 
The Homilies define him not to be Antichrift:and the Articles of Treland bindemot us 
here. My expunging of this Title and others of that nature was upon other 
grounds. However, it is no fuch undoubted Article of Faith, as Powell in his. 
Booke De Anticbriffo, with others, make it. As for the objected Books, J neither 
Licenfed nor approved them, though I had them in my Study.: Sixtly, itis ob- 
jeCted, that I hold the Pope to be fupreame head of the Church ; Though Frans 
cis Salesyand others ftile him fo,they muft anfwer for it, ics nothing at all tome 
who hold it not.As for hisititles given me byCroxton& theUniverfity of Oxfordin 
their Letters, it was without my sgt 6 could not hinder it;and the fameTitles 
have been ufually given to Bifhops in former.ages, as appeares by the Epiftles of 
Saint Cyprian, Auguftine and others. Seventhly, for Pockdingrons and Bifhop Moun- 
tagues deriving my Succeffion from Auguftine, Gregory, and Saint Peters Chaive at 
‘Rome 3 it was without my privity : Itisno more then Matter Mafon hath prov- 
ed long before my time 5 and the Papifts would give you harty thanks,could you 
difprove this lineall Succeflion of our Bifhops. 
To this was replyed in generall, that all the feven objetted particulars prove 
a moft apparant defigne in him to introduce Popery, and reconcile us to Romes 
and that all his Anfwers to them had been formerly difproved as falfe and im- 
ertinent. In particular, That the Church of Rome was notrue Church at all, 
be a falfe, Antichriftian, as well as'a corrupt Church., for Firft, it hath mo true 
Foundation, being not built upon the Apoftles, Prophets, and Chrift the cor= 
ner-Stone. Secondly, no true Head, Ordinances, Sactaments, Worfhip, buta 
falfe adulterous head, the Pope's corrupt Ordinances, Sacraments, and a meere 
IWdolatrous, fuperititious wil-worfhip. Thirdly, no true Miniftry, nor govern. 
ment of Chriits inftitution.: Fourthly, the yeelds no true Subje&tion nor Obedi- 
éiice to Chrift,his laws, word,{pirit,but oppofeth him and them in all. Fiftly,the 
is over-{pread with a Leprofie of damnable Errours in Do&rine, corruptions in 
Faith, Manners, Ordinances, Government. Sixtly, the definition Of a true yi- 
fible Church in our Homilies and Writers agrees not to her. Seventhly, our Hé- 
smilies, Writers define her to be'a falfe Church, notatrue, who are'all muftered 
up-together by Matter Burton in his Babell no Bethell, where the is largely proved'to 
be no true Church. For his diftin@ion, that fhe is a true Church Veritate Entis, 
though not Moris, as a Thiefe is a true-man ; it is a meere childifh evafion: For 
it is not the meere entity and-being- of a company of men, that makes up a 


‘Church,or trueChurch;for if {o,theTurks,Pagans,or any aflembly elfe fhould be 


atrue Church, as well asthe Proteftants ; but a company of men rightly qualified, 
to wit 5 profi fing the true Chriftian Faith,among whom the Word of Ged is truly Preached, 
andthe Sacraments duly adminifired. To fet then the diftintion and comparifon 
right. If one'fhould demand of the Archbifhop, Whether a Theefe bea true mansy 
no? as this phrafe true man, in our ordinary language fignifies an honeft juft-dea~ 
ling man, with reference to his qualities, moralssnot his Entity or being as a meer 
man: himfelf grants that he is no true man,but a falfe one,in this fenfe,in this ye- 
diftin&ion;and to anfwer, that he is a true man in regard of his effence, there- 
fore a true man in refpe& of his Morals,were a meer impertinency, & Nonfequi- 
‘tur, By the felfe-fame reafon, when we demand of him, Whether the Church of 
‘Rome be a true Church ? and he anfwers She is fo, Veritate entis, for fhe confiNsot 
a company of perfons, or reall men; not veritate moris, for that they are 
not fo truly qualified in thofe Morals, ‘or rather fupernaturall principles which 
makes them to be a true'Church : Himfelfe muft needs grant, hw his diftin@i- 
on is fallacious, in applying this veritas entis to them as they are a Church, not 
men; or clfe yeeld that they area falfe, but no true Church, becaufe his norve- 
titate Moris, can be applyed tonothing elfe biit to {uch morall and divine quali- 
fications, “as'fhould make them a true Church; fo as ‘his owne diftin@tion a? 
a : rely 
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retly. fubyerts this his falfe conclufiom of her being’ a trite Church ; and his 
charging her wich groffe Corrupt ionsy Errorsy Superftitions, to the endangering of fal4 
vation doth the like. ; 
Secondly, it was retorted; that his diftinction ‘of her erring onely circa funda 
mentalid, not in Fundamentalibucy was a falthood : For firtt, her aflirming the 
Church to be built upon Peter and the Pope, nat Chrijt the’chiefe corner-ftone. Her des 
nying the Scriptures.to be , Scriptures But a6 they are grounded ‘dn, cotifirnied 
and expounded by the Authority of the Church and Pope, Her making Apo- 
chryphall Scriptures Canonicall, and fo adding to the Scriptures. Her giving 
the Pope power to null and difpence with things againft the Scriptures. Her re- 
folving the foundation ofall our Faith into the Church 5 To beleeve as the Church 
beleeves,not into the Scriptures themfelves.Her deifying of the Virgin Marys Saintss 
Images, in praying to aiid ‘adoring them with divine worfhip. Her joyning of 
Saints Merits and Mediations with Chrilts, and making them joynt Saviours, 
Mediators & Advocates with him. Her turning theSacrament of the Lords Supper 
into a Propitiatory Mafling Sacrifice, of as great or greater Merit as Chrifts.own 
Sacrifice on the crofle 5 adoring the confecrated Bread, as their Lord God and 
Chrift himfélfe. Her taking away the Sacramentall Cup from the Laity, point- 
blanke againft Chrifts owne Inftitution. Her giving Chrift an ubiquitary body 
on earth,inftead of a glorified body in heaven; her tying people to pray to God 
§n an unknown tongue, with her creating a new head ot the Church in Chrifts 
ftead,the Pope,who hath the Keyes of Heaven,Hell and Purgatory too; and can 
ardon fins, .releafe Soules out of Hell and Purgatory at his pleafure ; with her 
abolithing the fecond Commandement out of the Decalogue ; What are they all 
but Fundamentall Errorssnullifying that Church which maintaines them, and not 
Errors onely about the foundation ? ot yewod) pdyyasd. gms. Ppaliog 
- For his foure inftances, that circumftances may undermine and deftroy the 
Foundation: We anfwer, Firft,; chat.neither of all thefe inftances concerne the 
Papitts or Church of Rome, the fubjeCt in queftion : therefore altogether imper- 
tinent. Secondly, they are'not meer circumftantials,but fundamentals ; becaufe 
directly contrary to the exprefle words of Scriptureand Articles of our Faiths 
of which they areunfeparable parts 5 which if falfe in any part, ‘may and will 
be falfe in the whole,and no ground of Faith at all. For the rule of the Schools: 
we agree it, but how he applyes it to his diftin@ion, or the Church of Rome, we 
cannot yet difcerne. De Ry 
Thirdly, ic was replyed 5 That the Religion of the Church of Rome and Eng- 
land is not one and the fame ; For that which they repute the mairie part of their’

meere Antichriftian Errour, Superftition, corruption; Idolatry. And in his 
Booke he doth no more charge her with fome grofle corruptions endangering 
Salvation, then fhe chargeth us, as the perufall of his words. demonttratess 
Fourthly,his juftitying falvation to be had in this falfe AntichriftianChurch and 
Religion, denying the foundation, is contrary to the opinion of all Orthodox 
Proteftants, who make her damnable Errours the ground of their feparation 
from her. And though fomie affirme, that divers in the Church of Rome are fa- 
ved 5 yet none are faved by being of that Church, or by that Faith and Do-. 
&rine which fhe properly cals her F aith and Religion, wherein the differs fron 
us,but by their relying oriely on Chrifts merits, which fhe difclaimes. . 
Fiftly, his deleting all phrafes, claufes calling or intimating the oo to» be: 
the Antichrift; isa cleer evidence, that he holds himnot to be fo: .Elfe his finne; 
fault will prove the greater in purging out that as Heterodox and {candalous; 
which himfelfe beleeves'to be a truth. For our § tatutes,Homilies Writers, they de-. 
fine the Pope either ini dire&t termes,or equivalent expreffions to be Antichrift and 
our Church, yea State in them,at leaftwife in our forecited Statutes,and the Sub-, 
fidy,A& 3. Fac. penned by the Convocation.As for the Articles of Tebemighoner 
cy 
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they bind us not; yet being taken out of thé Articles: and Homilies of England, 
they fufiiciently. declare the refolution ‘of: our Church as well as theirs, that the 
Pope is Antichrift 5 and Dotor Uber Primate of Armagh, ina Letter of his to the 
Archbifhop himlelfe, Fan. 4.1635. (the very day of his birth) Writes, That this 
conceit as {o vife in the minds and mouths of the Papiss now adayes,s THAT W E 
ARE COMMING..ON AND.EVERY DAY DRAWING 
NIGHER UNTO THEM THEN OTHER; for the flopping of whofe 

flanderous mouthsy let this {uffices That whatloever others imagine of the matters I ftand fully 
convinced in my.confciencey” THAT THE POPE: IS AN TICHRI ST; 
and therefore if: {bould be [o mad as to worfbip the Beaft, or receive the marke of bis name, 
- Emuft be avrora rexgrros, and juftly expect the revenge that 19 threatned againft {uch,Apoc. 
14:10,11.Wherefore for this Arch-Prelat to queftion:it, to purse out all pattie 
tiling him ‘Antichrift, after fuch-a Letters::to {uffer fuch'Books to be printed; and 
retaine them in his Study, which deny him to be Antichrift, without any cenfure 
of them or their Authors,isiagrand offence,favourng of his good affection to the

Sixtly, though himfelf gives not thistitle of Supream head to the Pope in dire& 
terms, yet he doth ic in effe& in his owneBook, andhis Chaplaine licenfed it in 
Salesstor which himfelf muft anfwer. As for the papall titles given him by Mafter 
Croxton & the whole Univerfity of Oxford, in feverall Letters,it was certainly with 
his approbation, elfe he would have reprehended them for it; which he never 
did :' Thefe titles are fuch as of later times have been appropriated only to the 
Pope, and were never given to any of his Predeceffors in any Age, much leffe to 
any Proteftant Bifhop: And‘though one of them (as Santiiffime Pater) may per= 
chance be found in Cyprians and Auguftines genuine Epiftles ; yet Sanétitas in. the 
abftra&, can hardly be fhewed in any of their true Epiftles, nor was ever 
appropriated to any for many hundred of Ages,’ but to the Pope: As for the 
other exorbitant.and blafphenious titles, no Father nor ancient Author was ever 
guilty of giving or afirming them: 

Seventhly, for Pocklingtons and Mountagues deriving his pedegree and facceffion 
from Rome, itis in fuch phrafe and language, as was never ufed by Majfon, or any 
elfein former times, with a meere intention to reconconcile,reduce our Church 
and Prelats to Rome, from whence they derive their pedegree ; the end ofall thefe 
new pofitions and objected particulars againft the Archbifhop, the guilt whereof 
fill reft upon him, notwithftanding all his Evafions to hake it off. 

The fourth thing charged againft me to make good this Branch, is, my hold- 
ing intelligence, correfpondence with the Popes Nuncioes, Agents, Priefts, Jefa- 
its, by my Favourites and Inftruments,as by Bifhop Mountague and Secretary Win- 
debanke, advanced by my meanes 5 the later of them, as appeares by many produ-- 
ced Letters and Teftimonies, holding intelligence with Cardinall Barharino (who 
entertained his Sonnes at Rome) the Popes Nuncioes, and with divers dangerous 
Priefts, Jefuits, whom he protected, releafed out of prifon, and imprifoned-the 
Meffengers who ufwally apprehended thems til! they gave bond, never to apprebend nor 
profecute Priefts any more. 

To this l anfwer, Firft, that there is no cleer proofe of Bithop Mountagues ad- 
vancement by me, or intelligence or compliance with the Popes Nuncio, Priefts, 
orijefuits ; but if there were, it is nothing tome, being without my privity, 
knowledge, or approbation: Secondly, for Secretary Windebanke, it is very 
true; I was themeanes of advancing him to the Secretaries place (being my anci- 

ent friend and acquaintance) but not with any intent to advance Popery, protect 
or releafe Priefts; Jefuits; or hold any corre{pondency with the Pope or his ine 
firuments 3 ifhe proved fo iil an inftrament after his advancement, it was beyond: 
my-expeCtation, himfelfe muft anfwer, and hath been impeached for it, not I : 
For the Letters he received-fromthe Popes Nuncio Parizani; the Queens Priefts, 
or his Sonnes, | with'their going to, and entertainment at Rome, they concerne 
not 
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notme, who was not privytothem nor their entertainment : But it js obje- 

éted, that we continued our friendfhip ftill, notwithftanding I knew his corre{= 
pondency with, releafing and proteting Priefts, Jefuits, and joyned with him in 

fome Warrants: I anfwer, that it is well knowne that he and I were at variance 

and diftance of later times, he deferting me in the bufineffe of the late Lord Treas 

{urer Weston, and for my hand to one Warrant jointly wich his and others fora 

Priefts releafe, it was but cafuall, we being then both together at the Countell 

Table, where his Releafe was condefcended to,upon fufficient baile and caution, 

at the Queens requett.. 

To this was replyed ; Firft, that Mountagues correfpondency with the Popes Reply. 
Nuncio, Priefts, Jefuits, his popifh inclination and endeavours to reconcile and 
reduce us back to Rome, are abundantly proved in the premifes,wich his good af- 
fection to, and compliance with him in this defigne, the end and caufe of his 
advancing him to two feverall Bithopricks,the laft wherof was Norwich:In his ace 
count from whence to the Archbith. himfelf for the yeer 1638. (written with his 
owne hand,endorfed with the Archbifhops, and found in his Study) thert is this 
notable claufe concerning King Henry the eighth, the firft fuppreffor of the Popes 
power among us; The Bifhoprick of Norwich, fince the totall defolation and diffolution 
of the former Bifboprick by King Henry the eighthh WHO STOLE THE 
SHEEP, AND GAVE:NOT SOMUCH AS THE TROT- 
TERS FOR GODS SAKE, és ameane thing, (though worth above one 
thoufand pounds per annum). A moft ingrate and f{candalous expreflion of an ava- 
ritious popifhPrelat,unworthy of fo fat a Bithoprick,who inftead of being Shep- 
heard, became a Wolfe, devouring not onely the Sheep, but Shepheards of his 
Dioceffe, and vexing them more with his popith Vifitation,, Articles, then ever 
x tno Hewnry the 8, did the Prelates by diminifhing their over-large Poflef=

Secondly, for Secretary Windebank., it is undeniable ; Firft, that the Archbifhop 
was the onely meanes of his adyancement to that place of truft: Secondly, that 
he was his meer creature, inftrument,; bofome-friend, and privy to all his a&i- 
ons: Thirdly, this intimacy and friendfhip of theirs, continued till Windebanks 
flight hence into. France, upon the Parliaments impeachment againft him, for 
harbouring and releafing Priefts and Jefuits, and that the tranfitory fhore diffe- 
rerence between them about the Lord Treafurer Weston, had»no relation at all 
to any thing concerning Priefts or Religion, wherein they both accorded : 
Fourthly, that the fame Prieits and Jefuits, .as: Sir Toby Mattehw, Smiths Leander, 
Sanéia Clara and Price, were intimate and,familiar with them both: Fiftly, 
that they both concurred in checking, difcouraging, imprifoning, Gray, That- 
chery, Waddefworth, and others. for apprehending Priefts, ~Jefuits, and in calling 
Gray a Prieft-catching knave ; Sixtly, that they both joyned together in fome 
Warrants for the releafe of Priefts ; and his excufe, that it was by cafualty when 
they were both at the Counfell Table, where others joyned with them, is no ex- 
tenuation of his offence ; wherehe being the over-potent member, fhould have 
engaged all the reft to oppofe {uch an illegall {candalous a@ion, and not have 
drawne them. on thereto, by fetting his hand firft to the Warrant :. But it was to 
gratifie the Queen, and promote,the Roman Catholick Caufe, therefore to thew 
his forwardnefle, his hand muft be firft to this Priefts difcharge, that fo he might 
the more freely walk abroad to feduce his Majefties Subjects : Seventhly, for Pan~ 
saniess Father fofephs, Father Phillips, with his fonnes and the Lord Scudamores. 
Letters to Secretary Windebank , though they are. nothing to the Archbifhop in 
point of charge, dimply canfidered (in which fenfe we urge them not) yet they; 
are infallible evidences of Secretary Windebanks correfpondency and intelligence 
with the Popes Nuncioes,Priefts, Jefuits, of Cardinall Barbarinoes,and others res. 
{pets to him and his Sonnes, of his extraordinary protetion of Priefts, Jefuits, 
and that he was their inftrument, the onely end for which we produce ee 
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7 and being compared with his advancement of,and intimacy with Windebark not- 

ai |i withftanding the frequent complaints to himfelfe and the Counfell of his relea- 

a | fing, protcéting Pricits, Jefuits, and with that generall good opinion the Priefts 

: and Papifis had generally at Rome, and in other forraigne parts of the Arch- 
bifhops owne reall endeavours to promote their Religion here, and reduce us 
back to Rome (teftified by Sir Henry, and Mafter Anthony Mildmay, Matter Challoner 
and others)it will amount to a full proof of aconfederacy between them to effe& 
this dangerous Romith Defigne,notwithftanding all his evafions; to accomplifh 
which, this Secretary was as a&tive an inftrument for him in the State, as Mounta- 
gue and other Prelats in the Church. Jette .

= | fundry yeers, to corrupt and feduce Schollers there; my difcouraging, threat- 
ning and abufing Purfevants for their diligence in apprehending Priefts and Je- 
fuits 3; my not committing Priefts, or difcharging them when brought unto me 
by them ; my imprifoning Gray,and calling him Prieft-catching knave ; my con- 
nivance at the liberty that Priefts and Jefuits had in the New-prifon, Clink and 
elfwhere ; my caufing many popifh Books to be reftored to the owners when fei- 
zed (contrary to the Statute) that fo they might be difperfed to feduce his Maje- 
{ties Subjects 3 fome of which particulars are proved by papers under my owne 
hand, feized by Mafter Prynne, who ranfackt my Study and Chamber ; others, by 
the teftimonies of Wadde/worth, Newton, Deuxell, Mayo, Gold{mith, Cooke, Egertony 
Elizabeth Gray and Thatcher: And out of my owne Book they alleage, I never per= 
{waded nor pra&tifed any perfecution againft popifh Priefts or Jefuits. 

Anfvs To this I anfwer in generall; Firft, that if the defigne charged againft me, 
were oncly to reconcile the Church of England and Rome together ina jutt and 
Cftriftian way, fo farre as it might ftand wich truch and piéty, I hope no Chri 
ftian can blame,but rather commend me for fuch an enterprize ; Such areconcili- 
ation between both Churches as this, I confeffe f have long defired, endeavoured, 
and publifhed as much to the world in my Reply to Fifber, p. 388. in thefe words ; 
Ihave with a faithful and fingle heart, laboured the meeting,the bleffed meeting of TRuTH 
Anp PEACE inChbrists Church, which God I'bope will in due time effet : But other 
reconciliation then this to the prejudice of truth and piety, I never attempted, as 
my Epiftle to that Book will manifeft. | 

Secondly; for my pretended intimacy, correfpondency with Priefts and Je- 
fuits, 1 dare confidently affirme, that never any man that fate in my place fince’ 
the Reformation, had leffe acquaintance, familiarity, correfpondence with Priefts 
and Jefuits then 1; fome of my late Predeceffors, by name, Archbifhop Bancroft 
and Abbot (never fufpected of any inclination to popery) have ufually held intel= 
ligence with, and received fundry Letters from Priefts, Jefuits in forraigne parts 
yea entertained fome of them at their Tables, and that no doubt for good pur- 
pofes, and the advancement of the Proteftant Religion : But I for my part never 
held correfpondency,nor received Letters from any of them; and I blefie God far 
it; for had! done it, I muft have fuffered very deeply ; and my Chamber, Study, 
Clofet, being fo diligently fearched, no doubt their Letters would have been {ei- 
aed,and given in evidence by Mafter Prynne.as well as others ; but no fuch Letters 
are or can be produced;and to my knowledge | never entertained knowingly any 
Prieft or Jefuit at myTable, nor gave them any countenance, though my Prede- 
ceffors have ufnally done it; to prove which, I defire Mafter Dob/on may be exa= 
mined : who being ‘examined accordingly without Oath, affirmed; That he was 
an houfhold fervant to Archbifhop Bancroft, who received divers Letters of intel- 
ligence from Priefts and Jefuits in forraigne parts, and fometimes admitted them

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to his Table; that he was after fervant to Archbifhop Abbot, who for amoneth 
or two, dieted one Julius Maria, and another, popith Prieft, as he taketh it 
(the one a Spaniard, the other an Italian) at his Lable,in hopes of their correehe 
on,who faltered wish him in the end,and were thereupon difcarded: That he was 
likewife a fervant to this Archbifhop, ,and never faw Sir Toby Matthewes, nor any 
other Prieft or Jefuit to his knowledge at his Table : Who being crofle interro- 
gated, Whether-he knew Fulins Maria and the other to be popith Prieits 2? Hean- 
{wered, he did not certainly know them to befo, but they werefo reputed, and 
profefled Papifts : To which the Archbifhop added, That King Fames had confe- 
rence with, and extended favour to fome Priefts, making good ufe thereof; to fet 
them at variance among themfelves, and induce them for to write one againft 
another, as Wat{on and Presfon,. who wrote divers Books in defence of the Oath 
of Alleagiance,. and did good fervice therein 5 whereupon my Predeceffor Abbot 
granted Preston a kind of. protection under his haad and Seale : And. why I might 
not doe as much’as my predeceffors in countenancing Sancta Clara (were! guilty 
of it) without any Guilt.of TRzAsoN or juftOfience, I yet know not any 
reafon. , Piociies Sins Lah SR TE Sy ls ee 3 
Thirdly, l utterly deny that I held any correfpondency with Sir Foby Matthew, 
Smith, Price, Leandery Sanda Clara ov Sait Giles, neither is there any cleer proofe 
thereof: but admit I did, yet there’s no proofat all that I knew them to be Semie 
nary Priefts; and if] knew them not to be Priefts, no Law takes hold upon me, 
though I harboured them, which Ineverdid.-. pe em a 
Fourthly, the witneffes produced to prove my intimacy with thefe Priefts, are 
perfons of very meane condition, againft whom there have been many great 
complaints made heretofore at the Counfell-Table, and againft one. or twoof 
them of late, for difhoneft prattifes,in feizing other mens goods and morieys,un= 
der pretext of fearching afterPrielts amd Jefuits,pretending the goods were theirs : 
which complaints were referred to fome Juftices of Peace to examine and how far 
their teftimonies will {way with your Lordfhips, I moft humbly fubmit to your 








nation of the many complaints againft them in this Kendo uae 
Secondly, to the particular teftimonies I anfwer; Firft, that Saint Giles his re= 
fiding and, maintainance,in Oxford, was by the Kings. {peciall Warrant, which 
hath been produced,much againft my will ; and I never heard he exercifed his po~ 
pith Function, or feduced any there, butonely ftudied_metaphyficall learning, 
according to his engagement : Secondly,F or Sir Toby Matthew, I did not know 
that he was-either a Prieft or Jefuit, and utterly deny that he was ever with me 
in myCoach or Barge,or ufually repaired to me to Lambeth,though being an emi~ 
nent Archbifhops Son, I might in that regard have permitted him more free acs

Jewton, is but a fingle witnefle ; and Mafter Dobjon attefts, that he never faw Sir, 
Toby Matthew, with me at Lambeth. As for his releafe when apprehended by the 
Lords Warrant, it was only by the Earle of Straffords order, not mine. For. Smith 
the, Jefuir, there is no proofe that ever he was with me at Lambeth, but onely that 
he was feen there talking familiarly with my Secretary, Matter Dell, neere my 
Study. doore, who denies and remembers. not any fiich thing: . As for his words. 
to Newton, that he had done his errand to me, they are but the reports of a Jefti 
*¢ to {lander me, there being no proofe that ever he {pake with me: ‘For my cor 
re(pondence with the Bifhop of Calcedon, ‘Dotor Smith, there iS no proofe bug 
conjectural! from my Diary : For Leander and Price their.reforting to me, IC 1s. 


but a report, wichout proote at all : And for Sanéta Clara, | never faw him abo

Fourthly, Saint Giles and he were Aliens borne. out of the Kings Dominions

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and no natural! born Subjeéts ; therefore admit I had harboured and maintained 
them, it is no fellony nor treafon by our Lawes,and dire&ly out of the Statute of 
27. Elizabeth: Fiftly, Wadde(worths teftimony, it is but a hearfay ; for my fend- 
ing four pound to pay his Fees, I think it is true, and it was upon this occafion ; 
He pretended that he had been a Reman Catholick, but was now really conver= 
ted to our Religion, and thereupon releafed, but wanted money to pay his Fees; 
whereupon I fent him four pound,thinking him to be a new convert to us,and it 
was upon his own fending to, and acquainting me with his poverty and conditi- 
on: Sixtly, for my releafing and re‘ufing to meddle with Wilford the Prieftsit needs 
no other anfwer then what the Wiinefle fweares, that ‘he had a prote@ion and 
Letter of difcharge from Secretary Windebanke, and this was the canfe T refufed to 
meddle with him: Seventhly, for Gray, he was commited by the Lords of the 
Counfell, not by mes he gave me very ill language, and ufed approbrious fean- 
dalous {peeches of me in my.owne houfe, for which he was committed: As for 
my calling of him Prieft-catching knave, itis proved but by one Witnéfle; and in- 
deed there were many complaints againft him for abufing his authority in feiz- 
ing and fearching after Priefls, to the prejudice of thofe who were not fuch : 
Whereupon commanded the reft of theMeflengers belonging to the High Com- 
miffion not to keep him company, to avoid the like abufes and ‘complaints :

Wherefore this heavy charge which ‘hath made fo great a noyfe in your

To this was replyedin generall ; Firft, that the Defigne charged upon him 
is, not his reconciling of Rome to us, but of the’Church of ENetanp 
to.the errours and corruptions of the Church of Rome; and how a@tive he 
was, how farre he proceeded to accomplifh this, and how neer he had brought 
it to perfection, both in point of DoGrine, Ceremonies, prattife, the pre- 
mifed evidences. haye abundantly manifefted, notwithftanding all flourithes to 
the contrary in his Book againft Fifher,publifhed not out of any zeale againft po- 
pery, but meerly in policyupon other mens folicitations, to ftop the peoples 
clamours againft his popifh praétifes and proceedings, as himfelfe relates in his 
Epiftle thereunto: And his fetting up ALT aR Ss, CRUCIFIXES, IMAGE $5 


TAPER’, introducing bowing to. ALTARS, CoPEes > Confecration of 


Flagons, Chirches, Chapels, purging out all paffages againft popith Doétrines, 
Popes, Jefuits, popith Priefis, &c. his permitting all kindof ARMINIAN ER- 
&OuRs and Popifb Tenents, te be Preached in our Pulpits, and publifhed in Print 
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with his Chaplaines {peciall approbatious prefixed to them; together with his 
countenancing, advancing the Authors, fomenters, and perfecuting the oppug- 
ners of them, {peak farce cleerer, londe againft him, then all his empty wri- 
tings and teftimonies of himfelte can pofhbly plead for his juftification, being fo 
palpably contradicted by the whole ftreame of his actions. 

Secondly, that his intimacy, correfpondency. with popith Priefts and Jefuits 
is fufhciently proved by our former evidence: Sir Toby Matthew, the moft a@tive 
pernicious Jefuited Prieft ia the Kingdome, we have proved to be riding with 
him fometimes in his Barge; fometiines,in his Coach, fometimes in private ear 
ne{t di{courfe with himin his Garden, and frequently. with him at his Table; 
what greater familiarity or intimacy could there be between them then this ? 
That he knew him to be a'Prieft and Jetuit, is cleere by Habernfields plot, found 
in his Study, informing him to be fo ; and by the Popes Bull to him; common 
in many Courtiers hands : For Sanée Glara, his favourite Do&or Lind{ey brought 
him to his Study, with his Book to reconcile us to Rome, to perufe it of purpofe 
before it went to the Preffe; after which he came thrice to him, writ a Book in 
defence of Epifcopacy by divine Right; with, an intention to gratifie him, and 





tendred it to him for his Jicenfe; as himfelfe confeffeth under his 2 own hand in a 4 See here p: 


written paper, where he extenuates this fac all he could ; and is this no intimacy 437° 


nor correfpondency ? For St Giless his own > hand-writing, teftifies that he knew 6 Sechere p# 
him to bea Prieft, yet notwithftanding he permitted him to refide fundry yeers 475: 


in the Univerfity of Oxford, where himfelfe was Chancellour, to have the ufe of 
the Library theve 3 yea he provided hima large maintainance,& conftantly paid it 
to him there,during his relidence,he repairing oft times to him to receive it 5 and 
is all this no intimacy, no correfpondency ? For Leander, he denies not but that 
he was with him once or twice, and if common reports both among popifh 
Priefts, Papifts or Proteftants may be credited, he was once his Chamber-fellow 
jn Oxford, and moft intimate, powerfull with him here, being purpofely fent 
hither by meanes of his intereit in him, to compleat pur reconciliation and redu- 
&ion to Rome. For Smith, a moft. dangerous Jefuit, we have proved his being 
at Lambeth-neere his Study, his familiarity with Matter Del/ his Secretary, whe 
ufed him with great refpect 5 his intimacy with Secretary Windebanke, the Arch= 
bifhops greatelt confederate; his fending of meflages to the Archbifhop by Sir 
Toby Matthew, to remember the bufineffe he told his Grace of when he was lat 
with him ; and his frequent threatning of Matter Newton the Meffenger when he 
met him in the open f{treets, that he would complaine of him, or doe his errand 
zo the Archbifhop, and that he had done it ; And are thefe no badges of his inti~ 
macy ? Forhis acquaintance and correfpondence with the Bifhop of Calcedon, 
Doétor Smith,it is apparent by his owne Diary, and Windebanks Letter to his Sons 
himfelfe not daring to deny, that Doctor Smith mentioned in his Diary, is any 
other then Calcedon : For Price the Provinall of the Benedictines, we have proved 
that he hath been feen at Lambetn talking familiarly with Mafter Del, and wait- 
ing neer the Archbifhops Study doore to {peak with him in private 5 that he and 
Leander have been oft times met, going, as themfelves afhrmed, to Lambeth to 
fpeak with the Archbifhop, who cannot deny but they were with him; and by 
whofe means we know not,thisPrice procured the Searchers piace atDover for the 
ufe of the Benedictines, and put two profeffed Papifts into it,for the freer paflage 
of Priefts and Jefuits into the Kingdome,and more fecure conveying intelligence 
to and from Rome: Now lay all this together, and we dare confidently averres 
that all his predeceffors fince the Reformation put together, had not halfe thag 
intimacy, correfpondency with Priefts and Jefuits as he; and if the truth 
were knowne, the party or parties who two feverall times ferioully tendred 
him a Cardinals Cap, avowing ability to performe it, was either the Popes 
ewne Nuncio, or fome Priefts, Jefuits or popith Agents, who had inftructiong 
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from the Pope himfelfe to make this offerto him; which none durft nor could 
without hazard of their lives, have tendred fo much as once, much leffe twice to 
any of his proteftant predeceflors : That he received no Letters from Priefts and 
Jefuits, isa thing not credible; the double proffer of a Cardinalthip to him 
trom Kome, is a ftronger evidence that he received Letters likewife from thence, 
then his owne bare word, he received none: Jt is true, we met with no fuch Let- 
ters in his Study or Clofet, but the reafon was, himfelfe before his commitment 
and afterward, when he went to Lambeth to fetch papers thence (his Clofet and 
Study being not fealed up till fome moneths after his commitment) had time 
and wifdome enough to convey all fuch Letters out of the way, or burne them, 
leaft they fhould rife up in judgement to condemne him, though he removed net 
others thence, wherein he conceived leaft danger, the better to colour his remo+ 
vall and burning of the moft dangerous. 

For Matter Dobjons Teftimony, he is but testis domesticus, his owne meniall fer- 
vant,a meer fingleWitneffe,and unfworn too, therfore not fo much to be valued; 
but take it as itis, it proves little for him: He faith, that Archbifhop Bancroft 
received Letters of intelligence from forraigne Priefts and Jefuits, but he knowes 
neither their perfons nor names, much leffe that they were either priefts or Je- 
fuits and that any {uch reforted to his Table, he cannot certainly affirme it: for 





‘he cannot nominate any one prieft in particular, and conceives onely they were 


priefts but knowes it not but by conceit,without other evidence: For Fulins Maria 
and the other forraigner, who dieted for atime at Archbifhop Abbots Table, he 
confefieth he did not know them to be priefts, but ftrangers they were, and pa- 
pifts, who made fome fhewes and promifes to that Archbifhop of turning Prote- 
fiants, the onely ground why he thus entertained them, to farther and perfed& 
their converfion ; but as foon as they faltred with him, they were prefently dif= 
éarded : But what is this to this Archbifhops cafe, who kept correfpondency 
with thefe Priefts and Jefuits, of purpofe to pervert and reduce us back to Rome, 
not to convert them unto us; certainly neither of thefe two (though Bancroft 
was none of the greateft enemies to Rome) ever entertained a Jefuit,or moft per- 
nhicious known feducers into their Coaches,Barges,Clofets,Gardens,as he did Sir 
Toby Matthew and Sanita Clara; never maintained any Priefts. in the Univerfity to 
feduce young Schollers, and inftrué the Doors there,as he did Saint Giles, who 
profeffed,that the Archb. was very cordiall for their Romi(h Religionsnever checked,im- 
prifoned purfivants for being too active in apprehéding Priefts, nor reviled them 
by the name of Priesf-catching knaves,as he hath done; their cafes and his therefore 
are very different:F or Mafter Dobfons not feeing Sir Toby Matthew at Lambeth; Ergo, 
he was never there with the Archbifhop 3 it is a meer Nonfequitur ;‘Mafter Dobfon is 
ancient, perchance his eyes were fo dimme he could not difcerne him, or he was 
out of the way when Sir Toby was there; but divers others fweare they faw 
him there ; Mafter Del/ informed Mafter Newton, that his Lord was bufie with Sir 
Toby Matthew in the Garden : yea therefore the Archbifhop dares not produce him 
to teftifie his knowledge, leaft he fhould confeffe the truth. 

For King Fames his encouraging Wat(on and Preston to write againft the Jefu- 
its and other of their Orders, no doubt it was a lawfull policy,and if this Arch- 
bifhop made ufe of thefe Priefts, Jefuits for the like good ends, we fhould have 
commended, not accafed him for it ; but he makes ufe of them the quite contrary 
Way, to poyfon, corrupt our Univerfities, to fophifticate our Articles of 
Religion, to put fuch a Roman gloffe upon them, as might make them feem to 
be Roman Catholigues and to reconcile us {peedily to Rome, not Rome tous, as 
Santta Clara his Book (written in England, and 4 fhewed to his Grace by the Au- 
thor himfelfe,accompanied with his great favourite Bifhop Lin{ey before its pab- 
lication,as himfelfe acknowledgeth under his owne hand-writing) manifefts paft 
all contradiction 5 therefore the cafe of Preston (to whom he himfelfe hath given 
a pro- 
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a prote&tion under his hand and Seale as well as Abbot) is alcogether imper - 
tinent. 

Thirdly,for bis correfpondency with Sir Toby Matthew, Sanéta Clara,Saint Giles, 
LeanderySmith and Priceswe have fo fully proved ic,that impudency it felfe would 
bluth to deny ic: OurWitneffes have fworne all of them to be popifl Priefis,him- 
felfeunder his hand confeffeth Saint Giles to be fuch a Prieft, and that he was 
charged not to exercife his ¢ Prieftly Function during his refidence in Oxford;it is 
ftrange audacity therefore in him to denysthat he knew any of them to bePriefts, 
when he infallibly confefleth he knew him, and no doubt knew all the reft to be 
fo too, efpecially Satia Claras who files himfelte fo in his Book, yea Father 
Price and Leander too, were moft notorioufly knowne to all to be fuch, and to 
exercife their Priefily Fun&ion in London, if not in the Court it felfe fome- 
times, therefore knowne no doubt tobe prieftsto him. | 

Fourthly, for the Witneffes produced, we very much wonder at his excepti- 

ons againft them, moft of them, as Mafter Wadde;worth, Newton, Mayo; T hatchers 
Gold|mith and Cooke, being perfons imployed by the Lords of the Countfell, him- 
felfand the highCommiilioners to apprehend Priefts and otherDelinguents,who 
cétinued in that imployment after the pretended complaints againft them: If they 
were meri fo difhoneft,fo uncredible as he pretends, why thé did himfelf,theLords 
and highCommitlioners make choice or imploy fuzh for theirMeffengers,& com= 
mit {o great a truft unto them ? If they be perfons worthy to be trufted wich fuch 
an employment by perfons of honour, quality and himfelfetoo, then certainly 
moft competent Witnefles, atteiting onely that they know, with reference to 
the Arch-bifhop, in. the very execution of their Office, about the apprehend- 
ing of Priefts and Jefuits, wherein none can give fo full or pun&uall teftimony 
as themfelves,who are moft privy to their own Actions. For the pretended abu 
fes committed, they concerne onely two or three of them, not all ; that they are 
guilty of ought complained againft them, there is not the leaft fhadow of proofe 
offered by the Archbi. and admit there were, yet it would no wayes invalid thei 
teftimony, being not in the things for which they were accufed, and fortified 
with other concurrent teftimonies, as Mafter Thatchers, Matter Deuxels and Eliza- 
beth Grayess again which there is no jatt exception 5 for Mr Egertons cenfure in 
the High Commiffion, it was moft unjult and illegall ; he was fentented there to 
be deprived of his Searchers place, and fined forty pounds, onely for giving 
way, and conniving at the importation of fome ENGL1s H Bigpies with 
Geneva Nores, and felling fome of them to others : A dangerous 
erime, which will rather improve then impeach his teftimony in all honeft mens 
opinions. ; Rit 

Secondly, for his particular anfwers, we fhall returne this replication ; Firft, 

that theWarrant under the Kings hand for Saint Giles his refidence and maintai-= 
nance in Oxford, is without date, written with the Archbifhops owne hand, and 
a meer circumvention 3 yea, it feems a very ftrong argument of his guile; for if 
him(elfe did not place and provide for him in Oxford, what need he procure fuch 
a Warrant from the King to doe it? and if he had been cordiall to our Religi- 
on, he would never have accepted {uch a Warrant, nor intermedled with fuch a 
dangerous {candalous Defigne as this, to poyfon and feduce the whole Univer- 
fity(who took publick notice of it)in fuch atime of generall defection and back- 
fliding unto popery. 

sie his intimacy with Sir Toby Matthew, and knowing him tobea 
Prieft, our Witneffes evidences are fo cleere, we hall rather pitty his impudency 
in denying it, then trouble your Lordthips in repeating them ; Mafter Dobjons not 
feeing him at Lambeth, isno proofe he was not there, and the Earle of Straffords 
releafing him, was feconded with his owne approbation who {aid it. well. 

Thirdly, for Smiths, Leanders and Price their reforts unto him,we have former-

ly cleered it, and thall not repeat 5 5 antta Clara his addrefles to hin, with his 
Books to reconcile us, is confefled under his owne hand, we need no other tefti- 
mony. 

Poltthiy! that Sanéta Clara and Saint Giles were Aliens, is no extenuation of 
his guilt, but aggravation; for they were therefore the fitter, the likelier to be 
imployed hither by papall authority, to reduce us back to Rome ; But admit them 
Aliens, which he hath hath not as yet proved, yet Sir Toby Matthew, Leander and 
Price were native Englifhmen, and to within the Statutes of 23 Eliz. c. 1. & 27 
Eliz.c.2. which he would evade. : 

Fiftly, for Matter Wadde{worths teftimony, it is very full, the Defigne was to 
(end him over-fea, or to imprifonhim, till he fhould enter into bond never to 
profecute or apprehend Priefts more, to which plot the Archbifhop was privy; 
whofe name was ufed to him,himfelf confefling he fent him four peeces tobe rid 
of him; He pretends it was becaufe he pretended hemfelfe a convert : Certain- 
ly this is but a pretext, he being a convert many yeers before, and one imployed 
to apprehend Priefts long before his imprifonment, his diligence herein being 
the caufe of his troubles: | 
 Sixtly, his refufall to commit Wilford, a moft dangerous feducing Prieft,before 
he knew he had any protettion, and difcharging him afterwards, onely becaufe 
he had a protection from Secretary Windebanke, with Matter Dels anfwer, that bis 
Lord would not meddle with (uch trifles; fhewes the coldnefle of his zealeto our Re- 
ligion, and his good affe&tion to popery : If a godly Proteftant Minifter had 
but {crupled at the reading of the Book for Sabbathday-fport, or omitted the left 
Ceremony; or preached but aSermon on a Lords-day after-noon, thefe were 
fuch hainous crimes, and matters of fo grand importance, that they muftbe 
forthwith fufpended, committed, deprived, and all bufineffes fet afide to profe~ 
cute them, notwithftanding any protection of Law or Gofpell ; bug if a dange- 
vous Prieft, who had perverted above two hundred foules, be brought before his 
Grace, alas his zeale is fo frozen, he will not meddle with the bufinefle, and his 
friend Secretary Windebanks Warrant muft fethim free, and fecure him againft 
all lawes and profecutions : A plaine proofe of a confederacy between them to 
protect thefe Traytors,and reduce us back to popery, by granting liberty to fuch 
pernicious feducers. 

Seventhly,for Gray, his onely fault as our Witneffes depofe,was, that he com 
plained againft, his expertneffe and diligence in difcovering priefts, and affifting 
other Meffengers to apprehend them ; for this hainous crime alone, Windebanke 
complained of him tothe Queen ; and for this very caufe Thatcher is {pecially 
charged by the Arcifhop himtelfe, not to Keep company with him, under paige 
of being turned out of his place; andGold/mith depofeth, that the Archbifhop 
himfelfe gave a publick charge to all the Meflengers of the High Commiflion 
not to keep company with Gray any more, for if they did he would lay them by 
the heels, pull their Coats off their backs, and turne them out of their places 5 
Committed he was to the Fleet upon the Archbifhops complaint, only for ufing 
words implying his coldneffein profecuting priefts,& hoping to fee better times; 
a very poor caufe to imprifon him fo long:His own hand(as we proved)is to the 
Warrant for his commitment : He oft times petitioned for his enlargement by 
his wife,but his petitions were ftill reje&ted with fcorn; He anfwers, He will have 
nothing to doe with that Prieft-catching knave, proved by two Witiefles, Elizabeth Gray 
and Gold/mith. Ubi dolor ibi digitus ; here was the caufe of all the malice againift 
Gray, this was his grand crime, he was'a prieft-catcher, and a knave for catching 
them ; ftrange language from an Archbifhop : But what followes ? his favourite 
Windebank mu come in to ac the fecond part and clofe up the Tragedy;Gray mutt 
not be enlarged after many moneths imprifonment, till he put in baile never to 
difcover or profecute Priests more, and then they fhould all be quiet in hort time

Eighely, for Egertons teftimony, concerning his reftoring of popifh Books, it is 

more then a report, it was from the mouth of Motter{head a fworne Officer to the 

Archbifhop,now dead, who durft not report an untruth of this nature, and the 

Archbifhop himfelfe confefleth,the many Books foremenitioned,were reftored by 

order of the High Commiflion Conrt, whereof himfelfe was a chiefe member, 

therefore by him 5 acleer confirmation of Motterfheaa’s words, Everton's teftimo- 

ny, and Mafter Fones his papers. saree: Brissy era 

Ninthly, for the liberty of Priefts, Jefuits, ahd their faying Maffe in pri- 
fons, it was his owne negligence and connivance, the Keepers being under his 
command, & the High Commiflioners, who could look narrowly enough to Pu- 
ritans and godly Minifters : and indeed their commitment thither to fecure them 
from our common Goales and all legalb profecutions, was but a meer fallacy to 
delude the people, and advance the Catholick caufe with greater facility and 
leffe fufpition. OYE er 

Tenthly, Mayoes teftimony and Thatchers, are fo farre from extenuating, that 
they aggravate his offence ; their Warrants and imployments being meer diffimu- 
lations and fhadowes to gull the people; for nanght was doneupon the intelli- 

gence of the one, to whom he refuféd to grant a Warrant, becaufe he was too 

hot againft Priefts ; and no Priefts apprehended by the other, who had his War- 

rant upon this condition, Not to imploy or keep company with Gray, the onely 

man that could difcover Priefts and Jefuits to him, and help him in their appre- 

hending. 

Finally, his owne objected confeffion in his Epiftle to the King, God forbid I 

Should ever offer to per(wade a perfecution in any kind, or practice it in the leaft, &c. againk 

Priefts and Jefuits, coupled with the premifes, when as he was {0 terrible, fo 

bloody a perfecutor of Orthodox godly Minifters;and zealous Proteftants,unan* 

fwerably proues his connivance at,his protection of,and confederacy with them, 

to re-enthrall us: in their’ Romifh bondage : So that this whole charge, however 

he conceives he hath fhaken it quite off and laid it in the duit,’ recoiles upon him 

with greater vigor, and refts heavier on his back then ever. 

+ The laft charge of this nature againft me is, ¢ that I complyed with Papitts, Obje. 6. 

Priefts and Jefuits, in concealing ‘their very Treafonable plots and con{piracies 4 Page as94 

both againft our State, Church and Religion, to reduce us unto Rome, for which 460. ; 

they produce two inftances ; my threatning and committing Miftris Huffey, for 
difcovering a dangerous plot of the Qyeen.

» To this f anfwer that ‘I did not conceale nor difcourage the difcoverers of ei- An{wers 
ther of thefe two plots + For the firft of them, I conceived it very improbable, 
atid I thought Anne Huffey to be crazy when the revealed it,and fo much | told hers 
For her commitment to the Sheriffes, it was at her owne defire, for her greater 
fafety;and there was as ftri& an examination as pofhible of thiseonfpiracy,but no 
cleer evidence : ‘For the latter plot, as {oon as I received intelligence of it, I pres 
fently revealed it tothe King, as appeares ‘by my Lettet, andthe Kings Anfwer 
to it in the margin, under his owne hand, which Matter Prynne hath printed ; 
and the ftibfequent Letters prove, that | did all I could therein, but could make 
nothing of it; This I beleeve a noble Lord here prefent well remempers,to whom 
I difclofed its to wit, the Earle of ‘Northumberland. (who prefently replyed, be did re+ 
member no fuch thing ::) However, itis one.of the greateft. evidences chat can be of 
my fteadfaftneffe in the proteftant Religion,and oppofition again{t popery>if the 
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plot were reall, and if but counterfeit, then nocrime to conceale its i; i 
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To which was replyed ; Firft, that all the premifes abundantly prove, that he 
was privy and afliftant to many Jefuiticall plots and devices to ufher in popery; 
and reduce us to Rome, therefore it isno wonder that he oppofed not, nor profe- 
cuted , buit fmothered them all he could: Secondly, that the firft of the plots

the bufinefle afterwards and commitment of the Prieft, it. proceeded. only from 
the other Lords, not him, who did all he could to dant the Witnefles, and con- 
ceal the Con(piracy; which if fully profecuted at that timé,might have prevented 
the bloody Maffacres which have fince been made in Ireland and England, in pro-

fence in concealing it, becaufe then he had more reafon.to difclofeit, as well for 

his owne vindication from fcandal, as the publike fafety of our King, Church, 

Religion 3\but his engagements to this confederated Popith party, and the 

Advancment-of their. caufe were fuch,: that he preferred them before his owne 

private. pretended. juftification , or the fafety of, all thefe coupled toge- 


ther: Wherefore he ftill remaines under the guilt, weight of this agdall omnes 
the

{wers, Defences to enervate orelude them: And therefore upon this firft genes 
rall Branch of his Charge, the Commons prayed Judgement againft him trom
